Needles 
raised the point of order that the Grand Lodge Degree must be con- 
ferred in the Grand Lodge. The Grand Master decided the point 
well taken, and declared the motion out of order, but that the ante- 
room was part of the lodge room, and the degree could be con- 
ferred there. The Grand Warden was instructed to confer degree. 
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GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 


To the Grand Lodge I.O.O.F. of Illinois": 

Officers and. Members . — Obedient to law and established custom I submit re- 
port of my stewardship. Many duties may have been poorly performed, others 
unwisely. Ever conscious of my own weakness in the discharge of duty, I have 
endeavored todo right and be justsofaras the light of my poor judgment would 
lead me. For my mistakes and failures I ask your charity, and assure you my 
many mistakes were the offspring of the head and not the heart. My ambi- 
tion has been to wield the scepter of office with mercy, justice, and firmness, 
so that I might yield it back to whence it came as pure as it was given me, 
that in after years no regret would exist on account of the great trust and 
honor you bestowed on your humble servant. The success of the year is due 
to the zeal, activity, and vigor of the members who have generously aided me 
with wise counsels and active labor in the vineyard. For whatever mistakes 
or failures I assume the responsibility! 

STATE OF THE ORDER. 

I congratulate you on the substantial, healthy growth of the Order during 
the past year with a membership of 38,858, a net increase for the year ending 
March 31, 1891, of 2,597, the largest gain we have ever experienced for 
one year in the state. Not alone in numbers do we find this advance, but in 
quality and intelligence do we discover a wonderful development. This great 
army of Brothers are keeping step to the music of reformation, advancing in 
solid columns, making war on vice in all its forms, conquering discords, driv- 
ing crime into obscurity, wearing a helmet of “Peace and good will toward 
mankind,” armed with weapons of morality and virtue, gaining victories over 
evils that infest civilization, the lines of ignorance and prejudice are giving 
way, and this gallant army of Brothers are receiving the plaudits of a once 
criticising and unfriendly world. Waging war under the banner of humanity, 
battling the ills of life, with victory comes peace and happiness. Led by the 
Star of Hope, let us continue the conflict until vice and crime are subdued: 
discord unknown. Friendship and brotherly love shall establish the truth of 
our cause. I am pleased to say that we are at peace; no wave of serious dis- 
cord disturbs the sea of our contentment. The great broad principles of our 
Order stand like a lighthouse, and direct the fraternal mariners from the 
shoals of discord and reefs of contention. This happy condition I attribute 
to developing intelligence and earnest study by the membership of the princi- 
ples, lessons, and teachings of our Order. 
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OFFICIAL VISITATIONS. 

During the year I have made as many visitations as the exacting duties 
of my office would permit, although not as many as I would like to have made. 
I have never refused to go, when duty would allow, even at sacrifice of private 
interest. I have laid corner stones for several fraternal buildings, dedicated 
halls, delivered lectures, and done other like service, with which you are 
somewhat familiar. All these visitations have been pleasant to me, and I in- 
dulge the hope, profitable to the membership. From experience I am con- 
vinced that if the Grand Master could be relieved of a voluminous correspond- 
ence, so that he could put in more time visiting Lodges, the membership 
would profit thereby and much good result; much contention be averted before 
it assumes a discord. 


APPEALS FOR AID. 

Appeals for aid have been but few and of such a nature that I have, after 
mature consideration, denied my consent, except in the case of South Dakota, 
which was an appeal from the Grand Lodge of that Jurisdiction, and a case 
wherein I felt justified in giving consent, and I am pleased to say the response 
was generous on the part of our Lodge. In some instances appeals have been 
made to Lodges without my consent. In such cases I have, on being in- 
formed, taken the matter up with the Grand Master of the offending Juris- 
diction, and in each case the matter was promptly stopped and satisfactorily 
adjusted. 


PROCLAMATIONS. 

I submit herewith the several Proclamations issued by me, which explain 
the purpose for which they were issued: 

First: Anniversary Proclamation, issued March 14, 1891: 

Anniversary Proclamation. 

Office of the Grand Master. 

To all Lodges and Rebekah Degree Lodges under the Jurisdiction 
of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F., 

Greeting: In conformity with established usage and obedience of the 
will of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
and the Proclamation of our Grand Sire, recommending and enjoiniug all 
Grand and Subordinate bodies to devote and celebrate the 26th day of April, 
A. D. 1891, the seventy-second anniversary of our Order in America, by ap- 
propriate exercises, in commemoration of the day, and to public thanksgiving 
to Almighty God for His manifold blessings vouchsafed to us as an Order and 
as individuals during the past year: now, therefore, I, R. W. S. Wheatley, 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge, I.O.O.F., of the state of Illinois, by 
virtue of the power in me vested, do earnestly request all Lodges working 
under the jurisdiction of our Grand Lodge, to assemble at some convenient 
place on the 26th day of April, 1891, or (as the 26th falls on Sunday) some 
other day approximate thereto, and appropriately celebrate the seventy-second 
anniversary of onr Order in America with proper exercises and thanksgiving 
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to Almighty God for the rich blessings and generous prosperity extended to 
our Order and to us severally during the past year. Profoundly grateful to 
AlmightyGod for blessings, peace, and prosperity; thankful to the Fraternity, 
and with renewed loyalty to the Order for the faithful practice of friend- 
ship, brotherly love and truth, I do hereby grant a dispensation to all Lodges 
of this jurisdiction to use the name and regalia of the Order at said anniver- 
sary without further authority.

Dispensations have been asked for and granted within the limits of law 
— dispensations too numerous to mention here. In some few instances they 
have been refused. Often they are asked for by the Deputy, or without com- 
plying with the law. In such cases correspondence followed which lead to 
granting same, but itmakes unnecessary work. If officers of the Lodge would 
examine the law before writing to the Grand Master, they could save time 
and trouble.

In considering petitions for new Lodges I have exercised caution, and en- 
deavored to be conservative; have carefully considered the personal character 
of the petitioners, the territory to be occupied, and all surroundings, so as 
not to grant warrants where indications were not clear that a good, healthy 
Lodge would result; in addition to the. petition already required, I have 
caused to be printed on the back of the petition a petition for membership by 
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initiation, and required the proposed members to sign said petition and de- 
posit initiation fee; and all Lodges must have at least twenty-five petitioners 
before the same would be constituted. The following is the form of said peti- 
tion and instructions:

This I deemed necessary to assure the required number and avoid insti- 
tuting weak Lodges, and was the result of a conference with Grand Secretary 
Adams. The plan has worked well and given satisfaction, as will appear by 
reference to petitions granted where warrants have been^issued. In some 
instances warrants have been refused where it did not appear that the terri- 
tory was sufficient, or there was no sufficient hall to meet in, and for other 
reasons that, to my mind, seemed sufficient £o refuse a warrant. Below find 
a list of warrants issued, and I recommend that Charters be granted them.

I am further gratified to say that this Lodge has yielded complete 
obedience to the mandates of the Grand Lodge and the Grand Master. In 
the settlement of this important difficulty I am under obligations to many 
Brothers, especially Past Grand Master John C. Smith, who acted as my spe- 
cial Deputy, and did so much to restore harmony. I record my thanks to the 
several members of that Lodge for the uniform courtesy and cheerful obedience 
accorded mein the discharge of my duty, which at first looked unpleasant, yet, 
when met face to face, by their cheerful obedience and brotherly conduct 
was transformed into one of pleasure, and resulted in a happy restoration 
and termination. 


CHANGE OF NAME. 

Soon after the death of our well-beloved Past Grand Master J. Ward 
Ellis, I received a petition from Ellis Lodge, No. 447, of Chicago, asking a 
dispensation and permit to change their name from Ellis Lodge, No. 447, to 
J. Ward Ellis Lodge, No. 447, which petition I granted, and issued a dispen- 
sation ordering the name of said Lodge changed to J. Ward Ellis; which 
action I hope meets with your approval. 
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* DEDICATION OF HALLS. 

It is gratifying to report that many of our Lodges now own their build- 
ings and Lodge rooms; some have been dedicated by your humble servant;, 
many by special Deputies, and many by Past Grands. I am unable to give de- 
tails of this important work, inasmuch as all do not report to the Grand Masters 
In a general way I know much has been done in the matter. The law should 
direct that every Lodge should get a dispensation and have a regular com- 
missioned Deputy to dedicate each new hall and make full report; in this wav 
we could get details and know the condition of the Order better/ I would 
further suggest that a law requiring each Lodge before building a hall to sub- 
mit to the Grand Master a statement of their finances and how they raise the 
money to build; amount of debt to be incurred in building; in other words, 
furnish such evidence as will satisfy the Grand Master that it is practicable to 
build, and that no Lodge be allowed to build without first getting a dispensa- 
tion for that purpose. This would enable the Grand Lodge to better know 
the condition of the Order, and would prevent lyiwise and hasty action on- 
the part of Lodges whose ambition exceeds their judgment. 

WEAK LODGES. 

Your attention has frequently been called to weak Lodges; still tliev 
exist, and it is difficult to suggest a remedy. There are some Lodges that are 
doing no good; make no progress, and are no benefit to their members or the 
Order; yet it is easier to call attention to them than it is to suggest a remedy. 
I am of opinion that when a Lodge reaches a point where it simply hangs on 
without vitality or activity it should be closed and the jurisdiction spared the 
expense of paying their representatives for attending the Grand Lodge. 
The law should establish a minimum of membership, and when a Lodge falls 
below that in membership it should be closed. Our Order is progressive, not 
passive; and when a Lodge hangs on and term after term reports just enough* 
members to hold its charter, it is strong evidence of indifference on the part 
of its membership. Civilization is growing; the Order is growing; young men 
are continually coming into manhood; so there is no scarcity of timber to* 
work on. Generally these Lodges are weak in purse, as well as in numbers,, 
ttnd when benefits become due they are not paid promptly, neither can or do- 
they do their full duty to the sick; taken all around, they are a detriment to* 
the Order and should be closed up. If they knew they were in danger of los- 
ing their Charter, it might awaken them to activity and usefulness. The 
Grand Master should be allowed expenses for visiting these weak Lodges, and 
he should be requested to visit them, either in person or by special Deputy, 
and endeavor to arouse them; if that fails, close them. Most of a Grand 
Master’s trouble comes from these weak Lodges about paying benefits and 
neglecting their members.

LODGES SUSPENDED. 

I regret to report that duty required me to suspend Fulton Lodge, No. 51, 
for refusing to obey my orders; all the papers in the matter are herewith 
transmitted for your consideration and action in this case. Charges were pre- 
ferred in Fulton Lodge, No. 51, against Frank Nichols, a member of said 
Lodge, charging him with commutating the term pass-word unlawfully; 
evidence was heard on trial and by a vote of the Lodge Bro. Nichols was 
acquitted; an appeal was taken. The appeal sustaining the action of the 
Lodge in acquitting Bro. Nichols was reversed and the Lodge directed to fix 
a penalty of not less than suspension on Bro. Nichols for said offense. This 
the Lodge refused to do by a vote; thereupon I issued my Proclamation and 
appointed Bro. S. A. Murdock special Deputy to take the Charter and effects 
•of said Lodge, which was done. 

OFFICIAL INSTRUCTORS. 

I am of opinion that there should be absolute uniformity in imparting 
the secret work and there should be more of it done. I have only appointed 
a limited number of official instructors. It is no easy matter for a grand Mas- 
ter to know who has the work correct: no one should be appointed who has 
not got it. It would perhaps be well for the Grand Master to hold district 
meetings for instructions and require each Lodge to send a delegate to get 
the work. Owing to the indifference on the part of Lodges the services of 
instructors are not invoked by the Lodges on account of the slight expense; 
but few instructors can afford to bear their own expenses and lose their time. 
If Deputies would know their duty and refuse to install officers who do not 
know the work, it would, in my judgment, develop a disposition to learn the 
work; if we could prohibit installations of Noble Grands who don’t know and 
will not learn the work, it would bring up the standard; however, we are met 
with the fact that the Deputy is not posted in the work. It would be, per- 
haps, well to require as a qualification of eligibility to the position of Dep- 
uty or Representative that they know the work; this would bring qualified 
members to the Grand Lodge and reward merit and sfop passing through the 
chairs just because one is in rotation; it would also give the Lodges better 
officers. If Brothers are so indifferent that they will not qualify themselves 
for office, they should not get the honor of office. The official instructors 
appointed by me have not all reported; however, I am pleased to mention 
good work done by J. F. Horner, of No. 334, Henry A. Stone, of No. 122, and 
H. H. Tilton, of 416; others have done good work, but have failed to report. 

orphans’ home. 

One of the great commands of our Order is to “educate the orphans.” 
Parental hope feeds the fire of ambition into a flame of desire to educate and 
develop our children so that they may become useful men and women; yet so 
-often in the wise dispensation of Providence are we cut down before our 
hopes have been realized, and the child is left alone to the cold charities of an 
ainfriendly world, without that gentle influence of a mother’s love or a father’s 
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wise counsel and protection; yet it is a consolation to departing Brothers to 
know that the great Fraternity of Odd Fellows will “educate the orphan,” 
and protect them from the keen winds of depravity, and will arm them for 
the conflict of life by proper education and home training. It is a consoling* 
thought to a dying Odd Fellow to know that, although deprived of pushing 
forward hopes and ambitions for a child, a great army of Brothers will pro- 
tect that child with the strong arm of Fraternity, actuated by a sense of 
brotherly love; educate and care for it, and carry forward parental hope to a 
happy realization. The command of our Order “to educate the orphan *** 
has been heard; we are in sight of victory over the obstacles that have so* 
long blocked the pathway of obedience and retarded the march to victory; 
already the spires of our Orphans’ Home kisses the heavens and reflects in 
glittering splendor the gleams of brotherly love; a monument to a generous- 
Frateruity, and a true Home in all that the word means for our orphans; 
making good the promises of our Order; inspiring confidence in our teachings: 
realizing hopes long delayed after much labor and work; overcoming objec- 
tions; accomplishing ambitions, we are at last invited to visit the city of 
Lincoln on November 18, 1891, on a special train Irom Springfield, and dedi- 
cate to the use and purpose of our Order the new and beautiful Odd Fellows’* 
Orphans’ Home, now nearing completion at Lincoln, the work of Sisters and 
Brothers, and the crowning glory of our jurisdiction. Illinois is second to no- 
state in progress, energy, or enterprise; our Order, in keeping with the times, 
has shown the world by our works the grandeur of our institutions, and our 
sister jurisdictions the result of an effort to obey the commands of our Order 
to educate our orphans. The grateful thanks of a generous Fraternity is due 
the Sisters and Brothers who have so faithfully labored to accomplish this 
grand purpose. I would, therefore, recommend that the Grand Lodge pro- 
ceed in a body on a special train November 18, 1891, to Lincoln and there- 
dedicate with due and solemn ceremony the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home. 

THE CHICAGO ODD FELLOWS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The Chicago Odd Fellows’ Association is another organization worthy of 
our encouragement. I do not believe the membership fully understands the- 
purpose and aim of this Association; unselfish in purpose; grand in the ac- 
complishment of good work; always offering a kind welcome to the fraternal 
traveler and relief to distress; assisting Brothers in procuring employment when 
among strangers in a great city. It is hard for Brothers to generally understand, 
the necessity for this Association to exist in a great city like Chicago, and 
maintain open headquarters and a/ bureau of information. I trust we will 
not fail to comprehend its value to our Order, or neglect to properly encour- 
age and foster it, for it deserves a liberal support and endorsement. I beg 
leave to submit herewith the report of Bro. J. M. Campbell, P.G.M., its Secre- 
tary, showing its widespread and general usefulness in the field of work, 
with increasing demands on its energies. I look upon this Association as one- 
of the most important agencies of the Order in this jurisdiction. While- 
local Lodges have contributed to its support freely, the burdens imposed on it 
often tax its resources, and I think it deserves financial aid of this Grand J 
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Body and trust you will give it that thoughtful consideration its noble work 
deserves.

It has received the recognition apd endorsement of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge as well as the substantial endorsement of both the Grand En- 
campment and Grand Lodge of Illinois, and the foremost men in our Order in 
this Grand Jurisdiction have testified time and again to the practical good 
work being carried on by the Association in the cause of common humanity. 
As further proof of the far-reaching work being performed, it is only neces-

The above figures, expressive though they he, tell but a small portion 
of the story. Two hundred and fifty inquiries by mail and otherwise for in- 
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formation on different topics in connection with the Order have been answered 
by the Secretary; twenty-three applicants for aid have been found unworthy 
after due investigation, and the Order placed on its guard against further 
imposition; six widows of Odd Fellows have been aided, and three furnished 
transportation to their homes in distant cities; and numerous Brothers have 
been aided, financially and otherwise, in addition to procuring them employ- 
ment. 

Great as has been the calls upon our resources during the past year, there 
can be no doubt but what these calls will be more than doubled during the 
coming eighteen months, on account of the great influx of skilled and un- 
skilled labor attracted to our city by the extensive gratuitous advertising 
which our city is receiving in connection with the forthcoming “World’s 
Columbian Exposition.” In proof of the large increase that may be expected 
on this account, the figures for the Employment Bureau for the past three 
months afford the strongest and most convincing evidence:

This shows the number registered for the last three months to be nearly 
as great as during the entire nine months previous, and the figures for the 
present month of October will be as great as during the month of September 
above quoted. 

By referring to the foregoing table it will be seen that the beneficiaries 
of the Association came from every state in the Union, from the Dominion 
of Canada, and some even from Europe and the antipodes. It will thus be 
seen that the work is not a local one, but is national, and even international 
in its ramifications. It is as far-reaching as our Order itself, and knows 
neither state nor national boundaries in dispensing its goodly offices to the 
deserving and needy Odd Fellow. 

Our reference library and reading room has been maintained during the 
year at little or no expense, as most all of the papers on file are donated by the 
publishers, and the additions to our library, though not as numerous as in 
former years, have yet been considerable, the chief contributor being, as 
heretofore, our esteemed Grand Scribe, Gen. J. C. Smith, P.G.M. 

In conclusion, allow me to return thanks in the name of the Association 
to all those, who, by word or deed, have aided us in our work, and especially 
to you, Bro. Wheatley, whose official influence and kindly courtesies have been 
liberally extended to the Association during this, the most successful adminis- 
tration, in every respect, that the Grand Jurisdiction of Illinois has ever 
enjoyed.

FRATERNAL PRESS. 


I most earnestly invite attention to the importance of the fraternal press. 
Every member should read some fraternal paper and keep posted on current 
fraternal events. Civilization of to-day looks to the press for light and in- 
formation on all questions that present themselves to the mind. The press 
criticises wrong and advocates the right. It is equally so with our Order: our 
fraternal journals and papers discuss the live issues of the Order; condemn 
wrong action and throw a light on our pathway, often discovering to us evils in 
ambush; warning us of approaching dangers, -and furnishing food for fraternal 
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thought; answering vexatious questions; citing the hiw; in fact, their columns 
are a fountain of information flowing from springs of thoughtful minds, wash- 
ing the quicksands of ignorance from gems of intellect, and assists in edu- 
cating and training, so important to a loyal brotherhood. We have in our 
jurisdiction a fraternal paper, the Odd Felloivs' Herald , now so ably edited 
and published by our Grand Secretary, George M. Adams. The Herald has 
passed the experimental stage so fatal to many, and has reached mature age 
of permanency; other ambitious Brothers have launched on the sea of jour- 
nalism aud been driven by adverse winds into straits and dashed to pieces for 
want of support. With a Grand Jurisdiction like ours such encouragement 
■and support should be offered as would make t'he Hetxtld a weekly visitor to us, 
bringing us glad tidings and good news. Again I earnestly appeal to every 
member to read some good Odd Fellows’ paper. 

SPECIAL SESSIONS. 

During the year I have perhaps outdone my predecessors in the number 
•of special sessions, I indulge the thought, for the good of the Order. These 
sessions cost but little and have all been well attended, and I am satisfied re- 
sulted in much good and have encouraged and stimulated the Order to greater 
activity. One reason for so many special sessions was the fact that the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge met at St. Louis, Mo., and a large number of Past 
Grands desired to attend. We have at these special sessions conferred the 
Grand Lodge Degree on about 400 Past Grands; besides, in every instance, 
holding a school for instruction, always well attended and appreciated. I 
would recommend holding special sessions in different parts of the state more 
frequently and instructing in the work; they cost but little and accomplish 
much good. 

SPECIAL DEPUTIES’ REPORT. 

I beg leave to submit the report of Past Grand Master F. Bross, special 
Deputy, to settle a controversy as to the membership of Bro. Moss in Egypt 
Lodge, No. 789, of Pulaski. The report of Past Grand Master Bross fully 
explains the situation. I have approved his action in the premises and sub- 
mit the same for your action. 

To the Noiile Grand and Brothers of Egypt Lodge, No. 789, I.O.O.F., 

of Pulaski, Illinois: 

• Brothers . — The matter in regard to the standing of Bro. Alfred S. Moss 
in your Lodge and the Order has been referred to me by the Grand Master, 
as apparent to you by the commission read in open Lodge on my last visit, as 
special Deputy of the Grand Master in this case. 

.After a carefui examination, I find the facts relating to the matter in con- 
troversy, to be about as follows: 

Some time during the summer of 1890, a number of Brothers of the 
neighborhood, and of Pulaski Station, made application to the Grand Master 
for a Charter for a Lodge at Pulaski, Pulaski county, Illinois, Bro. Moss be- 
ing one of the applicants by virtue of a dismissal certificate, granted him by 
Hiawatha Lodge, No. 291, of Anna, 111., on July 23, 1890. 

Upon the above application a dispensation was issued by the Grand Mas- 
ter; and the applicants for the Charter fixed the 4th day of September, 1890, 
for the day of the institution of said Lodge. 
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Great preparations had been made for the occasion by the ladies, and- 
everybody was on hand, including a large number of applicants to join the 
Order, but to the surprise of all, it was found that the name of Bro. Moss- 
had been left off the list of applicants in the dispensation by the Grand Sec- 
retary, without any explanation whatever. 

At the informal meeting, held by the applicants and the instituting offi- 
cer, said officer being assured by said applicants that the name of Bro. Moss- 
was in the petition, and that the dismissal certificate granted had been for- 
warded, with all the cards, etc., and there was no question of everything 
being all right, excepting, that the Grand Secretary had mislaid said dismissal 
certificate, etc. 

In the face of these assurances, and in consideration of the great prepar- 
ation made, and also, the applicants in their agreement among themselves 
having selected Bro. Moss as their Noble Grand, being the only Past Grand, 
excepting Bro. Butler, who declined the office of Noble Grand, desiring to be- 
elected Representative of the Lodge, and to put off to some future day the- 
institution of said Lodge would unquestionably have marred the feelings of 
those who had taken such great interest in the matter, therefore, the instituting 
Deputy yielded to the request of the applicants, and instituted the Lodge, 
permitted Bro. Moss to be elected Noble Grand and installed him as such, 
with the other officers, with the expectation that all would be right, after 
looking up what had become of that dismissal certificate. 

Some time afterwards it was discovered that the dismissal certificate of 
Bro. Moss sent to the Grand , Secretary was issued in a written form, layed 
down in digest, properly signed by the proper ^officers, with the seal of the 
Lodge attached, but not on one of the blanks furnished by the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge; and this appears to be the whole objection, everything else 
being regular. 

After Bro. Moss was informed of this irregularity, he, as I am informed, . 
visited Hiawatha Lodge twice, and asked them to correct their mistake, 
which, finally, they did, but dated their second issue of the dismissal certifi- 
cate at a date later than the instituting of Egypt Lodge, which, of course, 
would still leave Bro. Moss out in the cold. 

This matter being prolonged for some time, and Hiawatha Lodge refus- 
ing to date their last dismissal certificate of date when they issued the first, 
and the whole difficulty having stirred up considerable bad blood, Bro. Moss 
became disgusted and resigned on January 1, 1891, as Noble Grand of the 
Lodge, and appeals to the Grand Master to define his position in Egypt Lodge, 
No. 789, and also his position in the Order in general. 

The Grand Master referred the case to the undersigned, as special Dep- 
uty, to investigate and decide matter, etc. 

Upon entering on my duty as special Deputy, I requested the Grand' 
Secretary to forward to me the original dismissal certificate, also the second, 
one issued by Hiawatha Lodge, which was promptly done. Then I forwarded 
the original'dismissal certificate, together with the second issue, to Hiawatha 
Lodge, requesting them to issue a dismissal certificate of the date when -the 
first was issued, claiming and deciding that they had no right to grant but 
one dismissal certificate, and can grant only duplicates, in case of loss or 
destruction. 

Tbis Hiawatha Lodge refused to do, on account of having no record of 
the same. I still insisted on my request, informing them that, if the signature- 
of the officers and seal of the Lodge, which they had before them, and the 
Lodge failed to keep proper record of the same, it is not the fault of Bro. 
Moss, nor is the issue of the dismissal certificate on blank paper his fault, 
and he could not be made to suffer on account of faults of the Lodge, or its- 
officers. 

Hiawatha Lodge still refused to comply with my request and demand 
made upon them. 

Which refusal, and my opinion on the subject, I submitted to the Grand 
Master, requesting him, that, if his opinion coincides with mine, to demand of 
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Hiawatha Lodge to issue such dismissal certificate of date of the original cer- 
tificate, and to amend their records in accordance therewith, which was done 
after a long delay, and said certificate dated with the original, July 23, 1890. 

Bro. Moss has done everything required of a true and good Odd Fellow; 
had paid the required amount of the certificate, and was entitled to a certifi- 
cate, as the law directs. To accept one issued on blank paper, of course, was 
done, not being posted in law, having been so many years out of the Order. 

The applicants for the Charter were apparently right when they assured 
the instituting Deputy that the certificate had been sent to the Grand Secre- 
tary. They also were not fully posted on the law. The instituting officer 
may have been too lenient, yet, taking everything into consideration, who- 
would not have complied with the wishes of the Brothers under the circum- 
stances? 

Now the question? With the foregoing facts in the case, how and where 
does Bro. Moss stand, or should he stand, in Egypt Lodge, No. 789, and the 
Order in general. 

Has he acted as a true, honest, and faithful Odd Fellow? As a rule, no 
one can be punished, except wilfully or by neglect violating some law, or fail- 
ing to perform a duty which he is obligated to perform, and, after Bro. Moss 
was taken as a member of Egypt Lodge, and elected and installed as Noble 
Grand, whether everything was exactly regular or not, especially as there had 
been no fraud or deception, or any kind of wrong on his part, no one can 
under our law oust him from the membership, and no one should, in justice' 
and right, even attempt to do so. 

I, therefore, hold that Bro. Alfred S. Moss is and has been a member in 
good standing of Egypt Lodge, No. 789, from the date of the institution until 
the present day, he having tendered said Lodge his weekly dues, as required 
by law, and said Lodge having refused to accept the same. 

I shall also recommend to the Grand Master that Bro. Moss be enrolled 
as a Charter member of Egypt Lodge, and request that the Grand Lodge 
grant special authority to the Grand Secretary to do so. Hoping that you 
will hereafter work in harmony, and with that zeal and spirit with which 
you started ten months ago, I remain

SPECIAL COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 

I beg leave to report that in obedience of your directions at the last ses- 
sion, thirteenth report of Committee on Appeals, page 924, of the Journal, I 
appointed a special Committee to investigate and report on matters of differ- 
ence between Lewistown Lodge, No. 335, and Fulton Lodge, No. 51, which 
Committee was directed to report to this Grand Body at this session, and I 
suppose their report is on file. 

Pursuant to a resolution of Bro. Ward, of No. 342 (see page 952, Jour- 
nal of 1890), to investigate and report on the controversy between William 
Cavanaugh, a dropped member of Mt. Olive Lodge, I have appointed the fol- 
lowing committee: Win. J. Clucas, W. H. Hall, Paul C. Brey, H. F. Nather, 
and W. T. Crouch, and I submit herewith their report: 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Special Committee, appointed by the Grand Master, under the reso- 
lution of Bro. Ward, of No. 342 (see page 952, Journal of 1890), to investi- 
gate the case of Cavanaugh vs. Mount Olive Lodge, No. 114, being an appeal 
from the decision of said Lodge in withholding sick benefits claimed to have- 
become due to said Cavanaugh since June 16, 1888, respectfully report as follows^ 
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That said Committee met in the Hall of Golden Buie Lodge, No. 374, at 
East St, Louis. Friday, September IS. 1S91, at which meeting all members 
of the Committee were present, together with Mr. Cavanaugh, and his coun- 
sel. Bro. Lountz, of No. 374, and Bro. Kagy, of Mount Olive Lodge. No. 114. 
Yonr Committee finds, from the testimony of Mr. Cavanaugh, that he re- 
ceived due notice of the action of Mount Olive Lodge. No. 114, refusing to 
pay him any benefits from and after the ISth day of June. 1SSS; and at about 
that date he left the jurisdiction of Illinois, and moved into the jurisdiction 
of the state of Missouri: that he did not at any time, while in the jurisdiction 
oi* said state, make himself known to the Order there as a member, nor did 
he make any effort so to do: that from his, and other testimony presented to 
us, no demand was evermade upon Mount Olive Lodge for benefits prior to 
the time of the original appeal to Grand Master Humphrey, nor did Mount 
Olive Lodge ever receive any claim for benefits, or notice that the same was 
or would be claimed, prior to the time of the appeal to said Grand Master: 
we further find, from the testimony of Wm. Cavanaugh, that after receiving 
due notice from Mount Olive Lodge that he was in arrears for dues and 
assessments to the amount of $6.25 (the dues being $6.00 per annum), and 
that he would be dropped from membership unless the same was paid, he 
made no effort to pay the same, nor did anyone for him make any tender of 
the dues to the Lodge, or offer to p3y the same. 

We are of the opinion that the said William Cavanaugh was, considering 
all the evidence and circumstances, legally dropped for non-payment of dues, 
and that after he had received the notice from his Lodge refusing to pay him 
further benefits, and of his being in arrears for dues, in neglecting to appeal 
from such action within three months, as the law directs, lost all rights he 
may have had by reason of his membership in the Order. 

We, therefore, recommend that the action of Mount Olive Lodge, No. 
114, and the action of the Grand Lodge originally dismissing the appeal in 
this case be again reiterated and approved.

Burns to remain in their Lodge while the three degrees under the new work 
was being exemplified, as said Burns was found onexamination to be in pos- 
session of the fifth degree. 

Niantic Lodge acquiesced in the action of Fayette Lodge. No. 436. and 
mnst have known that the card issued had been changed when the same was 
returned to them; and if they did not. or had not ordered the change made, 
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they were direlect in their duty, and became a party to the fraud, if there 
was a fraud. 

We also find and decide that Bro.W. H. H. Burns is in legal possession of 
the third degree.

APPEALS TO SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE. 

C. C. CRABB, P.G., ) 

VS. >- 

Grand Lodge of Illinois. ) 

This appeal was taken from the action of this Grand Body at the last ses- 
sion in the matter of C. C. Crabb, a member of America Lodge, No. 107, set out 
in the ninth report of the Judiciary Committee, page 957, Journal of 1890. I 
herewith submit the opinion of the Sovereign Grand Lodge in full. 

Rep. Stebbins, of New York, from the Committee on Appeals, made the 
following report, which was laid on the table under rule: 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 

Fellows: 

Your Committee on Appeals, to whom was referred the appeal of C. C. 
Crabb, P.G., of America Lodge, No. 107, would respectfully report that the 
parties interested have had the opportunity 'of appearing before your Com- 
mittee, and that, after a careful consideration of the case, they have arrived 
at the conclusions hereinafter expressed. 

The facts are as follows: 

On the 25th of March, 1890, charges were preferred against Bro. Crabb, 
in America Lodge, No. 107, of which he was a member. 

On the 1st day of April, 1890, three members of that Lodge made appli- 
cation in writing to the Grand Master of that jurisdiction (Illinois) for a 
change of venue, stating in their application to the Grand Master, that “in 
their opinion there could not be a fair and impartial trial of the case in that 
Lodge. ” 

This application was made under section 711 of the Illinois Code of Laws, 
page 155, which reads as follows: 

“If three members of a Lodge, in which charges may be preferred 
against a member, are of the opinion that the accused will not receive an 
impartial trial at the hands of the Lodge, and present such opinion in writ- 
ing, such paper, together with such evidence as may be desired, bearing 
upon the question of prejudice in the Lodge, shall be forwarded to the Grand 
Master, and if he order the case changed to another Lodge, then the trial 
shall be removed to the named Lodge. A copy of the record of all proceed- 
ings, up to the time of removal, shall be sent to the Lodge to which the re- 
moval is made, and such Lodge shall proceed to the hearing, scrutiny, and 
decision as if the accusation had been first therein preferred.” 

Section 713 says: “A change of venue may be asked for on behalf of the 
Lodge or prosecution, as well as on behalf of the accused.” 

This was asked for on behalf of the Lodge. 

These laws were passed in 1881. Prior to that time the above section 
required that the Lodge should pass upon the application when it was made on 
behalf of the Lodge, but in the amendment of 1881 that clause was stricken out. 
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April 7, 1S90, the Grand Master of Illinois granted the application and 
Issued an order, changing the venue from America Lodge, No. 107, to Excel- 
sior Lodge, No. 22, located near by. 

May 13, 1S90, the Grand Master issued the following order: 

-“America Lodge, No. 107, I.O.O.F., Officers and Members: 

“I issued an order to you April 7, 1890, to send the case of America 
.Lodge, No. 107, vs. C. C. Crabb, P.G., to Excelsior Lodge, No. 22, on change 
of venue. 

“A reasonable time having elapsed and no action having been taken by 
your Lodge, I hereby order and direct that -my previous order be complied 
with within ten days. 

“ Fraternally yours, 

“ J. L. Barnum.” 

On June 3, 1890, the Lodge voted to proceed with the trial, and sent notice 
'Of its action to the Grand Master. On the 10th of June, 1890, the Grand 
Master attended America Lodge and demanded its Charter, Lodge effects, 
money, etc., for insubordination. The Noble Grand surrendered the Charter 
under protest. The effects of the Lodge, except that in the Treasurer’s 
.hands, consisting mainly of the funds, were also delivered up, but the Treas- 
urer refused to surrender the funds and still holds them. 

Bro. C. C. Crabb, P.G., prepared and presented to the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, at its session in November, 1890, an appeal from the action of the 
'Grand Master, in changing the venue and also in suspending America Lodge; 
also a lengthy memorial asking that the Charter be restored to the Lodge and 
that it be permitted to proceed with the trial of the charges against him. 
These papers, together with the report of the Grand Master, in relation 
thereto, were referred to the Judiciary Committee of the Grand Lodge. That 
committee consists of five members. 

At the same session of the Grand Lodge, a petition was presented signed 
by seventy-three members of America 'Lodge, No. 107, setting forth, among 
other things, that the Lodge had been deprived of its “legal rights and privi- 
leges, under its fraternal Charter, by the act of the Grand Master,” and 
prayed “that the Charter of America Lodge be restored.” 

The Judiciary Committee of the Grand Lodge consolidated the two cases, 
disposing of them in a single majority and minority report (the majority re- 
port being submitted by four of the Committee, and the minority by one), but 
treating of them more or less separately in their narration of the facts and 
statement of conclusions: 

For a clearer and better understanding of the cases, and to avoid con- 
fusion, as, to an extent, different questions arise in each, your Committee 
liave thought best to submit them separately, and in this report confine 
themselves to the consideration of the appeal and memorial of Bro. Crabb. 

The Grand Lodge, upon the presentation and consideration of the ma- 
jority and minority reports of the Judiciary Committee, adopted the former, 
which finds as follows: 

“Your Committee is of the opinion that the Grand Master should have 
been obeyed unhesitatingly by America Lodge, and that the Grand Master 
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properly suspended its Charter, when it became apparent that his orders were 
set at defiance by the Lodge,” and they recommend “that his action in that 
regard, as well as all of his actions, with relation to America Lodge case, as 
well as that portion of the Grand Master's report referred to the Committee, 
be commended and approved.” 

All of the foregoing facts do not come to your Committee duly certified 
by the Grand Officers under seal, as required by law, but substantially appear 
in the Grand Lodge Journal of Illinois, pages 957-960, for 1890, and in tho 
appeal of the seventy-three members of America Lodge from the action of 
the Grand Lodge on their petition, which is duly certified by the Grand 
Officers. 

A mass of other statements appear in the Appeal Book, made by the ap- 
pellant, his counsel, and others, since the action of the Grand Lodge of Illi- 
nois. These were not before the Grand Lodge of Illinois; formed no part of 
the basis of action and decision; are therefore no part of this appeal, and are 
disregarded by your Committee. 

There are other facts in the record above referred to, relating to the 
action of the Grand Sire, as showing cause for the Lodge’s disobedience of 
the order of the Grand Master, which will be duly considered by your Com- 
mittee, in examining the appeal of America Lodge, and which properly be- 
longs to that appeal. 

There are two questions involved in the appeal of Bro. Crabb: 

First. Had the Grand Master powe r, under the laws of Illinois Grand 
Lodge, to change the venue? 

Second. Had America Lodge the right to disobey the order of the Grand 
Master? 

Upon the first question your Committee are clearly of the opinion that 
Sections 711 and 713, above quoted, confer that power upon him. Section 311 
says: “If he (the Grand Master) order the case changed to another Lodge, 
the trial shall be removed to the named Lodge.” This clearly confers the 
power of removal. Only one prerequisite is required to confer upon him the 
right to exercise that power. That prerequisite is contained in the following 
language of the same section, to-wit: 

“If three members of a Lodge, in which charges may be preferred against 
a member, are of the opinion that the accused will not receive an impartial 
trial at the hands of' the Lodge, and present such opinion in writing , such 
paper, etc., shall be forwarded to the Grand Master,” and this change may 
be asked for on behalf of the Lodge, or prosecution, as well as on behalf of 
the accused. 

This presentation was made to him, which conferred upon him the right 
— gave him jurisdiction — to exercise the “power,” subject only to a review of 
its abuse, upon appeal. 

No evidence appears in the record of its abuse in this case, and the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois decided correctly in sustaining its exercise by the Grand 
Master in this case. 

We have proceeded upon the assumption that the above questions are the 
laws of that Grand Lodge, and such it was assumed to be by both the ma- 
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jority and minority reports (the minority report being made by the attorney 
for the accused; see certified proceedings of the Grand Lodge, page 45, of 
America Lodge Appeal Book), and also by the Grand Lodge. 

But it is due to the appellant to state that he claims the laws of 1881 
were not legally adopted, and refers to the Illinois Journal of 1881, pages 114, 
115, 116 (page Oil of his Appeal Book), to show how they were passed, and 
that at that time the Grand Lodge refused to allow an appeal from its action. 
Prom the record it appears that the appeal was asked to be taken from the 
action of the Grand Lodge in refusing to allow a reading of the digest, the 
same being objected to, after which the laws were adopted, and from the adop- 
tion no permission to appeal was asked, and that since that time (1881) these 
laws have been accepted and acted upon by the Grand Lodge and subordinates 
under it without objection. 

A collateral attack upon them, in this manner and after so long an acqui- 
escence, equity certainly would not tolerate, if estoppel in pais would be 
a bar. 

So far, therefore, as relates to the first point, the appeal canot be sus- 
tained. 

The second question is of a more serious and important nature, as it in- 
volves the question of arbitrary power on the one hand, and chartered rights 
upon the other. In such a controversy, every intendment should be held in 
favor of chartered rights; and any infringement of them by arbitrary power, 
should be based upon positive law, or inevitable necessity. It is needless to 
say that the latter can hardly be claimed in this case. 

The question then resolves itself into this: Do the laws of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois authorize the Grand Master to temporarily suspend a Lodge 
for refusing to act in obedience to his decision, and in acting in direct opposi- 
tion to, and contravention of, it? 

The law of that Grand Jurisdiction, Section 59, says, and wisely, too: 
“To deprive a Subordinate of its Charter, without trial, is an act of injus- 
tice, contrary to the spirit and usage of the Order.” 

But this must refer to a permanent taking away of its Charter, as these 
subsequent sections (and all of them must be read together) clearly show. 

Section 197 says: “No Lodge shall be suspended, expelled, or made liable 
to any disability, until found guilty of wilful violation of the laws of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, or of this Grand Lodge, upon due trial, with oppor- 
tunity of defense, upon charges filed with the Grand Secretary by some Past 
Grand; and suspension or expulsion shall require a majority of two-thirds. 
But the provisions of this law shall not apply * * * to cases in which a 
Lodge has been guilty of contempt by disregard of a mandate of the Grand 
Lodge, or disobedience thereto.” 

Section 123 says (defining the power of the Grand Master): “A Grand 
Master has entire supervision of his subordinates during vacation, and the 
right and duty to interfere on all violations of the law, and in case of persist- 
ent disobedience, he has the right to suspend a subordinate from all rights and 
privileges had under its Charter.” This, of course, can mean only tempo- 
rarily, and until such a time as the Grand Lodge acts upon the case. 
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It is very clear then that, by the laws of that Grand Jurisdiction, the 
Grand Master has the power, in a proper case , “to suspend a subordinate 
from all rights and privileges had under its Charter .” Was this a proper case? 
It was if it was one of “persistent disobedience .” 

He ordered the Lodge to change the venue “April 7th.” 

The order not being obeyed on the “ 13th of May” he again orders them 
to make the change in “ten days.” 

No action is taken by the Lodge until June 3 — twenty-one days there- 
after — when the Lodge notifies the Grand Master, not of a compliance , but of 
a defiance of the order, by informing him that it had resolved to proceed with 
the trial. 

It would be difficult to conceive of a more “persistent disobedience ” than 
this. 

Under these circumstances, the Grand Master was clearly justified in 
“suspending all the rights and privileges” of that Lodge not only, but it be- 
came his duty, under the laws above quoted, of that Grand Jurisdiction, to 
do so, and that without further delay. 

Upon this question; therefore, the appeal cannot be sustained. 

Your Committee submit the following: 

Resolved , That upon the law, as above set forth, the decision of the Grand 
Lodge, in the matter of the appeal and memorial of C. C. Crabb, P.G., both 
upon the question of a change of venue and the suspension of America Lodge, 
No. 107, be sustained, and the appeal of Bro. C. C. Crabb dismissed.

America Lodge, No. 107, and C. C. March 1 

vs. - Appeal. 

Grand Lodge of Illinois.. , ) 

This was an appeal from the action of this Grand Body at its session of 
1890 in the matter of America Lodge, No. 107 (see ninth report of Judiciary 
Committee, page 957, Journal of' 1890). I herewith submit the decision of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Rep. Robertson, of Ontario, from the Committee on Appeals, made the fol- 
lowing report, which was laid on the table under the rule: 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 

Fellows: 

Your Committee on Appeals, to whom was referred the appeal and peti- 
tions of America Lodge, No. 107, and Calvin C. March, P.G., from the Grand 
Lodge of Illnois, beg leave to report thereon as follows: 
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In this case the Charter of America Lodge was suspended by the Grand 
Master for insubordination. This action of the Grand Master was confirmed 
by the Grand Lodge by the adoption of the majority report of the Judiciary 
Committee. 

Against this action of the Grand Lodge the appeal is taken, and there is 
also a petition for the restoration of the Charter. From this petition it ap- 
pears that America Lodge was misled by the action of the then Grand Sire, 
which was overruled at the last session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. They 
disclaim all intention of disobedience to the mandates of the Grand Master, 
and claim that they made no effort or attempt to induce the interference of 
the Grand Sire. The Lodge is entitled to the fraternal consideration of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge in the peculiar and exceptional positionoin which it 
was placed, owing to the contradictory orders of the Grand Sire and the 
Grand Master. 

It has already been decided that the Lodge should have obeyed the man- 
dates of their Grand Master, and as the Grand Lodge of Illinois has referred 
the matter of this petition to the incoming Grand Master, “ with directions 
to restore the Charter whenever in his opinion it has complied with the laws 
of tho Order, and has sufficiently purged itself of contempt,” your Committee 
recommend that that action be confirmed. 

As to the appeal proper, it appears that the consent of the Grand Lodge 
of Illinois to the appeal had not been obtained, nor has the Lodge surrendered 
all its effects as required by the constitution, in order to enable an appeal to 

be taken without such consent. 

Yo‘ur Committee, therefore, have not taken cognizance of the various 
assignments of error alleged in the appeal, and recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved , That the appeal of America .Lodge, No. 107, be dismissed, and 
the. action of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, which is complained of, be sus- 
tained without prejudice to the right of the appellants to take such further 
proceedings as they may be advised.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I most respectfully submit for your consideration some matters that 
experience has suggested: 

I think some steps should be taken to relieve the Grand Master of so 
voluminous a correspondence, and enable him to spend more time looking 
after the general welfare of the Order. Under the present practice the Grand 
Master’s time is taken up answering letters. It has become a habit with 
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many Lodges and members to write the Grand Master about all sorts of ques- 
tions without first looking to the Constitution or the Code for a solution. I 
would suggest that the Grand Master be prohibited by law from giving an 
opinion on questions until the proposition has first been submitted in writing 
to the Lodge Deputy, and his opinion given in writing, and an appeal taken 
from the opinion of the Deputy in the regular way. It so often happens that 
Lodges and members write the Grand Master, only giving a partial statement 
of facts. They get the opinion of the Grand Master, go before the Lodge, 
and use such opinion as argument of their views of a controversy; whereas 
if the Grand Master had had all the facts, his opinion might have been differ- 
ent. I think all questions should be submitted in writing to the Lodge 
Deputy, and he should be required to answer same in writing; and to reach 
the Grand Master, appeal must be from the action of the Deputy, unless there 
is abuse of power. Under present practice many matters are disposed of 
without full knowledge of all points; in other words, the Grand Master 
should only be allowed to consider or give opinions on matters appealed to 
him in regular way. I think this would bring about a better class of Depu- 
ties and Representatives. Lodges would recommend to Grand Master for 
Deputy only those who qualify themselves, and study the law. Again, it 
would relieve the Grand Master so that he could give more and much needed 
attention to general supervision of the Order — visiting Lodges, and looking 
after matters that are important, and often neglected for want of time. 

I would suggest that the present law of taking evidence be amended, so 
that when charges have been preferred in a Lodge, and the accused cited to 
appear, as now provided by law; that the accused on the night he is cited to 
appear, be required to plead to each charge and specification, and if he pleads 
not guilty, then the Lodge or Noble Grand shall appoint a competent brother 
-of the Lodge a commissioner to take all the evidence, both for the Lodge and 
the accused, in deposition form, by writing down both questions and answers 
in full; and that the commissioner to take evidence be obligated first to per- 
form such duty, and authorize him to obligate the witnesses; that such com- 
missioner have no power to pass on the competency of evidence, or fin£ as to 
the weight thereof; and if either side object to questions or answers, the com- 
missioner note such objection, and on the trial the Noble Grand pass on such 
objection, when reached; and that the case stand continued two weeks from 
the night the citation is returnable, if the accused appears and pleads, to give 
each party an opportunity to produce their witnesses before the commissioner. 
I would also suggest that such commissioner have power to cite all witnesses 
to appear before him, and the Lodge inflict penalty on those who refuse to 
obey his summons; provided that further time may be given by the Lodge to 
either party to take evidence for good cause shown why such evidence can 
not be had in the two weeks given. When all the evidence is taken, such 
commissioner should report the same to the Lodge, over his certificate; that 
each party be required to give the other due notice to appear and cross-exam- 
ine, if they see fit. In short, let all evidence be taken similar to the way 
depositions are taken in chancery cases before a Notary Public. 

In this way we can get a perfect record, and if appeal is taken, the entire 
evidence before the Lodge goes with the record, and the Grand Lodge will 
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have all the case, while under present system it is seldom that the Secretary 
gets all the evidence; generally only part. Again, under present practice, if 
a trial is protracted through several meetings, as is often the case, when the 
Lodge gets ready to vote, few members are qualified to vote, because they 
have not heard all the evidence; while under the deposition plan suggested, 
when the evidence is taken, it can all be read at one meeting, and all are 
qualified to vote. Again, it would relieve the Lodge of long, tedious meet- 
ings, hearing evidence, so tiresome, as all know. It sometimes occurs that 
injustice is done a Lodge or brother, because all facts are not before the 
Grand Lodge, in appeal cases. 

I would suggest that the Constitution be amended, and the list of Com- 
mittees be revised, as there are now some Committees provided for by the 
Constitution that are useless, and have no duty to perform. We are pro- 
gressive, and what seemed necessary years ago, we find now affairs have 
changed, and the necessity does not exist. In fact, I believe our business 
could be done more satisfactory and systematic with fewer Committees. For 
instance, what is the duty of the Committee on Returns? 

I think the Committee on Printing should be abolished, and it made the 
duty of the Grand Master, Grand Secretary, and Grand Treasurer to secure 
bids for printing, or perhaps the Grand Secretary could do this work. Let it 
be the law that he receive bids for the printing of Journals, etc., and submit 
them to the Finance Committee for approval. As all bills must be audited by 
the Finance Committee, no contract should be made expending funds without 
the O. K. of that Auditing Committee. In other words, your business should 
all be done on business principles. Under present practice the Printing Com- 
mittee contracts; they make no report of bids; yet when the bills are pre- 
sented the Finance Committee must audit them. The main purpose of the 
Printing Committee is to get bids for printing the Journal. Why not require 
the Secretary to advertise before the Session for bids for the work, and sub- 
mit the bids to the Grand Lodge? Then the Finance Committee would find a 
voucher for the expenditure. This matter should be arranged in a business 
way, and there should be some check on each officer and Committee, some 
one to audit and pass on all expenditures, and authorize them before they are 
made. In short, your business should be conducted on a plan as careful and 
complete as a good business house does business. 

I would advise the establishing of a permanent Judiciary Committee, to 
determine all questions of law or fact. Say you elect a Judiciary Committee 
of five members, the Deputy Grand Master to be ex-officio chairman, or a 
member of the Committee. Let this Committee meet three times a year at 
the office of the Grand Secretary, and at the Grand Lodge, and hear and 
determine all appeals, and pass on all by-laws filed with the Grand Secretary 
ten days before such meeting. So arrange the election of this Committee as 
that one member will be elected each year, and hold office four years. In 
this way you can get the best minds to serve, and the Order get the benefit of 
years of experience; and the Committee will be placed beyond the possible 
influence of the administration, and only look to the Grand Lodge. Again, 
such Committee would be enabled to give all matters that thoughtful, careful 
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consideration now often denied for want of time. Opinions of such a Court 
would be of value to the Order, and would furnish speedy justice, while under 
our present law, if an appeal is taken from the Grand Master just after the 
Session, such appeal must lay over almost a year until the Grand Lodge 
meets, often forcing injustice by such delay. Again, this plan would relieve 
the Grand Master of judicial duties, and allow him to devote time to the gen- 
eral supervision of the Order, and make the office executive instead of a clerk; 
allow him to visit Lodges. In fact, give him opportunity to do more field 
work; beside the litigants would have the benefit of the combined judgment 
of five minds instead of one. I think better results would follow, and more 
satisfaction be guaranteed. 

I would suggest a law providing a penalty of expulsion for contempt of a 
member of the Order who refuses to give evidence on a trial. 

The above suggestions are crude in form, not attempting detail, more 
than sufficient to invite your attention to the suggestions. 

GRAND SECRETARY’S OFFICE. 

I would indeed be ungrateful if I failed to speak of the uniform courtesy 
and valuable assistance rendered me in the discharge of my duty by our 
worthy Grand Secretary, Bro. Geo. M. Adams. He has always been prompt 
and thorough in response to every demand. At different times I have visited 
his office, and it affords me pleasure to report that I have at all times found 
things in order and his books well kept; he could give any information with- 
out delay or trouble. He is always in the harness and ready to act for the 
promotion of the Order, or receive any suggestion offered. 

The Finance Cominitte made their semi-annual report to me as follows: 
To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Finance would respectfully submit the following 
semi-annual report: That we met at the office of the Grand Secretary, in the 
city of Bloomington, on the 19th day of May, 1891, and carefully checked up 
the supplies on hand, and find them corresponding with the books of the 
Grand Secretary. We have also checked up all bills for expenses and found 
them correct, and proper vouchers to verify the same. We also find the re- 
ceipts from all sources for the six months ending April 30, 1891, to be $11,- 
244.51, all of which has been forwarded to the Grand Treasurer; for which the 
Grand Secretary holds his receipt. We find the books in the office are neatly 
kept and in a business like manner, and every assistance was rendered by the 
Grand Secretary and his assistant to the Committee, and we congratulate the 
Grand Lodge on having so proficient an officer.

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REPORT OF THE GRAND SECRETARY. 


To the Grand Lodge, I.O.O.F., of Illinois: 

In presenting this, my fourth annual report, it affords me much pleasure 
to report to you that the past year has been the most successful of any in the 
history of the Order in this Grand Jurisdiction. More and stronger Lodges 
have been instituted than ever before. While my report for the year ending 
March 31, 1891, shows a membership of 38,858, a net gain of 2,597, it is very 
evident from the amount of capitation tax reported for the term ending Octo- 
ber 31, that there are over 40,000 members in the state. The net gain of 2,597 
is the largest ever reported from this office, as will be seen by referring to the 
latter part of this report. Very few Lodges have been closed; the lowest 
number I have ever reported. On November 1 only nine were delinquent 
with report and capitation tax, against twenty-seven in my previous report. 
In view of these facts, it is but natural that we, as Odd Fellows, should indeed 
feel grateful. We can look back upon the year just closed and say it was 
one of great success. 


DIVISION I. — JOURNAL OF 1890. 

The Journal of last session was issued earlier than ever before, and I kept 
my promise to have it in the hands of the Lodges by Christmas. As to its 
merits, it has been in your hands long enough for you to be the judges. In 
typographical appearance it was without a parallel. 

The German Journal was very late in being issued and did not reach my 
office until May, and was immediately sent to the German Lodges. I am told 
it contains many defects. 

DIVISION II. — LODGE STATISTICS. 

Again I would call your attention to the fact that there is no penalty for 
non-reporting Lodges for the term ending on March 31. As my report to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge is made from these reports, it seems as though there 
should be a law compelling Lodges to make their reports in April, as well as 
October. My report to the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
must reach him not later than June 1. As a number of Lodges were delin- 
quent, I had, in a measure, to estimate their membership from former reports. 
It takes about three weeks to make the tabular statement found in the back 
of the Journal, an abstract of which is my report to the Sovereign Grand 
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Lodge; hence the necessity of having prompt reports from all the Lodges.

DIVISION IV. — LODGES CLOSED AND CLOSING.

Home Rebekah Degree Lodge, Xo, 134, of Somonauk, was closed by Bro. 
John G. Munch. 

Several other commissions have been issued, but in each case the Lodges 
have gone to work and the special Deputy was discharged. It is my pleasure 
to report to you the Lodges are now, almost to a Lodge, in a good, healthy con- 
dition, and sending in reports of the good work they are doing and additions 
they are making to their ranks. 

DIVISION V. —LOSSES BY FIRE. 

Lodge Xo. 135 had an entire loss of its effects by fire February 23, 1891. 
They report loss about covered by insurance. 
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Flora Lodge, No. 151, had a total loss March 27. Loss covered by in- 
surance. 

DeSoto Lodge, No. 264, has been particularly unfortunate, having sus- 
tained an entire loss on February 23, 1S91, and again October 27. In the 
latter fire they saved their Charter, records, and part of their regalia. They 
were insured. 

Noble Lodge, No. 483, saved nothing but a set of regalia from a fire Jan- 
uary 2, 1891. 

Westfield Lodge, No. 644. bad a total loss August 3, 1891. Loss covered 
by insurance. 

Rebekah Degree Lodges, Nos. 1S1 and 200, both suffered losses by fire at 
the time the Subordinate Lodges at their places were burned. 

Iu each case above where Charter was destroyed I sent a duplicate, and 
where effects were destroyed, loaned them some from defunct Lodges so far 
as I could.

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GRAND REPRESENTATIVES’ REPORT. 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge, I.O.O.F. of Illinois: 

Brothers . — It again becomes the pleasant duty of your Representatives to 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge to report to you a summary of the proceedings of 
the Sixty-seventh Annual session of that Body, which convened in the city 
of St. Louis, Missouri, on Monday, September 21, and concluded its session 
on Saturday, the 26th. 

On Monday evening the Sovereign Grand Lodge and visitors were given 
a royal reception and welcome at the Music Hall of the Exposition Building, 
which was presided over by Grand Representative Gen. Ed Wilkerson, of 
Missouri. Addresses of welcome were delivered by Governor D. R. Francis, 
Mayor E. A. Noonan, President C. P. Walbridge, of the City Council, and 
Rev. J. B. Jewell, Grand Master and Grand Patriarch of Missouri. 

These hearty greetings of fraternal welcome were fittingly and ably 
responded to by Dr. Cl. T. Campbell, Acting Grand Sire. 

The street parade on Monday afternoon of the Patriarchs Militant, 
Lodges, and Encampments, in honor of the Sovereign Grand Lodge was an 
imposing affair, and elicited nothing but expressions of admiration from the 
multitude of spectators who crowded the city to witness the display. 

At the opening of the session there was found to be represented fifty-three 
Grand Lodges and forty-seven Grand Encampments by 170 Accredited Repre- 
sentatives, with the following Grand Officers and Past Grand Sires.

A general feeling of regret and sadness pervaded the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge at its opening, owing to the absence, by a severe affliction, of Grand 
Sire C. M. Busbee, which feeling found suitable expression in the following 
resolution. 

Representative Orendorff, of Illinois, moved the following, which was 
unanimously adopted by a rising vote: 

Resolved, That the Sovereign Grand Lodge has learned with feelings of 
deep regret of Grand Sire Busbee’s affliction by the bAnd of disease, which 
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prevents his attendance at this session, and desires, at this its first oppor- 
tunity, to express heartfelt sorrow and loving sympathy, together with the 
earnest hope and prayer that he may be soon restored to health, and the 
performance of the duties of the high office which he has adorned by emi- 
nent services. 

From the very able and interesting report of the Grand Sire (acting) the 
following extract is madq in regard to the 

STATE OF THE OBDER. 

I am pleased to be able to announce that the returns which will be sub- 
mitted to you show a most prosperous year. During 1890 no less than 68,295 
men were initiated into Odd Fellowship under your jurisdiction — the greatest 
number in any year of our history. And the net increase for the same period 
was equally unprecedented, reaching 37,442. On December 31, 1890, our male 
membership in the United States and Canada, and related jurisdictions, was 
649,702. The returns from Australasia give 19,746, while the German Empire 
has 2,891, making the total number no less than 672,339. 

If our increase during this year has been at the same rate, and we have 
no reason to doubt it, we may safely assume that our membership on Septem- 
ber 1, 1S91, was not less than 700,000. If to this number we added the 69,661 
Daughters of Rebekah reported December, 1890, with the probable additions 
they have received this year, a moderate estimate will give at the present date 
a grand total of not less than 775,000. 

Not only numerically, but financially, the record is gratifying. With an 
aggregate revenue from Lodges and Encampments of $7, 244, 227, we have 
expended for purposes of relief through the ordinary channels of the Order 
$2,917,688. When we add to this the relief expenditure of Australasia and 
Germany, together with the payments made to widows and orphans by the 
large number of Relief and Endowment Associations operated in connection 
withvour Society, we can place the pecuniary benevolence of Odd Fellowship 
during the year 1890 at the magnificent sum of $4,000,000. 

In regard to Odd Fellowship in foreign lands, the Grand Sire gives 
expression to the following practical and valuable suggestions. 

A careful review of the history of the Order in foreign lands serves to 
indicate the following general principles which should govern any effort at 
colonization: 

1. While the Sovereign Grand Lodge is not justified in refusing the bene- 
fits of Odd Fellowship to the people of any country who may be qualified for 
membership, yet it should make no special effort to introduce it into localities 
where the laws, customs, and characteristics of the people essentially differ 
from ours. In the words of the Committee on Foreign Relations, as adopted 
by this Body (Journal 1889, p. 11,736), “It is better in entering a foreign land 
that our banner should be carried by those of our members who are to be 
identified by business and social relations, and by residence, with the institu- 
tions of that country, and who, by their unaided efforts, will be able to extend 
the influence of the Order, and insure its permanent establishment in the 
esteem and affections of the people.” 

2. When the Order has been introduced into a foreign country, as soon 
as it gives evidence by its increasing membership, the character and social 
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standing of its adherents, and the estimate in which the Society is held by 
the community, that it is firmly established, with a fair prospect of perma- 
nence and prosperity, a Charter should be granted assuring them a local gov- 
ernment as absolutely independent as may be consistent with the unity of 
the Order. 

3. While granting Charters of local government especial care should be 
taken to emphasize the fact that this quasi-independence does not involve any 
separation of the Order, nor the entire surrender of authority on the part of 
this Sovereign Grand Lodge; but that wherever the Order may be planted, or 
whatever form of government may be granted any jurisdiction, Odd Fellow- 
ship is one body with one head. 

The following encouraging words are spoken of the Degree of Rebekah 
by the Grand Sire: 

The growing importance of this branch of the Order is shown by the 
returns in the Grand Secretary’s report, which give a membership on Decem- 
ber 31, 1890, of 132,808, making this, numerically, our greatest auxiliary 
department, exceeding the Encampment branch by 17,164. But numbers 
alone do not enable us to form a correct estimate of its value. Only those 
who have opportunity to observe its quiet and unobtrusive operations can 
gain a fair idea of the vast amount of good that has been accomplished by the 
Daughters of Rebekah, acting as the dispensers of the sustaining sympathy 
of Odd Fellowship — as the almoners of its charity, and the guardians of its 
orphaned children. 

The report of the Grand Secretary, as usual, is a voluminous document, 
containing a full history of the Order and its condition in each jurisdiction, 
from which the following extracts are made:

CONCLUSION. „ 

The tables accompanying this report exhibit the extraordinary addition 
of 37,442 to the roll of members of Subordinate Lodges, showing that the 
strength of the Order, in Bodies reporting to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, on 
the 31st of December, 1890, was 649,702. The increase in Encampment mem- 
bership was equally satisfactory, 5,157 being the net gain. Compared with 
the statistics of 1889, which exhibited an increase of 28,708 in Lodge and 
3,515 in Encampment membership, it will be seen that in 1SS9 the gain in 
membership of Lodges was 4.919 per cent; in 1890 it was 6.115 per cent. In 
Encampments it was 3.285 in 1SS9, and 4.667 in 1890. The total relief in 1S90 
was within a fraction of three millions, whilst the totals revenue of subordi- 
nates exceeds 37, 000, *000. Compared with the amounts reported for T8S0 
(ten years ago), the relief was sixty-one and the revenue fifty-eight per cent 
more in 1890. It will also be seen that there was an increase of 198 in the 
number of Degree Lodges of the Daughters of Rebekah; an'addition of 7,576 
Brothers and 9,839 Sisters; total, 17,415; an increase of 33,788.91 in amount 
paid for relief, and 335,765.60 in the assets— the total reported December 31, 
1890, being 3270,809.39. This important branch of the Order is evidently in 
a very prosperous condition. Adding the members of the Order in Austral- 
asia and Germany to our tables, we have the grand total of 672,148 Brothers 
enlisted in the cause of Odd Fellowship. 

The progress of the Order, in every respect, in the last decade, may well 
be termed notable, far exceeding the results attained in 1880, compared with 
1870. It is unnecessary to pursue this subject further, interesting as the study 
is; the ambitious will examine the statistics for themselves and make their 
own deductions, for the contemplative mind will always find in the story of 
our growth, as annually presented, abundant food for reflection. 

Perhaps in no way has Odd Fellowship made greater progress than in the 
direction of preparing “Homes” for widows, and the aged and indigent of 
the Order. Meagre as are the statistics furnished relating to these benevo- 
lent objects, they unmistakably show that the importance of providing for the 
care of those who need the good offices of Odd Fellowship, has engaged the 
earnest attention of thinking minds, loving hearts, ahd able hands. It is not 
a wild flight of the imagination that causes the prediction that in 1900 an 
“Odd Fellows’ Home” will be in existence in every state in the Union, and in 
every province in Canada. The movement, though late in beginning, has 
assumed definite shape in several jurisdictions and it seems destined to spread 
throughout the entire country.

For the first time in its history, the Sovereign Grand Lodge meets in the 
great State of Missouri, one of the oldest and most important of the jurisdic- 
tions. Here on June 3, 1835, fifty-six years ago, Travelers Kest Lodge, No. 1, 
was instituted, when there were less than 100 Lodges and 7,000 members of 
the I.O.O.F. in the entire country. Three years later, June 13, 1838, the 
Grand Lodge of Missouri (the fourteenth Grand Lodge authorized by the 
Grand Lodge of the United States), was instituted at St. Louis. What 
changes have occurred in the little more than half a century since Odd Fel- 
lowship found “a habitation and a name” in the beautiful city of St. Louis; 
how this magnificent mart of commerce has grown from a comparatively 
small hamlet into a magnificent emporium of wealth and beauty, at once the 
pride and the wonder of the inhabitants of the North American continent, I 
leave to abler pens to describe. The representatives of a band of nearly 700,- 
000 men are here to legislate for the interests of an institution to which they 
have devoted their time, their talents, and their money; to receive with 
thankfulness the many kind attentions of their Brethren of this great com- 
monwealth, and we cannot doubt that this, the Sixty-seventh Annual Com- 
munication of the Supreme Head of the institution, will prove a truly notable 
occasion in the annals of the Order. 

In relation to the finances of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, the Grand Sec- 
retary makes the following statement, which is in accord with the exhibit 
made by the Grand Treasurer, submitted below. 


FINANCIAL. 

It was a great satisfaction, a year ago, to submit a very favorable state- 
ment of the financial condition of this Body; but the pleasure is much 
enhanced this year, by being able to present a still more satisfactory exhibit 
of the results of the business of the year that has closed. The handsome 
addition to the assets of the Grand Lodge, shows that the affairs are in excel- 
lent condition, and it only remains to keep the expenditures within the limits 
of the receipts.

APPEALS. 

Of the sixteen Appeal cases considered by the Appeal Committee, and 
confirmed by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, two were of special interest to the 
Jurisdiction of Illinois, viz.: 
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Appeal of Brother C. C. Crabb from the action of the Grand Lodge; and 
the appeal of America Lodge, No. 107, from the action of the Grand Lodge, 
both of which were decided against the appellants, and in favor of the Grand 
Lodge, thus finally settling the vexed controversy growing out of a construc- 
tion of portions of our Code. 

DECISIONS. 

Of the following decisions rendered by the Grand Sire, all were approved 
except No. 8, which was amended, and No. 18, which was disapproved, and 
Nos. 16 and 17, which were not reported on. 

1. A subordinate cannot change its night of meeting without altering its 
by-laws. 

2. Where several subordinates meet in the same hall, in the absence of 
any agreement giving to any one of said subordinates any superior right of 
control of the hall, neither one of said subordinates has power to change its 
night of meeting in the same hall so as to interfere with the meeting of either 
one of the other subordinates. 

3. A subordinate Lodge cannot legally call a. special meeting for the pur- 
pose of receiving propositions for membership, and appointing Committee of 
Character thereon. 

4. A subordinate may move itself into Committee of the Whole, if .there 
is nothing prohibitory in its constitution and by-laws. 

5. In raising and seating a Lodge on the occasion of a public installation, 
it is not permissible to use the gavel as it is used in a regular Lodge meeting. 

6. A subordinate has no power to donate its funds to an association 
known as “The King’s Daughters.” 

7. Under Section 672, Digest (election of members before withdrawal), it 
is necessary that the Lodge to which a Brother applies for membership should 
notify the Lodge issuing the Visiting Card of his election; and thereupon the 
Brother must apply for the necessary Withdrawal Card or Dismissal Certifi- 
cate; but the Secretary of the Lodge may apply for such card or certificate, 
at the instance and by the authority of the Brother. 

8. Where there is no local law contrary to the general rule stated in Sec- 
tion 636, Digest, a Brother with a Withdrawal Card admitted to membership 
in a distant Lodge without the consent of the Lodge nearest his place of res- 
idence, is illegally admitted, and the Lodge admitting him should return him 
his card and any fees he may have paid. This was amended by striking out 
all after the words “illegally admitted.” 

9. A “masque ball” held under the auspices of a Lodge is not necessarily 
an affair which may scandalize the Order. It would depend on the character 
and surroundings of the hall. 

10. The constitution of a Subordinate Lodge provides that “a member 
who shall obtain credit expressly by reason of being an Odd Fellow, and shall 
violate the terms of such credit, shall be guilty of an offense against the laws 
of the Order.” It is held that in such a case, to render a member of a Lodge 
amenable for an offense against the laws of the Order, he must have used 
the fact of his membership in some way for purposes of fraud or imposition. 
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11. A Grand Lodge having declared that it “regards the practice of in- 
temperance, gambling, and profane swearing as immoral and impious,” and 
having directed its subordinates to treat these practices as in violation of the 
laws of the Order; it is held that a single instance of profane swearing does 
not come within the provisions above cited. 

12. Unless there are circumstances which take the case out of the ordi- 
nary rule, an offense alleged to have been committed ten to fourteen years 
before the preferment of charges, would not be a proper subject for charges, 
owing to the lapse of time. 

13. Under the resolution of the Sovereign Grand Lodge authorizing Grand 
Lodges to permit subordinates under their jurisdiction to set aside five per 
cent of their receipts from dues as a “contingent fund,” it would be neces- 
sary for a Grand Lodge to take action and grant such permission before a 
subordinate in its jurisdiction could thus apply its funds; and in case the 
Grand Lodge did not take action, its Grand Master has no power to grant 
such permission. 

14. The Grand Sire has no power to waive or remit the payment of dues 
in arrears by members of a defunct subordinate, under the jurisdiction of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, who desire to join another Lodge. 

15. A D.D. Grand Sire has no power to grant a Withdrawal Card to mem- 
bers of a defunct subordinate, under the Sovereign Grand Lodge, who desire 
to join another Lodge. 

16. A Past Grand, otherwise qualified, can be nominated for and elected 
to the office of Grand Secretary and Grand Representative at the same time; 
and any constitutional provision in a subordinate jurisdiction to the contrary 
is invalid. 

17. It is not lawful for an association of members to be formed and incor- 
porated under the civil law, with the name and title of “Odd Fellows’ Build- 
ing Association,” for the purpose of erecting a building (as an investment), 
said building to be known as an Odd Fellows’ building, and for such associa- 
tion to solicit members to invest therein, without first obtaining the consent 
of the State Grand Body, and strictly complying with the laws of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge regarding insurance societies, and other laws prohibiting the 
use of the name and title of the Order in private enterprises. 

IS. An insurance company, confining its business to members of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd Fellows, is not required to file its reports with or re- 
ceive permission from any jurisdiction other than that in which the head 
office of such company is located. 

19. A Patriarch ceasing to be a member of a Subordinate Lodge may re- 
tain membership in his Encampment for one year, at the end of which period 
it terminates. Subsequently regaining membership in a Lodge, he can only 
regain membership in his Encampment by applying for reinstatement therein, 
and being admitted with all the formalities connected with a reinstatement. 

20. While there seems to be an apparent discrepancy in the installation 
of officers of a Subordinate Encampment working under the immediate juris- 
diction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, yet the form provided should be fol- 
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lowed; and the installing officer should be addressed as indicated in the 
installation ceremony. 

21. The old ceremony cannot be legally used in Encampments working 
in the English language, but may be used in Encampments working in Ger- 
man or any language other than English, until the new form is printed in 
such language. 

22. Canton No. 31, New York, is allowed to take the name of Canton 
Danforth, in honor of a town by that name. 

DECISIONS BY THE GRAND SIRE (ACTING) — ALL WERE APPROVED. 

1. The general obligation of secrecy refers primarily to ritualistic and 
such other matters as should not be spoken of to those not members of the 
Order. It does not prohibit a Brother from speaking of Lodge business to a 
member of the Lodge not present at Lodge meeting. 

2. A Degree Staff or Team may use such appropriate music as it may 
deem advisable; but the publication by any person of music as for use in De- 
gree Work (unless authorized by the Sovereign Grand Lodge), would be a 
violation of the law prohibiting the use of the name or emblems of the Order 
in private enterprises. 

3. A Grand Master or Grand Lodge has no right to confer Past Official 
Degrees on a Brother from another jurisdiction, at the request of the Lodge 
of which said Brother is a member; it should only be done at the request of 
the Grand Lodge having jurisdiction over the subordinate in which the Brother 
has earned the degrees. 

4. Irregularities arising out of the violation of law can only be healed by 
the authority competent to pass the law; if the law violated was “one of 
general application, ” the Sovereign Grand Lodge alone is such competent 
authority. 

5. When a construction or interpretation of local law is acquired by any 
individual member or subordinate, the State Grand Body having jurisdiction 
is the proper tribunal to pronounce on the question, subject to appeal to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

6. Decision 99 (Journal of 1890, page 11,908), to the effect that “ with the 
exception of the officers and Grand Representatives constituting the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, no one can obtain the Degree of Rebekah through means other 
than by application to, and initiation in, a regularly constituted Degree Lodge 
of the Daughters of Rebekah,” does not alter or conflict with the law in Sec- 
tion 1,184, Digest, which allows the degree to be conferred on an applicant 
without his becoming a member of the Lodge conferring the degree. 

7. In Section 1,194, Digest, defining who may receive the Degree of Re- 
bekah, the words “if she be a white woman” apply to all applicants. 

In obedience to the instructions of the Grand Lodge your Representatives 
presented for the consideration of the Sovereign Grand Lodge the following 
resolutions: 

Rep. Miller, of Illinois, moved the following, which was referred to the 
Committee or the Degree of Rebekah: 
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Resolved , That the following preamble and resolutions of Instruction to 
the Representatives of Illinois, be referred to the Committee on the Degree of 
of Rebekah.

(See second report of 
that Committee below.) 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Whereas, By the laws of the Order, unmarried daughters, sisters, step- 
daughters, and legally adopted daughters of Odd Fellows of the Scarlet De- 
gree, in good standing, and having attained the age of eighteen (18) years, 
are eligible to membership in Rebekah Degree Lodges; and 

Whereas, This Convention of Degree Lodges of the Daughters of Re- 
bekah, of the state of Illinois, in annual session assembled, believes that the 
sons of Odd Fellows are entitled to the same consideration and should have 
equal privileges with the daughters and sisters of Odd Fellows; and 

Whereas, The influences of the Lodge room and the beautiful teachings 
of the Ritual of the Degree of Rebekah would prepare the minor sons of 
membership of that Degree for the duties and obligations of the subordinate, 
when they had arrived at the constitutional age; therefore, 

Resolved , That this Convention of the Daughters of Rebekah of Illinois, 
In annual session assembled, respectfully petition the Grand Lodge of the 
state of Illinois, of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, to instruct its 
Representatives to the Sovereign Grand Lodge to ask the Honorable Body 
for such legislation as shall permit the admission into Degree of Rebekah 
Lodges of the sons of members of such Lodges, irrespective of sex, between 
the ages of eighteen (18) and twenty-one (21) years.

Reps. Orendorff and Miller, of Illinois, under instructions of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois, presented the following memorial, which was referred to 
the Committee on the Degree of Rebekah: 
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Springfield, III., November 20, 1890. 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 

Fellows: 

Whereas, By the reports of the Secretaries of the State Grand Lodges 
of our Order it is manifest that the Rebekah Degree branch of Odd Fellow- 
ship is growing with even a greater ratio of increase than is indicated by the 
growth of any other branch of the Fraternity, and on account of the con- 
tinuous and great increase of membership of said degree, the work is becom- 
ing yearly more ponderous and laborious; therefore, be it 

llesolved , That it is the sense of this Convention of the Rebekah Degree 
Lodges of the state of Illinois that immediate action should be taken, which 
shall assure to this branch of Odd Fellowship a more extended and favorable 
recognition; and to this end be it further 

Resolved , That the Daughters of Rebekah of the state of Illinois, this 
day in the convention assembled, do hereby respectfully petition the Honor- 
able Body to enact such legislation as in their wisdom they shall deem expedi- 
ent for the purpose of allowing Representatives of Rebekah Degree Lodges 
from throughout the entire Order to meet in convention assembled, for the 
purpose of consulting and conferring together, that they may be able intelli- 
gently to suggest to our Grand Bodies the enactment of such legislation as 
practical experience shall have proven to them as necessary to the promo- 
tion and welfare of the Rebekah Degree, thereby lightening the labors of the 
Grand Bodies, and giving to the Daughters of Rebekah such experience and 
discipline as shall enable them the more perfectly and with more encourage- 
ment to co-operate in the great work of Odd Fellowship. 

Believing that unknown benefits to the Rebekah Degree must result from 
a careful consideration of this petition, we most respectfully present the same 
to the Sovereign Grand Body for earnest consideration.

Illinois Delegates to National Convention held in Topeka, Kansas, September, 

1890. 

By a decided expression the Sovereign Grand Lodge refused to adopt 
either of the propositions as presented above. 

In addition to the above subjects presented by instruction to the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, your Representatives introduced the following resolutions: 

Rep. Miller, of Illinois, moved the following, which was referred to the 
Committee on the Degree of Rebekah: 

Resolved , That the Committee on the Degree of Rebekah be requested to 
consider the advisability of authorizing a lady Past Grand to institute Re- 
bekah Degree Lodges, by special appointment of Grand Masters. 

Which, upon consideration, was not adopted. 

Rep. Carlin, from the Grand Encampment, offered the following, which 
was adopted and the Committee appointed: 

Rep. Carlin, of Illinois, moved the following, which was referred to the 
Committee on Legislation: 

Resolved , That a special Committee of three be appointed, whose duty it 
shall be to prepare a form for a blank book, to be sold as other supplies; which 
book shall contain the necessary blanks to set forth briefly the membership 
history and service of the individual members of Lodges and Encampments, 
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embracing among other things, the age, occupation, 'date of admission, how 
admitted, attainment of degrees, offices filled in subordinate and Grand 
Bodies, date and cause of termination of membership. 

That said Committee report at the next annual session, and that no ex- 
pense be incurred in the premises.

NEW LEGISLATION. 

The rapid growth and general interest manifested in the Rebekah Degree 
necessarily made it a subject of more than ordinary importance, and by the 
efforts of its friends to further promote the cause and increase its usefulness 
by proposed legislation, brought it prominently before the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, and your Representatives regret that some of the most important 
propositions affecting the interest of this degree were not endorsed by the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

The following legislation affecting this degree was enacted: 

“ Resolved , That any Sister member of the Degree of Reb.ekah, who has 
been a member in good standing of a Rebekah Degree Lodge for fifteen con- 
secutive years, shall be entitled to wear a jewel, to be designated, “ the Re- 
bekah Veteran Jewel, I.O.O.F.” 

Resolved , That the Committee on Printing Supplies, together with the 
Grand Sire, are authorized and directed to procure a suitable design for such 
jewel, and, whenever, in their judgment, it shall be expedient, to procure 
and furnish the same to . such persons as are entitled thereto, and at such 
price as they shall fix, and the proceeds of such sale shall be paid to the 
Grand Treasurer, in the same manner as the sale of other supplies. 

Whereas, The Rebekah Degree Lodges are now composed of Brothers 
as well as Sisters, and as we deem the word “ Daughters ” to be superfluous 
and unnecessary, we, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

Resolved , That hereafter the legal title of Rebekah Degree Lodges shall 
be, “ Rebekah Lodge, No. , I. O.O.F.” 

Question. — “The daughter of an Odd Fellow married a man not an Odd 
Fellow. Afterward the father died; a short time after the father’s death, the 
husband died. Can the daughter, now a widow, if she substantiates the fact 
that her father was in good standing at the time of his death, be proposed 
and elected to membership in a Rebekah Degree Lodge?” 

Your Committee answer in the affirmative. 

The law of 1890 authorizing subordinate Grand Lodges to permit Lodges 
to set apart five (5) per cent of their annual receipts from dues as a contin- 
gent fund for special purposes was amended as follows: 

Resolved , That the provisions of the law enacted at the session of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, at Topeka, Kas., in 1890, which permitted subordi- 
nate Grand Lodges to authorize their subordinates to set apart five per cent of 
their annual receipts from dues as a contingent fund for special purposes, be 
extended to Lodges of the Degree of Rebekah. 

The following resolutions and Committee reports, embracing legislation 
on various subjects, were adopted and have become the law of the Order: 

Your Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred the inquiry pro- 
pounded by Rep. Glasson, of California, to-wit: “Has an Encampment mem- 
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ber the right to wear Encampment regalia in a subordinate Lodge?” have 
had the same under consideration, and beg leave to answer said inquiry in 
the affirmative, on authority of Sections 1731 and 1732, White’s New Digest. 

“Where charges are preferred against a member of the First Degree, 
should the trial take place in the Third Degree?” 

Your Committee would answer the question in the affirmative. 

Resolved , That when the present supply of installation and institution 
ceremonies is exhausted the Committee on Printing and Supplies is in- 
structed to have the installation ceremony printed separately, and bound in 
flexible cloth cover, and sold to Grand Lodges at fifty cents per copy and to 
Subordinate Lodges at seventy-five cents per copy. 

Resolved , That in jurisdictions where the Grand Lodge may decide to 
establish, maintain, and support homes for the dependent widows, and the 
maintenance and education of the orphans of deceased Odd Fellows, such 
Grand Lodge may permit the subordinate Lodges in its jurisdiction, under 
reasonable and proper restrictions, to donate or loan a portion of its Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Fund, or a portion of its Lodge fund to said homes; provided , 
that where Grand Jurisdictions grant the privilege herein named to its Sub- 
ordinate Lodges, that the proposition in any such Subordinate Lodge shall li • 
over one week before final action. 

Resolved , That the use of the name, symbols, initials, or emblems of the 
I.O.O.F., in connection with any enterprise, to be known as an I.O.O.F. or 
Odd Fellows’ Hall or Building Association, or I.O.O.F., or Odd Fellows’ Build- 
and Loan Association, or to any such association limiting its membership to 
members of our Order, or to any such association limiting its management to 
our membership, is illegal. That no Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment 
shall have any authority to give its sanction to any such enterprise. Any 
Odd Fellow violating the provisions of this resolution shall, on conviction 
thereof, be expelled. 

The several Grand Jurisdictions are requested and instructed to enforce 
this law. 

Nothing herein shall be construed against, or inhibit, the building and 
support of any Temples, Widows’ and Orphans’ Homes, Asylums, Schools, or 
Halls, which are used or to be erected and maintained within t.he legitimate 
purposes of the I.O.O.F. 

Resolved, That hereafter the record in all cases of appeals must be for- 
warded to the Grand Secretary, so as to reach him by Wednesday preceding 
the second Monday in September of each year, so that they may be furnished 
the Committee on Appeals by the morning of the Wednesday following, and 
that the briefs of both appellants and appellees, if printed at all, shall be 
printed separate and apart from the record. 

Resolved , That the question whether the obligations should be memorized 
or read from the Ritual, should, in the absence of local state legislation, be 
left to the Subordinate Lodges as the best judges of the manner by which 
their officers can most impressively render the work. 

Resolved , That the constitution of a State Grand Body can only be 
amended in the manner prescribed by the constitution itself. 

Resolved , That a revised is an amended constitution and must be passed 
as an amendment. 

Resolved , That when a constitution of a State Grand Body has been re- 
vised, by a committee appointed for that purpose, and sundry amendments 
made thereto, the revised instrument comes under the requirements of the old 
one in force. 

Resolved , That it be, and is hereby made obligatory upon each Subordi- 
nate Lodge of the Order, to pay from its funds during the continuance of the 
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disability, a weekly benefit of not less than two dollars to every member who 
shall be disabled, by sickness or bodily injury, from following his usual occu- 
pation, or otherwise earning a livelihood for himself, provided, such disability 
be not the result of his own vice or immorality; provided , however, that sub- 
ordinate Grand Lodges may provide that where a member shall receive one full 
year’s benefits, the weekly benefit thereafter to such member may be fixed at 
not less than one dollar per week. 

Resolved , That a committee of five, of which the Acting Grand Sire shall 
be Chairman, be appointed by the Acting Grand Sire, to consider the expedi- 
ency of the removal of the headquarters of this Grand Lodge from the city 
of Columbus, Ohio, to the city of Baltimore, Maryland; said committee to 
report at the next annual session of this Grand Lodge. 

Resolved, By this Sovereign Grand Lodge, that life associations or acci- 
dent associations, or life and accident associations, doing business with 
membership limited to membership in the I.O.O.F., be granted the privilege 
of conducting the business of said association during the next year as here- 
tofore. 

Resolved , That the Grand Sire be authorized to appoint a special commit- 
tee of three, as a Committee on Dues and Benefits, to report such information 
upon the subject as may be of advantage to the Order, at the next annual 
session. 

Committee on Dues and Benefits . — Reps. Carlin, of Illinois ;J Waldo, of Col- 
orado; Steuernagel, of Pennsylvania. 

Whereas, A difference of opinion exists among the members of the Order 
relative to the meaning and scope of the laws relative to fraternal insurance; 
be it 

Resolved , That all laws of this Sovereign Grand Lodge relative to frater- 
nal insurance, together with all’ decisions based upon such laws, including 
those made or reported at this session, be referred to the Special Committee 
on Insurance, with power to report such amendments or changes in existing 
laws as will tend to promote the welfare of the Order and protect its mem- 
bers, or will better define the privilege of such fraternal insurance’ companies 
and the power of the various Grand Lodges relative thereto. 

Committee on Insurance. — Reps. Wright, of Pennsylvania; Stebbins,' r of 
New York; Wilkerson, of Missouri; Robbe, of Georgia; McIntosh, of Alabama; 
Cole of Ontario; Ivabis, of Wyoming. 

FRATERNAL LIFE INSURANCE. 

Rep. McKinney, of Ohio, offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Whereas, A large number of members of the I.O.O.F., to-wit, about 
100,000 Brothers are now, and have been, in some cases for years, holding 
certificates of membership of insurance in associations having membership 
limited to membership in the I.O.O.F.; and 

Whereas, It will be impossible for this Sovereign Grand Lodge to pass 
any laws upon the subject at this session; and 

Whereas, A Committee is to be appointed at this session, to report at 
the next session of this Sovereign Grand Lodge; therefore, be it 

Resolved , By this Sovereign Grand Lodge, that life associations or acci- 
dent associations doing business with membership limited to membership in 
the I.O.O.F., be granted the privilege of conducting the business of said asso- 
ciation during the next year as heretofore. 

The proposed constitutional amendments were either indefinitely post- 
poned or defeated by direct vote of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
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The 18-year-old proposition being earnestly pressed by its friends, and 
equally opposed by its opponents, we herewith submit the two propositions 
and the vote thereon. 

Resolved , That Section 2, Article XVI., of the constitution of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge be, and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 2. No person shall be entitled to admission to the Order except 
free white males, of good moral character, who have arrived at the age of 18 
years, and who believe in a Supreme Being, the Creator and Preserver of the 
Universe; provided , however , that when the applicant is not of lawful age, he 
shall first secure and present, in writing, with his petition for membership, 
the consent of his father or legal guardian: and provided , further , that in 
Australia, New Zealand, and other countries not on the continent of North 
America, in which the Order has been or may hereafter be established, and a 
Grand Lodge or Grand Lodges formed, the qualification as to age be left to 
local legislation.

SECOND PROPOSITION. 

Resolved , That Section 2, Article XVI., of the constitution of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge be, and the same is hereby amended, so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 2. No person shall be entitled to admission to the Order, except 
free white males of good moral character, who have arrived at the age of 
eighteen years, and who believe in a Supreme Being, the Creator and Pre- 
server of the Universe; provided , that no person shall be admitted to member- 
ship who is under twenty-one years of age, in any Grand Jurisdiction, until 
the Grand Lodge of such jurisdiction shall, by a two-thirds vote, provide for 
the admission of persons under that age; and provided, further, that in Aus- 
tralia,^ New Zealand, and other countries not on the continent of North 
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America, in which the Order has been or may hereafter be established, and a 
Grand Lodge or Grand Lodges formed, the qualifications as to age shall be left 
to local legislation.

NEW LEGISLATION AFFECTING FOREIGN JURISDICTIONS— SWITZERLAND MADE 
AN INDEPENDENT SOVEREIGNTY. 

Resolved , That the Grand Lodge of the Republic of Switzerland be and 
is hereby made and created an Independent Sovereignty in Odd Fellowship, 
with full and complete and absolute power over the Order within said juris- 
diction, in all matters and things, except the following: 

First . — Said Grand Lodge of Switzerland shall not at any time hereafter 
in any wise alter or repudiate any of the signs, tokens, passwords, grips, or 
any part or portion of the Unwritten Work of the Order, as now known and 
practiced, or as may hereafter be prescribed by the Sovereign Grand Lodge of 
the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. 

Second . — That as to Ritual or Written Work contained in the printed 
books of Lectures and Charges, the said Grand Lodge of Switzerland shall 
retain the substance (that is to say, the legends, sentiments, and principles 
therein contained shall forever remain the same as prescribed, or to be pre- 
scribed by the Sovereign Grand Lodge), but may change the form of. any and 
all of these in language and matter (always preserving the substance) so as to 
conform the same to the genius of its own people. 

Third . — That to this Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows be and is reserved the right and power to give to said Grand 
Lodge of Switzerland the Annual Traveling Password and explanation, and 
the Annual Password of the Degree of Rebekah, to be used within the juris- 
diction of said Grand Lodge of Switzerland, and that the Password so given 
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by this Sovereign Grand Lodge shall, alone, be used within said Grand Juris- 
diction. 

Fourth . — That all Visiting Cards, Withdrawal Cards, and Dismissal Cer- 
tificates must be procured from this Sovereign Grand Lodge; that no altera- 
tion shall be made in the qualifications for membership in the Order, nor in 
the forms or ceremonies for instituting Grand or Subordinate Bodies, or in- 
stalling the officers thereof; in the ceremonies for opening or closing such 
Bodies, or in any of the forms or ceremonies contained iu the Book of 
Forms, but all of said forms and ceremonies shall be used as prescribed by 
this Sovereign Grand Lodge, and that the names, titles, duties of officers, 
and qualification for office in the several Grand and Subordinate Bodies, as 
now prescribed by the laws of the Order, shall not be changed or altered with- 
out the consent of this Sovereign Grand Lodge*. 

Resolved , That an amended Grand Charter be made and attested in due 
form of law and delivered to the Grand Lodge of the Republic of Switzerland, 
conveying the powers granted by the foregoing resolution, and reciting also 
the limitations contained in the same, and that the Grand Lodge of the Re- 
public of Switzerland be required upon its receipt to make known to this 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, by proper written instrument, its acceptance of said 
amended Charter, and its agreement to comply with the terms and conditions 
thereof. 

The Grand Lodge of the Kingdom of Denmark was also made into an In- 
dependent Sovereignty upon the same terms and with the same reservations 
and restrictions as were applied to the Republic of Switzerland. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 

Several amendments providing for the admission of persons to the Order 
at the age of eighteen years were proposed. Also an amendment to disqualify 
for membership in the Order persons engaged in the liquor traffic. All of 
which will lie over until uext session for action. 

Portland, Ore., was selected as the place for holding the next session of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. Your Representatives throughout the contest 
voted for Milwaukee, Wis., except on the last ballot, when only Portland, 
Ore., and Atlantic City, N. J., were in nomination. For prudential reasons 
your Representatives did not vote for either location. 

OCCUPATIONS OF GRAND REPRESENTATIVES. 

Of the 169 Grand Representatives attending the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
there were; Merchants, 31; physicians, 6; salesmen, 3; bankers and bank 
officers, 8; lawyers, 37; clerks, 5: blacksmiths, 1; printers, 5; contractors, 7;

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Y T our Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of procedure in the case of suspended Lodges and 
Lodges under charges: 

In view of the necessity existing for a form of procedure by which this 
Grand Lodge may cause to be properly heard and determined any and all 
questions which may arise between this Grand Lodge, or its officers, and the 
officers, members, or trustees of a Subordinate Lodge under charges or sus- 
pension, we have considered the matter and present the following, and ask 
that it be adopted: 

In all cases where charges have been preferred against a Subordinate 
Lodge, which may involve the surrender or revocation of the Charter, War- 
rant, or Dispensation under which such Lodge exists, it shall become the duty 
of the Grand Secretary to issue a summons to such Subordinate Lodge, and 
to the Trustees of such Lodge, commanding them to appear before the Com- 
mittee of Appeals of this Grand Lodge on a day to be therein named, at the 
Lodge room of such Lodge, or such other place as shall be directed by the 
Grand Master in his order for the issuance of such summons; which summons 
shall be made returnable not less than twenty days, nor more than ninety 
days from and after the date thereof, and shall be served upon the said Lodge 
by delivering to the Noble Grand, Vice-Grand, or Recording Secretary of such 
Lodge a copy of such summons; and the same shall be served upon the 
Trustees by delivering to some three or more of them a copy thereof, which 
service shall be evidenced by their return endorsed thereon by the officer or 
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Brother making such service, which service may be made by the Grand Mar- 
shal or any Odd Fellow by him so authorized to do, in writing. Such sum- 
mons. when so served, shall be returned to the Grand Secretary. 

It shall ba the duty of the Grand Master, whenever he shall suspend a 
Lodge to, within ten days next thereafter, formulate and file with the Grand 
Secretary, charges and specifications against such Lodge, and in such case, 
and in all other cases where such charges and specifications shall have been 
preferred by another, the Grand Master shall fix a time and place for the hear- 
ing by the Committee on Appeals, of such charges, and to direct the Grand 
Secretary to notify the members of the Committee on Appeals of such time 
add place, and that he prepare and furnish to the Lodge so charged, one copy, 
and to the Trustees of said Lodge, one copy of such charges and specifications. 
And thereupon, on notice by the Grand Secretary, the Deputy Grand Master 
shall appoint one competent member of the Order, to be a Special Commis- 
sioner, to take the testimony of the witnesses, and other evidence, all of which, 
in so far as it may be done, shall be reduced to writing, and all parts of books, 
papers, or other written matters offered in evidence as exhibits, or otherwise, 
shall be by copy or copies duly examined and attested by the Special Commis- 
sioner; except in cases where the originals shall be so filed, but no testimony 
of witnesses, or other evidence, shall be so taken, until notice of the time and 
place of the taking of such evidence shall have been given to the Ncfble 
Grand or Secretary, and at least three of the Trustees of the Lodge, at least 
three days prior to such taking; nor until the Special Commissioner shall 
have subscribed in duplicate a pledge or obligation in substantially the follow- 
ing form: 

I, , Special Commissioner appointed by the Deputy Grand 

Master of the Grand Lodge of the I.O.O.F. of the state of Illinois, to take 

the evidence under charges and specifications against Lodge, No. , 

I.O.O.F., of the state of Illinois, do pledge my honor as an Odd Fellow that I 
will discharge the duties of such Commissioner fully, fairly, and impartially, 
to the best of my knowledge and ability. 

(Signed) . 

One copy of which shall be filed with the Grand Secretary as evidence 
of the acceptance of such appointment, and one copy shall be filed by such 
Commissioner with his report of the evidence by him taken; and such Com- 
missioner shall require each witness, who is an Odd Fellow, to subscribe to a 
like pledge or obligation to tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth touching the matters in controversy, before such witness shall 
be examined; and if such witness is not an Odd Fellow, shall require him or 
her to be sworn before some officer by law authorized to administer oaths to 
tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth touching the 
matters in controversy; and all the competent and proper testimony of such 
witnesses shall be taken by interrogatories and answers; at which taking of 
testimony all parties interested shall have the right to appear and examine or 
cross-examine such witnesses, either in person or by agent or other counsel. 
Provided that no agent or counsel who is notan Odd Fellow shall be permitted 
to appear for either or any party, and such Commissioner, by the consent of 
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t h 3 parties appearing before him, or for good cause shown, or of his own 
motion, may continue from day to day to take such testimony, or may adjourn 
the taking thereof to a time and place named by him; which shall be by him 
publicly announced, and also entered upon his official report of such testi- 
mony. When the Commissioner shall have completed the taking of the testi- 
mony, he shall so certify upon the same and shall immediately transmit the 
whole of such testimony, evidence, and exhibits properly marked and attested 
to the Grand Secretary, who shall immediately notify the Grand Master and 
each member of the Committee on Appeals, whose duty it shall be to appear 
at the time and place named for the trial of said cause, when and where they 
shall proceed to hear and determine said cause. Provided , that for good 
cause shown they may postpone such hearing, or continue the hearing to a time 
and place to be determined by them, and may make and enforce any order 
not inconsistent with the principles of the Order nor in violation of any law 
of this Grand Lodge or the Sovereign Grand Lodge, which they may deem 
proper and consistent with the principles of justice, and in all their proceed- 
ings and rulings they, as nearly as may be, shall be governed by the rules 
and usages of Courts of Equity Jurisdiction in this state. And when they 
shall have heard and determined the issues presented by such charges and 
specifications, they shall publicly (that is to members of the Order) announce 
their judgment, and shall reduce their opinion and judgment to writing, sub- 
scribe the same, and thereupon transmit the same, together with all the 
papers, evidence, etc., in their possession and relating to such cause, to the 
Grand Secretary, and the finding and judgment so made shall stand and be 
held to be the judgment of this Grand Lodge. Provided , that any member of 
the Order, or such Lodge, by any three of its officers or Trustees, shall be 
permitted to prosecute an appeal to the Grand Lodge, or to the Grand Master 
if the Grand Lodge is not in session, by giving notice in writing of such ap- 
peal within thirty days next after the filing of such judgment, which notice 
shall be filed with the Grand Secretary. Provided , that such judgment shall 
be read to this Grand Lodge at its next session, and shall be subject to review 
thereby. Prt.vided , further, that any member of the Lodge so charged may, 
personally or by agent (being an Odd Fellow), appear before said Committee 
at the time of said trial and enter his personal plea of not guilty of all such 
charges and specifications, and said Committee at such time and place (after 
they shall have determined the issues as to said Lodge) as they shall select shall 
hear such evidence as such Brother or Brothers may present tending to prove 
his or their innocence of the offenses charged, and if said Committee shall 
determine that any such Brother is in fact innocent of any such offense, they 
shall enter final judgment acquitting such Brother thereof, and shall make 
such order as will, in so far as may be under the circumstances, restore the 
Brother or Brothers to all rights and privileges in the Order, such as issuing to 
him from the office of the Grand Secretary a card as in the case of a defunct 
Lodge, etc., and it shall become the duty of the Grand Master to carry into 
effect and enforce such judgment.

The Special Committee on Memorial on the death of Brother 
J. Ward Ellis, P.Gr.M. and P.GLR , submitted the following report: 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Memorial in memory of our deceased friend and 
Brother, Dr. J. Ward Ellis, fraternally report: 

BROTHER J. WARD ELLIS. 

Brother J. Ward Ellis was born in Norwich, Conn., February 24, 1828, 
and died at his home in Chicago, December 20, 1890. Thus reads the record 
of the birth and death of one whom we all loved, but it is not all the record 
our departed brother made. Initiated into the sublime mysteries of this 
grand Order of Odd Fellows at an early age, he drank deep of its mysteries and 
practiced well its precepts. A member of Lowell Lodge, in Hampton, Onieda 
county, N. Y., in the spring of 1849, and a charter member of Hampton 
Lodge in the same city soon after. A pioneer, among the first to the golden 
shores of the Pacific, he was of that mould of men who found empires 
and create republics. Living au eventful and adventurous life among the 
miners for several years, our Brother returned to the eastern states in 1856, 
settling for a time in Worcester, Mass., from whence he removed to Chicago 
in 1858. Here Brother Ellis connected himself with Excelsior Lodge, No. 22, 
and Chicago Encampment, No. 10, with which he remained in membership 
until his death. He was a Past Grand and Past Chief Patriarch of those 
Bodies, and as such he was known to all the brotherhood. 

Active in public affairs, but holding no office, the true worth of our 
Brother’s life cannot be measured by any public act or grand achievement, 
but by loyalty to righteousness, and loving service to his fellow man. 

A man, however humble, who loves righteousness for its own sake, and is 
always ready and eager to do all that he can for one in need, is deserving of 
as great a place in our memory as the most renowned warrior or statesman. 

And such a man was our esteemed and beloved Brother, J. Ward Ellis. 

His faith in the principles of Odd Fellowship were deep seated and endur- 
ing. His life, in public and in private, was that of a true Odd Fellow; always 
ready to give to others his time, his money, his unqualified sympathy, and his 
wise advice; often, too, at great personal sacrifice. 

Having been in his early life thrown on his own resources, and appreciat- 
ing fully the wants and feelings of those in distress, he was full of tender 
sympathy for the poor, the lonely, the unfortunate, and the suffering. 

He came first to this Grand Lodge in 1864, and very soon took a prominent 
part in its deliberations and work. In 1868 he was elected Grand Master, 
and in 1869 he was re-elected, he being the only Grand Master in this juris- 
diction on whom the honor of re-election was conferred. On the expiration 
of his second term, he was chosen Representative to the Grand Lodge of the 
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United States for the years 1871 and 1872, and afterward he was sent to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge as the Representative of the Grand Encampment for 
the years 1886 and 1887. He filled many other positions of honor in the 
Order, and was a constant attendant at the sessions of this Grand Lodge 
until the session of 1890, when his last illness prevented his being with us. 

In the great fire year, 1871, when the city of Chicago was reduced to 
ashes, Past Grand Master Ellis was the Chairman of the Relief Committee of 
this Grand Lodge, a Committee which had the distribution of that magnifi- 
cent charity contributed by our brethren throughout the world. With 
$140,000 at their disposal, that Committee cared for 5,000 homeless Odd Fel- 
lows, their wives, and little ones during the severe winter which followed. 
The names of Past Grand Master J. Ward Ellis, John G. Rogers, and E. B. 
Sherman are a part of the record of that eventful period, and are inseparably 
connected with one of the brightest pagesMn the history of our Grand Order. 

It is diffcult for us to be reconciled to his absence; but death comes to all, 
and there are few who can leave behind them, for the consolation of relations 
and friends, such a bright and beautiful memory to be ever cherished, and 
such an example of brotherly love, as cannot but be an added incentive to 
the practical religion of Odd Fellows — a religion which, while it teaches the 
love of God, does not forget the love of man. 

“Over the river the boatman pale carried another — 

He crossed in the twilight gay and cold, 

We saw not the angels who met him there; 

The gates of the city we could not see; 

Over the river, the mystic river, 

Thy friends stand willing to welcome thee.”

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F : 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of so much of the report of the Grand Master as per- 
tains to the establishment of a Permanent Committee to determine all ques- 
tions of law or fact: 

We have considered the subject carefully and deem the suggestion both 
wise and practical, but because of existing provisions of law which limits the 
jurisdiction of our Committee on Judiciary to questions of law merely, whilst 
the Committee on Appeals have jurisdiction of both law and fact in all appeals 
involving questions of mixed law and fact, that Committee, if any, should be 
made permanent; nor do we deem it proper that the Grand Master, or any 
other Grand Officer, should be ex-officio a member of that Committee, and in- 
asmuch as the adoption of these suggestions must be provided by proper 
amendments of the constitution of this Grand Lodge, we submit the following 
proposed amendments thereto: 

Amend Section 1, of Article VI., of the Constitution of this Grand Lodge so 
that it shall read as follows, to-wit: The Grand Master at each annual session 
shall, within twenty days after his installation as such, appoint the following 
Committees to serve for one year, viz., (1) On Credentials, three members; (2) on 
the State of the Order, five members; (3) on the Judiciary, five members; (4) on 
Legislation, five members; (5) on Finance, three members; (6) on Rebekah De- 
gree, three members; (7) on Mileage and Per Diem, ten members; (8) on Rail- 
roads, three members; (9) on Printing, five members. In the Order of Busi- 
ness the report of these Committees shall be called and have precedence in 
the order in which they are herein named. And within twenty days after 
the adoption of this amendment, the Grand Master shall appoint a Committee 
on Appeals, to consist of five members, one of whom shall be appointed for 
the term of one year, one for the term of two years, one for the term of three 
years, one for the term of four years, and one for the term of five years, and 
thereafter at each annual session the Grand Master, immediately after the in- 
struction of the Grand Officers, shall appoint one member of said Committee 
for the full term of five years; and shall, whenever a vacancy exists in the 
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membership of said Committee, occasioned by death, resignation, removal, or 
otherwise, fill such vacancy by appointment, and such appointee shall fill out 
the unexpired term of his predecessor. And said Committee shall have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction to hear and determine all appeals in which any question of 
fact is included, and their findings and decision in any case shall be conclusive 
as the judgment of this Grand Lodge, unless appealed from within ninety 
days from the date of the filing of such decision with the Grand Secretary; 
but nothing contained in this section shall be so construed as to prevent the 
Grand Master from hearing and determining any question that may arise by 
reason of a petition or complaint of any grievance, by the wrongful act of any 
Lodge, officer, or member. 

Amend Section 7, of Article VI., so that it shall read as follows: The 
Committee on Appeals shall hold three sessions annually at the office of the 
Grand Secretary, to-wit, one on the first Tuesday of February, one on the 
first Tuesday in May, one on the first Tuesday in August, and shall attend 
the sessions of this Grand Lodge, at each of which sessions the member hav- 
ing the shortest term to serve shall be the Presiding Officer, and each of said 
Committee shall be paid mileage at the rate of six cents per mile, by the near- 
est route from his place of residence to the office of the Grand Secretary, or 
to the place of meeting of the Grand Lodge, for each such meeting, and a per 
diem of five dollars per day for each day actually occupied, to be paid upon 
the certificate of the Chairman of the Committee.

Lodge Deputy Grand Master shall have first decided upon an appeal.” So 
that the section when amended will read as follows: 

Section 2. The Grand Master shall preside at all meetings of the Grand 
Lodge, and preserve order and enforce the rules. He shall appoint all Grand 
Officers pro tempore, and all the Grand Officers who are not elective. He shall 
name the members of all committees, unless it is otherwise ordered by the 
Grand Lodge. He shall give thecasting vote whenever the Grand Lodge is equally 
divided. ‘ He may call special sessions of the Grand Lodge whenever, in his 
judgment, the good of the Order. requires him so to do, and he shall call a special 
session whenever requested so to do in writing- by the Representatives of fifty 
Lodges. He shall order the payment by the Grand Treasurer of all moneys 
voted by the Grand Lodge. In person, or by Deputy, he shall confer all Official 
Degrees, and he shall communicate the necessary Passwords to be used in this 
jurisdiction. During the recess of the Grand Lodge he shall have a general 
superintendence of the interests of the Order in this state; shall hear and 
decide such appeals as may be made to him; pass upon all questions of law 
and usage which shall have been first submitted on appeal under seal of the 
Subordinate Lodge to the Lodge Deputy Grand Master, and he shall not be 
compelled to answer questions submitted by individual members of the Order: 
grant Dispentations to open Lodges, and do such other acts as this Grand 
Lodge might do, excepting that he may not, by virtue of any powers con- 
ferred upon him by this section, exercise any of the legislative functions of 
this Grand Lodge. At each annual session the Grand Master shall report 
the Dispensations to open Lodges granted by him, and such other acts as he 
may have done in accordance with the authority herein upon him conferred;

After a careful study of the objects, aims, and usefulness of this Associ- 
ation, your Committee are convinced that the Odd Fellows of that Association 
are doing a work that could not be done as well in any other way, and a work 
that is not attempted in any other locality in this Grand Lodge Jurisdiction.

We therefore recommend that the sum of seven hundred and fifty dollars 
($750.00) be appropriated to aid in the particular work of the Cook County 
Odd Fellows’ Association.

The report of the Special Committee in the case of Cavanaugh 
vs. Mt. Olive Lodge No. 114, reported as follows: 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Special Committee, appointed by the Grand Master, under the reso- 
lution of Brother Ward, of No. 342 (see page 952, Journal of 1890), to investi- 
gate the case of Cavanaugh vs. Mount Olive Lodge, No. 114, being an appeal 
from the decision of said Lodge in withholding sick benefits claimed to have be- 
come due to said Cavanaugh since June 16, 1888, respectfully report as follows: 

That said Committee met in the Hall of Golden Rule Lodge, No. 374, at 
East St. Louis, Friday, September 18, 1891. at which meeting all members of 
the Committee were present, together with Mr. Cavanaugh, and his counsel, 
Brother Lountz, of No, 374, and Brother Kagy, of Mount Olive Lodge, No. 
114. Your Committee finds, from the testimony of Mr. Cavanaugh, that he 
received due notice of the action of Mount Olive Lodge, No. 114, refusing to 
pay him any benefits from and after the 18th day of June, 1S88; and at about 
that date he left the jurisdiction of Illinois, and moved into the jurisdiction 
of the state of Missouri; that he did not at any time, while in the jurisdiction 
of said state, make himself known to the Order there as a member, nor did 
he make any effort so to do; that from his, and other testimony presented to 
us, no demand was ever made upon Mount Olive Lodge for benefits prior to 
the time of the original appeal to Grand Master Humphrey, nor did Mount 
Olive Lodge ever receive any claim for benefits, or notice that the same was, 
or would be claimed, prior to the time of the appeal to said Grand Master; 
we further find, from the testimony of Wm. Cavanaugh, that after receiving 
due notice from Mount Olive Lodge that he was in arrears for dues and 
assessments to the amount of $8.25 (the dues being $6.00 per annum), and that 
he would be dropped from membership unless the same was paid, he made no 
effort to pay the same, nor did anyone for him make any tender of the dues 
to the Lodge, or to offer to pay the same. 

We are of the opinion that the said William Cavanaugh was, considering 
all the evidence and circumstances, legally dropped for non-payment of dues, 
and that after he received the notice from his Lodge refusing to pay him 
further benefits, and of his being in arrears for dues, in neglecting to appeal 
from such action within three months, as the law directs, lost all rights he 
may have had by reason of his membership in the Order. 

We therefore recommend that the action of Mount Olive Lodge, No. 114, 
and the action of the Grand Lodge originally dismissing the appeal in this 
case, be again reiterated and approved.

The membership of the Rebekah State Convention shall consist of the 
duly elected Delegates, Officers, and Past Elective Officers. All members in 
good standing in any Rebekah Lodge may be allowed a seat in this Convention, 
and may speak on any question, but no one shall be permitted to vote on 
questions before the Convention, but the Officers, Past Officers, and duly elected 
Delegates. 

Article II., Section 2, be amended to read: 

Each Rebekah Lodge in this jurisdiction shall be entitled to one Delegate 
to the State Convention, who shall be a Past Noble Grand or Noble Grand. 

Article II., Section 3, be so amended as to read: 

Delegates shall be elected on the night of the election of their Lodge 
Officers in June. 

Article IV., Section 1, be amended by striking out “an Executive Com- 
mittee of five, and a Finance Committee of three.” 

Article IV., Section 2, be amended to read: 

The appointed Officers of this Convention shall consist of an Executive 
Committee of three, and a Finance Committee of three, a majority to be 
appointed by the President, and the minority by the Vice-President; a War- 
den, Assistant Warden, Chaplain, Guardian, Right and Left Supporters of the 
President, who shall be Past Grands. 

Article VI., Section 1, be amended by striking out the word “fifty” and 
inserting “twenty-five.” 

Article VI., Section 2, shall be amended so as to read, “ Past Noble 
Grands” instead of “Past Grands.” 

Article VII., Section 1, be amended to read: 

The expenses of the Delegates to the State Convention, and the expenses 
of the Convention to be paid from its treasury; the funds to supply which, to 
be obtained by a levy of a per capita tax of twenty-five cents — ten cents to 
be on the 1st of January, and fifteen cents on the 1st of July; such tax to be 
sent to the Secretary of the Convention. 

Article VII., Section 2, be amended to read: 

Delegates to the Rebekah Convention who are in attendance the entire 
annual session shall receive mileage and per diem as follows: Four cents a 
mile one way, the distance to be computed upon the shortest route from the 
residence of the Delegate to the place of meeting, and each Delegate a per 
diem of two dollars for two days. 

Article VII., Section 2, be amended to read: 

Section 3; and strike out the figures 50, and insert 150. 
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Also that the form of the credentials be so changed by striking out all 
that part of it referring to the order of nomination and election.

Now that the whole controversy is over, I 
suggest an amendment of that section by striking out the words ‘‘Lodge or,’’ 
and propose the following resolution: 

Resolved , That Section*713, of the Code, be amended to read as follows: 
“Change of venue may be asked on behalf of the prosecution, as well as on 
behalf of the accused, or by any three members. It may be asked in case of 
charges of official misconduct. The accused may be one of the three that ask

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Brother Willard offered the following which was referred to 4he 
Committee on Legislation. (See twenty-second report of that Com- 
mittee.) 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

On an inquiry from the jurisdiction of Illinois, Grand Sire Busbee decided 
thus: “Where there is no local law contrary to the general rule stated in Sec- 
tion 636, Digest, a brother with a Withdrawal Card admitted to membership 
in a distant Lodge without the consent of the Lodge nearest his place of 
residence is illegally admitted.” This part of the decision the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge affirmed; but it disapproved the remainder, which was: “and the Lodge 
admitting him should return him his card, and any fees he may have paid.” 

Such admission is forbidden by the Subordinate Constitution Article II., 
Section 2, and by the By-Laws of the Grand Lodge, Article II., Section 11, 
(code sections 373 and 372), the latter fixing the penalty of the forfeiture of 
the admission fee only, which penalty proves often insufficient to secure 
obedience to the law, as in the case upon which Grand Sire Busbee gave his 
decision. A letter to me from the member of the Judiciary Committee of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, who drew up the report on the Grand Sire’s decision, 
points out that the conclusion of the Committee is based on the general 
principle that any admission, whether by initiation or by card, if not fraud- 
ulent, , is held valid, however irregular. But under the law of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, as stated in our code, Section 69, Clause 3, it is competent for 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois to enforce its prohibition of such admissions in 
any way not inconsistent with the aforesaid general principle, either by 
requiring that brothers who deliberately and knowingly violate the law shall 
be suspended or expelled, or by penalty upon the offending Lodge. When I 
was your Grand Secretary, I generally found that such irregular admissions 
were the cause of no little ill-feeling between Lodges; and that the offending 
brothers often knew that they were doing wrong. I do not know what the 
Grand Master may recommend, but I venture to call the attention of the 
Grand Lodge to this deficiency in legislation, and to suggest the reference of 
the subject to the Legislative Committee, that such penalties may be enacted 
as will suppress the bad practice. 

I regret that my occupation will not allow, and ill-health positively forbids 
my attendance at Grand Lodge, so that I am compelled to present my subject 
by letter.

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of that part of the Grand Master’s Report under the 
head of Recommendations,” in which the Grand Master suggests that 
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changes be made in the way and manner of conducting trials in Subordinate 
Lodges: 

We have given the same very careful and thorough examination, and 
your Committee unanimously agree with the recommendations of the Grand 
Master upon the subject, and for the purpose of partially carrying out the 
same your Committee recommend that Section 5, of Article VII., of the Sub- 
ordinate Lodge Constitution, be stricken out entirely and the following new 
section be adopted in place thereof: 

Section 5. Whenever a charge, or charges, are preferred against a mem- 
ber, they shall be read in open Lodge, at a regular meeting. The Secretary 
shall immediately furnish a copy thereof, under seal of the Lodge, to the 
member so accused, and at the same time cite said member to appear before 
the Lodge at the second regular meeting thereafter and plead guilty or not 
guilty to each charge and specification; and if he pleads not guilty, then the 
Noble Grand shall appoint a competent member of the Lodge as a Commis- 
sioner or Committee of one to take the evidence, both for the Lodge and 
the accused, in deposition form, by writing down both the questions and 
answers in full, and that the said Commissioner to take evidence be first obli- 
gated to perform such duty, and he shall be authorized to obligate witnesses 
who may be members of the Order, and cause such witnesses who may not be 
members of the Order to be obligated by a proper officer authorized to ad- 
minister oaths. Said Commissioner shall have power to pass upon the com- 
petency of evidence, and if objections are made to his rilling, he shall note 
said objection, together with the question and answer, in the depositions, and 
when said depositions are before the Lodge for action, the Noble Grand shall 
rule as to whether said evidence objected to before the Commissioner shall be 
read to the Lodge. If the accused appears when cited and pleads not guilty, 
the case shall be continued for two weeks from the night the citation is re- 
turnable, to give each side an opportunity to have the Secretary cite their 
witnesses to appear before the Commissioner. The Commissioner shall have 
power to continue the taking of said evidence from day to day, and when 
the evidence is taken, said Commissioner shall report the same to the Lodge 
over his certificate. 

Your Committee further recommend that Section 7, Article VII., of the 
Subordinate Lodge Constitution, be amended by striking out the word 
‘•second” in the first line and inserting in place thereof the word “fourth;’’ 
also by striking out all after the word “Degreed in the third line, down to 
the word “record” in the seventh line of said section, and insert in place 
thereof the following: “and shall listen to the reading of the evidence taken 
by the Commissioner, both for the Lodge and the accused. The accused shall 
be heard in his own behalf, in person or by counsel, and the Committee ap- 
pointed to prosecute on behalf of the Lodge shall have the right to also 
address' the Lodge;” also strike out the word “hearing” in the tenth line and 
insert in place thereof the words “reading of,” so that the entire section 
when so amended will read as follows: 

Section 7. The Lodge at said fourth regular meeting, or at such other time 
as may then be fixed, shall open in the highest degree which the accused has 
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attained, if he be not of the Third Degree, and shall listen to the reading of 
the evidence taken by the Commissioner, both for the Lodge and the accused. 
The accused shall be heard in his own behalf in person or by counsel, and 
the Committee appointed to prosecute on behalf of the Lodge shall have the 
right to also address the Lodge. The Lodge shall then proceed to vote upon 
the charge or charges preferred; but no member shall be entitled to vote un- 
less he were present during the whole of the reading of the testimony and of 
the arguments thereon. If the charges be sustained, in whole or in part, by 
a vote of two-thirds of the members entitled to vote on the question, the 
accused shall retire to the ante-room. The Secretary shall then read to the 
Lodge the charge or charges, or part or parts thereof, that have been sus- 
tained, when the Noble Grand, without motion, shall proceeed to put to vote 
the highest order of punishment — expulsion; and if that be not agreed to, he 
shall put the next — suspension; and shall so proceed until some order of pun- 
ishment is agreed to by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. One 
penalty only shall be inflicted as the result of one trial.

To the Grand Lodge of the Statu of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Appeals would respectfully report as follows, in regard 
to the matter of the Appeal of Brother Peter Sehlemmer from the action of 
Rock Island Lodge, No. 18, I.O.O.F., in voting to pay a general benefit of 
three hundred dollars to U. M. Whiffen, the father of Brother Clive F. 
Whiff en, late a member of said Rock Island Lodge: 

The facts in this case appear to be as follows: Brother C. F. Whiffen had 
been a member of said Lodge for about four years prior to his death; he had 
always resided with his father and mother until the death of his mother, 
which occurred last summer, and from that time until his own death, with 
the father. About the 11th day of last September the brother committed 
suicide at his father’s honse, and was buried at the expense of the father 4 
under the auspices of Rock Island Lodge. 

It appears in evidence that for some years past the brother has been 
afflicted with epileptic fits, and had in a large measure lost his memory, so 
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that at times he would wander away from home, going as far as California, 
New York, and St. Paul, at different times: that at such times he was brought 
home at the expense of his father. That the brother did not contribute any- 
thing to his father for his care or maintenance, but that said brother was at 
all times more or less a care upon his father. 

Section 4, of Article V., of the by-laws of the Lodge, provide for the pay- 
ment of funeral benefits ‘‘to the widow, or should there be no widow, to his 
•orphan or orphans, or dependent relatives, or relatives on whom he was depend- 
ent at the time of his decease.'' 

The Lodge voted to pay the benefit, and Brother Peter Schlemmer 
appealed from the action of the Lodge, and then stayed all proceedings as 
the Deputy of the Lodge. The Grand Master approved the action of the 
Lodge Deputy, and the Lodge appealed to this Grand Lodge. 

Your Committee after fully considering all the papers in the case, and 
hearing the statements of the parties representing the Lodge, and the brother 
taking the appeal, are of the opinion: 

1. That the appeal was not properly taken from the action of the Lodge 
by Brother Schlemmer, as the laws of this Grand Jurisdiction require that 
three brothers shall join in the appeal. 

2. That Brother C. F. Whiff en was dependent at the time of his death 
-upon his father, for care and maintenance, and that the father is legally en- 
titled to the funeral benefits provided for in the by-laws of said Lodge. 

We therefore recommend that the appeal of Rock Island Lodge be sus- 
tained. and that said Lodge be directed to pay said funeral benefits arising by 
reason of the death of Brother C. F. Whiffen, to U. M. Whiffen, in accordance 
with the action Of the Lodge taken on September 21, 1891.

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[Seventeenth Report by Brother C. F. Mansfield, of No. 5S9.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Judiciary would respectfully report as follows, in re- 
gard to the matter of the appeals and petition and memorial of R. McBride, 
of Marion Lodge, No. 13, appealing from the action of said Lodge for refusing 
to pay sick benefits, etc., would further report as follows: 

Your Committee find that R. McBride was a member in good standing, 
having a visiting card, became sick and was entitled to benefits, and received 
benefits from the early part of the year 1S91, until the 23d day of June, 
1S91. During that time the Visiting Committee from time to time reported 
his condition, and his benefits were drawn and paid to him without oposi- 
tion or question. When the application for benefits for the period from 
June 23 to July 14, had been made, the Noble Grand refused to take proper 
action because some members of the Lodge had complained privately to 
him that Brother McBride was not entitled to benefits, and the claim was 
laid over until a subsequent meeting, and was again taken up and discussed, 
the only evidence before the Lodge being a report by a majority of the Visit- 
ing Committee that the Brother was entitled to benefits for the period, and the 
further statement that Brother McBride had his physician’s certificates show- 
ing him to be entitled to benefits. The Lodge, upon vote, refused to grant 
the benefits. Upon appeal to the Grand Master, the Grand Master sustained 
the action of the Lodge, directing that the claim for the three weeks* benefits 
upon which the appeal was taken, should -be dismissed without prejudice, that 
Brother McBride might file claim anew and produce proper evidence. 

The report before the Grand Master, and the letters before him, gave 
the Grand Master a wrong understanding of the case, but in the light of the 
fact£ upon which he acted the Grand Master’s decision was correct, and your 
Committee recommend the approval of his act. This claim Brother McBride 
now brings before the Grand Lodge by petition, offering further and new evi- 
dence upon the case and memorial, as well as by an appeal from the Grand 
Master. . 

The opinion of the Grand Master had been read in Marion Lodge, and 
the Lodge refused to allow Brother McBride to present his claim, and denied 
him a hearing on that claim. Brother McBride has introduced, and it appears 
from evidence that three physicians in good standing have given affidavits, 
that Brother McBride, during that period and up to October 27, 1891, by reason 
of bronchial affectious and chronic lung disease, lias been wholly unable to 
perform physicial or mental labor. Brother McBride has also filed claims for 
sick benefits up to the 27th day of October, 1S91, which the Lodge have refused 
to pay, and upon which refusal there has been an appeal. These appeals 
have all been referred to your Committee. Brother McBride was, by occupa- 
tion, a telegraph operator, baggage clerk and railroad agent, and from the 
evidence, your Committee are satisfied that Brother McBride has been in such 
a condition during the period for which the benefits are asked, that he is un- 
able to perform mental and physical labor, and is entitled to benefits by 
reason of his condition. 

Your Committee further find that Brother McBride was on the sick list 
on June 23. He has received no notice from the Lodge that he would be 
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taken from the sick list, nor lias he been given opportunity by the Lodge to 
show cause why lie should not be taken from the sick list. This alone is 
in violation of Section 546b, Supplement' Illinois Digest, 1889, which is as 
follows: 

“A Brother once placed on the sick list by his Lodge cannot be taken 
therefrom except upon notice and investigation.” — Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
9,329, 9,442, 9,683. 

This alone is sufficient to determine this case. 

The Lodge has attempted to require Brother McBride each week, or for 
each claim presented for benefits, to produce sworn testimony of his phy- 
sicians, and a great deal other evidence before his claim would be allowed. 
Your Committee are of the opinion that this is unfraternal, the Brother 
having been on the sick list, his rights to benefits in this case can be deter- 
mined alone by the investigation and adjudication by the Lodge, with full 
notice and opportunity for defense given to Brother McBride upon the ques- 
tion whether or not he shall be taken from the sick list. 

Y T onr Committee further find that this is an extreme case. Brother Mc- 
Bride is a poor man with a wife and two children. He is without means of 
support except such as his wife has been able to earn with her own hands dur- 
ing this summer. Brother McBride’s father is a poor man and unable to sup- 
port his son’s family, yet he has divided his living with his son. Brother 
McBride is evidently a consumptive, and his days may be numbered. He 
evidently is in such a condition that unless his health is restored that he may 
be a charge upon his Lodge for some time to come. This fact mayor may not 
have had some influence upon the Lodge in rendering its decision in these 
cases. 

Your Committee therefore find that Brother McBride is entitled to sick 
benefits at $3.00 per week from June 23, 1891, to October 27, 1891, in accord- 
ance with the by-laws of Marion Lodge, No. 13. 

Your Committee therefore recommend that the several appeals and me- 
morial and petition above named be sustained in conformity with the opinion 
above set forth; and would further recommend that Marion Lodge, No. 13, 
be directed to pay to R. McBride his sick benefits for the period last named, 
namely: June 23 to October 27, 1891, and in the event that Marion Lodge, 
No. 13, shall refuse to pay said benefits, that the incoming Grand Master be 
instructed to suspend said Lodge until it complies with this order.

Your Committee on Judiciary would respectfully report as follows, in re- 
gard to the matter of query No. 52, made by Brother J. T. Palmer, of No. 
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252, which is in the following words, to-wit: “To whom should sick benefits 
be paid of an insane Brother when he has a wife and children dependent 
upon him?” 

After mature consideration of above question, we, your Committee, 
would report, that in view of the fact that it is an oft repeated opinion, not 
only of this Grand Body, but also of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, “that bene- 
fits must bo made to an insane Brother as freely and as fully as in any other 
case of incapacity of obtaining a livelihood,” and that the plea that “benefits 
are not payable to the legal representatives of a member's estate,” does not 
avail while the member is still living (see Supplement to Illinois Digest, 1889, 
page 51, Section 565a); and in view of the further fact that weekly and funeral 
benefits of a deceased member belong to the widow, orphan, or dependent rel- 
atives of the deceased Brother, who are members of his family and dependent 
upon him, and not to the legal representatives (see Section 599, Code of 1881, 
I.O, O.F. Illinois, page 130), we are of opinion that in the case stated above 
that the benefits should be paid to the persons who would be the beneficiaries 
in case same were funeral benefits; provided, however, that the insane 
Brother must be dependent upon and cared for by such beneficiary, or bene- 
ficiaries, at time the same are so paid; otherwise said benefits must be retained 
by the Lodge and expended by it solely for his use and benefit; so that in case 
of his recovery, it will be in position to show that, if not expended for his use 
and benefit, that they have been retained for him, and should be, in such case.

From the papers and evidence before your Committee, we find that Joseph 
Minnick, a member of Lake City Lodge, No. 42, in good standing, died in the 
early part of the year 1891; his death occuring Monday. 

On this day several members of the Lodge called on the widow of the 
deceased Brother, and attempted to explain to her her rights, but from what 
your Committee can learn she evidently did not, in such terms as to indicate a 
clear understanding of her acts and words, relinquish her right to the funeral 
benefit, nor did she consent that it be appplied on the funeral expenses. 

On Tuesday evening the Lodge met, and the Noble Grand reported what 
arrangements had been made, and the probable cost of the funeral, enumer- 
ating a number of the items of expense contracted or to be contracted. The 
Lodge ratified all that had been done at a subsequent meeting; the bill of 
expenses for the funeral was presented and read, and on approval by the 
Finance Committee, Brother W. F. Keys being a member of said Committee 
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and also Deputy of the Lodge, was allowed, and an order drawn for - the 
amount of the bill, without any objection, and paid. 

This bill contained the necessary funeral expenses, and had been paid 
before any question was raised. 

Brother Keys claims that he, personally, approved the bill, having the 
understanding that a part of the funeral benefit was to be applied on the 
funeral expenses, but the record shows no such agreement on the part of the 
widow, and the evidence fails to disclose this fact, and was not considered by 
the Lodge. The actual funeral expenses paid and incurred by the Lodge- 
amounted to $85.00. Subsequently the Lodge drew an order for $50.00 in 
favor of the widow, as her funeral benefit. Whereupon the Deputy set this 
action of the Lodge aside, claiming that $25.00 of this benefit should be 
applied toward the funeral expenses. The Lodge appealed from the action 
of the Deputy to the Grand Master. Pending this appeal the Deputy has con- 
sented that $25.00 of the benefit be paid to the widow, holding within the 
Lodge $25.00, which still remains in the Treasurer’s hands awaiting the 
final decision of this question. The appeal papers and letters before the 
Grand Master were so deficient and misleading that the Grand Master sus- 
tained the action of the Deputy, upon the ground that the Lodge had appro- 
priated $85.00 for funeral expenses — a portion of such expenses being for 
carriages for family of the deceased — the Grand Master not understanding 
that the Deputy had set aside the payment of the funeral benefit, but believ- 
ing him to have set aside a portion of the funeral expenses, whereas, the 
fact is the the Deputy did not set aside the payment of expenses, but did set 
aside the payment of funeral benefit. In the light of the facts before the 
Grand Master his decision was correct. 

The funeral expenses having been incurred by the Lodge, and having 
been paid, we do not see that this matter can now be remedied. And that 
portion of the case is disposed of. The only question to be passed upon is, 
whether or not the widow is entitled to the full amount allowed for funeral 
benefits by the by-laws, namely, the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00). It is the 
undisputed law of the Order that the right to the funeral benefit, as in the 
present case, belongs to the widow, and she alone can relinquish such benefit 
to the Lodge. 

Prom all the facts before your Committee, we are of the opinion that the 
widow in the darkest hour of her affliction, did not intend to, nor did she give 
to the Lodge any part of the funeral benefit belonging to her. 

Your Committee therefore recommend that Lake City Lodge, No. 42, be 
directed to pay the full amount of the benefit, deducting whatever may have 
been actually paid to her thereon. 

Your Committee further recommends that the action of the Lodge Deputy 
be set aside, and the appeal of Lake City Lodge, No. 42, be sustained.

Lieut. -Gen. S. C. Underwood, Commanding Patriarchs Militant: 

Dear Sir and Brother . — The Sovereign Grand Lodge at its recent session 
in St. Louis, having authorized the Grand Sire and Lieutenant-General com- 
manding the Past Master, to take such steps as might be necessary to secure 
a public demonstration of the Order during the period of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition, in Chicago, in 1893. 1 think it advisable, in order to make 
the demonstration a success, that no time should be lost in making some nec- 
essary preliminary arrangements. 

As a general principle, I think it should be understood at the outset, that 
this demonstration is to be of and by the Order at large and not of or by any 
particular branch. The Lieutenant-General of the Past Masters, will, of 
course, place all the resources of that department at the service of the Order: 
and it will occupy such place and do such work as may be assigned it in the 
subsequent arrangements of details. 

As it will be necessary for some one person to act in supervising arrange- 
ments, and in doing such work as the Grand Sire and Lieutenant-General are 
authorized to do by the resolution of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and as it 
will not be possible for me to give that attention to the matter which its im- 
portance demands, I request you to act as Marshal-General — a position which 
vonr residence in Chicago will enable you to fill with less personal inconven- 
ience than some person outside of that city would be subjected to. This posi- 
tion is, of course, tendered to you personally, as a leading member of the 
Order, and Past Grand Sire, and not as Commander of the Past Masters. 

I need not say it is advisable and, indeed absolutely necessary, that the 
hearty co-operation of the jurisdiction of Illinois should be obtained — a co- 
operation which, I am sure the enthusiastic and zealous membership of that 
state will promptly and cheerfully give. 

The wisdom of the- Grand Lodge of Illinois will, I know, be ready to 
devise proper plans to assist in carrying out this work. And in view of the 
fact that that Grand Lodge meets this month, I would ask you to communi- 
cate with it for this purpose. And I would suggest, that the appointment by 
the Grand Lodge of a Committee of experienced Brethren, resident in Chi- 
cago, to take complete charge of, and control all financial matters connected 
with the demonstration would give more satisfaction to the Order at large 
than any other plan that could be devised in this connection. 

Trusting that you will give me and the Order your assistance in the 
exercise of your usual zeal and energy in this matter,

JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE GRAND LODGE OF PENNSYLVANIA. 

(Annual Session, May 20, 1874.) 

Representative Sloan, of No. 33, from the Committee on that 
subject, presented the following report: 

Philadelphia, May 20, 1874. 

To the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, I.O.O.F.: 

Sirs and Brothers . — The Committee appointed, under resolution adopted 
at the annual session of 1873 (minutes, pages 507, 508), to inquire what action 
should be taken by this Grand Lodge in reference to the coming Centennial 
Anniversary of American Independence respectfully submit the following 
report: 

That they have carefully considered the subject, and have the following sug- 
gestions to offer, to which, in view of the great event so soon to be commemor- 
ated, they earnestly commend to the attention of the Grand Lodge. As ef- 
fecting the great Brotherhood of Odd Fellows in Pennsylvania, upon the Grand 
Lodge will devolve the duty of appropriately identifying the Brotherhood 
with the celebration of an occasion, in which, in common with all the people 
of our country, our Body naturally takes a deep and increasing interest. 

In view of the fact that this Grand Lodge has extended an invitation to 
the Grand Lodge of*the United States to hold its annual session in the city of 
Philadelphia in the year 1876, your Committee deem it advisable to have it 
announced to the Brethren of our jurisdiction that, should the invitation be 
accepted, fitting arrangements will be made under the supervision of this 
Grand Lodge for a testimonial of the appreciation in which the event to be 
celebrated is held by them as citizens, and as an united Brotherhood. 

It seems not only appropriate, but also in accordance with the ardent de- 
sire of the Odd Fellows of Pennsylvania, that all the aid which can be given by 
the Order here should be organized and systematized so as to be made the 
more effectual in promoting the object which engages, at this time, so much 
of the public attention. Your Committee have therefore considered that it 
would be well that the Grand Secretary be instructed to forward circulars to 
the Lodges in this jurisdiction, calling their attention, in an official manner, 
to this subject, so that they may make such provision in rendering their aid 
as their judgment may dictate. 

The Committee also recommend that it be announced that upon the occa- 
sion of the annual session of the Grand Lodge of the United States in 1876, 
should the same be held in Philadelphia, a public parade and reunion of our 
Order will be held, the detailed arrangements of which will of course neces- 
sarily be deferred to a nearer approach to the time at which the same will 
be held. 

No doubt, should these ideas be consummated, we shall have present with 
ns brethren from all parts of the country, and perhaps from all parts of the 
world to which our Order has extended. It would seem, therefore, desirable 
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•that provision should be requested of the Grand Lodge of the United States 
for the designation by it, in 1875, of a Representative from every jurisdiction 
which would be represented here, whether officially or otherwise, to take 
part on behalf of each jurisdiction in an assemblage of the Order and its 
friends in some suitable place. 

It is one of the objects of Odd Fellowship to promote the era of brotherly 
love and kindness, and to assist in dispelling the baneful effects of the ani- 
mosities which so often arise among men, and between those who should be 
united in the advancement of the common good; and surely no body of men 
will rejoice more heartily in the free and unrestrained gathering together of 
•all peoples for a common good than will our own beloved Order. Your Com- 
mittee also recommend that at the proper time a medal be struck commemor- 
ative of the occasion. Your Committee also beg leave, in conclusion, to sub- 
mit the annexed preamble and resolutions.

The question being upon the adoption of the resolution sub- 
mitted by the Committee, they were unanimously adopted. 

Chicago, Illinois, November 16, 1891. 

Hon. R. W. S. Wheatley, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Illinois: 

My Dear Sir and Brother . — I herewith transmit to you, by the hands of 
Adjutant-General Wm. S. Frost, the inclosed copy of a communication that 
I received from the Acting Grand Sire on my return from the east; from which 
you will perceive that I have been appointed Marshal-General, with the view 
of making preparations for the proposed demonstration to be made by the 
Order in Chicago, sometime during the Columbian Exposition in 1893. 

It is, of course, at this time entirely too early to attempt to make any 
detailed arrangements for the desired general parade of the Order on the 
occasion referred to, but I think it, not premature and both appropriate and 
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proper, that the Grand JLodge of Illinois should take such action in the prem- 
ises as it may deem sufficient and be in accord with the wishes of the 
membership throughout the jurisdiction. 

Whatever demonstration there shall be made, if a success as it should 
be, will in a great measure depend upon the aid and countenance it receives 
from the great jurisdiction of Illinois. Therefore, I take the liberty of sug- 
gesting that you recommend to the Grand Body, over which you so ably pre- 
side, the propriety of raising a Special Committee to secure and manage the 
necessary funds with which to defray the expenses to be incurred in making 
a general demonstration of the Order as proposed. 

The greatest general celebration made by the Order heretofore, was at 
Philadelphia, Pa., during the Centennial in 1S76; and the magnificent 
demonstration on that occasion, originated with the fraternity in the state of 
Pennsylvania. The initial steps, therefere, having been taken nearly or quite 
three years prior to the maturity of the plan, in a superb parade of all 
branches of the Order. 

Through the kindness of Gen. Jas. B. Nicholson, Past Grand Sire, I am 
enabled to append hereunto a copy of the report of the Committee and con- 
sequent resolutions adopted by the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania: the said 
referred to action which was formally transmitted to the (then) Grand Lodge 
of the United States. That Supreme Body took action thereon at its session 
in 1S75, by resolving to hold its next annual session in the city of Philadelphia: 
and Grand Secretary Ridgely sent out invitations to attend and participate 
in the ceremonies, to the Grand Bodies of all the Grand Jurisdictions on this 
Continent — with results now a matter of history. 

The demonstration proposed to be made in Chicago, in 1S93, has been 
approved by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and should surpass that made in 
Philadelphia, in 1S76. That it may do so, and be a success commensurate 
with the magnitude of the Order, of the bustling activity of the magnificent 
city wherein it is proposed to parade, and of the extended and well developed 
proportions of the great state of Illinois, it will require early and well organ 
ized arrangements to be made by the fraternity therein. 

I shall be glad to co-operate with and receive assistance from any Com- 
mittee, that may be raised for such purpose, by the Grand Lodge of Illinois.

To the Grand Lodge I.O.O.F. of Illinois: 

The presentation of this report of my official acts as Grand Master of this 
Jurisdiction, places another milestone in Jtlie pathway of time, and what was 
done for the benefit and advancement of our Order during the past year is 
recorded along the wayside to be read by future generations. Peace and 
prosperity has pervaded the Order during my administration, and no serious 
calamity has befell our people. We have reason to be grateful to our Creator 
for the good fortune we have enjoyed and to be proud of our achievements as 
an Order. I am conscious that in the discharge of the great volume of busi- 
ness which daily crowded before me, and which with the rapid growth of our 
Order necessarily increased, I have made mistakes, yet it is a great consola- 
tion to me to know that “it is but human to err,” and that I can deliver the 
scepter of office to my successor feeling that I have at all times acted with 
malice towards none.

SPECIAL SESSIONS AND OFFICIAL VISITS. 

In pursuance to the recommendation of the Grand Lodge at its last ses- 
sion, special sessions of the Grand Lodge for the purpose of conferring the 
Grand. Lodge Degree upon Past Grands, and schools of instruction were held 
at the following cities to-wit. : 

Wednesday and Thursday, March 2 and 3, at Jacksonville. 

Wednesday, April 6, at Galesburg. 
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Tuesday, April 20. at Bloomington. 

Wednesday and Thursday, May 4 and 5, at Centralia. 

Wednesday and Thursday, June 15 and 10, at Litchfield. 

Tuesday and Wednesday, September 0 and 7, at Aurora. 

Tuesday, October 11, at East St. Louis. 

Besides conferring the Grand Lodge Degree, much valuable work was 
done by Grand Representative W. E. Carlin, and Grand Warden H. A. Stone, 
in instructing the brothers in the unwritten work. 

I found that these special sessions were highly appreciated and enjoyed 
by the members and proved highly beneficial.' In some cases they tended to 
revive the interest of the membership, and on every occasion commended the 
Order to the favorable -consideration of the public in general. I would there- 
fore recommend that the plan of holding special sessions and schools of in- 
struction be continued. I have not made as many official visits as was my 
desire, but I devoted all the time that was not taken up by the Grand Master’s 
office work and by the discharge of my private and public duties. 

APPEALS FOR AID. 

There were but few appeals for aid during my term, thus showing that 
no great calamity has befallen us in any part of the state, and that the finan- 
cial condition of our Lodges are improving to such an extent tliat they are all 
enabled to care for the needy. 

During the year several Lodges burned out, but by reason of the wise 
legislation of a few years ago, requiring Lodges to insure Lodge property, 
these Lodges were indemnified. I granted permission to Springfield Lodge, 
No. 465, of Springfield, 111., to solicit aid for Past Grand Master A. D. San- 
ders, who had become financially embarrassed by reason of five years’ con- 
tinued sickness. And nobly did the brotherhood respond. The sign of dis- 
tress was hardly given until ready hands fro'm all over the state rushed to the 
assistance of our beloved brother. 

I herewith submit the report of Bro. J. D. Roper, who had charge of the 
collection of the contributions: 

Hall of Springfield Lodge, No. 465, I.O.O.F., \ 
Springfield, Illinois, October 1, 1892. \ 

To Grand Master M. W. Schaefer, I.O.O.F. of Illinois: 

Dear Sir and Brother. — Conforming to your request for a full report of 
my acts and doings as agent of Lodge No. 465, in the matter of soliciting aid 
from the Lodges of the state for the benefit of Bro. Past Grand Master A. D. 
Sanders, I have the honor to submit the following: 

On receiving your dispensation, under date of November 23, 1S91, grant- 
ing permission* to ask such aid, a circular letter was issued containing your 
letter, also including the petition of the Lodges, Representatives, and mem- 
bers submitted to you at that time, which was sent to all Lodges in the state. 
This circular, dated November 24, 1891, was mailed November 28. 29. 30, and 
December 3. Responses began to come at once and continuously. The first 
received was on December 1, from La Place Lodge, No. 787, La Place, Piatt 
county. The following day nineteen other Lodges responded, and at the close 
of the month 350 Lodges had remitted and the amount contributed was 
$1,461.14. 

During the month of January, 1S92, contributions continued to be re 
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ceived, and as several Lodges responding noted the omission of the Lodge 
seal from the circular, it was deemed proper to send a supplementary circular 
under seal of the Lodge; this was done, and a copy bearing date February 10, 
1892, was sent to all Lodges that had not replied up to that date. This action 
seemed to be entirely satisfactory to many Lodges, as remittances followed 
promptly. 

The last donation was received May 3, 1892; the number of Lodges 
responding was 508; the number contributing was 420; the total amount 
received was $1,707.05. The largest contribution from any one Lodge was 
$25; the smallest, $1. The average was $4.06%; the cost was 4.3 per cent of 
the receipts. 

Many of the Lodges accompanied their gift with kind letters expressive 
of the warmest sympathy and hopes for the recovery of our brother. A num- 
ber of responses were received from Lodges tendering gentle expressions and 
regrets of inability to contribute to the fund. Having. conducted this matter 
throughout for my Lodge, and having submitted my report thereon to the 
Lodge, the following resolution was presented and adopted: 

“Resolved, That the members of this Lodge hereby beg to present their 
sincere thanks to our Most Worthy Grand Master, M. W. Schaefer, for his 
prompt action and beneficent and timely words in responding to the request 
presented in behalf of our brother, Past Grand Master A. D. Sanders. To the 
Lodges which took part in our meeting November 19, 1891, wherein the 
movement for the relief of our brother had its inception, we extend our most 
cordial and heartfelt feelings of obligation. To the Lodges of the state we 
proffer our grateful acknowledgments for their prompt and most generous 
gifts; also for their sympathetic expressions of fraternal and brotherly kind- 
ness. To Past Grand J. D. Roper, our efficient Secretary, for his zealous and 
successful efforts in this grand practical exhibition of fraternal benevolence 
and charity, our thanks are eminently due and hereby tendered.” 

Accompanying this report, I submit a list of Lodges contributing, giving 
name, number, location, and amount of each, together with a list of those 
responding with letters of condolence and regrets. 

In closing this report, I cannot do so more appropriately than by giving 
in full the following letter of acknowledgment received from Bro. Sanders: 

♦Virden, Illinois, August 5, 1892. 

Col. J. D. Roper, Springfield, Illinois: 

Dear Brother. — Your last remittance of $75 is at hand, making a grand 
total of $1,707.05 received from you as the donation of Lodges in my behalf. 
I have not the language at my command with which to express my gratitude 
for this expression of sympathy of my brethren of the Order. Coming as it did 
without a request or even a desire on my part for assistance, I appreciate the 
gift very highly. 

For nearly twenty years I have plead at the bar of public opinion in be- 
half of Odd Fellowship. During this time I said (what might have appeared 
at the time) many extravagant things concerning the goodness and greatness 
of the brotherhood, but as Past Grand Master J. Ward Ellis expressed him- 
self on his death bed, “ I never knew there was so much good in Odd Fellow- 
ship ” until now. 

I desire to thank you for your untiring efforts in the matter of keeping 
a correct account With Lodges interested. To do this as faithfully as you 
have, required a great deal of time, patience, and labor. 

To the fifty or sixty Representatives to the Grand Lodge who assembled 
at the hall of Springfield Lodge, No. 465, on November 19, 1891, and there 
petitioned the Grand Commander to allow certain documents to go forth 
among the Lodges of the Jurisdiction, I am especially thankful. 

To Grand Master M. W. Schaefer, for his official acts in the premises, I 
am also gratefully remindful, and to the officers and members of my Lodge I 
owe a debt of gratitude which I shall never be able to pay.

I am up and about the house most all the time now. but am too 
feeble to walk more than a square without a rest. Some days I am very hope- 
ful and then again I am correspondingly discouraged. Life, the way I am 
living it, is not wortli pinch. Still, if one gets too much of that kind of feel- 
ing in his head, he will not likely live long. I prefer to believe that “eveiy 
cloud has a silver lining,” and “although it may be cloudy to-day, to-morrow 
the sun may shine.” Again thanking yon and my brethren everywhere,

I also granted permission to a committee of Odd Fellows of Bay City, 
Michigan, to solicit aid for the members of our Order who suffered by reason 
of the destructive fire which raged in Bay City in July. 

Several other parties and Lodges from foreign Jurisdictions sent circu- 
lars and letters to our Lodges, soliciting aid without my consent, in violation 
of the law of our Order, but on every occasion their acts were brought to the 
attention of the proper authority and stopped before much money had been 
contributed. In fact the Lodges now pay very little attention to appeals that 
have not the sanction and indorsement of the Grand Master. 


NEW LODGES. 

As will be seen by the accompanying list, thirty-eight Subordinate Lodges 
and twenty-six Rebekah Lodges were instituted during the year. 

. I have, like my predecessors of the last few years, endeavored to prevent 
the institution of weak Lodges, and I have* the pleasure to report that the 
majority of those instituted this year are exceptionally strong and prosper- 
ous. Very few Lodges had less than forty members, and some of them had 
as many as sixty and seventy members with which to start in the campaign 
under the banner of Odd Fellowship.

RESTORATIONS. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge I was authorized to restore the 
charter of Fulton Lodge, No. 51. to reputable and worthy brothers of Lewis- 
town and Fulton county on legal application after full investigation.

Michael Corey, 
Thomas Deems, Perrin Davis, William Eskridge, Theodore E. Gibbons, Wil- 
liam Heaton, C. Th Humphries, La Fayette Horn. Morris Waggy, George W. 
Jones. Samuel Lowerey, L. W. Potts. C. S. Phelps, E. L. Shinkle, D. M. 
Shipp, James S. Heaton, George Trimble. John M. Tuite, and Thomas L. 
Weston. And the following brothers were re-in^tated: J. N. Grafton, W. 
T. Davidson, Charles G. Matheny, and Jobe Hughs. 

I received a protest in the nature of an appeal against my action, signed 
by some members of said Lodge at the time of its suspension. As the res- 
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olution adopted by the Grand Lodge last year left the restoration to my judg-" 
ment, and as no appeal was taken from said action of the Grand Lodge last 
year, so no appeal now lies from my action done in accordance with said res- 
olution. I herewith submit the said protest and all the correspondence for 
your consideration and action.

APPEALS. 


I have been called upon to decide a large number of appeal cases involv- 
ing the rights of members and Lodges in various manners, of which even a 
synopsis would be too voluminous for this report. I am gratified to know 
that in the main my decisions have given satisfaction, as in only three cases 
have appeals been taken to the Grand Lodge. 

I submit to you the cases in which appeals were taken, with a short 
statement of the facts: 



Appeal from action of the Lodge in refusing 
Bro. Keller sick benefits. 


In this case it appears that on or about January 1 , 1891, Bro. C. B. Keller 
took sick while non-beneficiary; that shortly afterwards he paid up his dues 
and kept them paid to the time of presentation of this claim for sick benefits; 
that Bro. Keller had been under the care of his' family physician until about 
May 1 , 1891; that from May 1 uniil June 15, Bro. Keller took no medicines; 
that on June 1, Bro. Keller resumed his work to the best of his ability, and 
reported himself off the sick list to his Lodge. On June 15, Bro. Keller again 
took sick and so remained until November 15. He presented his claim for the 
last sickness. It was resisted by the Lodge, claiming that the last sickness 
was but a continuation of the sickness of January, when Bro. Keller was non- 
beneficiary. 

I decided that it was not the same sickness, and that Bro. Keller was en- 
titled to sick benefits from June 15 to November 15, from which the Lodge 
appeals. 
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Appeal from decision of Deputy on 
question of funeral benefits and 
expenses due widow of John Mc- 
Kean, deceased.

The By-laws of Humboldt Park Lodge provide that the funeral benefit 
shall be $75. 00. Upon the death of Bro. John McKean the Noble Grand vis- 
ited the family and obtained the consent to use such part of the funeral ben- 
efits as would be necessary to defray the expenses of the funeral. According 
to the Constitution this Lodge was not liable for funeral benefits and expenses 
in excess of $135.00. The expenses of tlie funeral amounted to $86.00, and the 
Lodge decided to deduct all over $60.00, the ‘constitutional amount for funeral 
expenses, to-wit: $26.00 from the $75.00 funeral benefits, and pay the widow 
the balance, $49.00. From this action of the Lodge Bro. E. P. Watkins ap- 
pealed to Bro. G. A. Rhodes, the Lodge Deputy, who held that the Lodge was 
liable for the $86.00 expended for the funeral and the $75.00 funeral benefits. 
From this decision of the -Deputy, Bros. Mugler, Kuhn, and Dombernowsky 
appealed to me. I sustained the action of the Lodge and overruled the de- 
cision of the Deputy, from which an appeal is taken. 


Julia A. Parker, widow of David Parker, I 

deceased, I Appeal from action of Lodge in * 

us. f refusing benefits, etc. 

Pride of the Valley Lodge, No. 435. J 

It appears that on December 15, 1890, Bro. Parker filed a claim against 
Pride of the Valley Lodge, No. 435, for four weeks sick benefits, from April 4 
to May 2, 1S89, at $5.00 per week. The Lodge refused to allow the claim, and 
on an appeal to Grand Master Wheatley, the Lodge was ordered to pay. On 
May 11, 1891, the Lodge paid these benefits to Mrs. Parker, Bro. Parker hav- 
ing died on January 1, 1891. Some time after the death of Bro. Parker, Mrs. 
Parker filed a claim for 86 weeks 1 sick benefits .from May 2, 1889, to January 
1, 1891, at $5.00 per week, $450, and for $60 funeral expenses and $60 funeral 
benefits. It appears that during the said 86 weeks the Lodge frequently made 
Bro. Parker donations and he was able to work and be about the greater part 
of the time. The questions are : Can the brother be permitted to cut up his 
claim and present it by piece meal ? And can the widow maintain a claim for 
sick benefits which her husband by his action never considered a meritorious 
or valid claim, one he had never presented or demanded and had waived by 
presenting a claim for only part of the time then expired ? 

I decided that the widow was entitled to sick benefits from the time Bro. 
Parker had presented his claim for past benefits due, to-wit: December 15, 
1890, to January 1, 1891, the time of his death, two weeks at $5.00 per week, 
$60 funeral benefits, and $60 funeral expenses, total $130. The Lodge complied 
with my decision and offered Mrs. Parker the $130 which she refused, and three 
members of Pride of the Valley Lodge appealed from my judgment. 


GRAND SECRETARY. 

On April 20, 1892, Grand Secretary George M. Adams tendered his resig- 
nation as Grand Secretary. As the Finance Committee were to make their 
semi-annual inspection of the Grand Secretary’s books on May 1, I accepted 
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Bro. Adams’ resignation to take effect on May 2. I thereupon appointed Past 
Grand Master James R. Miller to fill the vacancy, and after Bro. Miller had 
filed his bond as Grand Secretary and was duly obligated and installed into 
the office, I issued proclamation thereof/ as will be found under the head of 
proclamations in this report. The work of the office was not disturbed in the 
least by the change, and it requires no word from me to assure you that the 
office of Grand Secretary is ably conducted by our present incumbent. Re- 
sides attending to the duties of the office, Bro. Miller spends considerable 
time and money in visiting lodges in different parts of the state and by his 
good counsel and brotherly advice he encourages the weak and inspires the 
strong to greater efforts. I herewith submit the semi-annual report of the 
Finance Committee : 

To the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, 

I.O.O.F. : 

Your Committee on Finance who at your request have appeared at the 
office of the Grand Secretary, Geo. M. Adams resigned, for the purpose of 
examination of his accounts, would respectfully report that we have taken -an 
inventory of everything in the office belonging to the Grand Lodge (See Ex- 
hibits A., B.,C.). Also schedule showing receipts and disbursements todate (See 
Exhibit D.), and business statement of purchases and sale of the office (See Ex- 
hibit E.), all of which your committee have carefully examined and find correct. 

We find a cash balance on hand of seventeen hundred ninety-four and 
58-100 dollars ($1,794.5S), which we have turned over to JamesJt. Miller, your 
appointee as Grand Secretary, to fill vacancy, as per your proclamation, dated 
May 2, 1892, receipt of which is hereby attached ( ee Exhibit F.). 

The bond of J ames R. Miller and sureties to the amount of thirty thousand 
dollars (S30.000.00), we approve and forward to you herewith for safe-keeping. 

We would further report that J. S. Ticknor,P.G.M., has duly installed James 
R. Miller as Grand Secretary and invested him with full control of his office.

Many of the official Instructors for Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges 
have made reports of their official acts, and I have indirectly learned of the 
work done by others; in addition to these, I have had occasion to see the 
work given in the different parts of the state at our special sessions of the 
Grand Lodge and schools of instruction, and I am pleased to report that there 
has been a marked improvement in the giving of the unwritten work during 
the last few years. For a Lodge in this Jurisdiction to be without some 
member well posted in the unwritten work will soon be an exception. The 
instructor of the city of Chicago inaugurated a new feature in the nature of 
competition schools for prizes, which proved very successful and highly ben- 
eficial. Where there are enough Lodges in a city, or where Lodges are lo- 
cated close enough, it would prove interesting, pleasant, and beneficial, to 
have schools of instruction with this competitive feature, having at least one 
session in every Lodge represented by a competitor. 

ORPHANS* HOME. 

I have the pleasure to announce that the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home is 
now complete and ready for the reception of the orphans of our deceased 
brothers and sisters. 
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On Friday, the 19th day of August, 1892, this Home was dedicated under ^ 
the auspices of the Board of Directors of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home. 
The dedicatory ceremonies were a grand success in every respect. A large 
number of brothers and sisters from all parts of the state were present to wit- 
ness the ceremony which would formally throw open the doors of a magnificent 
building, where assistance and protection would be given to those fatherless 
and motherless children of Odd Fellows who may be too young to care for 
themselves. It was estimated that not less than 17,000 people were present to 
witness this ceremony, and it seemed as if every person became imbued with 
the spirit and feeling of brotherly love. I am sure that all Odd Fellows were 
so favorably impressed that they went to their homes better men and women 
in soul and in mind, and entertaining a higher regard for our Order on ac- 
count of having made such beneficent and permanent provision for our children 
when in need. 

I am informed that the directors of the Home will tender this building 
to this Grand Lodge for its maintenance and management, and I sincerely 
hope that it will be promptly accepted. I am sure the Odd Fellows of this 
state will only be too glad to contribute for the maintenance of an institution 
for such noble and holy purposes, and this Grand Lodge will thereby merit 
and receive the thanks and plaudits of the Odd Fellows, their wives and chil- 
dren, for all time to come. 

In case the Grand Lodge accepts the Orphans’ Home, it will be necessary 
to provide for a standing committee on Orphans’ Home, and I would suggest 
that this committee be not appointed by the Grand Master, but that the 
Grand Master and such other officers as you may deem proper, be members of 
said committee ex officio> and that the remainder of the committee be elected 
from the members of the Grand Lodge. 

SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

In compliance with the resolution adopted last year, as recorded on page 
111 of the Journal of 1891, instructing the Grand Master to appoint a com- 
mittee of seven members of the Grand Lodge whose duty it shall be to carefully 
examine the propriety of accepting the Orphans’ Home, and whether the 
same can be used as a home for needy Odd Fellows and their wives, and the 
needy widows of Odd Fellows, and report to this Grand Lodge at- its next 
regular meeting, etc., I appointed the following members of this Grand Lodge, 
to-wit: Brothers J. O. Humphrey, T. B. Needles, J. R. Miller, R. W. S. Wheat- 
ley, W. H. Crocker, M. C. Eames, and John R. Davis. I submit their report, 
which is as follows: 

To M. W. Schaefer, Grand Master : 

Dear Sir and Brother. — We, the committee appointed by you under the 
authority of the Grand Lodge given at its last session, in the resolution of 
Brother Henry S. Phillips, as follows: 

Resolved , ‘'That the Grand Master of this Grand Lodge appoint a 
committee of seven members of this Grand Lodge, whose duty shall be to 
carefully examine'the propriety of accepting the Orphans’ Home, and whether 
the same can be used as a home for needy Odd Fellows and their wives, and 
the needy widows of Odd Fellows, and report to this Grand Lodge at its next 
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regular meeting, and that the future consideration of this subject be deferred 
until the next session of this Grand Lodge.” 

The Grand Master appointed the following brothers as members of this 
committee: J. 0. Humphrey, T. B. Needles, Jas. R. Miller, R. W. S. Wheat- 
ley, W. H. Crocker, M. C. Eames, Jno. R. Davis. 

The committee beg leave to report that we have carefully investigated all 
questions arising under the resolution, hiving held two meetings — one at 
Lincoln, May 26, and one at Springfield, October 31. At the Lincoln meet- 
ing, after inspection of the property and the fullest exchange of opinion upon 
the various questions, the following resolutions, offered by Brother Needles, 
were adopted unanimously: 

Resolved , That as representatives of the Grand Lodge, we are highly 
pleased wiih the beautiful and substantial improvements we find upon the 
premises of the Home, and we commend the work of the B »ard and its vari- 
ous committees for their good business management and the economical ex- 
penditures. 

Resolved , further , That in our opinion the best interests of the Home and 
of the Order alike, require that the institution should be under the manage- 
ment and control of the Grand Lodge. 

Resolved, further , That a sub-committee, consisting of the chairman, J. 
O. Humphrey. J. R. Miller, and J. R. Davis, be appointed to carefully con- 
sider and report at a f nture meeting of this committee upon all legal ques- 
tions involved in the proposed change, and to that end said sub-committee 
are authorized to employ such legal counsel as they may select. 

In accordance with the above resolution the sub-committee employed 
Hon. Milton Hay, of Springfield, to consider and submit in writing his opin- 
ion of the legal questions involved in the proposed transfer of the property 
to the Grand Lodge. 

Your committee feel that the Order at large may rest with confidence 
upon the advice of counsel as eminent as Mr. Hay is known to be in the law. 

THE OPINION IS AS FOLLOWS: 

To Messrs. J. O. Humphrey, J. R. Miller, and J. R. Davis: 

Gentlemen. — At the session of the Grand Lodge of the Independent Or- 
der of Odd Fellows of the state of Illinois, held in November, 1891, certain 
resolutions were adopted with reference to a proposition then pending, that 
said Grand Lodge accept what is known as the “Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home,” 
and lake to itself the title to said institution and assume the management 
and support thereof. Under said resolutions a committee was appointed to 
investigate and report on said proposal. Said committee met at Lincoln, Illi- 
nois, on the 26th day of May, 1891. and appointed a sub-committee to inquire 
into the whole question, with power to employ counsel; that sub-committee 
was and is composed of the gentlemen to whom this is addressed, and who 
have submitted to me, for my opinion, the following questions: 

First. Has the Grand Lodge power, under the law, to accept title to the 
Orphans' Home and take upon itself the control and support of that insti- 
tution? 

Second. Has the corporation known as the “Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home” 
power to transfer its property and the burden of maintaining the same to the 
Grand Lodge? 

Third. Would the proposed transfer work a forfeiture of the title to the 
property in question? 

FituHU. Could the Grand Lodge use the property in whole or in part for 
the support of aged and indigent Odd Fellows, or widows of Odd Fellows? 

The above are the only questions submitted to me, as they embrace 
merely legal propositions. 
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In order to determine the first question, as to the power of the Grand 
Lodge to accept the Home, it is necessary to consider briefly the history and " 
purposes of the Order. 

Generally speaking, the powers of a body corporate are defined in its 
charter, or in articles of incorporation prepared and recorded under statu- 
tory authority. The first Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows of the United States was organized January 15, 1825, and Subordi- 
nate Lodges were established in many of the states at various times. 

The first Grand Lodge (being the same now existing) of the state of Illi- 
nois, was organized under a special act of the legislature, approved February 
g, 1849. This act by its own force invested the Grand Lodge with the char- 
acter of a corporation, and gave to Subordinate Lodges then existing, or 
thereafter to be formed, the same legal character. An amendatory act was 
passed and approved February 16, 1865, in which the Grand Lodge was re- 
ferred to by name. 

The act of the legislature of Illinois of February 8. 1849, creating the 
Grand Lodge of this state and which constituted its charter, is wholly silent 
as to the purposes and powers of the order, except so far as relates to the 
capacity to sue and be sued, and to take hold and dispose of property. The 
law is very broad in its grant of power to the Grand Lodge to take property 
by devise or otherwise from any person or other corporation, provided the 
annual value of the aggregate of such property should not at any time exceed 
twenty thousand dollars. By the words “annual value,” annual rental or in- 
come value was meant, and I am informed that the acquisition of the Orphans’ 
Home by the Grand Lodge, if the proposed transfer be made, will not have 
the effect of exceeding the statutory limitation. 

The charter of the Grand Lodge being silent as to the powers and pur- 
poses of that body, except so far as above stated, I am forced to consider by 
what means its capacity in any instance is to be determined. I cannot for a 
moment entertain the opinion that because of the uncertainty to which I have 
referred, a corporation organized under and by virtue of an act of the legis- 
lature passed for that sole purpose, recognized by name in subsequent legisla- 
tion, claiming and exercising substantial powers for forty-three years, is now 
to be considered as really non-existing. 

I do not think that the powers of a corporation must always be derived 
from the express words of a charter, or of a general statute, although such is 
the general rule. The legislature was competent to create a body corporate 
without defining all its purposes and powers, leaving those matters to be set- 
tled by extraneous evidence. Thus we find that in England many corpora- 
tions existed by prescription only. 

Kent’s Commentaries, Vol. 2, Par. 276. 

In such instances the powers and franchises of such a body could only be 
determined by proof of practice and user. 

I am of opinion that the act of February 8, 1849, although failing to de- 
fine the extent of its powers, did constitute the Grand Lodge a valid corpor- 
ation, and did give to that body capacity to do something more than sue and 
be sued, and take and dispose of property. And I believe that the purpose 
for which such artificial person was called into existence by the legislature 
may be shown by the constitution of the Order itself, and by its unbroken 
practice. The Order existed in the United States long before the passage of 
the act of 1849, and its purposes were generally known and must have been 
assumed to be matters of public and judicial knowledge by the legislature 
itself. 

I am informed that, by the constitution of the Grand Lodge of the United 
States, and the Grand Lodge of the state, and of all Subordinate Lodges, the 
primary purposes of the Order are now and always have been purely benevo- 
lent. Pecuniary profit was never intended or permitted. No stock was ever 
issued, or dividends paid. No surplus fund ever was, or ever can be divided 
between members by way of profits or otherwise. The ends to be accom- 
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plished were simply these, to relieve the distressed, visit the sick, bury the 
dead, care for the widows, and support and educate the families of deceased 
members. Such has been the purpose and practice of the Order, without 
change or departure, ever since its first establishment in the United States 
more than seventy years ago. 

Such being the design and practice of the Order, I am of opinion that it 
may do any act in furtherance of that design, not prohibited by positive law 
or public policy. And that it may take title to the Home in question and 
maintain the same as a refuge for the orphans of its members. To do this 
would be executing the very purpose for which the Order was established and 
incorporated in this state. The act of 1849 gives express power to take title 
to property, and the history and practice of the Order point out its legitimate 
use. 

As to the second question: Can the corporation known as the “Odd 
Fellows’ Orphans’ Home” make the proposed transfer? 

I will omit, for the moment, all consideration of the question how far the 
intended transfer would be consistent with the purposes for which the prop- 
erty was donated, or the money subscribed, leaving that inquiry for a subse- 
quent passage in this opinion. 

When property is about to be transferred from one corporation to an- 
other it is always necessary tint one of the bodies shall have power to give, 
and the other to take. And the existence of one of those powers does not 
imply the existence of the other. 

As a general rule every corporation is required by law to retain and use 
its own franchises, and cannot dispose of the same; but the rule in this state, 
at least, is not so strict, so far as relates to tangible corporate property. It 
appears that the corporation known as the “Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home” 
was organized under the general incorporation law of the state, having received 
its certificate from the Secretary of State on the 7th of September, 1889. 

The articles of incorporation on which said certificate was issued declared 
in brief that the object for which the association was formed was “to estab- 
lish and maintain a Home for the support and maintenance of children of 
deceased Odd Fellows.” It is further provided in the articles that “the man- 
agement of the corporation shall be vested in seventeen directors, who shall 
be elected by the convention of the Degree Lodges of the Daughters of Re- 
bekah of Illinois.” 

Money was raised by subscription, and lands were donated in Lincoln, 
Illinois, as a site for the proposed home. In the course of time a magnificent 
building was erected and is now ready to be occupied. It is now proposed to 
transfer the title to the property, and the duty of maintaining the institution 
from the “Odd Fellows Orphans Home” to the Grand Lodge of the Order. 

Can this be done legally? The question thus presented is not without 
difficulty. 

As I have already said the general rules of law require that each corpor- 
ation shall go on and execute its franchises. But there are instances in which 
a corporation is justified in ceasing to act. When it can no longer perform 
its functions because of insolvency, it may transfer all its property in dis- 
charge of its obligations, even though retaining its franchises. 

Richwald vs. Hotel Company, 10H 111., 439. 

The corporation now owning the property cannot be said to be insolvent 
as it is not in debt. But it does not possess or control the largo revenues 
necessary to support such an institution. The Grand Lodge, with its vast 
membership and multitude, of Subordinate Lodges, can, without difficulty, 
secure all the funds required. 

The proposed transfer, instead of defeating the purpose for which the 
Orphans’ Home was created, would supply the means, and perhaps the only 
means, by which that object could be fully accomplished. 

Unless the action proposed may in some way impair vested rights, or vio- 
late public policy, it cam ot be unlawful. That it does not violate public 
policy I feel assured, for it is eminently meritorious. 
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Does it impair any vested rights ? 

It is true the articles of incorporation before mentioned, provide that the " 
management of the corporation shall be entrusted to a board of directors, to 
be selected by the “Daughters of Rebekah,” which, I am informed, forms a 
branch Order of Odd Fellows. 

But the Daughters in question, if they have ever accepted such grant of 
authority, have merely a naked power not coupled with any interest. They 
have no vested rights under the articles of association. 

In my opinion, the only parties who could question the action now pro- 
posed are those who have contributed money or property to the Orphans’ 
Home. 

Such persons might insist in equity that the money and property so ad- 
vanced by them should not be diverted from the purpose for which the same 
was contributed. They might with reason say that such diversion would be 
a breach of an implied condition. But in this instance no such diversion is 
intended or will be attempted. On the contrary the prop >sed transfer wil 
secure the very result intended by all parties from the outset. 

All that I have said in reference to the second question is equally appli- 
cable to the third, viz.: Will the intended conveyance of the Home by the 
corporation holding the title, to the Grand Lodge, work a forfeiture of that title? 

It appears that on the 5th day of September, 1890, a written contract was 
entered into between the Orphans’ Home corporation and A. C. Boyd, as 
trustee. 

That contract recites in substance as follows: That the citizens of Lin- 
coln, Illinois, had submitted a proposition to donate to the proposed institu- 
tion the sum of $10,000 together with forty acres of land “ in consideration of 
the location and establishment of said institution in said city” That said pro- 
posal was accepted and said institution located in accordance therewith. 
That said sqm of $10,000 together with a good and sufficient warranty deed 
for said land, executed by David Harts and wife, and Frank Frorer and wife, 
in favor of the Home, had been placed in the hands of said trustee in escrow. 
That said donation was accepted and said Home would construct buildings to 
the value of $30,000. That said trustee would procure from the heirs of John 
D. Gillett a quit claim deed to said Home for a certain acre of land. The con- 
tract further prescribes the times for the payment of the money aforesaid, 
and declares that the agreement should not take effect until approved by the 
Grand Lodge of Illinois, and the Daughters of Rebekah. 

I assume that all said conditions have been fulfilled as the Home has been 
built, and the deeds in question delivered. Said deeds do not contain any con- 
dition limiting the title of the property when once vested in the Orphans’ 
Home, except a clause retaining the right to mine coal under a portion of the 
land. There is no covenant against transfer, or negative covenant of any 
kind. The erection, by the Home, of buildings of the value of $30,000 and 
the location of the establishment in Linco'n, constitute the consideration 
for the donations, and both these conditions have been performed. 

I have already stated that persons contributing to the Home might com- 
plain in equity if the means which they furnished were diverted from its orig- 
inal purpose. 

But it is clear that the proposed transfer, instead of working such diver- 
sion, would secure the very purpose which all parties making contributions 
had in view. 

I do not for a moment consider that each contribution, large or small, car- 
ried with it an implied perpetual covenant that the management of the insti- 
tution should never change. Such an interpretation would hamper the Home 
by an iron-bound rule forbidding salutary changes rendered necessary by new 
conditions. All that the contributors can ask is that the institution be main- 
tained where located, and this is the very result which the proposed convey- 
ance is intended to produce. 

I am therefore of opinion that the transfer in question would not work a 
forfeiture of the title to the property of the Home. 
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Lastly: As to the power of the Grand Lodge to uso the whole or any 
part of the property as a residence for aged and indigent Odd Fellows, or for 
the widows of deceased Odd Fellows: 

The “Odd Fellows' Orphans’ Home” was incorporated and funds contrib- 
uted to it for the primary purpose of maintaining the children of deceased 
members of the order. It would be wise to adhere as closely as possible to the 
original design which no doubt entered into the minds of all contrib- 
utors of money or property. The support of children should therefore be re- 
garded as the first purpose of the institution. If, however, there were found, 
at any time, surplus space in the Home, that space might well be used 
as a shelter for the aged and indigent. I can hardly conceive the character 
of any person who would object to such a course, and I am sure he would not 
be favorably heard by any Court of law or equity. 

And I am quite confident that such use of the Home would not work a 
forfeiture of either property or franchises. 

On the whole, I am of opinion that the proposed transfer may be law- 
fully made. The intended transfer would be extremely meritorious and in 
exact harmony with the objects and purposes of Odd Fellowship as an order, 
and of all its branches, from the beginning of its existence. As far as I am 
advised all parties concerned are in favor of it, and no opposition has been 
made from any quarter. 

I think it would be well to have Mr. Boyd, trustee, Mr. Harts and wife, and 
Mr. Frorer and wife, execute an instrument ratifying the proposed transfer. 
This is not, in my opinion, indispensable, but it would be evidence of com- 
plete harmony among all concerned. M. Hay. 


As to the legal questions involved, your committee defer in all respects to 
the opinion of Mr. Hay. As to the policy of making the trafisfer, we are of 
opinion that the institution should be under the control and management of 
the Grand Lodge. As to the necessity for such an institution the facts now 
before us warrant the statement that from its very opening, the building now 
erected will be filled to its reasonable capacity. 

The property as it stands is worth at a reasonable valuation $50,000. The 
building is most admirably adapted to the purposes for which it was intended, 
and more than two-thirds of its rooms are furnished with new and substantial 
furniture. 

Therefore, in view of the clearly defined legal right of the “Odd Fellows’ 
Orphans’ Home ” to convey to the Grand Lodge its property, and of the legal 
right of the Grand Lodge to accept, maintain, and manage the same, and in 
view of the experience of other jurisdictions in attempts to manage and sup- 
port similar homes on the charitable or donation plan, your committee rec- 
ommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

. Resolved , That for the purpose of more fully securing the objects and 
purposes of the Home in the care of deceased brothers’ orphans, and in the 
care of our aged and indigent members and their widows, the Grand Lodge, 
I.O.O.F. of the state of Illinois, does accept the Home and provide for the 
support and management of the same.

world’s fair. 

At the last session of this Grand Body, a committee was appointed to co- 
operate with the officers selected by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and with 
other Jurisdictions and Grand and Subordinate bodies, to give a demoustra- 
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tion at the World’s Fair in Chicago, illustrating the power and influence of 
every branch of the great Order of Odd Fellows throughout the world. 

This committee has done considerable work towards providing for a grand 
demonstration of our Order at the World’s Fair next year. 

As the state of Illinois has been honored with the greatest fair and ex- 
position ever given by man on earth, it naturally remains for the people of 
this state to take the initiative in every great undertaking connected with 
this Fair. It is well known that a demonstration such as is intended cannot 
be carried on without money, and I therefore recommend that such action be 
taken at the present session as will insure to the Committee on World’s Fair 
sufficient funds to make our demonstration the grandest showing of the 
grandest benevolent Order on earth, and also to provide for such other com- 
mittees of arrangements as will be of convenience and assistance to visiting 
Odd Fellows at Chicago during the entire session of the Fair. 

THE CHICAGO ODD FELLOWS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The Chicago Odd Fellows’ Association of Cook county, has been in the 
field of practical Odd Fellowship for about seven years, and during this time 
has demonstrated that it is a necessary auxiliary to our Order. The tendency 
of this age seems to be for the people to collect and settle in large cities and 
centers of trade, and the emigration into these places bring many strangers 
into a strange land, who, as a rule, are left to battle against the schemes of a 
cold and selfish people, and against all the adversities of life unassisted. If 
we desire our Order to keep step with the music of progress we should, in 
all large cities, have established offices or places where Odd Fellows can re- 
ceive information, employment, and assistance from friends tried and true. 
Such an institution is an absolute necessity in Chicago, the metropolis of 
the Unites States. I doubt if there is a city in the Union which has as many 
daily travelers from other parts of this country as Chicago, and naturally 
there are more Odd Fellows going to and from the city of Chicago than go 
to and from any other city, and it stands to reason that the demands upon 
the Odd Fellows of Chicago for assistance are greater and more frequent than 
upon those living in smaller cities, towns, and villages. Some may argue 
that the Lodges of Chicago should attend to this duty unassisted, as the 
Lodges in other parts of the state attend to the wants of strange or visiting 
Odd Fellows, without assistance from the Grand Lodge. In answer, I will 
say, that most of the Lodges of Chicago do contribute for the maintenance 
of this association and spend more money per capita for the support 
and relief of non-resident Odd Fellows in distress than do the Lodges from 
other parts of the state. Furthermore, we must not look at this question 
from the narrow view of each man for himself, each Lodge for itself, and 
each state for itself, but should consider it from the broad plane of “the 
brotherhood of man” — the foundation upon which the entire structure of 
Odd Fellowship is so securely built. We must consider that we owe to the 
Odd Fellows of this state, yes, of the United States, yes, of the entire world, 
the maintenance of some institution in the city of Chicago for the safety, 
convenience, and assistance of Odd Fellows, no matter from whence they 
hail. On account of the Columbian Exposition in Chicago next year, this 
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Odd Fellows’ Association is simply indispensable, and in order to be effectual 
there should be additional help employed in the office, and more funds at its 
disposal. There will be very few Odd Fellows who visit Chicago during the 
Exposition but who will give this association a call, and I am sure that it will 
be of some assistance to some member of almost every Lodge in the state of 
Illinois. I would therefore recommend that this Grand Lodge give this noble 
offspring of our Order the necessary encouragement and financial assistance 
to cause it to go on in its mission of humanity, and do even more good than 
heretofore. 

I herewith submit the report of what was accomplished during the past 
year, made by Brother J. M. Campbell, P. G. Marshal, the efficient and cour- 
teous secretary of the association: 

The Chicago Odd Fellows’ Association of Cook County,

Dear Sir and Brother. — In reply to your kind request for data, etc., 
relative to the work of our association during the past year, I have the honor 
to present the following facts and statistics for the information of the Grand 
Lodge and the members of the Order in the Grand Jurisdiction of Illinois. 

It gives me pleasure to report that after an existence of six and a half 
years, and despite the continued hostility of some few Lodged and members 
in this city who do not take the time or trouble to personally investigate its 
methods and its work, but who seem only too willing to condemn without a 
hearing anything and everything that does not accord with their own peculiar 
views, the association finds itself to-day stronger and better equipped for the 
grand work in hand than ever before. The number of bodies that contribute 
to its support and whose representative members lend a helping hand at all 
times, has increased during the past year until now we have fifty-seven 
Subordinate Lodges, seven Encampments, ten Rebekah Lodges, and three 
Cantons represented in its membership. 

As an evidence of the far-reaching influence of the association’s work, 
it is only necessary to state that during the past year letters of inquiry have 
been received from many of the larger cities all over this broad land and one 
from our brethren in the Antipodes, asking for information as to the work- 
ings of the association and the secret of its successful operation. It is grati- 
fying to state that the result of this correspondence has been the organization 
of a similar association in many of those cities, notably so in St. Paul, Minn., 
Milwaukee, Wis., Chattanooga, Tenn., and Des Moines, Iowa. It will thus 
be seen that the good deeds and charitable work we have accomplished has 
spread the name and fame of our Grand Jurisdiction to other cities and dis- 
tant states, who recognize the fact that these associations perform a work 
that cannot be as systematically or as thoroughly accomplished in any other 
way — a work the necessity for which must always exist in large centres of 
population. 

As a further evidence of what has been done by the association for the 
amelioration of the condition of those brothers who come to our great city 
from all parts of the world seeking employment, the following tables will bo 
found of interest:

In addition to the above, over 500 letters on various topics in connection 
with the Order have b^en answered by the Secretary during the year. For- 
eign Relief Board — Number of members aided, 66; investigated and found 
unworthy, 21 ; amount paid out for relief, $515.15. 

In conclusion, allow me to say that the work of the past year may be 
taken as a i air index of what the coming year, with the great influx of Odd 
Fellows from all parts of the civilized world that will be attracted to our city 
by the World’s Columbian Exposition, will require at our hands. I have no 
fear but what the association, backed by the Grand Lodge of Illinois and by 
those Lodges and members who have the best interests of our beloved Order 
as a whole at heart, and who can see beyond the walls of their own Lodge 
rooms, will be equal to the occasion. I feel certain that the active sympathy 
and hearty good will of the great-hearted and broad minded members of our 
city and state will be with us as a sustaining influence in our efforts to 
improve the material condition of our brother Odd Fellow, no matter from 
what country he hails, who finds himself stranded and out of employment in 
this great human hive. Thanking you, Grand Master, for your kindly inter- 
est in our work, I am fraternally and sincerely yours,

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GRAND MASTER'S SALARY. 

The work and correspondence of this office has grown so rapidly during 
the last few years that each successive Grand Master has recommended legis- 
lation to relieve this office from some of the burdens. But the brothers will in- 
sist on writing and getting the opinion and advice of the Grand Master on all 
mannerof questions and subjects, and the efforts to relieve his work have been 
ineffectual. It has become so enormous that the Grand Master must neglect 
all private business and affairs or employ able assistants. With the salary as it 
is at present it means for the Grand Master to contribute from $500 to $1,000 
out of his pocket besides devoting his time and ability. The salary was fixed 
at $500 in 1883 when we only had 32,045 Subordinate and 2,803 Rebckali mem- 
bers, while now we have 60,000 in the two branches, and in my opinion the 
work of the Grand Master has doubled. This great brotherhood does not ex- 
pect its Grand Master to hold the office at such a loss and I therefore recom- 
mend that his salary be raised to not less than one thousand dollars per 
annum. 

deputies. 

There is nothing that in my opinion would relieve the burden of the 
voluminous correspondence of the Grand Master more effectually than the 
appointment of diligent and judicious Lodge Deputies. More than one-half 
of the Grand Master’s correspondence consists in answering questions that 
any brother in a few minutes could ascertain for himself by consulting the 
Subordinate Constitution or our Digest. It has been the custom for Grand 
Masters to appoint the Representative for Lodge Deputy, and so deep rooted 
has this custom become that it is almost considered the law, and many Repre- 
sentatives pretend to claim the Deputyshipas a matter of right, and feel highly 
offended should the Grand Master assume to appoint some one else. 

Many Lodges send Representatives in rotation regardless of their qualifi- 
cation, and very often a brother is well qualified for the office of Representa- 
tive, and yet the lodge has a brother who is much better qualified for Deputy. 
In my opinion the lodges should elect their Deputies and endeavor to select 
those who are the best fitted therefor. 

And I therefore recommend that the Subordinate Constitution be amended 
so as to require all lodges at the first meeting in September in each year, or 
when the election of officers takes place, by election recommend a Past Grand 
member to be appointed by the Grand Master to be the Deputy for such lodge, 
and that the Grand Secretary be required to supply the lodges with the proper 
blank certificates and that the certificates of such election be filed with the 
Grand Secretary. 

SUBORDINATE BY-LAWS. 

At the request of Bro. C. F. Mansfield, Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, the following circular letter was sent to the lodges of this Jurisdiction, 
the object of which can best be understood by reading the said letter, to-wit: 

Mansfield, III., December 7, 1891. 

To the Officers and Members of the Subordinate Lodges , I.O.O.F . , of Illinois : 

Brothers. — At each session of the Grand Lodge there are from fifty to 
seventy different sets of by-laws of Subordinate Lodges approved by the Grand 
Lodge. 
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The work of examining and passing upon these by-laws is done by the 
Judiciary Committee. The other duties of the Committee are often important 
and require much careful investigation. In the short time in which the Com- 
mittee must do its work it is impossible for the work of approving by-laws to 
be done as thoroughly as the Committee desire. 

There are subjects of by-law legislation that do not seem to be thor- 
oughly understood by many Subordinate Lodges; for instance, the question 
of sick benefits, funeral benefits, assessments, and liability of lodges to ben- 
eficiaries, etc., and there is a great want of uniformity of legislation upon 
important matters. 

Of the 250, or more, sets of by-laws referred to the Committee during the 
last five years, few were in the first instance found to be correct, and nearly 
all of them needed correction or amendment. 

There are nearly eight hundred lodges in the state, and when but fifty to 
seventy sets of by-laws are approved each year, it is evident many lodges have 
not had their by-laws approved for ten years, if ever at all. Even after ap- 
proval changes are frequently made, but not approved. 

It would very much relieve the Committee and the Grand Lodge if all the 
by-laws of the state were approved up to date. It would be to the advantage 
of the Committee to carefully examine the by-laws of every lodge in the state, 
for by so doing much important information could be gathered upon many 
vital questions of general interest. 

It is true the work of examining nearly eight hundred sets of by-laws will 
require much time and labor, but if the lodges will send to the undersigned 
their by-laws, the work will be carried on as rapidly as possible to completion 
before the next session of the Grand Lodge. 

The several lodges will therefore observe the following points and comply 
herewith as soon as convenient: 

First — If your by-laws are. not what you desire them to be, change them 
at your earliest convenience. 

Second — After changing them, if change is desired, and if no change is 
desired, send them at once to C. F. Mansfield, Mansfield, III. 

Third — Do not send them in separate or detached parts. If not in pam- 
phlet form, have the leaves securely fastened at the side or top of page. 

Fourth — Write the name and number of lodge plainly upon the outer or 
first page of the pamphlet or by-laws. 

Fifth — Do not send a portion of the by-laws only, but send them in their 
complete form. 

Sixth— If a lodge should amend any part of its by-laws, the part as 
amended should be written out in full as amended, not simply the amendment 
only, and then send complete by-laws as amended. 

Seventh — Every lodge should send its by-laws, whether approved by the 
last or any previous session of the Grand Lodge or not. And each lodge should 
keep an exact copy of the by-laws sent. Remember each lodge must send its 
by-laws as soon as possible. 

If any further information should be desired, it will be cheerfully fur- 
nished. Fraternally yours,

I have carefully considered the above request made by Brother C. F. Mans- 
field, of the Judiciary Committee, and in view of the fact that it is important to 
have uniformity of by-laws, and especially to have them in harmony with the 
laws and decisions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge and of the Grand Lodge of 
this state; and that incomplete and ambiguous by-laws are the cause of many 
bitter disputes in lodges, and of appeals to the Grand Master and Grand 
Lodge, which, to a large degree, would be avoided if the by-laws were in bar- 
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inony with the laws of onr Order; and knowing that the time at the annual 
sessions of our Grand Lodge is too limited for the Judiciary Committee to per- 
form all the important duties that necessarily devolve upon it. and to give the 
by-laws presented for approval the careful consideration they deserve, I heart- 
ily approve and indorse the suggestions made by the Chairman of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, and therefore recommend that every Subordinate and He- 
bekah Lodge in the Jurisdiction of the State of Illinois do send a copy of their 
by-laws to Brother Mansfield as requested by him.

I am not informed how many Lodges have complied with the request 
made, but the report of the Judiciary Committee will doubtless give you the 
result of our effort to furnish Lodges with By-laws that are in strict harmony 
with the laws of our Order. I would recommend that there be some legisla- 
tion introduced that will embody the ideas contained in the aforesaid cir- 
cular letter, and make it compulsory on Lodges to submit all By-laws or 
amendments to By-laws to the Chairman of the Judiciary Committee as soon 
as adopted by the Lodge. 


LODGES IN COURT. 

In 1S90, Samuel Langstaff, former member of Olive Branch Lodge, No. 15, 
of Canton, 111., brought suit against said Olive Branch Lodge, and the Grand 
Master, J. L. Barnum, employed Bro. J. O. Humphrey. P.G.M., as counsel 
to assist in the trial of said cause. The case was dismissed without trial. 
(See report of Bro. Humphrey in relation thereto, Journal 1890, page 805.) 
Early last spring the said Langstaff brought another suit against Olive Branch 
Lodge, and as important questions that affect the interest of the Order are at 
stake in this case, and as Bro. Humphrey, besides being an able lawyer, is 
well posted and well prepared on all the questions that will arise in this case, 
and by virtue of the authority given to Grand Masters, by resolution adopted 
at the session of 18S9 (see Journal 1S89, page 714)', I employed Bro. Humphrey 
to attend to the aforesaid cause. I am informed that it has not yet come up 
for trial. 

I would request that my action in this matter be approved. 

LIFE INSURANCE SOCIETY. 

There is in existence in the city of Chicago a life insurance association 
called the Triple Link, which proposes to insure Odd Fellows only. I here- 
with present a synopsis of their report, which was filed with me in compliance 
with the requirements of the Sovereign Grand Lodge:

S. What changes in manner, or amount of assessments, have been made 
each year? None. 

9. On the death of a member does the Organization agree to pay a definite 
amount, or only whatever an assessment will realize on the death of a mem- 
ber? Definite amount. The amount of insurance. 

10. Is the piau graded, or equal assessments? Equal calls , bi-monthly 
or annually; and for total and permanent disability we pay S10.00 per week 
on each SI. 000 insurance as mutual indemnity.

This institution has never received the indorsement of our Grand Lodge. 
When I became Grand Master I discovered that it was not incorporated in 
compliance with the laws of this state. I frequently requested that they in- 
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corporate, and have as frequently received promises that it would be done. 
As all their business so far has been with Odd Fellows, I did not wish to inter- 
fere with its management, knowing that it w uld entail considerable loss to 
all who are so far insured. However, this life insurance association should, 
in my opinion, be required to incorporate without unreasonable delay. 

I call the attention of the Grand Lodge to this question so that you may 
take such action as you deem necessary, 

.rUBXSDICTIOX OF LODGES. 

The question of Jurisdiction of Lodges, outside of cities and towns hav- 
ing two or more Lodges, is frequently the cause of ill-feeling between neigh- 
boring Lodges and their members, and is a matter which is always very 
difficult for the Grand Master to settle when appealed to. In my opinion the 
jurisdictional lines between Lodges should be fixed and made of record in the 
several Lodges interested, and then the question whether one Lodge has ini- 
tiated a candidate residing within the Jurisdiction of another Lodge, can be 
determined by simply referring to the boundary lines on record. 

This boundary line can be agreed upon by a committee of three, to be ap- 
pointed by each of the Lodges affected, and in case they cannot agree, the 
Grand Master may appoint one disinterested brother to act in connection 
with the said committees, and the action of the majority shall be final and 
binding. 

FRATERNAL PRESS. 

It requires no statement from me to convince you that newspapers have 
been the torches at the head of the procession, lighting the way for mankind 
through the darkness of ignorance and doubt to the bright light of the moral 
and mental conditition of our present civilization. The journals devoted to 
Odd Fellowship have, in the past, contributed greatly to the prosperity of our 
beloved Order, and, in my opinion, have become a necessary auxiliary thereto. 

The Odd Fellows' Herald has for years performed yeoman service, 
and it is my earnest hope that it will prosper in its field of usefulness and 
continue to grow into popular favor. The Lodge Secretary , edited by Brother 
Charles H. Gard, has made its advent into the arena of Odd Fellow’s* journal- 
ism, and I also hope that it may meet with success. These papers should re- 
ceive the hearty support, assistance, aud encouragement of our membership, 
so that they, in turn, may become more useful and beneficial to us and the 
Order. 

CONCLUSION. 

In laying down the gavel, I am at a loss to know’ how I will over be able 
to repay this Order for the great honor bestow r ed upon me, how I will ever be 
able to discharge my indebtedness to the kind brothers who have assisted 
and encouraged me in the laborious and responsible duties of this great office. 
The phenominal success of our Order in this state during the past year dem- 
onstrates that the rank and file were all harmoniously at work doing their 
utmost in carrying out and disseminating the principles of our beloved Order. 
I w T onld be doing an injustice to many members to mention any brother or 
number of brothers as more deserving of credit than others, for often the la- 
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bors of the most industrious and enthusiastic is bestowed in an unfavorable 
locality, and consequently the fruit harvested by him will necessarily be scant 
and his devotion and labors will not be properly represented by results. 

We will share the honors of this most prosperous year in common, each 
feeling in his own heart that the time and labor he bestowed in behalf of Odd 
Fellowship was spent in a cause that will always be a credit to him and a last- 
ing benefit to mankind. I can do no more than thank the brothers of this 
Jurisdiction for the confidence they have had, and for the honor they have 
conferred upon me by electing me to the highest and most responsible office 
in your gift. I assure you that as long as life lasts, so long will you have my 
grateful remembrance. In vacating this position of honor and stepping again 
into private ranks, I do not intend that my labors in behalf of Odd Fellowship 
shall cease or that my love for the Order shall be permitted to wane, but as 
long as I can be useful and beneficial in any way it shall have my earnest 
support and unremitting labor. I cannot close without expressing thanks to 
Brother W. J. Clucas, of No. 119, through whose valuable assistance during 
my entire term I was enabled to discharge the office work with great dispatch. 
And now, in conclusion, I hope that we will all join hands and endeavor to make 
greater acquisitions in the future and to place the banner of Odd Fellowship 
still higher on the rampart of fraternal societies. And with the assistance of 
Him who has blessed and prospered our organization in the past, we need 
have no fear or misgivings as to the future of one of the grandest and noblest 
benevolent societies ever instituted by man.

Division II.— Lodges Closed and Closing. 

Cass Lodge, No. 125, located at Chandlerville, was ordered closed on Sep-

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

The following proposed amendments to the Constitution and the report 
of the Committee appointed to consider the propriety of accepting the “Or- 
phans’ Home,” arc matters laid over for consideration at the present session.

In view of the necessity existing for a form of procedure by which this 
Grand Lodge may cause to be properly heard and determined any and all 
questions which may arise between this Grand Lodge, or its officers, and the 
officers, members, or trustees of a Subordinate Lodge under charges or sus- 
pension, we have considered the matter and present the following, and ask 
that it be adopted : 

In all cases where charges have been preferred against a Subordinate 
Lodge, which may involve the surrender or revocation of the Charter, War- 
rant, or Dispensation under which such Lodge exists, it shall become the duty 
of tht? Grand Secretary to issue a summons to such Subordinate Lodge, and to 
the Trustees of such Lodge, commanding them to appear before the Commit- 
tee of Appeals of this Grand Lodge on a day to be therein named, at 
the Lodge room of such Lodge, or such other place as shall be directed by the

Grand Master in his order for the issuance of such summons; which summons 
shall be made returnable not less than twenty days, nor more than ninety days 
from and after the date thereof, and shall be served upon the said Lodge by 
delivering to the Noble Grand, Vice Grand, or Recording Secretary of such 
Lodge a copy" of such summons; and the same shall be served upon the 
Trustees by delivering to some three or more of them a copy thereof, which 
service shall be evidenced by their return endorsed thereon by the officer or 
brother making such service, which service may be made by the Grand Mar- 
shal or any Odd Fellow by him so authorized to do, in writing.

they shall enter final judgment acquitting such Brother thereof, and shall 
make svcli order as will, in so far as may be under the circumstances, restore 
the Brother or Brothers to all rights and privileges in the Order, such as 
issuing to him from the office of the Grand Secretary a card as in the case of 
a defunct Lodge, etc., and it shall become the duty of the Grand Master to 
carry into effect and enforce such judgment. 

[First Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother J. S. Carr.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of so much of the report of the Grand Master as per- 
tains to the establishment of a permanent Committee to determine all ques- 
tions of law or fact: 

We have considered the subject carefully and deem the suggestion both 
wise and practical, but because of exisiting provisions of law which limits the 
Jurisdiction of our Committee on Judiciary to questions of law merely, whilst 
the Committee on Appeals have jurisdiction of both law and fact in all appeals 
involving questions of mixed law and fact, that Committee, if any, should be 
made permanent; nor do we deem it proper that the Grand Master, or any 
other Grand Officer, should be ex-officio a member of that Committee, and in- 
asmuch as the adoption of these suggestions must be provided by proper 
amendments of the Constitution of this Grand Lodge, we submit the following 
proposed amendments thereto: 

Amend Section 1, of Article VI., of the Constitution of this Grand Lodge so 
that it shall read as follows, to-wit: The Grand Master at each annual session 
shall, within twenty days after his installation as such, appoint the following 
Committees to serve for one year, viz.: (1) On Credentials, three members; (2) 
on the State of the Order, five members; (3) on Judiciary, five members; (4) on 
Legislation, five members; (5) on Finance, three members; (6) on Rebekah 
Degree, three members; (7) on Mileage and Per Diem, ten members; (8) on 
Railroads, three members; (9) on Printing, five members. In the Order of 
Business the report of these Committees shall be called and have precedence 
in the order in which they are herein named. And within twenty days after 
the adoption of this amendment, the Grand Master shall appoint a Committee 
on Appeals, to consist of five members, one of whom shall be appointed for 
the term of one year, one for the term of two years, one for the term of three 
years, one for the term of four years, and one for the term of five years, and 
thereafter at each annual session the Grand Master, immediately after the in- 
struction of the Grand Officers, shall appoint one member of said Committee 
for the full term of five years; and shall, whenever a vacancy exists in the 
membership of said Committee, occasioned by death, resignation, removal, or 
otherwise, fill such vacancy by appointment, and such appointee shall fill out 
the unexpired term of his predecessor. And said Committee shall have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction to hear and determine all appeals in which any question 
of fact is included, and their findings and decision in any case shall be con- 
clusive as the judgment of this Grand Lodge, unless appealed from within 
ninety days from the date of the filing of such decision with the Grand Sec- 
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retary; but nothing contained in this section shall be so construed as to pre- 
vent the Grand Master from hearing and determining any question that may 
arise by reason of a petition or complaint of any grievance, by the wrongful 
act of any Lodge, officer, or member. 

Amend Section 7, of Article VI., so that it shall read as follows: The 
Committee on Appeals shall hold three sessions annually at the office of the 
Grand Secretary, to-wit: One on the first Tuesday of February, one on the 
first Tuesday in May, one on the first Tuesday in August, and shall attend 
the sessions of this Grand Lodge, at each of which sessions the member 
having the shortest term to serve shall be the Presiding Officer, and each of 
said Committee shall be paid mileage at the rate of six cents per mile, by the 
nearest route from his place of residence to the office of the Grand Secretary, 
or to the place of meeting of the Grand Lodge, for each such meeting, and a 
per diem of five dollars per day for each day actually occupied, to be paid upon 
the certificate of the Chairman of the Committee. 

[Second Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother George F. 
Howard, of No. G64.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of that part of the Grand Master’s Report under the head 
of “Recommendations,” referring to a change in the make-up of the Com- 
mittee on Printing: 

We have duly considered the same, yet we do not entirely indorse the 
sweeping changes and recommendations suggested by the Grand Master, and 
while recognizing the past and present very efficient work performed by the 
Printing Committee, we are of the opinion that some change should be made 
in the existing law, and we, therefore, recommend that Section 10 of Article 
VI., of the Constitution of this Grand Lodge be stricken out, and the following 
new section be substituted for the same: 

“The Committee on Printing shall superintend all printing, and shall 
purchase all stationery and blanks not supplied by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
They shall advertise for bids for printing t ie reports of the Grand Officers, 
the proceedings of the annual session of this Grand Lodge, in both English 
and German language, and such other printing as may be required by the 
Grand Officers, awarding the contract of such work to the lowest responsible 
bidder, and reporting the original list of said bidders, with the prices that 
they had offered to perform the work for, to the next session of the Grand 
Lodge. Th y shall sign all bills for which they may have awarded contracts, 
as being correct, and forward the same to the Finance Committee for their 
approval. And no warrant, or warrants, shall be drawn by the Grand Sec- 
retary for the payment of any printing bill until the same has been approved 
by a majority of the Finance Committee.” 

[Thirteenth Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother Geo. 
F. Howard, of No. 664.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of that part of the Grand Master’s Report under the 
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head of “Recommendations,” in which he recommends that some steps be 
taken by this Grand Lodge to relieve the Grand Master of a part of a volu- 
minous correspondence, which is made greater by him being compelled to 
answer all sorts of questions, which are sent to him by the officers and mem- 
bers of the Subordinate Lodges, when, if they would only take the time to 
examine their constitution and digest, they could obtain an answer to nearly 
every question submitted by them to the Grand Master. 

Your Committee have very carefully and fully examined into the above 
recommendation of Grand Master Wheatley, and we believe it to be for the 
best interests of the Order in this state that said recommendation should be 
adopted by this Grand Lodge, and we therefore recommend the adoption of 
the following amendment to Section 2, of Article IV., of the Grand Lodge Con- 
stitution: 

Strike out all after the word “him” in the seventeenth line down to the 
word “Master” in the nineteenth line of said section, and insert in place 
thereof the following: “pass upon all questions of law and usage which the 
Lodge Deputy Grand Master shall have first decided upon an appeal.” So 
that the section when amended will read as follows: 

Section 2. The Grand Master shall preside at all meetings of the Grand 
Lodge, and preserve order and enforce the rules. He shall appoint all Grand 
Officers pro tempore , and all the Grand Officers who are not elective. He shall 
name the members of all committees, unless it is otherwise ordered by the 
Grand Lodge. He shall give the casting vote whenever the Grand Lodge is 
equally divided. He may call special sessions of the Grand Lodge whenever, 
in his judgment, the good of the order requires him to do so, and he shall call 
a special session whenever requested to do so in writing by the Representa- 
tives of fifty Lodges. He shall order the payment by the Grand Treasurer of 
all moneys voted by the Grand Lodge. In person, or by Deputy, he shall con- 
fer all Official Degrees, and he shall communicate the necessary Pass-words to 
be used in this jurisdiction. During the recess of the Grand Lodge he shall 
have a general superintendence of the interests of the Order in this state; 
shall hear and decide such appeals as may be made to him; pass upon all 
questions of law and usage which shall have been first submitted on appeal 
under seal of the Subordinate Lodge to the Lodge Deputy Grand Master, and 
he ^hall not be compelled to answer questions submitted by individual mem- 
bers of the Order; grant Dispensations to open Lodges, and do such other 
acts as this Grand Lodge might do, excepting that he may not, by virtue of 
any powers conferred upon him by this section, exercise any of the legislative 
functions of this Grand Lodge. At each annual session the Grand Master 
shall report the Dispensations to open Lodges granted by him, and such 
other acts as he may have done in accordance with the authority herein upon 
him conferred; and when an appeal is taken from any of his decisions, he 
shall report the decision with the appeal therefrom. All decisions made by 
the Grand Master shall be binding until reversed, upon appeal, by this Grand 
Lodge. 
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[Fifteenth Report of Committee on Legislation by Brother George F. 
Howard, of No. 664.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, LO.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report the following 
amendment to Section 3, of Article IV., of the Grand Lodge Constitution, by 
adding after the word “Master” in the sixth line the following: “and perform 
such other duties as are required of him by this Constitution, the law, and 
usages of the Grand Lodge,” so that the section when amended will read as 
follows: 

Section 3. The Deputy Grand Master shall support the Grand Master in 
the Grand Lodge. His powers shall be the same as those of the Grand Master, 
when, during the absence of that officer from this Jurisdiction, or because of 
his inability to act, or in the event of his death or resignation, the duties of 
the Grand Master shall devolve upon the Deputy Grand Master, and perform 
such other duties as are required of him by this Constitution, the law, and 
usages of this Grand Lodge. 

[Sixteenth Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother Geo. F. 
Howard, of No. 664.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report the following 
amendment to Section 8, of Article IV., of the Grand Lodge Constitution by 
adding after the word “commands” in the sixth line of said section, the fol- 
lowing: “and perform such other duties as are required of him by the Consti- 
tution, laws, and usages of this Grand Lodge,” sb that the section will read 
when amended as follows: 

Section 8. The Grand Marshal shall assist the Deputy Grand Master in 
supporting the Grand Master in the Grand Lodge. He shall, when requested, 
attend the Grand Master in his official visits to the Subordinates; shall make 
proclamation for the Grand Master when required so to do; shall obey his 
commands, and perform such other duties as are required of him by the Con- 
stitution, laws, and usages of this Grand Lodge. 

[Seventeenth Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother Geo. 
F. Howard, of No. 664.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F. : 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of that part of the Grand Master’s Report under the 
head of “Recommendations,” in which the Grand Master recommends that 
some steps be taken by this Grand Lodge to relieve the Grand Master of a 
part of the very large correspondence which he receives by being expected to 
answer all questions of law and usage submitted to him by Subordinate 
Lodges and members thereof, have duly considered the same, and recommend 
the following amendment to Section 1, of Article V., of the Grand Lodge Con- 
stitution, strike out the entire section and insert in the place thereof, the 
following: 
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Section 1 . The Grand Master shall appoint a duly qualified Past Grand 
as the Lodge Deputy Grand Master for each Subordinate Lodge, who shall 
serve as such until his successor shall have been appointed, or until removed 
by the Grand Master. The Lodge Deputy Grand Master shall obey the com- 
mands of the Grand Master, decide all questions of law and usage when sub- 
mitted to bim in writing under the seal of the Subordinate Lodge, giving his 
answer thereto also in writing. Said decision of the Lodge Deputy Grand 
Master shall be binding upon the Lodge unless an appeal is taken to the Grand 
Master, in which case the Deputy Grand Master shall transmit the original 
papers (being the question and answer) to the Grand Master. The Lodge 
Deputy Grand Master shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed 
for him by the laws of the Order. 

[Eighteenth Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother Geo. 
F. Howard, of No. 664.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of that part of the Grand Master’s Report under the 
head of “ Recommendations,” in which the Grand Master suggests that 
changes be made in the way and manner of conducting trials in Subordinate 
Lodges : 

We have given the same very careful and thorough examination, and your 
Committee unanimously agree with the recommendations of the Grand Master 
upon the subject, and for the purpose of partially carrying out the same your 
Committee recommend that Section 5, of Article VII., of the Subordinate 
Lodge Constitution, be stricken out entirely and the following new section be 
adopted in place thereof: 

Section 5. Whenever a charge, or charges, are preferred against a mem- 
ber, they shall be read in open Lodge, at a regular meeting. The Secretary 
shall immediately furnish a copy thereof, under seal of the Lodge, to the 
member so accused, and at the same time cite said member to appear before 
the Lodge at the second regular meeting thereafter and plead guilty or not 
guilty to each charge and specification; and if he pleads not guilty, then the 
Noble Grand shall appoint a competent member of the Lodge as a commis- 
sioner or committee of one to take the evidence, both for the Lodge and the 
accused, in deposition form, by writing down both the questions and answers 
in full; and that the said commissioner, to take evidence, be first obligated to 
perform such duty, and he shall be authorized to obligate witnesses who may 
be members of the Order, and cause such witnesses who may not be members 
of the Order to be obligated by a proper officer authorized to administer oaths. 
Said commissioner shall have power to pass upon the competency of evidence, 
and if objections are made to his ruling, he shall note said objection, together 
with the question and answer, in the depositions, and when said depositions 
are before the Lodge for action, the Noble Grand shall rule as to whether 
said evidence objected to before the commissioner shall be read to the Lodge. 
If the accused appears when cited and pleads not guilty, the, case shall be 
continued for two weeks from the night the citation is returnable, to give each 
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side an opportunity to have the Secretary cite their witnesses to appear be- 
fore the commissioner. Tiie commissioner shall have power to continue the 
taking of said evidence from day to day, and when the evidence is taken, said 
commissioner shall report the same to the Lodge over his certificate. 

Your Committee further recommend that Section 7, Article VI L, of the 
Subordinate Lodge Constitution, be amended by striking out the word “sec- 
ond'’ in the first line and inserting in place thereof the word “fourth;” also by 
striking out all after the word “Degree” in the third line, down to the word 
“record” in the seventh line of said section, and insert in place thereof the 
following: “and shall listen to the reading of the evidence taken by the com- 
missioner, both for the Lodge and the accnsed. The accused shall bo heard 
in his own behalf, in person or by counsel, and the committee appointed to 
prosecute on behalf of the Lodge shall have the right to also address the 
Lodge;” also strike out the word “hearing” in the tenth line and insert in 
place thereof the words “reading of,” so that the entire section, when so 
amended, will read as follows: 

Section 7. The Lodge at said fourth regular meeting, or at such other 
time as may then be fixed, shall open in the highest degree which the accused 
has attained, if he be not of the Third Degree, and shall listen to the reading 
of the evidence taken by the commissioner, both for the Lodge and the ac- 
cused. The accnsed shall be heard in his own behalf in person or by counsel, 
and the Committee appointed to prosecute on behalf of the Lodge shall have 
the right to also address the Lodge. The Lodge shall then proceed to vole 
upon the charge or charges preferred; but no member shall be entitled to vote 
unless he was present during the whole of the reading of the testimony and 
of the arguments thereon. If the charges be sustained, in whole or in part, 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members entitled to vote on the question, the 
accused shall retire to the ante-room. The Secretary shall then read to the 
Lodge the charge or charges, or part or parts thereof, that have been sus- 
tained, when the Noble Grand, .without motion, shall proceed to put to vote 
the highest order of punishment — expulsion; and if that be not agreed to, he 
shall put the next — suspension; and shall so proceed until some order of pun- 
ishment is agreed to by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. One 
penalty only shall be inflicted as the result of one trial. 

[Nineteenth Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother Geo. 
F. Howard, of No. GG4.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation, to whom was referred the ninth report of 
the Committee on the State of the Order, for the purpose of draughting proper 
amendments to the Constitution, have duly considered the same, and we would 
recommend the adoption of the following addition to Section 2, of Article IV., 
of the Grand Lodge Constitution, by adding at the bottom of said section the 
following: 

The Grand Master shall require all Subordinate Lodges, who may desire 
to erect Odd Fellows’ halls, to first submit to him a statement of their finan- 
cial condition and probable income to be derived from the proposed building; 
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also submit to him the plans and probable cost of such building, and if he 
deems the erection of the building will be for the best interests of the Order, 
he shall give his consent to the erection of the same. When the corner stone 
of an Odd Fellows’ hall is to be laid or the hall dedicated, the Grand Master 
shall officiate; or, in case o'f his inability to be present and so officiate, he shall 
appoint a special Deputy, who shall be a member of this Grand Lodge, to 
officiate for him. 


[Twenty-Second Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother 
George F. Howard, of No. 664.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation, to whom was referred a communication 
from Past Grand Representative Samuel Willard, calling the attention of the 
action of the Sovereign Grand Lodge upon the question of a Withdrawal Card. 

We have given the same due consideration, and recommend the adoption 
of an additional section to Article IX., of the Subordinate Lodge Constitution, 
to be known as Section No. 6, to read as follows: 

Section 6. A brother holding a Withdrawal Card cannot deposit same in 
a distant Lodge without the consent of the Lodge located nearest^ to the 
brother’s place of residence. 


[Twenty-Third Report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother 
Wm. Stacey, of No. 673.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows in 
regard to the matter of a resolution offered by Brother Samuel Willard, P.G.R. 
and P.G. Secretary, relating to the provision in Section 713 of the Illinois 
Code, referring to change of venue: 

We have had the same under consideration and report in favor of amend- 
ing the same by striking out said section and inserting the following: 

Section 713. Change of venue may be asked on behalf of the prosecution, 
as well as on behalf of the accused, or by any three members. It may be 
asked in case of charges of official misconduct. The accused may be one of 
the three that ask the change of venue. 

RESOLUTION. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Resolved , That the Grand Master of this Grand Lodge appoint a Com- 
mittee of seven members of this Grand Lodge whose duty shall be to care- 
fully examine the propriety of accepting the Orphans’ Home, and whether the 
same can be used as a home for needy Odd Fellows and their wives and the 
needy widows of Odd Fellows, and report to this Grand Lodge at its next 
regular meeting, and that the further consideration of this subject be deferred 
until next session of this Grand Lodge. 
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ORPHANS’ HOME CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Under a resolution passed at the last session of the Grand Lodge, a circu 
lar was sent out to each of the Lodges, asking for contributions from Lodges 
and members for the purpose of erecting and maintaining an “ Odd Fellows’ 1 
Orphans' Home.” In answer to this call the following amount, in the aggre- 
gate, was contributed, $2,221.50, which was remitted to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Directors. 

PER CAPITA TAX FROM REBEKAH LODGES. 

In addition to the amount received from Rebekah Lodges for this fund up 
to May 1, there has come into this office the sum of $10.05, which was for< 
warded to the Treasurer of the Rebekah State Convention. 


CONCLUSION. 

In submitting this report of the business of the office for the year just 
closed, I can congratulate the membership upon the splendid showing in every 
department of the Order, which must be most gratifying to every Odd Fellow. 

In the discharge of the duties and responsibilities of the office work of 
Grand Secretary, I have in addition endeavored to aid the Lodges and mem- 
bership in advancing the growth and prosperity of the Order, realizing that 
to the work of the individual member is largely due the credit of success. 

I cannot close this report without acknowledging the uniform courtesy 
and kindness extended to me as Grand Secretary by both the officers and the 
members and the efficient services of Deputy Grand Secretary, Bro. John H. 
Sikes.

It was a source of gratification and pleasure to the members of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge to know that the health of Grand Sire Busbee was so far 
restored as to enable him to assume the duties of his office. 

The Grand Sire in his report makes the following statement on the 


CONDITION OF THE ORDER. 

The report of the Grand Secretary, whose energetic devotion to the du- 
ties of his office I take pleasure in commending, will exhibit to you in at- 
tractive detail the wonderful progress made by the Order during the year 
1891. A tabulated statement of totals is herewith given. The net increase 
of active Lodge membership from January 1, 1891, to January 1, 1892, was 
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48,807. This is the largest increase ever made in a single year, in the history 
of the Order. The Lodge membership in good standing, on the first of last 
January, had reached the enormous total of 721,146, and including the Sisters 
of Rebekah Lodges, 802,881. The expenditures for relief, the test of the op- 
erative fraternity of the Order, during 1891 were $3,176,382.08. It is interest- 
ing to compare the relative progress of the Order with that made by our 
English brethren. On January 1, 1890, the membership of the Manchester 
Unity -of Odd Fellows exceeded our membership by 14,316. On January 1, 
1892, the membership of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows exceeded that 
of the Manchester Unity by 33,378. The total membership of both Orders on 
January 1, 1892, aggregated 1,572,384, a membership largely greater than 
that of any benevolent society on the face of the globe. Surely we have 
cause for gratitude to Almighty God for the blessings He has vouchsafed to us.

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The following decisions of the Grand Sire were submitted, together with 
the decisions made by Dept. G. Sire Campbell (acting): 

DECISIONS. 

I herewith enumerate the decisions rendered by me, since I resumed the 
duties of my office. The decisions rendered by the Acting Grand Sire, are in- 
cluded in his official report to me as heretofore stated: 

1. It is within the power of a State Grand Lodge, to which application is 
made for the use of the name of the Order, to decide whether or not the en- 
terprise for which such application is made, comes within the legitimate uses 
of the Order; but the decision of such State Grand Lodge must be in pursu- 
ance of the legislation of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and especially in furth- 
erance of the specific prohibitions and general tenor of the resolution of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, found on page 12,677 of the Revised Journal of 1891. 
Such decision must, of course, also be made subject to the revisory jurisdiction 
of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

2. It is the duty of all Encampments to use the new installation ceremony, 
and the use of the old ceremony is illegal. Where an Encampment uses the 
old ceremony by reason of excusable inadvertence, or other sufficient excuse, 
such installation should be validated; but where the use of such old ceremony 
is willful and contumacious, the Encampment so using it, should be proceeded 
against for insubordination. 

3. It is not within the power of a Grand Master, or Grand Lodge, to grant 
permission to a Subordinate Lodge, or Rebekah Lodge, to hold meetings alter- 
nately, in two separate towns. 

4. The Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Minnesota provides, that that 
Body “shall be composed of the duly qualified Past Grands of all the Subor- 
dinate Lodges within the S' ate,” and does not in any way restrict its legis- 
lative power to any representative basis whatever. 

Held , That for the purpose of establishing the fact that a quorum of 
Lodges is present at roll-call, a Past Grand of any Lodge in good standing, may 
answer for his Lodge, whether he be a duly elected Representative or not. 

5. Under the “Minimum Benefit Law” (Revised Journal of 1891, page 
12,670), all Lodges are required to pay at least two dollars per week to a sick 
or disabled member, otherwise entitled, during the first year, and afterwards 
to pay at least one dollar per week during the continuance of such sickness 
or disability. This law applies to a case where a sick or disabled member 
has been heretofore receiving a smaller amount under the By-laws of his 
Lodge. The law went into effect January 1, 1892, and since that date, all 
By-laws of Subordinate Lodges in conflict with the law above cited, are inop- 
erative and void. The fact that for any portion of the first year, a larger 
amount than two dollars per week has been paid, does not cure a subsequent 
failure to provide for the payment of the minimum amount required to be 
paid. 

6. The provisions of Section 1,211, White’s Digest, do not nullify or abro- 
gate the general law (or a specific provision in the Constitution of a Rebekah 
Lodge, in affirmance of the general law), declaring that good standing in a 
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Subordinate Lodge is essential to retention Of membership by a Brother in a 
Rebekah Lodge. It was never intended by the legislation embodied in Sec- 
tion 1,211, to make Rebekah Lodges, at least so far as their male members 
are concerned, separate and independent organizations, with the power resid- 
ing in male members to retain their membership, without regard to, and in- 
dependent of their membership and standing in their Subordinate Lodges. 

7. Membership in a Rebekah Lodge, is terminated by suspension for non- 
payment of dues in the Subordinate Lodge. 

8. Membership in a Rebekah Lodge is terminated by taking a Withdrawal 
Card in the Subordinate Lodge. 

As the receipt of a Withdrawal Card from a Subordinate Lodge destroys 
the good standing of the member in such Subordinate Lodge, and as good 
standing in his Subordinate Lodge is essential to his retention of membership 
in his Rebekah Lodge, it necessarily follows that the taking of a Withdrawal 
Card terminates his membership in the Rebekah Lodge. 

9. Membership in the Rebekah Lodge is dependent upon continuous good 
standing in a Subordinate Lodge, as a Brother of the Degree of Truth. 

The law permitting a Brother to hold his membership in his Encampment 
for twelve months after taking a Withdrawal Card, is by reason of a specific 
enactment (Section 954, White’s Digest), which does not include membership 
in a Rebekah Lodge. 

10. Ques . — Can a Brother who was disabled, or taken sick, prior to January 
1, 1892, and is receiving benefits under a contract made with him by his Lodge, 
in accordance with the existing laws, compel the Lodge to pay him benefits 
under the law found on page 12,670, Revised Journal of 1891? 

Arts . — To this question I answer, Yes. :The By-law of any Lodge conflict- 
ing with the law passed at the session of 1891, became inoperative and void on 
the 1st day of January, 1892. To hold otherwise, upon the ground that the 
Brother was receiving benefits under “a contract” between him and his Lodge 
would virtually nullify the law of 1891; because if the benefits are drawn under 
“a contract,” such contract necessarily dates from the admission of the 
Brother into his Lodge, and would exclude from the operation of the law of 
1891, nearly all the present membership of the Order. Whatever contract 
was entered into between the Brother and his Lodge at the time of his initia- 
tion, as evidenced by the Constitution and By-laws of the Lodge, is a contract 
in so far as the promise to pay benefits is concerned, subject to alteration, 
either by the Lodge itself, or by any superior authority, including the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge, and whenever such alteration is duly and legally made, 
neither the Lodge, nor the Brother, has any cause to complain, but must 
comply therewith. The law is, that a sick or disabled Brother is entitled to 
receive at least two dollars per week, during the first year of his sickness or 
disability, and one dollar at least per week, after the expiration of the first 
year, and so long as he continues sick or disabled. And this is so, notwith- 
standing the terms of any By-law of his Lodge, and notwithstanding the fact 
that he became sick or disabled and wasdrawing benefits prior to January 1,1892. 

11. Ques . — Can a Brother who was drawing benefits for six months, one 
year, or three years, under a contract with his Lodge, made in accordance 
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with existing laws at or prior to his disability, compel his Lodge to pay him 
benefits under the law above referred to, which took effect January 1 , 1892? 

An$. — I think this question is answered in the foregoing response to your 
first question. The right of a sick or disabled Brother to benefits from his 
Lodge under the law of 1S91, is altogether independent of the fact that he has 
been heretofore receiving benefits for any length of time, under the law of his 
Lodge existing prior to January 1, 1892. 

12. Funeral benefits are payable, first, to the widow; second, to the or- 
phans of the deceased; and third, to dependent relatives as defined in Sec- 
tions 90, 91, and 95 of White’s Digest. If there be no widow, but orphans of 
the deceased in existence, some of whom were dependent upon him for sup- 
port, and some who were not, then the funeral benefits are primarily payable 
to those who were so dependent; if there were none who were so dependent, 
then they are payable to such orphans as may be in existence. 

13. A Grand Patriarch, in the institution of a new Encampment, has the 
power to confer, or authorize the conferring of, one or more Degrees on a few 
candidates, allowing the remainder of the candidates to witness the confer- 
ring of such Degrees; but all proper and necessary obligations must be duly 
administered to each and all of the candidates. ( See Sections 1,407 and 326, 
White’s Digest.) 

14. An expelled member of an Encampment can be re-admitted to mem- 
bership by another Encampment in the same Jurisdiction, with the consent 
of the Encampment expelling him, duly authenticated, and by permission of 
the Grand Encampment, duly obtained. (Sections 746, 748, and 749, White’s 
Digest.) 

15. An association incorporated under the name of “Odd Fellows’ Build- 
ing Association, Limited,” organized for the purpose of providing ways and 
means for the profitable investment of its funds in the purchase of land and 
erection and maintenance thereon of a building to be known as “Odd Fellows’ 
Hall,” and not limiting its membership to the members of the Order, is in con- 
flict with the law as found on page 12,677 of the Revised Journal of 1891, and 
Section 381 of White’s Digest. 

16. The provision in the Constitution of a Rebekah Degree Lodge, “that 
no member shall be eligible to the office of Noble Grand, unless previous ser- 
vice is shown in the office of Vice Grand in a Subordinate Lodge, or Rebekah 
Degree Lodge,” is invalid in so far as the requirement in regard to previous 
service in a Subordinate Lodge as affecting eligibility to office in a Rebekah 
Degree Lodge is concerned, being in conflict with decision No. 8, of the Act- 
ing Grand Sire, reported on page 12,355, Revised Journal of 1891. 

17. A District Deputy Grand Sire cannot legally charge his traveling 
expenses to a Subordinate Lodge, unless he is invited by such Lodge to visit 
it for some legitimate purpose. The payment of all necessary expenses of a 
District Deputy Grand Sire is provided for in Section 855 of White’s Digest. 

18. If the Noble Grand-elect shall be excused by the Lodge, on account 
of sickness or disability, from attendance at the time when he should have 
presented himself for installation, and if the Lodge shall continue to excuse 
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him Hi, account of such sickness or disability, up to the time when he shall 
present himself for installation during the term for which he was elected, 
then upon his so presenting himself, he is entitled to be installed, and, if he 
serves until the expiration of his term, will be entitled to the honors thereof. 
The Sitting Past Grand, having been inducted into that office at the time the 
other officers were installed, including the Vice Grand, should have, there- 
after, occupied his chair as Sitting Past Grand, and the Vice Grand, under 
Section 961 of White’s Digest, should have occupied the chair and discharged 
the duties of Noble Grand. 

19. Qucs. Does the resolution of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, found on 
page 12.670, Revised Journal of 1891, take precedence over all other laws as 
found under the head of Benefits,” White's Digest? 

Ans. It takes precedence over all existing laws, in so far as its provisions 
conflict with the same. 

20. Qucs . Will it prevent State Grand Lodges from enacting laws limiting 
benefits to Third Degree or Scarlet Degree members? 

Ans. Yes. 

31. Qnes. Will it prevent State Bodies from limiting Cards of members, 
requiring them to be members, say six months, before being entitled to benefits? 

Ans. Yes. 

22. Qucs. Does it require all Subordinate Lodges, on and after January 1. 
1892. to pay not less than two dollars per week, without regard to the amount 
and number of weeks a Lodge may have paid its members prior to January. 
1892? 

Aiis. Under the law, all Lodges are compelled to pay sick or disabled 
members (except such as are sick or disabled by reason of vice or immorality) 
at least two dollars per week for the first year, and thereafter one dollar per 
week, so long as the sickness or disability continues. But in calculating the 
“ year,” such time as the member may have been sick or disabled prior to 
January, 1S92, must be taken into account; for example, if a member has 
been sick and leeeiving benefits under the laws of his Lodge, for one year 
prior to January, 1892, then the law as enacted by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
only makes it incumbent on the Lodge to pay him at least one dollar per week 
during the remaining period of his sickness or disability. If the Lodge has 
been paying such benefits for six months prior to January, 1S92, then the law 
requires that benefits for six months after January 1, 1S92, shall be at least 
two dollars per week, and thereafter one dollar per week. 

The language of the law is plain; it requires each Lodge to pay from its 
funds, weekly benefits amounting to at least two dollars, to every member who 
shall be sick or disabled. This is required without qualification or limitation, 
save in two particulars, embodied in two provisos; first, it excepts from the 
operation of the law those members who become sick or disabled by reason of 
vice or immorality; second, it provides that after one year’s sickness, the 
weekly benefits may be reduced to one dollar. 

The substance of a law is found in the body of the law; provisos contain 
exceptions to the law. The language of this law is free from ambiguity and 
is too plain for a doubt. It imposes an obligation upon each Lodge, in terms 
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not to be misunderstood, nor susceptible of modification by any proper or rea- 
sonable construction. “ Every member” cannot mean anything except every 
member, and the simple word 4£ membership ” cannot be limited to members 
of the Scarlet Degree, or any other Degree, or to members of any certain 
length of service. 

23. The Grand Sire has no authority to change the date of the session of 
a State Grand Lodge, the Constitution of such Grand Lodge fixing the date 
of its annual session. 

24. Subordinate Encampments appearing upon parade must wear the 
regalia prescribed in Section 1,248 of White’s Digest. (See Resolution, page 
12,730, Revised Journal of 1891.) 

25. Ques. In the absence of law, the Noble Grand of a Rebekah Lodge 
being obligated to oversee and take charge of the initiatory work and being 
also the Noble Grand of the staff, has she the authority to direct and control 
the staff in matters pertaining to initiatory work, drilling, etc.? 

Yes. 

% 

26. Ques. The Captain not belonging to the Lodge, can he exercise his 
authority, if he has any, in the Degree Staff? 

Ans. He can exercise only such authority as is specifically given him by 
the Lodge in conferring Degrees. 

27. Ques. What authority has the Captain of a Degree Staff over the 
Noble Grand of a Lodge, when the Degree Staff is confined to one Lodge? 

Ans. He has no authority whatever over the Noble Grand, and only such 
authority in conferring Degrees as is specifically given him by the Lodge and 
which is subject to revocation by the Lodge at any time. 

2S. Ques. Has the Grand Encampment of Wisconsin ^authority to pass a 
resolution placing all Past High Priests, who have attained that rank prior to 
June 30, 1891, upon the books and records as Past Chief Patriarchs, they to be 
known as such hereafter? 

Ans. No. Such Past High Priests as were entitled to seats in the Grand 
Encampment on the date when its Constitution was changed by limiting its 
membership to Past Chief Patriarchs, retain their rights and are on an equality 
in all respects, with Past Chief Patriarchs, but the Grand Encampment has 
no authority to confer upon them a title which they have not acquired by 
actual service. 

29. Ques. Two Lodges jointly rent a hall and through a joint trustee 
board manage it, that is, sub-let it to other societies, etc. In connection with 
the Lodge and ante-rooms, there is attached another hall, used for a supper 
room, ball room, etc., and is controlled by the Lodges through the trustees. 
The Lodge room has an organ, used for Lodge purposes, and it is now desired 
to have the Lodges purchase a piano for use in the concert room. It is admitted 
that the hall will rent better with the piano than without it, and no doubt the 
increased rental would in a few years pay for the piano. Would it be legal 
for the Lodges to appropriate money from their general fund to purchase the 
piano, or failing that, could the Lodges allow the trustees to use the revenue 
of the two halls for the purchase? 
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^Ins. It is within the power of the Lodges to appropriate money for the 
purchase of such piano from their general fund, or to allow the trustees to use 
the revenue of the two halls for the purchase, as the Lodges may see fit. 

30. Ques. Under the law, as it now is, defining the relations that exist 
between the Subordinate and Rebekah Degree Lodges, are Subordinate Lodges 
required to “furnish their hall, also fuel, light, and host,” free of charge to 
Rebekah Degree Lodges that are, or may be, organized under their respective 
jurisdiction? 

Ans. No. I 

31. Ques. Has the Grand Lodge of Indiana, under the law as it now is, 
the power to require Subordinate Lodges to furnish their hall, etc., free of 
compensation, to Rebekah Degree Lodges, under their respective jurisdictions? 

Ans. No. 

32. Ques. Where there are four Subordinate Lodges in one city (one of 
which is German and the other three American Lodges), the three American 
Lodges meet in a hall jointly leased by them, and the German Lodge meets in 
a hall leased by itself, and there is one Rebekah Degree Lodge composed of 
members of the four Lodges enumerated, and meets in the hall occupied by 
the three American Lodges; whose duty is it to furnish the hall, light, fuel, 
etc., for the Rebekah Degree Lodge? 

Ans. It is not the duty of any of these Lodges to furnish a hall to the 
Rebekah Degree Lodge. If the Rebekah Degree Lodge occupies a hall under 
contract with any of these Lodges, then the duty to furnish light, fuel, &c., 
would depend entirely upon the contract. 

33. Under the amended Article V. of the By-Laws, a petition for the es- 
tablishment of a Grand Encampment will be sufficiently signed by the Chief 
Patriarch and Scribe and duly attested by the seal of the Encampment; but 
it would be unobjectionable if the Past Chief Patriarchs and Past High Priests 
of the Encampment were to add their signatures to the petition. 

34. When a per capita assessment is made upon each Subordinate En- 
campment to pay for the Charter fee and preliminary expenses in connection 
with the institution of a Grand Encampment, each Subordinate Encampment 
must contribute its per capita share, whether the petition is signed by every 
Encampment or not, each Subordinate being, of course, officially notified 
that the majority of Subordinates have decided to petition for a Grand En- 
campment. 

35. At the time of the institution of a Grand Encampment, Past High 
Priests are entitled to seats therein, as well as Past Chief Patriarchs (Section 
512, White’s Digest). Of course, the Grand Encampment has power, there- 
after, to frame its Constitution so as to limit its membership to Past Chief 
Patriarchs alone, but this is a matter for the subsequent action of the Grand 
Encampment in framing its Constitution. 

36. Past High Priests are entitled to seats at the institution of a Grand 
Encampment and are entitled to sign the petition for its institution. 
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37. It is contrary to law, in conferring the Initiatory Degree, to admit to 
the Lodge room all the candidates except one. and, after obligating them, 
permit them to witness the initiatory ceremony on the other candidates. 

38. Qucs. — Is it proper for the Noble Grand to appoint upon a committee 
to retire and examine a visitor, a Past Grand belonging to another Lodge, 
who is in possession of the A.T.P.W. through his official position in the Order? 

Ans. — Strictly speaking, it is not within the power of a Noble Grand of a 
Lodge to appoint upon a committee a member of any other Lodge, because 
the possession of the power to appoint presupposes the possession of the 
power to compel service. But if a member of another Lodge, possessing the 
A.T.P.W., is willing to serve upon such committee, I take It, that unless ob- 
jection is made, the Noble Grand has the right to request and permit such 
service. 

30. Qucs. — The Constitution for Subordinate Lodges in Utah has the fol- 
lowing clause regarding elections : 

“ Section 1. The election of officers shall take place at the first meeting in 
June and December. 

“Sec. 2. Should there be no choice on the first ballot, the balloting shall 
be continued, but the candidate having the least number of votes shall be 
withdrawn from the nominations at each succeeding ballot. 

“Sec. 3. The Noble Grand shall appoint two tellers, wlip with the War- 
den shall collect-and canvass the votes given and report the result to the 
Noble Grand.” 

Is it permissible under the above clauses of our Constitution, considered 
in connection with Section 1,012 of White’s Digest, there being but one can- 
didate for each office, and no member objecting, to, by motion, have the Noble 
Grand declare all elected by acclamation ? 

Ans. — No. Where only one candidate is in nomination, the proper mo- 
tion is that A. B. shall cast the ballot for such candidate on behalf of the Lodge. 

40. Qucs.— Is it permissible under the above clauses, for the Lodge to 
nominate viva voce , or must they proceed to ballot without nominating, the 
By-Laws being silent upon the subject? 

. Ans. — It is permissible for any member of the Lodge to nomiuate candi- 
dates viva voce. 

41. Qucs. — If a Subordinate Encampment in a Jurisdiction about to or- 
ganize a Grand Encampment, declines or refuses to pay the per capita assess- 
ment that has been agreed upon by a majority for the payment of the Charter 
fee, etc., will it be entitled to representation at the organization of the Grand 
Encampment ? 

Ans. — Such Encampment cannot be debarred from participating in the 
organization of the Grand Encampment; but if such Encampment shall con- 
tinue insubordinate after the organization of the Grand Encampment, proper 
proceedings may be taken against it by the Grand Encampment, or Grand 
Patriarch, to punish it for insubordination by demanding its Charter, etc. , 

42. Ques.- — Will it be competent for the Grand Encampment, as soon as 
instituted, to authorize all Subordinates who have paid their per capita assess- 
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ment to change their present numbers to 1, 2, 3, etc., according to seniority, 
omitting older Encampments who have not contributed, so that the latter shall 
be obliged to take junior numbers? 

— These matters are subjects of local legislation and will be entirely 
within the control of the Grand Encampment when it is organized. 

43. You ask me to decide. as to the validity of a certain provision in the 
Constitution for Subordinate Lodges in your (Arkansas) Jurisdiction. Section 
7 is as follows : 

“ Section 7. Upon the report of the committee, whether it be favorable or 
unfavorable, the applicant shall be balloted for, and if no black balls appear, 
he shall be declared duly elected. If one or more black balls appear (and in 
order that no rejection be had by reason of having black balls cast by mis- 
take), the Noble Grand, without stating the result of the vote shall immedi- 
ately retake the same, and if two or more black balls appear, the Noble Grand 
shall simply declare the applicant rejected.” 

In response to your inquiry, I beg to say that the provision of the forego- 
ing section requiring the Noble Grand' to retake the ballot is invalid. The 
ballot cannot be immediately repeated. This is the precise law as laid down 
in the decisions collated in Section 656 of White’s Digest. 

44. Under the general law, a person can be admitted to membership in 
any Lodge in your (Missouri) Jurisdiction, provided he has the consent of the 
Lodge located nearest his residence. This matter is, however, a subject of 
local legislation, and I do not know whether or not there is any law in your 
Jurisdiction militating against the general law, as I have stated it. A person 
whose application for membership in the Lodge located nearest his residence 
has been refused, is not thereby prevented from petitioning for membership 
in any other Lodge in the Jurisdsction, provided that the Lodge nearest his 
residence shall consent thereto, and provided that there is nothing in the law 
of your Jurisdiction which prevents such application. 

45. Ques . — Can a Grand Officer who has taken a Withdrawal Card from 
his Subordinate Lodge or Encampment, perform any official duties as such 
officer until he has deposited his Card with a Subordinate Lodge or Encamp- 
ment ? 

Ans. — No. 

46. Ques . — How do you construe Section 883, Digest of 1889, which says 
that a Grand Officer does not vacate his office for the space of one month after 
taking a Withdrawal Card from his Subordinate Lodge or Encampment? 

Ans . — My construction of Section SS3, taken in connection with certain 
other sections hereinafter mentioned, is that while a Grand Officer does not 
“ vacate his office ” for the space of one month after taking a Withdrawal 
Card, yet the exercise of the functions of his office is suspended, until he depos- 
its his Card in another Lodge or Encampment. 

47. Ques . — How do you construe Section 883, Digest of 1889, in connection 
with Sections 790 and 793, same Digest, on the same subject? 

Ans . — My construction of the sections named, together with Sections 895 
and 896, is as follows: A Grand Officer taking a Withdrawal Card, has a right

to deposit the same within one month, in another Lodge or Encampment, or 
to immediately deposit it in his State Grand Body accompanying an applica- 
tion for a Charter for a new Lodge or Encampment. During the time between 
his taking the Card and depositing it in another Lodge or Encampment, or 
during the time between the taking of the Card and the institution of a new 
Lodge or Encampment of which he becomes a Charter member, the discharge 
by him of the functions of his office is suspended, to be revived (if before the 
expiration of his term), upon the deposit of his Withdrawal Card, or the in- 
stitution of a new Lodge or Encampment, as aforesaid. I thin k the above is 
the only construction of the law, as stated, 'which will render the ditfemit 
sections cited, harmonious and operative. 

48. Ques . — Can a Grand Officer, who has taken a Withdrawal Card from 
his Subordinate Lodge, or Encampment, under these sections of the law, de- 
posit his Withdrawal Card in his Grand Body for issuing of a Charter for a 
new Subordinate Lodge or Encampment, sign the same as such Grand Officer, 
and institute such Subordinate Body legally under the law, as such Grand 
Officer ? 

Ans .— He can deposit the Card, of course, but although a Grand Officer, 
by taking a Withdrawal Card does not thereby “ vacate his office,” yet the 
discharge of the duties by him is suspended, as I have above stated, and dur- 
ing the period of such suspension, and until he resumes the duties incident to 
his office, as stated in my answer to the preceding question, the duties of the 
office devolve upon the Deputy Grand Master, or Grand High Priest, as the 
case may be. (See Section S95.) 

49. Ques . — Is it legal for a Grand Lodge to assume the payment of sick 
benefits in its Jurisdiction, taxing all its Subordinate Lodges to provide a 
fund for that purpose? 

Mns. — No. 

50. Ques . — Is it legal for a Grand Lodge to form a sick benefit fund, to 
which such of its Subordinate Lodges as may*be willing, can contribute such 
sums as the Grand Lodge shall name, and out of which, sick benefits shall be 
paid to the members of such contributing Lodges only? 

Mns. — No. 

51. Ques.— Is it legal for a Grand Lodge to undertake the payment of any 
benefits? 

A? is. — No. 

In my opinion, under the laws and polity of the Order, as at present ex- 
istant and operative, Subordinate Bodies are charged with the duty of providing 
and dispensing benefits to their members entitled to the same, and this duty 
cannot be assumed by, or transferred to Subordinate Grand Bodies. 

52. A Grand Representative, not being a Past Chief Patriarch, or Past 
High Priest, is not entitled to sit in a Grand Encampment. {See Section 590, 
White’s Digest.) 

53. A member of a Lodge entering a Lodge room while, the Lodge is in 
recess, should be required to retire and work bis way in, according to law. 
when the Lodge resumes its regular session. 
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• 54. A person elected to membership in a Rebekah Degree Lodge, must 
have the Degree conferred upon him in the Lodge in which he was elected. 
The right and duty of conferring this Degree, which is equivalent to initia- 
tion, cannot be transferred to another and different Lodge. 

55. Two Subordinate Lodges under the immediate jurisdiction of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, consolidating and retaining the Charter of one 
Lodge, the names of the Charter membeTs of the other Lodge cannot be placed 
upon such Charter. 

56. Two Subordinate Lodges under the immediate jurisdiction of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge, surrendering their Charters and obtaining a new Charter, 
the original Charter members of such Lodges cannot be placed upon the new 
Charter as such original Charter members. The proper names to be entered 
upon the new Charter, as Charter members, are the names of the members 
of the two Lodges uniting in such consolidated new Lodge. 

57. A fee is required for a new Charter obtained by two Lodges under 
the immediate jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, upon their consol- 
idation. 


MINIMUM BENEFIT LAW. 

In rendering my decision as to the legal construction of the “Minirhum 
Benefit Law” enacted at the session of 1891, it is proper foj* me to say, that I 
was not at the time advertent to the fact that the Deputy Grand Sire had 
construed the law differently, as will appear from his report hereto attached. 

In determining the true construction of the enactment according to the 
rules of law, I felt that I must be governed, and governed only, by its lan- 
guage. The power to enact the law as it stands, I considered as inherent in 
this Sovereign Body and undeniable. I therefore considered that my duty 
was to determine what the law declared by the language that was used, and 
it seemed to me that the language was too plain to be doubted. There is a 
fundamental rule of law applicable to the construction of statutes, and that 
is, that the intent of the law-makers must be gathered from the language of 
the law. There is another fundamental rule, that when the provisions of a 
subsequent statute are repugnant to the provisions of prior statutes, it op- 
erates to repeal them. I conceived that I had no right to add to the wording 
of the resolution in ordei: to make it declare what I might conceive to be the 
real intent of its framers. I had no authority to go into the realm of spec- 
ulation, or conjecture as to the intention of this Grand Body in formulating 
the law. I felt myself bound by what the law upon its face, and in the plain- 
est terms declared, however much it might be in conflict with what I might 
conceive it ought to have said; and feeling so bound, I put upon it the only 
construction that, as it appeared to me, its language warranted. 

A law having infirmities, ought to be amended by subsequent legislation 
and not by a forced judicial interpretation. It is a dangerous precedent for 
a judicial officer to attempt to transform a law into such shape as he' con- 
ceives it ought to be, or as he may conjecture it was intended to be, by vir- 
tually adding to its provisions. This is judicial legislation, always to be con- 
demned. 
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I recommend that the resolution be amended by restoring to Subordinate 
Grand Jurisdictions the power to declare what persons shall be entitled to 
benefits — in other words, to restore the status of the law in regard to benefic- 
iaries, as it was prior to the passage of the resolution in question. I am in 
favor of maintaining the declaration of this Grand Body, that benefits shall 
be substantial; that they shall not be in amount so small as to be valueless. 
I believe that the various Grand Jurisdictions should have the right to declare 
what persons, that is, of what rank, length of membership, etc., shall be en- 
titled to benefits, but those so entitled should receive the minimum amount 
prescribed by the present law. 

I am aware of the fact that the law and also the construction placed upon 
it, have been the subjects of wide discussion, but I am confident that if 
amended as I have indicated, it will deserve and receive the approbation of a 
large majority of our membership. 

The following are the decisions of the Deputy Grand Sire (acting as 
Grand Sire): 

DECISIONS. 

1. A report of a Committee on Character must be signed by a majority of 
the committee. Two so-called reports, one in favor of the applicant and one 
against, each signed by a single member of the committee, are not proper 
reports to be received and acted upon by the Lodge. 

2. Xon-beneficial members are entitled to the same rights and privileges 
as beneficial members, except in the matter of benefits; they can vote and 
hold office. * 

3. A Brother paying up arrears of dues while ill, and dying before he be- 
came beneficial, the Lodge is not required to refund the arrears so paid. 

4. While a candidate’s application for membership must be received and 
acted upon at regular meetings, his initiation may take place at a special 
meeting called in accordance with the By-Laws. 

5. The election and installation into office of a member who is disqualified 
by law for such office, is null and void, and should be so declared by the 
proper authority in the Jurisdiction, and the vacancy filled according to law. 

G. A Subordinate, or Rebekah Degree Lodge, may use any form of Floor 
Work it prefers, provided it conforms in all respects to the Ritual; the forms 
authorized by the Sovereign Grand Lodge are only guides, and are not oblig- 
atory. But if a Lodge uses any other form than that provided by the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge, it is not proper to print and publish the same, as it must 
of necessity contain reference to the Ritual and ceremonies of the Order, 
which can only be printed or published by authority of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, 

7. A Lodge may procure as many copies of the authorized Floor Work as 
it requires, but they should be retained in the custody of the Lodge, for the 
use of its officers; they are not to be sold to, or held by, individual members 
as personal property. 

8. The question of qualification of delegates to a State Convention of lte- 
bekah Degree Lodges, is a matter for local legislation. 
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9. Under terras of the resolution appearing on page 12,700, Journal of 
1891, an insurance organization with membership limited to Odd Fellows, is 
not required to obtain permission to do business from any Jurisdiction other 
than that in which its head office is located — decision 18 of Grand SireBusbee 
being in force until the session .of 1892. 

10. A savings bank, though officered and managed by members of the Or- 
der, and established and operated for the sole purpose of doing business with 
Lodges and Odd Fellows, should not use the name of the Order, and a State 
Grand Body has no authority, or power, to grant it permission so to do. 

11. It is the duty of Grand Representatives to report to their several Ju- 
risdictions, all enactments of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, in the matter of 
general law, and it is the duty of the Executive Officers of the Jurisdictions to 
communicate the same to their Subordinates. But the failure of either Grand 
Representatives, or Executive Officers, to perform their duty in the premises, 
would not render the law inoperative. All general laws come 'into force on 
the 1st of January following their adoption (unless otherwise ordered by the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge), whether the same have been officially announced 
by the officers of the Jurisdictions, or not. The publication of the Proceed- 
ings of the Sovereign Grand Lodge is, in effect, an official announcement of 
law by that Body. 


THE MINIMUM BENEFIT LAW. 

Shortly after the close of the session of 1891, my opinion was asked as to 
the scope of the minimum benefit law, appearing on page 12,670, and as to 
how far it repealed, or conflicted, with the law allowing Grand*Bodies to fix 
the time and circumstances under which members in their several Jurisdic- 
tions became beneficial. A literal reading of the law, would make every 
member beneficial from the time he was admitted until he left the Lodge, ir- 
respective of his standing on the books, or even if he were under suspension. 
Such a conclusion, however, would be evidently absurd. It seems to me, 
therefore, that the intent of the law, and not its literal reading, should gov- 
ern. That intent was not to repeal the various laws giving Subordinate Grand 
Bodies power to define when and how a member became beneficial, in which 
case the repeal should have been definitely stated in terms of the enactment. 
It was not to inaugurate any new law, but simply to enforce the old law, 
“that substantial benefits must be paid members in sickness,” by defining the 
smallest sum that could be considered a sick benefit. I, therefore, decided 
that the minimum benefit law does not conflict with, or repeal, any of the 
limitations, or disabilities, previously imposed by general law, or left to the 
control of Subordinate Jurisdictions — as in Digest, Sections 18,20,22, 24, etc., 
also 50 to 65, but that it requires simply that wherever, under general or lo- 
cal law, a member is beneficial, he shall receive not less than the amount 
specified in the resolution of 1891. 

I also decided that the minimum benefit law applies only to Subordinate 
Lodges, and not to Encampments, or Rebekah Degree Lodges. 

The above decisions of the Deputy Grand Sire (Acting Grand Sire) were 
all approved except the one relating to the Minimum Benefit Law , which was 
modified as follows: 
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Resolved , That the decision of the Acting Grand Sire on the minimum 
benefit law, found on page 20 of the Grand Sire’s report under the title “The 
Minimum Benefit Law,” be disapproved down to the last two lines. 

Resolved , That so much of the decision as reads, “I also decide that the 
Minimum Benefit Law applies only to Subordinate Lodges, and not to En- 
campments or Rebekah Degree Lodges,” be approved. 

The decisions of the Grand Sire were all approved except Nos. 13, 14, 
and 24. 

No. 13 was not approved. 

Decision No. 14 was modified to read as follows: 

•“14. An expelled member of an Encampment cannot bo re-admitted to 
membership by another Encampment in the same Jurisdiction, without the 
consent of the Encampment expelling him, duly authenticated, and permis- 
sion of the Grand Encampment du y obtained.” 

Decision No. 24 was modified to read as follows: 

24. Subordinate Encampments appearing upon parade may wear the re- 
galia prescribed in Section 1.24S of White’s Digest, whenever permission shall 
be granted by the proper authority. 

The report of the Grand Secretary is an interesting and valuable docu- 
ment, consisting of more than 100 pages of statistics and history, every one of 
which contains information of more than ordinary value to ^he Odd Fellow; 
but the scope of this report will not warrant more than a limited reference to 
its valuable contents.

The Grand Secretary, in concluding his report, makes the following grati- 
fying statements: 

CONCLUSION. 

A year ago the Grand Secretary congratulated the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
on the splendid results achieved in the year 1890, by the addition of 37,442 to 
the membership, in Bodies reporting directly to this Body; but the record of 
1891 far surpasses any previous year in our history, in the increase in mem- 
bership; the same Jurisdictions that reported 37,442 as the gain in 1890, show- 
ing the magnificent number of 48,503 added to the roll in 1891,,and, Austral- 
asia and Germany included, we exhibit the grand record of 43,8 j 7 as the 
outcome of the efficient labors of our Brethren in the cause. With a member- 
ship of 721,146, the Independent Order of Odd Fellows stands above and 
beyond every other institution of a similar character. The entire membership 
in 1844, after an existence of twenty-five years, was reported as 40,238, and 
now we show a larger number added in a single year. The tables show that 
the Encampments and the Rebekah Lodges have shared in the prosperity of 
the Subordinate Lodges, and that the Patriarchs Militant, though not (as 
might be expected from the nature of the organization) increasing so rapidly, 
are steadily gaining in numbers and influence, aild on every occasion of dis- 
play reflect great credit* on the Order by their splendid appearance, admirable 
drill, and discipline. 

It is gratifying tp know that the subject of erecting homes, schools, and 
asylums for widows, orphans, and the aged and indigent of the Order, has 
received marked attention, in several Jurisdictions, during the last year. 
Notwithstanding the indifference, and we might say the avowed opposition of 
some prominent members to all such institutions, the efforts, in many of the 
states, to provide for the needs of the unfortunate, have been crowned with 
success and handsome and attractive buildings have been erected, to stand 
as proud monuments of the practical work of Odd Fellowship. 

Large as the contributions in aid of the sick and suffering have been dur- 
ing the last year, the figures do not tell the entire story of our work. While 
•‘to visit the sick, relieve the distressed, bury the dead, and educate the 
orphan is the command of our laws,” and generally the injunction is faith- 
fully observed, there are many other duties that the faithful and conscientious 
member of the Order will not forget. 

Our progress, from every point of view, has certainly been wonderful, and 
we may well “ rejoice and be exceeding glad” that the Supreme Ruler of the 
Universe has smiled upon our efforts during the nearly three-quarters of a 
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century that Odd Fellowship has existed on American soil. The homage of 
grateful hearts should be freely given to the “ Creator and Preserver,” in 
whom every true member of the Order believes. 

In the matter of new legislation, several subjects of importance to the 
Order were thoroughly considered and disposed of by somewhat radical legis- 
lation. None of more importance than the. removal of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge headquarters from Columbus, Ohio, to Baltimore, Marylai d, the first 
home of Odd Fellowship in the United States Ever since the location of the 
headquarters at Columbus, Ohio, there has been a growing feeling of dissatis- 
faction at the new home, the result more of loqal feeling and early associa- 
tions than of any positive or tangible objections to the new location or sur- 
roundings. 

THE TWO DOLLAR BENEFIT LAW. 

The long and animated discussion as to the merits of the Minimum Ben- 
efit Law. and the decision of the Grand Sire thereon, resulted in the final set- 
tlement of the question by the almost unanimous passage of the following : 

Resolved , That the resolution adopted at the Annual Session of 1891, 
and as found on page 12,670, Revised Journal, be amended by adding at the 
end of word ‘'member” in the third line of said resolution, the following 
words, “entitled to sick benefits by the Constitution or By-Laws of his 
Lodge,” so that said resolution will read as follows, viz.: 

Resolved , That it be and is hereby made obligatory upon each Subordi- 
nate Lodge of the Order to pay from its funds, during the continuance of the 
disability, a weekly benefit of not less than two dollars to every member entit ed 
to sick benefits by the Constitution or By-Laws of his Lodge, who shall be 
disabled by sickness or bodily injury, from following his usual occupation, or 
otherwise earning a livelihood for himself; provided such disability be not the 
result of his own vice or immorality; provided, however, that Subordinate 
Grand Lodges may provide that when a member shall have received one full 
year’s benefits, the weekly benefits thereafter to such member, may be fixed 
at not less than one dollar per week. 

For the successful termination of this question no member of the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge is entitled to more credit than Grand Representative W. E. 
Carlin from our own Jurisdiction. 

DUES AND BENEFITS. 

With a view of securing information that would be of value as a basis 
for reports on the proper relation of dues and benefits. th6 following amend- 
ment to Article X., of the By-Laws of this Sovereign Grand Lodge was 
adopted : 

In the 13th line, strike out the words, “.and the whole amount of re- 
ceipts.” and insert the words following, viz.: “Receipts from dues; receipts 
from admissions and degrees; receipts from rents and from interest funds, and 
total receipts.” Also strike out the last two words in said article, “Columbus, 
Ohio,” and insert the words “Baltimore, Maryland;” so that said Article X., if 
amended, will read as follows : 

“Annual returns shall be made by each State, District, or Territorial 
Grand Body, in which shall be embraced the names of the Grand Master and 
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Grand Secretary, or Grand Patriarch and Grand Scribe, the time and place 
of the next annual session, the number of subordinates under its jurisdiction 
and the aggregate membership in good standing in the same, as well as the 
aggregate number of initiations, reinstatements, admissions by cards, with- 
drawals by cards, expulsions and deaths, and the number suspended or 
dropped; the number of brothers relieved, and the amount of such relief; the 
number of widowed families relieved and the amount of relief; the amount 
paid for burying the dead; the ampunt paid for the education of orphans; re- 
ceipts from dues; receipts from admissions and degrees; receipts from rents 
and from invested funds, and total receipts. Forms of these reports shall be 
furnished by this Grand Lodge. Said returns shall be made to the Grand Sec- 
retary on or before the first day of April, and shall be accompanied with the 
dues thereon in current money at par in the city of Baltimore, Maryland.” 

FRATERNAL INSURANCE. 

The question of responsibility to the Order of insurance companies doing 
business in the name of the Order, and of the control of such companies by 
the Order, has long been a matter of controversy, and in orde~ to more clearly 
define that relationship the following action was had : 

Resolved , Fii'st: That every association doing a life or accident, or life 
and accident business, and using the name of the Order or claiming to be an 
Odd Fellows’ Insurance Company, or the membership of which is limited, by 
its charter, articles of association, fundamental law, by laws, resolutions, or 
practice, to members of this Order, shall on or before the first day of June, of 
each year hereafter, file with the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, and of the Grand Lodge of every Jurisdiction in which it proposes 
to transact business, a copy of its charter, articles of incorporation, funda- 
mental law, by-laws, and all amendments thereto, and of all resolutions and 
action had by the company or association affecting the liability or status of 
persons insured therein, verified by affidavits of its President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer, and signed by said officers and the Directors or Managers of such 
company or association. 

Second: That at the same time, every such company or association shall 
file with the Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and of the Grand 
Lodge of every Jurisdiction in which it proposes to transactbusiness, a report 
similarly verified, for the year ending on the Blst day of December, or prior 
thereto, setting forth : 

1. Full name of corporation and principal place of business. 

2. Date of incorporation and commencement of business. 

3. Character of business. 

4. Names and residences of President, Secretary, Treasurer, and Direc- 
tors or Managers. 

5. Number of policies in force on December 31st of previous year. 

6. Number of policies in force on December 31st of the year covered by 
the report. 

7. A list of all losses paid during the preceding year, .giving name of the 
assured, his residence, amount paid, and cause of death. 
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8. Number of new policies issued during the year. 

9. Number of policies lapsed during the year. 

10. Amount of entrance fee. 

11. Amount of periodical dues. 

13. Maximum amount of risk on any one life. 

13. Whether policies issued for a specified amount to be paid or amount 
dependant upon assessment. 

14. What portion of premiums (if any) is set apart for mortuary purposes, 
and what for expenses? 

15. How is mortuary fund invested? 

16. Whether the association issues endowment certificates. 

17. Are assessments graded on any table of mortality? How are they 
graded? 

18. How and when are Officers and Directors elected? 

19. What medical examinations are required before issuing policies? 

20. What amount of money will an ordinary assessment for the payment 
of a single certificate yield? 

21. Has the Association an emergency or reserve fund? 

22. What is the amount? 

23. How is it invested? 

24. For what purpose is it used? 

25. A list of all the assessments laid during the year, their purpose in 
detail of assessment, and amount realized on each date- 

STATEMENT OF ASSETS. 

26. Cost value of real estate, its character, and how and who acquired? 

27. Description of encumbrances thereon, and for what purpose created? 

28. Loans and how secured; details? 

29. Bonds, stocks, etc., owned absolute; details? 

30. Agents’ ledger balances? 

31. Cash in office? 

32. Cash in banks, and what banks? 

33. All other assets in detail? 

34. Are any of your funds loaned to any Officer or Director of your Coim 
pany, or are they or any of them interested in such loans directly or^indirectly, 
or in any way responsible therefor? 

STATEMENT OF LIABILITIES. 

35. Losses due or unpaid? 

36. Taxes due and unpaid? 

37. Salaries, rents, and Officers’ expenses due and unpaid? 

38. Borrowed money? 

39. Advanced assessments? 

40. All other liabilities, indicating their character. 

Tl\ird. At the same time such Association shall file with the Secretary of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge a certificate from the Insurance. Department (if 
any there be Issuing certificates to assessment companies) of the State, Terri- 
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tory, or Province under the laws of which such Association is incorporated or 
formed, setting forth that said Association is authorized to do a life or acci- 
dent, or life and accident insurance business, and that it has complied with 
the requirements of such Insurance Department. 

Fourth . Such Company shall also, at the same time, file with the Secretary 
of the Grand Lodge of the Jurisdiction in which it proposes to transact busi- 
ness, a duplicate of said certificate, and also a certificate from the Insurance 
Department (if any there be issuing certificates to assessment companies) of 
the state in which it so purposes to transact business, showing that it has 
complied with the laws of such state and is legally entitled to do business 
therein. 

Fifth . Upon the filing of the reports and certificates hereinbefore pro- 
vided for with the Grand Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, it shall b e 
the duty of the Grand Sire and Grand Secretary to issue to such Company a 
certificate setting forth that it has complied with the laws of r the I. O. O. P. 
relative to organizations for the transaction of life or accident or life and’ 
accident insurance, and is entited to transact such business for the period of 
one year from the date of such certificate in the territorial limits of such 
Grand Lodge or Lodges, as through its Officers shall grant permission for that 
purpose under the laws of the Order. Said certificate shall set forth dis- 
tinctly that neither the Sovereign Grand Lodge nor State Grand Lodge or 
Subordinate Lodges are in any way responsible for the engagements or con- 
tracts of such Company or Association, nor shall the certificate be considered 
or assumed to be an indorsement or recommendation of said Association nor 
of its solvency or responsibility. 

Such certificate shall entitle such Company to transact its business in the 
territorial limits of such Grand Lodges, as through its Officers shall grant 
such permission as hereinafter provided. 

Sixth. Upon filing with any Grand Secretary of any Grand Lodge, the 
certificate and reports, hereinbefore provided for, together with the above- 
mentioned certificate from the Grand Sire and Secretary of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, it shall be the duty of the Grand Master and Grand Secretary 
of such Jurisdiction to issue to such Company or Association, a certificate 
substantially in the form hereinbefore provided for, to be issued by the Grand 
Sire and Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and containing the same 
reservation, namely, that neither the Sovereign Grand Lodge, nor Grand 
Subordinate Lodges are in any way responsible for the engagements or con- 
tracts of such Company or Association, nor shall the certificate be considered 
or assumed to be an indorsement or recommendation of such Association, nor 
of its solvency or responsibility. 

Such certificate shall entitle such Company to transact its business in the 
territorial limits of such Grand Lodge; provided, however, that the Grand 
Lodge of any Jurisdiction may, by resolution, prohibit the granting of certifi- 
cates of permission as herein provided for, to be issued by its Grand Master 
or Secretary to all insurance associations. Any action heretofore had by any 
Grand Lodge prohibiting insurance associations from doing business within 
its Jurisdiction shall remain unaffected by these resolutions. 
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It shall be the duty of all Insurance Companies or Associations obtaining 
certificates as aforesaid to attach to each policy issued by it a copy of such 
certificates and also of its charter, articles of association, and by-laws or fun- 
damental law, and amendments thereto, and of its last preceding report filed, 
or required to be_ filed with the Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, or 
Grand Lodges. 

Eighth . It shall be the duty of each Association obtaining a license as 
aforesaid to mail, on or before the first day of July in each year, to eacli one 
of its insured members, or policy holders, a copy of the last preceding state- 
ment filed or required to be filed by it as hereinbefore provided. 

Ninth . Nothing herein contained shall be construed to permit the repre- 
sentative of any such Association to solicit insurance in Lodge rooms, or while 
the Lodge is in session. 

Tenth . Any violation of, or omission to perform and comply with the pro- 
visions of these resolutions shall work a forfeiture of the license granted. 

Eleventh. Each Association receiving such certificate shall pay to the 
Secretary of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, at the time of the filing of the 
annual report, the sum of ten dollars, and a similar sum to each Grand Lodge 
Jurisdiction granting such permission or certificate. Duplicates shall be fur- 
nished at the rate of one dollar each. 

Twelfth. Any member of the I. 0. O. F. who shall, after July 1, 1893, in 
any capacity, directly or indirectly solicit, or attempt to solicit from any other 
member of this Order any life or accident insurance for any Association or 
Company, of the character specified in Resolution No. 1 of this Report, which 
has failed to obtain the certificates hereinbefore provided for, shall be liable 
on trial and conviction to be suspended or expelled from the Order. 

CONSENT FOR USE OF REGALIA AND EMBLEMS NECESSARY. 

Your Committee on Legislation, to whom was referred a resolution of 
Rep. Waldo, of Colorado, to amend Section 2 of White’s Digest of 1889, report 
that they have given thJ subject serious consideration, and recommend that 
said section be amended to read as follows: 

No Subordinate or Grand Lodge, Rebekah Lodge or Convention, Subor- 
dinate or Grand Encampment, Canton or Grand Canton, and that no member 
of any of the above organizations of any rank or station in the same, shall 
hold or make any arrangement for, or manage, or to any extent contract any 
anniversary, excursion, picnic, ball or party, or entertainment of any kind 
where Regalia Emblems or name of the Order will be worn, assumed, or used, 
without first obtaining the consent of the Senior Grand Officer in the Juris- 
diction or Department of the Order in which the entertainment is proposed to 
be held. Such permission only to be predicated upon the direct promise 
through the Officers of the Subordinate or Grand Body seeking the permission 
that no intoxicating beverages of any kind shall be offered to the members or 
guests present on the occasion. 

HOW FUNDS FOR “II0ME8” MAY BE RAISED. 

Whereas, The question of raising funds for the purpose of establishing 
and maintaining homes for aged and indigent Odd Fellows, and widows of de- 
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ceased members of the Order, and homes for the care, protection, and educa- 
tion of orphans of deceased Odd Fellows, is a matter of great vital importance 
to many jurisdictions; and, 

Whereas, There exists a doubt as to the constitutional right of State 
Grand Bodies to raise funds under the laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge as 
they now exist, for the above specific purpose; therefore, 

Resolved , That State Grand Bodies are hereby permitted to adopt such 
laws for the purpose of establishing and maintaining homes for aged and in- 
digent Odd Fellows, and widows of deceased members of the Order, and homes 
for the care, protection, and education of orphans of deceased Odd Fellows, 
as they may determine to be consistent with the welfare of the Order in their 
respective jurisdictions. 

Resolved, That Subordiuate Grand Lodges and Encampments may donate . 
surplus funds that they may be possessed of for the purposes as set forth in 
said resolution. 

On the subject of hiring nurses, the following legislation was passed: 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be instructed to have placed on all 
Visiting Cards that may be used hereafter, in the blank, giving, information 
in regard to benefits on the back of the Card, the following: “And care for 

its members by at per night.” In filling said blanks 

the Secretary of Lodges shall write in the blank space either the word “nurse” 
or “appointment,” and if the word “nurse,” he shall write in the blank space 
following, the amount paid by his Lodge per night for such nurse. 

Resolved , That the indorsement on a brother’s Card that his Lodge does 
provide for having a nurse, is to be regarded by any Lodge or Relief Com- 
mittee as authority to hire a nurse for a transient sick Brother when the na- 
ture of sickness requires such nurse’s attention. 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary of a Sub- 
ordinate Lodge when he issues a Visiting Card to endorse thereon the char- 
acter of attention benefit allowed by the by-laws of * such Lodge, and if such 
by-laws allow the hiring of nurses during sickness, such fact shall also be 
stated, together with the compensation allowed per night for such nurses, 
which endorsement shall be signed by such Secretary, with the seal of the 
Lodge attached. 

Resolved , That a Lodge or Relief Committee, which provides for nursing 
its own members by draft, cannot hire a nurse for a transient sick Brother 
who is not afflicted with a contagious malady, unless authorized by the Lodge 
of which such transient sick Brother is a member. But it is a sacred duty, 
enjoined by the principles and laws of the Order, that every Lodge or Relief 
Committee must care for a transient sick and disabled Brother in the same 
manner that they care for their own members. 

Resolved , That no Lodge or Relief Committee that cares for its members 
by draft shall be liable for the payment of nurse hire unless said Lodge or 
Relief Committee shall have first authorized the payment of the same. 

Resolved, That a Lodge shall not be required to pay for nursing its mem- 
bers, when out of its jurisdiction, a sum in excess of the provisions of its By- 
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laws, or in excess of the sura which the Lodge or Relief Committee, in whose 
care the Brother may be, is in the habit of paying for such service for its own 
sick members. 

Resolved , That a Lodge shall not be permitted to provide for non-payment 
of a nurse for one of its members, when out of its own jurisdiction, when it 
provides for hiring nurses for its members who are within its jurisdiction. 

Resolved, That nothing in the above resolutions is to be construed as ab- 
rogating. in any sum, the resolutions adopted, (Report Xo. 18, Committee on 
Legislation, pp. 10,990 and 11,028, Journal 1S87), but the same are hereby 
reaffirmed. 

UNIFORM CERTIFICATES OF MEMBERSHIP, 

Whereas, Certificates of membership, under existing laws, are permitted 
to be printed by Grand Bodies, and no uniformity in them exists; some insert 
therein Withdrawal, some Dismissal, and as American Odd Fellowship and 
its credentials ought to be of a uniform system all over the world, and contain 
in its substance the same; therefore, 

Re it Resolved, That this Grand Lodge print, with other supplies, Certifi- 
cates of Membership to members of defunct Subordinates, and sell them to 
Grand Lodges at a price not to exceed 25 per cent over cost; and that here- 
after no Grand Body nor its Executives be permitted to have those Certificates 
printed except in the form prescribed by this Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

TRIALS IN OTHER THAN THE THIRD DEGREE. 

Resolved, That the trial of a Brother who has not attained the Third De- 
gree shall take place in the highest Degree to which he has attained, and the 
Lodge shall be specially opened in such Degree for that purpose, and all rules 
of order for the transaction of business in the Third Degree shall prevail at 
such trial; 

Provided , That voting upon all questions before said trial Lodge (if below 
the Third Degree), shall be either viva voce, by division or ballot. 

Resolved, That Section 1,590, White’s Digest, 1SS9, be, and is hereby 
amended to conform hereto. 

VISITING CARD EVIDENCE FOR BENEFITS. 

Resolved , That the possession of a Visiting Card in date, stating the 
amount of benefits which the Lodge issuing such card pays to its members in 
good standing when sick or disabled, and unable to fallow his usual occupa- 
tion or otherwise earning a livelihood for himself, is sufficient authority to 
warrant the payment of sick benefits by a Lodge of the same or another Ju- 
risdiction upon proper proof and satisfactory examination. Provided , that it 
shall be the duty of the Lodge receiving the Card to immediately notify the 
Lodge issuing the Card. 

v AFFECTING MEMBERS, INMATES OF “HOMES.” 

Resolved, That the law as laid down in Section 477, of White’s Digest, 
(edition of 18S9), be and the same is hereby amended and modified to the 
effect, and it is hereby enacted, that hereafter Grand Lodges may provide, 
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by appropriate legislation, that any member of this Order, itnder their re- 
spective Jurisdiction, who is now, or who may hereafter become an inmate 
of any Home for aged and indigent Odd Fellows, shall thereby relinquish all 
claim for weekly benefits from such member’s Lodge (either Subordinate or 
Rebekah, or both), during the time he or she shall continue to be an inmate 
of such Home, and such Home shall continue to receive in its workings and 
operation the sanction and approval of the Grand Lodge Jurisdiction in 
which such Home shall be located. Grand Encampments may also provide, 
by appropriate legislation, that any Encampment member under their re- 
spective Jurisdictions, who is now, or who may hereafter become an inmate 
of any Home for aged and indigent Odd Fellows, shall thereby relinquish all 
claim for weekly benefits from his Encampment during the time he shall con- 
tinue to be an inmate of such Home, and such Home shall continue to receive 
in its workings and operation the sanction and approval of the Grand En- 
campment Jurisdiction in which said Home shall be located. 

During the time or times that any Lodge (either Subordinate or Rebekah, 
or both) or Encampment shall be freed from the liability to pay weekly bene- 
fits to any of its members who may be inmates of such a Home, because of 
any such relinquishment of weekly benefits, no weekly dues shall accrue 
against any such member, but he shall remain in good standing in every re- 
spect and particular without payment of weekly dues. If any inmate of such 
a Home shall be a member of a Lodge (either Subordinate or Rebekah, or 
both) or an Encampment, which by the laws and regulations of such 
Home is not entitled to place therein any of its aged and indigent members, 
or if having been, such Lodge or Encampment shall cease of its own default 
to be so entitled, then all such relinquishment of weekly benefits as to that 
Lodge or Encampment shall be in favor of such Home, and such Lodge or En- 
campment shall pay such weekly benefits to such Home instead of to such 
member. 

LEGISLATION AFFECTING REBEKAH LODGES. 

Resolved, That the provisions of law, as contained in Section 622,' of Di- 
gest, 1889, relative to the continuation of membership in the Encampment 
branch of the Order, upon withdrawal or suspension from the Subordinate 
Lodge, be and hereby is made applicable with equal force to continuation of 
membership in a Rebekah Lodge. 

Whereas, The laws governing qualification for membership in Rebekah 
Lodges of this Order are scattered through many years of the legislation of 
this Sovereign Grand Lodge, and a restatement of said laws in a compact 
form will benefit all concerned; 

Resolved , That the persons herein specified (women applicants being white 
women who have attained the age of 18 years), shall be eligible to member- 
ship in a Rebekah Lodge of this Order, subject to the laws relative to res- 
idence of this Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Grand Lodge of the Jurisdiction 
in which application is made. 

1. All persons who have received the Degree of Rebekah and have not 
since become disqualified. 
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2. Odd Fellows who have attained the Third Degree, their wives, widowed 
mothers, unmarried daughters (including step-daughters and legally adopted 
daughters), and unmarried sisters (including half-sisters). 

3. Widows, widowed mothers, unmarried daughters (including step- 
daughters and legally adopted daughters), and unmarried sisters (including 
half-sisters), of deceased Odd Fellows, who were in good standing at the time 
of death, though such Odd Fellows had not attained the Third Degree. 

Resolved , That a certificate of the Secretary (According) of the Subordi- 
nate Lodge of which the applicant is, or the relative upon whom the applicant 
relies for eligibility to membership is, or. was, a member, with the seal at- 
tached, certifying that the applicant is in good standing and has attained the 
Third Degree, or that such relation is, or was at the time of death in good 
standing, and if living he has attained the Third Degree, shall accompany all 
applications for membership made to a Rebekah Lodge (except a sister’s ap- 
plication by deposit of Card or Dismissal Certificate), and it is the duty of 
every Secretary to fill out and furnish such certificate, when the facts are as 
stated, upon application therefor. 

Resolved , That all laws and parts of laws inconsistent with the foregoing 
are hereby repealed. 

Resolved , That a Representative to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, or any 
elective officer of a Subordinate Grand Body, who is a member in good stand- 
ing in a Rebekah Lodge, has the right to introduce visitors into a Rebekah 
Lodge in his own Jurisdiction, whom he knows to be a member of a Rebekah 
Lodge in good standing. 

Resolved, That a sister who is a Past Noble Grand of a Rebekah Lodge 
and in good standing, may be deputized by the Grand Master of the Jurisdic- 
tion in which she resides, to institute a Rebekah Lodge, or Lodges, and all 
provisions inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

REVISION OF REBEKAH DEGREE LAWS. 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed to revise and collate the 
laws pertaining to the Rebekah Degree, omitting such as have become obso- 
lete, and suggesting such new provisions as will make said laws complete and 
just, and may prove to the advantage of Rebekah Lodges; said committee to 
report at the next annual session. 

REVISION COMMITTEE. 

Special Committee on Laws of the Rebekah Degree. — Reps. Rea, of Pennsyl- 
vania; IIoge, of Utah; Nye, of Minnesota; McKinley, of Ohio; Bourlet, of 
New Hampshire. 

Deeming it important that some legislation should be had to bring into 
practical utility the badges provided for Sisters of the Rebekah Degree, the 
following resolutions were introduced, but were not adopted: 

Rep. Miller, of Illinois, moved the following, which was referred to the 
Committee on the Degree of Rebekah: 

Resolved , That in view of the fact that there arc so small a number of 
Sisters in the Rebekah Branch of the Order, who have a membership of fifteen 
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years standing — which practically places the sale of the Rebekah Jewel at 
such a small number as to defeat the purpose of placing the Jewel before this 
branch of the Order; therefore, 

Resolved , That the limit of continuous membership be reduced to ten 
years. 

AMENDMENTS BY WHICH REBEKAH LODGES ARE PLACED UNDER THE PRO- 
VISIONS OF CERTAIN LAWS, THE SAME AS SUBORDINATE 
LODGES AND ENCAMPMENTS. 

(1) Resolved , That resolution numbered 1, contained in the report of the 
Committee on Legislation of this Grand Lodge which is on pages 11,743 to 
11,745 of the Journal of 1889 (adopted, p. 11,790) is amended by inserting the 
words “Rebekah Lodges” after “Subordinate Lodges,” in the first line. 

(2) Resolved , That resolution numbered 2, in same report, is declared to 
include and apply to Rebekah Lodges. 

(3) Resolved , That resolution numbered 3, in same report, is amended by 
inserting the words “Rebekah Lodge” immediately after “Subordinate 
Lodge” in the first line, and it is declared that a Rebekah Lodge is included 
in the word “ Subordinate” at end of fourth line. 

(4) Resolved , That meetings of Rebekah Lodges must be held semi- 
monthly or weekly, as the Lodge shall desire, except that in cases of yearly 
terms, such Lodges may be permitted by their Grand Lodges to hold their 
meetings monthly. 

(5) Resolved , That resolutions numbered 6 and 7, in the report herein- 
before referred to, are each amended by inserting the words “Rebekah 
Lodges” immediately after the words “Subordinate Lodges” in the first line 
of each resolution; and that the words “Subordinate” in the first line of each 
resolution; and that the words “Subordinates” in the fourth line of said 
resolution 7, includes Rebekah Lodges; and that the Resolution numbered 
“Second” in report of the Committee on Legislation of this Grand Lodge, on 
page 12,226 of the Journal of 1890 (adopted, p. 12,284), which modifies said 
resolution 7, is amended by inserting the words “ Rebekah Lodge meeting 
weekly or semi-monthly ” immediately after the words “ Subordinate Lodge 
meeting weekly ” in the second line; and, also, by inserting the words “or 
the Secretary, Financial Secretary, and Treasurer of any such Rebekah 
Lodge,” immediately after the word “Lodge” in fourth line of said reso- 
lution. 

(6) Resolved , That any member in good standing of a Rebekah Lodge is 
eligible to election or appointment to any office in such Lodge, except to the 
offices of Noble Grand and Vice Grand; that, to be eligible to the office of 
Vice Grand, a member must have served a term in some elective or appointed 
office in a Rebekah Lodge, other than of Trustee or Chaplain; and that to be 
eligible to the office of Noble Grand a member must have served a term in the 
office of Vice Grand in a Rebekah Lodge; but that any member in good stand- 
ing may be elected as the first Noble Grand or Vice Grand of a new or revived 
Lodge, or to fill a vacancy occurring during the first term (called a special 
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term), of such new or revived Lodge; and Grand Lodges are prohibited from 
making or requiring any other or different qualifications for office in a Re* 
bekah Lodge, than those herein prescribed. 

(7) Resolved , That in case of a vacancy in the office of Noblo Grand or 
Vice Grand of a Rebekah Lodge, and all qualified members refusing to accept 
such vacant office, the Lodge may elect any member thereto, provided that a 
dispensation for the purpose be obtained from the proper authority in the 
jurisdiction to which the Lodge belongs, before any such officer so elected can 
be installed, or can act as such officer. 

(8) Resolved, That resolution numbered 14 in the report first above re- 
ferred to, is amended by inserting the words “Rebekah Lodge” immediately 
after the words “ Subordinate Lodge,” in the first line; and by. adding to the 
resolution the following, to-wit : “ A majority of the meeting nights of a six 
months’ term of a Rebekah Lodge, meeting weekly, is fourteen; of one meet- 
ing semi-monthly, is seven; of a yearly term, with weekly meetings, is twenty- 
seven; with semi-monthly meetings, is thirteen, and with monthly meetings, 
is seven. 

(9) Resolved , That resolution numbered 15 in the report first above re- 
ferred to, is amended by inserting the words “Rebekah Lodge” immediately 
after the words “ Subordinate Lodge” in the first line. 

(10) Resolved , That resolution numbered 16 in said report first above re- 
ferred to, as amended by report of Committee on Legislation of this Grand 
Lodge, on page 12,211, of Journal of 1S90 (adopted p. 12,279, as further 
amended), be further amended by inserting the words “Rebekah Lodge" 
immediately after the words “Subordinate Lodge” where those words first 
occur in the resolution as last amended, as above specified. 

(11) Resolved, That resolution numbered 22 in the report first above re- 
ferred to, is amended by inserting the words “Rebekah Lodge ” immediately 
after the words “Subordinate Lodge” in the first line. 

(12) Resolved, That all laws of this Grand Lodge, now in force, and, also, 
all laws which shall hereafter be enacted by this Grand Lodge, except when 
otherwise specially provided, jn regard to dropping or suspension for non- 
•payment of dues, in regard to reinstatement after such dropping or suspen- 
sion; in regard to the issuance, effect, and u 5 e of Visiting Cards, of With- 
drawal Cards, of Dismissal Certificates, and of Cards or Certificates to mem- 
bers of defunct Lodges, and to the fees for such Cards and Certificates, are 
hereby extended to, and shall govern, Rebekah Lodges the same as Subordi- 
nate Lodges. 

For the purpose of securing an Installation ceremony appropriate for 
Rebekah Degree Lodges, the following Resolution was introduced, but was not 
adopted : 

Representative Crocker, of Illinois, moved the following, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Degree of Rebekah : 

Resolved, That a Special Committee of three be appointed to present at 
the next session of this Body an Installation Ceremony appropriate for the 
Officers of Rebekah Degree Lodges. 
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Caution against the use of the name of the Order for questionable pur- 
poses: 

Representative Miller, of Illinois, moved the following, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on the State of the Order: 

Resolved , That in view of the distribution of circulars, in the name of the 
Order, for the purpose of drawing money from Odd Fellows for a Bureau of 
Entertainment for World’s Fair visitors, some action to prevent the practice 
of fraud on the membership should be taken; therefore 

Resolved , That the matter be referred to the Committee on the State of 
the Order for consideration. 

Upon which the Committee made the following report, which was adopted: 

Your Committee on State of the Order, to whom was referred the papers 
submitted by Representative Miller, of Illinois, relating to the Odd Fellows’ 
Bureau established in Chicago, under the name and title of the “Independent 
Odd Fellows Society,” have carefully examined such papers, and as, in the 
opinion of your committee, it is not advisable for this Grand Body to act in 
such a case, and from the further fact that the laws of this Grand Body give 
ample power to the Grand Lodge of Illinois, to call the attention of that 
jurisdiction to the said society, and to communicate with other Grand Juris- 
dictions with a request that they inform the members of their jurisdiction, 
your committee would ask to be discharged from further consideration of the 
subject. 


THE FRATERNAL PRESS. 

The importance of giving recognition and encouragement to the Fraternal 
Press was duly considered, and as a result the following report was submitted 
and adopted : 

The Special Committee on the Fraternal Press, appointed to consider 
that portion of the Grand Sire’s and Grand Secretary’s reports relating to the 
fraternal press of the country, view with great satisfaction the official recog- 
nition given the Odd Fellow publications by these distinguished officials. It 
has long been universally known that the press of the country is one of the 
most powerful factors in the advancement of civilization, and the advocacy 
of the principles of right and justice. While the Odd Fellow periodicals of 
the country have done their share in this great work, and in the dissemin- 
ation of the principles of the Order have labored earnestly and zealously 
in its behalf, it is equally true that they have not received that support from 
its members to which their untiring efforts in behalf of our great Order justly 
entitles them. 

During the present session of this Grand Lodge a National Odd Fellows’ 
Editorial Association has been formed, of which several members of this 
Grand Body are members, for the purpose of still further increasing the 
usefulness ' and strength of the Odd Fellows’ press of the country, and we 
recommend that it be officially recognized by this Grand Body, and that the 
suggestion made by the Grand Sire and the Grand Secretary in their respect- 
ive reports be generally recommended by the Representatives to their respect- 
ive Jurisdictions. 
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OFFICIAL VISITS OF THE GRAND MASTER. 

Resolved , That a Grand Master has no right to enter or visit a Subordin- 
ate Lodge, officially or otherwise, while in session without working his way 
therein in the usual and legal manner required by our Ritual and the General 
Laws of the Order. 

LEGISLATION AUTHORIZING THE USE OF A NEW RECORD IlOOK FOR LODGES 

AND ENCAMPMENTS. 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to cause to be printed 
and bound, under the direction of the Committee on Printing Supplies, and 
thereafter to sell the same as other supplies, membership books for Lodges 
and Encampments, which books shall be constructed upon the following plan: 

First — To each member’s record shall be allotted two pages opposite each 
other. 

Second — On the left hand page shall be suitable blanks for the name, 
occupation, residence, place of birth, and age of the member, for date and 
manner of admission, for dates of attaining the several Degrees, for date and 
manner of termination of membership, for offices held in the Lodge or 
Encampment, keeping the record, for name and location of the Encampment 
(if a Lodge record), or of the Encampment (if an Encampment record), and 
of its Canton to which the member may belong. 

Third — The right hand page shall be left blank, save for a heading which 
shall instruct to the effect that on said page shall be briefly set forth whether 
the member has been in membership in any Subordinate Lodge or Encamp- 
ment prior to the one keeping said record, and if so, shall give the name 
or names, and location or locations thereof, and the date and manner of 
admission of the member therein, and of his severing connection therewith, 
and the dates of holding, if he has filled the offices of Noble Grand or Vice 
Grand therein. On said right hand page shall also be set forth such offices 
as the member may have held or may hold in any Grand Body, with dates of 
holding. 

Fourth— Such books shall be strongly and durably bound, and of such 
different sizes, as to number of pages, as may be deemed advisable, and each 
book shall bear on the cover the name, number, and location of the Lodge or 
Encampment ordering it, the cost thereof to be included in the price at which 
the book shall be sold. 

Fifth — In the preparation of the form of said book the Grand Secretary 
shall consult with this Commitiee. 

PATRIARCHS MILITANT, 

At the session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, held at St. Louis in 1S91, a 
special Committee of five consisting of Bros. J. W. Stebbins, of New York; M. 
D. Brainard, of the District of Columbia; Francis E. Mcrriman, of Massa- 
chusetts; M. Richards Muckley, of Pennsylvania, and J. Frank Grant, of 
Kentucky, was appointed to inquire into the liability of the Sovereign Grand 
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Lodge for the Patriarchs Militant indebtedness, and to report a remedy foi 
the existing embarrassments, under the authority of the following resolution 

“ Resolved , That a committee of five be appointed to ascertain and report 
at the next session whether any such liability, to-wit, for the debts of the Patri- 
archs Militant exists, and what remedy, if any, to existing embarrassments 
should be applied.” 

After a thorough investigation by the Committee and a general discussion 
on the part of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, the following report was sub- 
mitted and adopted: 

Resolved , First — That the Sovereign Grand Lodge is legally liable for the 
payment of all indebtedness of the P. M. “ Headquarters” contracted within 
the scope of authority granted by past or existing laws. 

Inasmuch as the object sought to be attained in the establish nent of the 
P. Ms. in the present form, in overcoming a then existing obstacle to the 
progress and success of the Encampment branch of our Order is thereby 
achieved, and therefore there no longer exists a necessity for the present 
form of Military Government for the P. Ms. through the Department known 
as “Army Headquarters.” 

Resolved , Second — That from and after the termination of the present 
term of office of the Lieutenant General, the P. M. branch of the Order shall 
be placed under the control of the Grand Encampments of the several Juris- 
dictions in which the same are located, with the right reserved to each 
chevalier to vote for all of the military officers of any Organization of the P. 
Ms. of which he is a member; and such votes shall be certified to the Grand 
Encampment of the proper Jurisdiction, which Body shall canvass the votes 
so certified and publish the result. 

Resolved , Third — That on and after the termination of the present term 
of office of the Lieutenant General, “ Army Headquarters ” and all military 
offices above those of Department or State Commanders be and the same are 
hereby abolished. 

Resolved , Fourth — That in view of the foregoing changes, and with a 
view to the liquidation of the outstanding indebtedness of the P. Ms. “ Head- 
quarters,” all revenues from the P. Ms. shall be paid to the Grand Treasurer 
of the S. G. L.,andthat all moneys required for the payment of expenses of P. 
Ms. shall be paid from such fund in the same manner as the funds of the S. 
G. L. are now appropriated and paid. 

Resolved , Fifth — That a committee of five shall be appointed to revise all 
laws relating to the P. M. branch of the Order, so that the same shall con- 
form to the legislation hereby recommended, and report the same to this 
Grand Body at its session in 1893. 

Resolved , Sixth — That a committee of three shall be appointed who shall 
assist the Lieutenant General in the collection of all arrearages and army 
dues. They shall ascertain the amount of indebtedness of “Army Head- 
quarters,” and may employ a skilled accountant to assist them in this part of 
their work; and shall report the result of their labors to this Grand Body at 
its next session in 1893. 
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With the view of using more economically the funds of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, the following resolutions were submitted. 

Rep. Miller, of Illinois, moved the following, which was referred to the 
Committee on the State of the Order: 

Whereas, The reserve funds of the Sovereign Grand Lodge are rapidly 
being consumed to meet extra expenses of sessions of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge held in remote localities; and. 

Whereas, These excessive expenditures are eliciting much unfavorable 
comment; therefore, be it 

Resolved , That all sessions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge shall be held 
at the Sovereign Grand Lodge Headquarters, except when otherwise ordered 
by a two-thirds’ vote of the Sovereign' Grand Lodge. 

Upon which the Committee reported as follows: 

Your Committee having considered the same, report as follows: 

Resolved , That it is unwise and inexpedient to make the change in the 
law called for by the resolution, and we respectfully ask to be discharged 
from further consideration of the subject.

Your Committee is informed that said committee has held several meet- 
ings, which have also been attended by Past Grand Sire Underwood, and the 
scope and extent of the proposed demonstration discussed. 

Your Committee note the communication from the Special Committee of 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois, suggesting that the week commencing June 26, 
1S93, be selected as the period to be devoted to the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows’ celebration, etc., and while your committee fully appreciate the fact 
that the date indicated would be a most desirable season to visit Chicago and 
a favorable time for the great demonstration, but considering the fact that this 
Grand Body has decided to hold its annual session in 1893 in the neighboring 
city of Milwaukee, your Committee believe that a date just preceding or sub- 
sequ t to said annual session would better meet the views of this Grand 
Body, and would also be a favorable time to secure a large attendance from 
all Jurisdictions. 

We realize that to make such a display as will be expected of our great 
Order to inaugurate and successfully carry out a celebration on an occasion 
when the eyes o the whole civilized world will be upon us; to assure a cele- 
bration that will be highly creditable to an organization of 809,000 members, 
will require the active, earnest, cordial co-operation of every Jurisdiction sub- 
ordinate to this Grand Body, as well as great diligence and much labor on the 
part of the committees that may be charged with the details. 

To the end that the co-operation of every jurisdiction, which is so essen- 
tial, may be had, and that the proposed parade, demonstration, or celebra- 
tion to be had in the city of Chicago during the World’s Columbian Exposition 
in 1893 may be worthy of the great Independent Order of Odd Fellows, we 
recommend the adoption of the following, which, with slight modification, 
and some additions, are the resolutions offered by Past Grand Sire Nicholson, 
viz.: , 

Resolved , That the action of the Grand Sire (acting), and of P.G. Sire 
Underwood, in the premises, be and are hereby approved. 

R( solved, That the fourth Monday in September, 1893, be, and is hereby, 
fixed for a grand demonstration of the Order in the city of Chicago, in honor 
of Christopher Columbus, and the settlement and civilization of America. 

Resolved ,' That the Grand Sire be, and is hereby, authorized and requested 
to invite the respective Grand Lodges and Grand Encampments, under the 
Jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, to participate as bodies or by del- 
egations at the fraternal demonstration at Chicago. 
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Resolved , That the Grand Lodges and Grand Encampments bo requested 
to invite the Subordinate Lodges and Encampments, under their respective 
jurisdictions, to participate with them in the demonstration. 

Resolved , That as a further exhibit of the growth and advancement of the 
Order, there will be held in Chicago, on Tuesday, after the fourth Monday in 
September, 1893, a National Convention of the Rebekah Degree, to be held 
under the auspices of the State Convention of Illinois, and to be temporarily 
organized by its officers. 

Resolved , That in the recognition and approval of the proposed celebra- 
tion, Lodges and Encampments shall have sufficient warrant to make appro- 
priations to carry out the objects of the demonstration, in such a manner as 
they in their judgment shall deem proper. 

Rcsolvedy That an informal meeting of this Grand Lodge be convened at 
Chicago on the fourth Monday in September, 1893, at 9 o’clock a. m. 

Rcsolvedy That in addition to the Grand Sire and the General of the Patri- 
archs Militant, there be a committee of nine appointed to make such arrange- 
ments as may be necessary to carry the above resolutions into effect, and to 
co-operate with the Committee of the Grand Lodge and Grand Encampment 
of Illinois, in making the proposed demonstration successful and creditable to 
the Order. 

Various resolutions condemning the practice of advertising and using 
liquors on excursions gotten up in the name of the Order, were considered 
and reported on as follows by the Committee: 

Your Committee on Miscellaneous Business, to Whom was referred the 
resolution of Reps. Cruick^hank, of Michigan; Dyer, of Maine, and Basford, 
of South Dakota, in reference to the excursion across the continent, not under 
the direction of the committee appointed by this S. G. L., and the public an- 
nouncement connected therewith under the name of the I.O.O.F. that large 
quantities of brandy and wine would be carried upon said excursion for the 
use and benefit of Representatives, and declaring that said excursion was not 
officially authorized by this S. G. L., regretting that the name of the Order 
was used in the manner referred to and condemning the use of the I.O.O.F. 
for any such purpose or in any such manner, have carefully examined into 
the matter and recommend the adoption of the following, viz.: 

Whereas, The facts as stated in the Preamble are fully known, not only 
to Representatives, but also, through the public press, to the entire citizen- 
ship of the country; and, 

Whereas, The published statements that the large amount of brandy and 
wine was for the use and benefit of the Representatives of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, is highly detrimental to the moral tone of this Sovereign Body and 
materally damaging to the character and good standing of the Order in gen- 
eral; therefore, 

Rcsolvedy That we hereby repudiate all authority or sanction of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge for any such action or use of the Order, and hereby also 
declare our absolute objection to any indorsement or advertisement by this 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, directly or indirectly, of the habit of di inking intox- 
icating liquor, believing that any such indorsement is in direct violation of 
existing laws.

To the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

I most respectfully propose the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Subordinate Lodges: 

Article VIII., Reinstatements, Section I. — A Brother dropped for non- 
payment of dues from membership in this Lodge may, within one year after 
being dropped, be reinstated upon application made in open Lodge by a mem- 
ber thereof, which shall be held over until the second meeting thereafter the 
Secretary reading the same at each meeting, and be determined affirmatively 
on a ballot by three-fourths of the vote cast, and upon payment of such 
amount as the By-Laws of the Lodge may prescribe. 

Section II. — If a Brother dropped for non-payment of dues from member- 
ship in this Lodge shall, after one year from being dropped, make an appli- 
cation for reinstatement, his application shall be treated like a proposition 
for membership by initiation, except that a vote of three-fourths of all the 
members present shall reinstate him.

REPORT OF WORLD’S FAIR COMMITTEE. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge of Illinois. I.O.O.F: 

In accordance with a notice from Deputy Grand Master E. S. Conway, 
Chairman of the Committee of the Grand Lodge of Illinois appointed to co-op- 
erate with the S. G. L. Committee, etc., to arrange for a demonstration of the 
Order during the World’s Columbian Exposition (a copy of which is hereto 
appended marked “A”), the Committee assembled at the designated time 
and completed its organization by the unanimous election of Bro. William S. 
Frost as Secretary. 

Brother W. H. Crocker, who was necessarily absent on important I.O.O.F. 
business, having sent to the Committee a communication (a copy of which is 
hereto appended marked “ B ”), the same was read and referred by the Chair- 
man, Brother Conway, to a Committee, consisting of Brothers Carlin, Wheat- 
ley, and Thornton. 

Upon request, the following letter from Acting Grand Sire Campbell to 
Past Grand Sire Underwood, which was by him transmitted to the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois, was then read by the Secretary: 

Sovereign Grand Lodge of the I.O.O.F., 

Office of the Grand Sire (Acting), 
London, Ontario, Canada, November 1, 1891. 

Lieut.-Gen. J. C. Underwood, Commanding Patriarchs Militant: 

Dear Sir and Brother. — The Sovereign Grand Lodge, at its recent ses- 
sion in St. Louis, having authorized the Grand Sire and Lieutenant-General 
commanding the Patriarchs Militant to take such steps as might be necessary 
to secure a public demonstration of the Order during the period of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago in 1893, I think it advisable, in order to 
make the demonstration a success, that no time should be lost in making some 
necessary preliminary arrangements. 

As a general principle, I think it should be understood at the outset that 
this demonstration is to be of and by the Order at large, and not of or by any 
particular branch. The Lieutenant-General of the Patriarchs Militant will, 
of course, place all the resources of that Department at the service of the 
Order, and it will occupy such place and do such work as may be assigned it 
in the subsequent arrangement of details. 

As it will be necessary for some one person to act in supervising arrange- 
ments and in doing such work as the Grand Sire and Lieutenant-General are 
authorized to do by the resolution of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and as it 
will not be possible for me to give that attention to the matter which its 
importance demands, I request you to act as Marshal-General, a position which 
your residence in Chicago will enable you to fill with less personal inconven- 
ience than some person outside of that city would be subjected to. This posi- 
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tion is, of course, tendered to you personally as a leading member of the Order 
and Past-Grand Sire, and not as Commander of the Patriarchs Militant. 

I need not say it is advisable, and, indeed, absolutely necessary, that the 
hearty co-operation of the Jurisdiction of Illinois should be obtained — a co-op- 
eration which I am sure the enthusiastic and zealous membership of that state 
will promptly and cheerfully give. 

The wisdom of the Grand Lodge of Illinois will, I know, be ready to 
devise proper plans to assist in carrying out this work. And in view of the 
fact that that Grand Lodge* meets this month, I would ask you to communi- 
cate with it for this purpose. And I would suggest that the appointment by 
the Grand Lodge of a Committee .of experienced Brethren, resident in Chicago, 
to take complete charge of and control all financial matters connected with 
the demonstration, would give more satisfaction to the Order at large than 
any other plan that could be devised in this connection. 

Trusting that you will give me and the Order your assistance in the exer- 
cise of your usual zeal and energy in this matter,

Upon request of Brother Miller, Chairman Conway stated his views re- 
garding a proposed demonstration, as follows: That an address in the form 
of a memorial to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, embodying the resolution of the 
Grand Lodge of Illinois and a statement regarding the appointment of a Com- 
mittee of that Body, should be prepared and submitted to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, requesting that its Communication for the year 1S93 be hold in the city 
of Chicago, and a hearty welcome be extended by this Jurisdiction; that the 
matter of the demonstration should be taken up by the various Grand Repre- 
sentatives and a circular issued, so that the Order at large might know what 
was in contemplation. He thought the Communication should, if possible, be 
held at an earlier week in the year than the usual month of September, and 
that Tuesday of that week he set apart for a grand parade. 

Brother Miller thought that the Grand Representatives should be reached 
as early as possible. 

Brother Thornton stated that the duties of the Committee would be so 
extensive that a sub-Committee of three should be appointed by the Chairman 
to act with him in preparation of the memorial to the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
and for the purpose of mapping out a plan to submit to tin* General Commit- 
tee. This Brother Thornton submitted as a motion, and the same was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The Chairman appointed as this Committee. Brothers Thornton, Frost, 
and Wheatley. 

The Committee to whom the communication of Brother Crocker was 
referred, reported as follows: 

Whereas, In compliance with the suggestion contained in the communica- 
tion from Deputy Grand Sire, then Acting Grand Sire, addressed to Lieuten- 
ant-General John C. Underwood, which communication was forwarded by 
General Underwood to the Grand Lodge of Illinois, relative to a fitting dem-

On motion of Brother Miller, the report of the Committee was accepted 
and unanimously adopted. 

The following resolution of Brother Miller was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved , That it is the sense of this Committee, in the work devolving 
upon it in carrying out the wishes of the Grand Sire and the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, in making preparation for the proper demonstration of the Order at 
the coming Columbian Exposition, that all necessary incidental expenses of 
printing, postage, telegrams, stationery, and type-writing incurred by this 
Committee be paid by the Grand Lodge of Illinois, as per record of expenses 
kept by the Secretary and audited by the Committee. 

Past Grand Sire Underwood, having been invited to join the Committee, 
was called upon for an expression of his views regarding the demonstration, 
and stated that he thought Illinois should take the lead upon the same lines 
that Pennsylvania had previously done in the last grand demonstration given 
by the Order during the Centennial year, and of course the Jurisdiction 
would receive the credit for carrying out a magnificent undertaking. All the 
Jurisdictions throughout the country would look to the Jurisdiction of Illinois 
for the initiative, and he believed that with proper work, our Order being the 
largest and wealthiest in the world, could eclipse in magnificence all other 
organizations. He thought that every branch of our Order under the control 
and command of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, should be written to specially 
and the matter brought directly before every person interested, and that this 
should be done as speedily as possible. 

Brother Orendorff stated that it should be understood, he thought, that 
this Committee was acting, or supposed to be acting, in conjunction with the 
Committee of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and that by addressing the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge Committee and acting directly with it, much time could 
be saved, and beneficial results more quickly obtained. He thought that the 
demonstration should be broadly inter-national in its character, and that 
every Jurisdiction throughout the entire world should be reached as quickly 
as possible and brought in direct communication with this Committee. He 
deemed it wise that an effort should be made to arrange for a demonstration as 
early as July or August, for. the reason that our members seeing other parties 
start for the World’s Fair, would naturally desire to come at an earlier period 
than the fall. On closing, he moved that the Chairman be requested to con- 
fer with the proper authorities of the Exposition in order that a day might be 
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set apart for the demonstration of our Order. This motion was unanimously 
adopted. 

On motion, it was decided that the Committee be requested to suggest a 
day in its memorial to the Sovereign Grand Lodge for the annual communi- 
cation of that Body in 1S93. 

Brother Miller then moved that the Committee adjourn subject to the 
call of the Chairman, which was carried.

assigned to you. 

We are now awaiting the action of the Board of Reference and Control 
to authorize this Committee to set apart special and ceremonial days and 
when the matter is determined upon I will at once advise you. I think, how- 
ever, you can rely upon the time you specifically ask for in your favor of the 
9th.

At a meeting of the General Committee, held April 30, 1892, the Special 
Committee appointed “for the purpose of mapping out a plan,” submitted the 
following, which was unanimously adopted: 

To the General Committee of the I.O.O.F., heretofore appointed by the 

Grand Lodge of Illinois to consider and provide for the appropriate cele- 
bration during the World’s Fair of the progress of the Order of the I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee appointed to devise a plan for the celebration by the 
I.O.O.F. at the Columbian Exposition, beg leave to report that they have con- 
sidered the matter as fully as it was possible to do in the limited time allowed, 
and as the result of their deliberations, respectfully recommend: 

First — The appointment of a local Committee, comprising fifteen members 
of the Order residing in Chicago, or in its immediate vicinity, and ten mein- 
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bers residing outside of Cook county, who shall have entire charge and con- 
trol of all matters relating to the said celebration: that seven members shall 
constitute a quorum, and business may be transacted at any time by that 
number; that at least three days’ notice shall be given of every meeting of 
said General Committee by the Secretary thereof. 

Second — The appointment of several snb-Conimittees by the Chairman of 
this General Committee, members thereof to be members of said Local Com- 
mittee or of the Sovereign Grand Lodge Committee 4 . 

The snb-Comiuittees which your Committee recommend the appointment 
of immediately are as follows: 

A Finance Committee, to consist of three members, whose exclusive duty 
it shall he to audit all orders for goods, labor, or anything else requiring the 
expenditure of money which may be recommended by any other sub-Commit- 
tee or by the Local or General Committee, and who shall have undisputed 
authority to refuse to sanction any order which they may deem unnecessary 
or unwise, the decision of such Committee in such regard to be final and not 
subject to reconsideration by any General, Local, or sub-Coramittee. 

That said Finance Committee shall be authorized and shall have full 
power to recommend the payment of any bill for services, labor, materials, or 
anything requiring compensation to be paid , provided such bill has been 
authorized by said Finance Committee, and upon such recommendation the 
Chairman thereof shall have power to draw upon the Treasurer for the amount 
of money so recommended and the Treasurer shall pay the same, but in no 
other way shall bills be audited, allowed, or paid; provided, however, that 
such Finance Committee shall at no time authorize the expenditure of moneys 
unless such amounts of money as they are called upon to recommend paid 
shall first be in the hands of the Treasurer of the Local Committee. 

Third — A Ways and Means Committee of nine, whose duty it shall be to 
procure and place in the hands of the Treasurer, subject to the orders of the 
Finance Committee as aforesaid, such amounts of money as may be necessary 
to make the said celebration a success. 

Fourth — A Committee of three on Entertainment, whose duty it shall be 
to provide one or more entertainments for members of the Order, and who 
shall have entire charge of tLe details of the same. 

Fifth — A Committee of five on Printing, who shall have charge of all 
printing. 

Sixth — A Committee of seven on Notification and Publicity, whose duty 
it shall be to call to the attention of members of the Order throughout the 
country such proposed celebration, to solicit their co-operation, and to pro- 
cure and place before the Local Committee of twenty-five at as early a date 
as possible, the names of all Lodges and numbers and names of all who will 
participate, and to make such arrangements as may be necessary to procure 
a large attendance of Odd Fellows from all parts of the country. 

Seventh — A Committee of three (with power to increase its number) on 
Procession, whose duty it shall be to arrange for a procession of members of 
the Order during such celebration and to take entire charge of the details per- 
taining to the same. 

Eighth — That the Chairman of the Local Committee shall have power to 
create such other Committees as may from time to time appear to be neces- 
sary. and to appoint the members thereof, who shall he taken from the mem- 
bership of the Local Committee, or otherwise, as he may deem expedient. 

Ninth — The Chairman and Secretary of this General Committee shall be 
cx-officio Chairman and Secretary, respectively, of the said Local Committee 
of twenty-five, and the Treasurer shall be selected by the General Committee. 

Tenth — The Treasurer, before commencing to act, shall furnish satis- 
factory bond in the sum of §20,000, with three sureties who are not members 
of the Order, to be approved by the General Committee.

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Eleventh — Upon all letter heads issued shall appear the words, “No 
expenditures will be authorized, excepting as approved by the Finance Com- 
mittee,” or words of a similar tenor. No Committee — General, Local, or Sub 
— shall have authority to expend money or procure labor, materials, goods, or 
services unless such action shall have been first approved by the Finance 
Committee. 

Twelfth — The Finance Committee shall, immediately after such celebra- 
tion and whenever requested by the Local Committee, render an account to 
the said Local Committee of all bills approved and paid, such statements to be 
printed in the Odd Fellows’ journals of Illinois and in at least four such jour- 
nals outside the state, a« the sub-Committee may approve and select. 

Thirteenth — The establishment on the fair grounds or elsewhere of per- 
manent headquarters, if upon investigation of the Chairman of the Local 
Committee, it be found to be within the financial resources of the organization. 

Fourteenth — That a procession be one of the features of the celebration, 
to be held some time in the month of June or July, 1893. 

Fifteenth — That such other entertainments and celebrations take place 
as may be provided by said Entertainment Committee. 

Sixteenth — Information shall be given to the members of the General 
Committee of the Grand Lodge as to progress made whenever called upon so 
to do. 

Seventeenth — Vacancies occurring in the Committee of twenty-five shall 
be filled by the General Committee. 

Eighteenth — The several Committees enumerated shall be appointed by 
the Chairman.

Prior to the session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, a letter expressing in 
detail the views of the Illinois Committee was prepared and forwarded to the 
Grand Sire, and the same was printed, together with his. response in his re- 
port. An invitation was also extended to the Lodge to meet in Chicago. 

Notwithstanding this, however, the body voted to meet elsewhere, and 
fixed the date for an informal meeting in Chicago, on the Monday following 
its session at Milwaukee; provided however, that no expense should be in- 
curred by its Committee, chargeable to the Soverign Grand Lodge. 

All of which may be found in the Journal of Proceedings. 
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In view of this action your Committee deemed it advisable to consult with 
theLodges of Cook county before the session of the Grand Lodge, and in ac- 
cordance with a circular issued by the General Committee, representatives of 
a large number of the lodges in Cook county assembled in club room “A,” 
Grand Pacific Hotel, on the evening of November 2. Bro. Conway briefly but 
concisely outlined the work already performed by the Committee and the pro- 
posed plans for future work, prominent among which was the establishment 
of an Odd Fellows’ headquarters, to be open from May 1 to November 1, 
1893, where the Grand Jurisdiction of Illinois could bid a hearty welcome to 
visiting Odd Fellows from all parts of the civilized world. Each Representa- 
tive present was called upon in turn to voice his own views as well as the 
sentiment of his lodge in regard to the matter, and the general sentiment ex- 
pressed was strongly in favor of establishing headquarters as proposed, nearly 
every member pledging the support of his lodge and his own best efforts to 
make this feature a success. In the matter of holding the grand demonstra- 
tion as authorized by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, the unanimous opinion 
was 'that the time be fixed for the same, namely, the fourth Monday in Sep- 
tember, was too late in the season, and a change of the time to an earlier and 
more suitable period was absolutely necessary. 

Whereupon the following correspondence, which is self explanatory, was 
transmitted: 

Headquarters, Committee of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, on I.O.O.F. 

Demonstration during the World’s Fair. 

Chicago, November 5, 1892. 

General John C. Underwood, Marshal-General of I.O.O.F. Demonstration. 

Dear Sir and Brother. — Since the session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
at Portland, Oregon, the Committee of the Grand -Lodge of Illinois, desiring 
to honor the wishes of the* brotherhood particularly interested in the I.O.O.F. 
demonstration proposed in this city during the World’s Fair, requested each 
Lodge in this city and county to send a representative to a meeting to be 
held at the Grand Pacific Hotel on the evening of November second. Al- 
though the weather was inclement, a large majority of the Lodges responded 
upon the occasion, and each representative stated his views upon the subject, 
and the sense of the meeting being called for, it was unanimously decided 
that for many reasons it would be a mistake to postpone the said demonstra- 
tion until September, 1893, and that same should be held at as early a date as 
possible after the opening of the Fair. 

This being in accord with the opinion of the Grand Lodge Committee, 
as expressed in a letter addressed to the Sovereign Grand Lodge recommend- 
ing an earlier date than the one suggested by that Body, you are hereby re- 
quested, as Marshal-General, to correspond with Grand Sire Cl. T. Campbell, 
with the view and hope of obtaining his approval of a date which shall be 
acceptable to the Order at large, and in keeping with the possibilities of the 
demonstration.

Dear Sir and Sire. — I herewith transmit to you a communication which 
will explain itself and desire in connection therewith, to say that I believe 
the I.O.O.F. demonstration proposed to be made in this city during the 
World's Columbian Exposition, can be made successful only by the selection 
of a date for the same earlier than that suggested by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, for the following reasons, viz : 

First — The 26th of September, 1893, may, and in all probability will, 
strike the season of equinoctial gales, when the weather is very inclement in 
and about Chicago and totally unlit for street parades. 

Second — The time most suitable for securing a large attendance of the 
Order, with view of taking, part in such a demonstration, is undoubtedly the 
period between the letting out and taking up of the public schools — say from 
the last Friday in June to the first Monday in .September ; for then the coun- 
try membership can best leave* home, etc. 

Third — xV demonstration of the Order without its quota of Patriarchs 
Militant would, at this modern day, fall short in display of the rival organiza- 
tions of Freemasons and Knights of Pythias ; and, to obtain a large attend- 
ance of cantons, it will be absolutely necessary to select a date for the parade 
on which the Chevaliers generally can leave their business to attend : there- 
fore, the same will have to be prior to September, for the simple and plain 
reason that it will be next to impossible for the active business men— Mili- 
tants and Subordinate members — to leave their personal business if inde- 
pendent, or secure furloughs from others if they are employes, so as to go to 
Chicago during the month of September. Again, in the Patriarchs Militant 
particularly, the Sovereign Grand Lodge law already requires the selection of 
dates during the summer months for the Triennial Demonstration, which is 
to take place in 1893. 

Fourth — In accordance with the previous action of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge (session 1891). I presented the entire matter to the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois and action was taken in reference thereto at its session of ‘91, result- 
ing in the appointment of a Committee to raise money, etc., and all of said 
referred to actions were approved by the Sovereign Grand Lodge at its late 
session at Portland, Oregon. The Committee raised by the said legislation 
has organized and proceeded toward tin* raising of necessary funds and the 
allotment of the work incident to making a successful demonstration, and it 
has gone so far as to have secured special dates for “Odd Fellows’ Week” at 
the Exposition grounds with privileges thereunto attendant, and both it and 
its backing (the Chicago and Illinois membership), are loath to undertake the 
demonstration during the month of September next. The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge made no provision whatsoever with regard to appropriating funds 
with which to assist in organizing such a demonstration, but on the contrary, 
expressly stated that it would not be held responsible for any such expend- 
iture (see amendment of Grand Representative Ives, p. 291, Journal Proceed- 
ings ’92). Consequently, the burden of both labof and expense will of neces- 
sity fall on the said Committee raised by the Grand Lodge of Illinois, through 
its Chicago resources together with such outside* assistance it may receive 
through legislation of the Grand Lodge and Grand Encampment of Illinois, 
etc. , yet to be obtained. It is certain that Illinois Odd Fellows will have to 
bear tin* brunt of both work and expense, and therefore their wishes should 
be consulted — in fact, a general rule that works well is, that in any charac- 
ter of demonstration it is a necessary policy to allow those who furnish the 
means for the carrying on of the demonstration to have a voice in the manner of 
the expenditure of the moneys ivhich they supply. Unless such is done it is 
scarcely reasonable to expect the movement to result in a success. 

The resolutions passed at the last session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge do 
not contemplate the co-operation of the Patriarchs Militant, except indirectly

through the eighth resolution, naming the commander, and thereby possibly 
referring to previous legislation; but since the Triennial legislation of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge has been left standing, it is certainly policy to con- 
centrate the demonstration movement and throw Subordinate, Patriarchal, 
and Militant elements together, and, if possible, make a grand success. 

I have written you thus at length to better explain the situation of perti- 
nent affairs; and desire you to reply forthwith and, if it meets with your ap- 
proval, give me power to consult with the said Committee from the Grand Lodge 
of Illinois , and appoint a day other than the 26th of September , 18S3 , for the gen- 
eral I.O.O.F. demonstration. The Sovereign Grand Lodge Committee* of 
which you are chairman, has not been provided with a single postage stamp 
toward the carrying out of a demonstration of the Order on September 26, 
1893, consequently the same must fall as to date, or in toto, unless the parties 
who are to furnish the necessary money shall be consulted. Your original 
letter of authority, appointing me Marshal-General, gave adequate power 
as to dates, etc., and but for the later action of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
expressing a date, all would be well; and, owing to the utter impracticability 
of carrying out the proposed demonstration on such date, it is requisite for 
you to take the “lull by the horns ” and sanction the change thereof, so 
that it will be in keeping with the desire of the element looked to for the 
funds for conducting the affair. Otherwise, there is scarcely a hope for 
success and the demonstration will probably end with its legislative birth. 

The Grand Bodies of Illinois meet on the 15th inst., and I would like to 
receive your answer as early as possible next week; for, if favorable, the 
Committee here wish to formulate a paper to be presented to the Grand Lodge 
of Illinois, asking pecuniary aid in the premises. 

In taking part as above, I feel that I am for the time discharging a duty 
to be reasonably expected of me.

Whereas, Believing that the “Good of the Order” of this Jurisdiction 
demands that the office of the Grand Secretary should be located as near the 
geographical center of the state as possible, facilities for reaching the same 
to be considered ; and, 

Whereas, A greater number of members of the Order from all quarters 
of the State have occasion to visit Springfield oftener than any other city 
possessing the requirements herein mentioned, therefore, 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary’s office be removed to and perma- 
nently located in the ciiy of Springfield, Sangamon county, and that the 
Grand Master and Grand Secretary who shall be elected at this session be 
delegated with power to secure suitable quarters at such rental as they 
may deem compatible with the requirements and circumstances of this Grand 
Body. 

(See Fifth Report of the Committee on the State of the Order.) 

Representative James N. Ely, of No. 337, presented the follow- 
ing amendments to the Grand Lodge Constitution, which were 
referred to the Committee on Legislation : 

Resolution to amend Grand Lodge Constitution, Chapter 2, Section 29, 
commencing with “but by its constitution,” and ending with “privileges of 
their rank.” 
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Resolved , That Past Grands, not Representatives, may not vote in Grand 
Lodge except for election of officers, or make motions, but may serve on com- 
mittees. 

The section as amended shall read as follows : 

Each Grand Lodge consists of all the Past Grands in good standing 
within its Jurisdiction ; but Past Grands, not Representatives, may not vote in 
Grand Lodge except for election of officers, or make motions, but may serve 
on committees.

The following preamble and resolution from Adelphi Lodge, 
No. 8, was presented and referred to the Committee on State of the 
Order: 

To the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Whereas, It has been customary for the Sovereign Grand Lodge to meet 
at different locations each year, and, 

Whereas, We believe it is for the benefit of the Order at large that said 
Lodge should have permanent headquarters, be it 

Resolved, That the Representatives to the Sovereign Grand Lodge be in- 
structed to introduce a resolution favoring a permanent location. 

The proposed amendments to the Subordinate Lodge Constitu- 
tion, with petition attached, were presented by Past Grand Marshal 
John M. Campbell, of No. 416, and were referred to the Committee 
on Legislation. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Resolved , That Sections 2 and 3, Article X., Subordinate Lodge Constitu- 
tion, be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 2. No person shall be admitted to membership in this Lodge for a 
less sum than is herein provided, viz.: By initiation, five dollars ($5.00), 
except in cities where there are ten (10) or more Lodges established, where the 
fee for initiation shall be not less than ten dollars ($10.00); by deposit of card, 
two dollars ($2.00); as an Ancient Odd Fellow, five dollars ($5.00), and as a 
non-beneficial member, five dollars ($5.00). 

Sec. 3. The fee for each degree shall be not less than three dollars ($3.00), 
except in cities where there are ten (10) or more Lodges established, when 
the fee for each degree shall be not less than five dollars ($5.00).

The following statement in regard to the condition of Brother 
T. A. Boren, of No. 731, and a petition of a number of the members 
of said Lodge, was presented and referred to the Committee on the 
State of the Order: 

To the Grand Lodge of the I.O.O.F. of the State of Illinois: 

Brothers. — Brother T. A. Boren, a resident of Creal Springs, a member 
of and Representative to your honorable body, of Stonefort Lodge, No. 731, is 
in need of assistance, and we hope that the members of the Grand Lodge will 
assist him. His circumstances are as follows: In the spring of 1891, Brother 
Boren moved to this city and bought the Creal Springs Herald , and having to 
pay a heavy office rent, he decided to take out stock in the Building and Loan 
Association and build an office, as the amount paid for rent would soon pay 
for the building. In November, 1891, he subscribed for one thousand dollars 
($l,i)oo) worth of stock in the National Home and Investment Association, of 
Springfield, Illinois, and in February, 1892, a loan was granted to him. In 
March following, Brother Boren employed carpenters and had the building 
erected. In the latter part of April, the agent received a letter stating that 
the money would be sent the following Monday. But it failed to come. 
Thinking that it would come in a few days, he borrowed the money ($1,000). 
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giving a mortgage on his building and office to secure the money. On the 
third day of April, Brother Boren was taken sick, and lay in his room for 
two months; at the end of that time he was able to leave his room by the aid 
of crutches, and he has not been able to work since. His Lodge pays him his 
weekly benefits, and that, with what he makes in the office, supports his 
family and keeps his business running. The Loan Company now refuses to 
pay his loan, and the money that he borrowed is about due; the man will 
close the mortgage on the property if not paid when due. If the Brothers of 
the Grand Lodge will subscribe for his paper it will enable him to lift the 
mortgage and have something for his wife and children should he be called 
from them. Brothers, assist him all you can, and we are sure the favor will 
be highly appreciated and never forgotten.

As to the necessity for such an institution, the facts now 
before us warrant the statement that from its very opening, the building now 
erected will be filled to its reasonable capacity. 

The property, as it stands, is worth at a reasonable valuation, $50,000. 
The building is most admirably adapted to the purposes for which it was in- 
tended, and more than two-thirds of its rooms are furnished with new and 
substantial furniture. 
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Therefore, in view of the clearly defined legal right of the “ Odd Fellows' 
Orphans’ Home” to' convey to the Grand Lodge its property, and of the legal 
right of the Grand Lodge to accept, maintain, and manage the same, and in 
view of the experience of other Jurisdictions in attempts to manage and sup- 
port similar homes on the charitable or donation plan, your Committee rec- 
ommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved , That for the purpose of more fully securing the objects and 
purposes of the Home in the care of deceased brothers’ orphans, and in the 
care of our aged and indigent members and their widows, the Grand Lodge, 
I.O. O.F. of the state of Illinois, does accept the Home and provide for the 
support and management of the same.

bers of the Order may" be compelled to perform such duties as are required 
from resident members, while living within the jurisdiction of another Lodge.

Your Committee on Appeals would respectfully report as follows, in re- 
gard to the matter of the appeal of Fort Clark Lodge. No. 109, from the action 
of the Grand Master, directing it to pay the claim of Brother C. B. Keller, for 
sick benefits: 

We have carefully considered all of the record in the case, and are of the 
opinion that the only material question in the case is one of fact. 

We find that Brother Keller became ill about January 1, 1891, being at 
that time non-beneficiary on account of the non-payment of his dues. He 
afterwards paid up his dues in full. The illness above mentioned continued 
until May 1, 1891. 

For the succeeding period of six weeks, up to June 15. he took no medi- 
cine, and on June 1 he reported himself off of the sick list, and returned to 
his work, attending to the same for an average of five or six hours each day. 
with one or two exceptions, doing the best he could in his weakened condition. 

On June 15, he was again taken ill, and was obliged to give up his busi- 
ness, and he claims his benefits for the illness commencing at that date. The 
amount of his claim is $110.00. 

The Lodge refused to pay the benefits, claiming that this second illness 
was the same illness which he had contracted while non-beneficiary. 

A Committee appointed by the Lodge to investigate, reported that they 
did not believe him to be entitled to his benefits as such, as a strict matter of 
legal right, but that they believed that he was deserving of the Lodge's kind 
consideration, and recommended that he should be voted the full amount 
claimed, not as benefits, but as a donation. This donation the Lodge refused 
to make, and also refused to pay the benefits. 

It is a rather close question whether the sickness of June 15, 1891, was a 
continuation of the old sickness, but we are of the opinion that the most re- 
liable evidence in the case is that of the physician who attended Brother 
Keller, and that of Brother Keller himself, both of whom state positively that 
it was an entirely new and different kind of sickness. 

In view of the fact that the above mentioned Committee conceded that 
Brother Keller had not tried to deceive them, or take an unfair advantage of 
the Lodge, and recommended that a donation of the full amount be made, we 
are of the opinion that the claim is an honest one, and that the second illness 
was not a continuation of the old sickness, but an entirely new sickness, and 
that the benefits should be paid. We consequently recommend that the decis- 
ion of the Grand Master be sustained.

That the Grand Lodge vest the control and management of said 
institution in a Board of Directors of five members, to be appointed by the 
,Grand Master, from this Grand Lodge. One for the period of one year, one 
for two years, one for three years, one for four years, and ofie for five years; 
and annually hereafter, the Grand Master shall appoint one member of said 
Board to serve for the term of five years. All vacancies in said Board occa- 
sioned by death, resignation, or otherwise, shall be filled by appointment of 
the Grand Master. 

Second, The State Convention of Daughters of Rebekah shall be invited 
to appoint an Orphan’s Home Committee of five members, who shall be 
Sisters of Rebekah; and such Committee shall meet with the Board of Di- 
rectors at its semi-annual and annual meetings, for the purposes of consulta- 
tion and advice as to all matters relating to said institution. 

Third, Of the moneys which this Grand Lodge shall from time to time ap- 
propriate for the benefit of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home, the Grand Sec- 
retary is hereby authorized to draw his warrants upon the Grand Treasurer, 
for the purposes of the Home, upon vouchers certified by the Chairman of 
the board of Directors and attested by its Secretary, and approved by the 
Grand Master. 

Foiuth , Rules and regulations for the management of said Home shall be 
adopted by said board, and shall be effective until repealed or amended by 
this Grand Lodge. 

Fifth , The Board of Directors shall make annual report to the Grand 
Master thirty days before tke.meeting of the Grand Lodge of each year, of 
the condition of said Home, and of all the acts and doings of said Board, for 

the fiscal year ending October 1 . J. O. Humphrey, ]

[Second Report of the Committee on Appeals by Brother C. B. 
Samson, of No. 440.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Appeals would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of Brother John Cook vs. Lakeside Lodge, No. 450: 
From the records in this case it appears that on May 11. 1892, Brother John 
Cook, who was then a member of Lakeside Lodge, No. 450, received a With- 
drawal Card from said Lodge; that at the meeting of that Lodge held on June 
15, 1892, a complaint was made in open Lodge against Brother Cook, where- 
upon the Noble Grand appointed a Committee to investigate the complaint 
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and report to the Lodge at the next meeting; on the evening of June 22 , 1 sir.', 
the Investigating Committee made its report, presenting charges and specifica- 
tions against Brother Cook for conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow. Durinir 
the same evening (June 22) and immediately after the charges had been pre- 
sented by the Committee, the Withdrawal Card of Brother Cook was regularly 
annulled by a vote of the Lodge, and the Secretary instructed to notify 
Brother Cook to appear for trial at the meeting to be held July 6, 1S92. On 
June 27, 1892, Brother Cook's Withdrawal Card was sent to the Brand Secre- 
tary by Brother James K. Felt, as one of the petitioners for the institution of 
a new Lodge to be known as Kenwood Lodge, No. 525. This Card, with 
others, was received by the Brand Secretary on June 28, and on June 29, 
18.-2, a dispensation was issued by the Grand Master to Brother Cook and 
others for the institution of Kenwood Lodge, and said Lodge was instituted 
July 2, 1892. 

At the time the Grand Master issued the dispensation for the institution 
of Kenwood Lodge, he had no knowledge that Brother Cook’s Card had been 
annulled. The evidence, furnished on behalf of the Lodge, tends to show 
that a copy of the charges and specifications, together with notice to appear 
for trial on July 6. and notice of annulment of Card, wfcre served on Brother 
Cook on June 24. 1S92. while the evidence before us on behalf of Brother Cook 
tends to show that the copy of charges, notice, etc., above, mentioned, was 
not served upon him until June 29, 1S92. 

The date of the service of the notice, charges, etc., is the only disputed 
question of fact in this case. On July G, 1S92, the case against Brother Cook 
was called for trial in Lakeside Lodge. Brother Cook refused to plead to the 
charges, denying the jurisdiction of Lakeside Lodge to try him, on the ground 
that he was then a member of Kenwood Lodge. Bro. Cook refused to cross- 
examine the witnesses produced by the Lodge or to offer any evidenee’on his 
own behalf. 

The trial resulted in finding Brother Cook guilty as charged, and the pen- 
alty indicted was expulsion from the Order. From this finding Brother Cook 
appealed to the Grand Master, who held that Brother Cook was wrongfully 
admitted as a charter member of Kenwood Lodge; that he was at the, tun 1 of 
the said trial a member of Lakeside Lodge, and that the trial was properly 
had in the last named Lodge. The Grand Master reversed the finding of the 
Lodge, however, on the question of guilt on the ground that improper evi- 
dence had been admitted, and remanded the case for a new trial in Lakeside 
Lodge. From that part of the decision of the Grand Master holding that 
Brother Cook was still a member of Lakeside Lodge, Brother Cook appealed 
to this Grand Lodge. 

Your Committee have spent much time and labor in the investigation of 
the law applicable to this case, and are of the opinion: 

First — That the Withdrawal Card of Brother Cook was legally annulled by 
Lakeside Lodge on June 22, 1892, and that the trial of Brother Cook on July 
6, 1892. was properly heard in Lakeside Lodge. A Withdrawal Card having 
been granted may be annulled at a subsequent meeting when charges in reg- 
ular form are presented against a Brother, and it is held correct to do so, 
before charges are proven. See White’s Digest, 211. 
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Second — That the annulment of the Withdrawal Card of Brother John 
Cook rendered it as if it had never been granted, and Brother Cook again became 
a member of Lakeside Lodge from and after the 22d day of June, 1892. See 
White’s Digest, Sec. 212. 

Third — That Brother Cook could not legally become a charter member of 
Kenwood Lodge, after June 22, 1892, until the charges against him had been 
disposed of, and a new Withdrawal Card had been granted by Lakeside 
Lodge. See White’s Digest, Sec. 213. 

Fourth — That the granting of the dispensation to Brother Cook and others 
on June 29, 1892, did not constitute Brother Cook a charter member of Kenwood 
Lodge; because he was then a member of Lakeside Lodge. A dispensation to 
organize a new Lodge does not of itself constitute a brother therein named a 
charter member, but only those named become charter members who are 
present and assumed the obligations, at the time of the institution of the new 
Lodge. See Illinois Code, 174. 

Fifth — That the time of giving notice of the annulment of a Withdrawal 
Card is not material to the validity of the annulment; but even if it was ma- 
terial it is of no importance in this case, as Brother Cook admits that he 
received the notice erf annulment three days before the institution of Ken- 


wood Lodge. 

We therefore recommend that the decision of the Grand Master be 


affirmed, that the appeal of Brother John Cook be dismissed, and said cause 
to be remanded to Lakeside Lodge for a new trial.

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Past Grand Master J. S. Carr moved that the Grand Lodge 
now proceed to the consideration of the amendments to the Consti- 
tution laid over from last year. 

Carried. 

The consideration of the first report of the Legislative Com- 
mittee, found on pages 100 and 101, Journal of 1891, was taken up, 
when the Committee on 'Legislation, by its chairman, G. F. How- 
ard, of No. 604, offered the following as a substitute for said report: 

Amend Section 1, of Article VI., of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge 
so as to read as follows: 

Section 1, Article VI. — The Grand Master at each annual session shall, 
within twenty days after his installation as such, appoint the following Com- 
mittees to serve for one year, viz.: (1) On Credentials, three members; (2) on 
the State of the Order, five members; (3) on Legislation, five members; (4) on 
Finance, three members; (5) on Rebekah Degree, three members; (6) on Mile- 
age and Per Diem, ten members; (7) on Railroads, three members; (8) on 
Printing, five members. In the Order of Business the report of these Com- 
mittees shall be called and have precedence in the order in which they are 
herein named. And within twenty days after the adoption of this amend- 
ment, the Grand Master shall appoint a Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, 
to consist of five members, one of whom shall be appointed for the term of one 
year, one for the term of two years, one for the term of three years, one for 
the term of four years, and one for the term of five years, and thereafter at 
each annual session the Grand Master, immediately after the installation of the 
Grand Officers, shall appoint one member of said Committee for the full term 
of five years; and shall, whenever a vacancy exists in the membership of said 
Committee, occasioned by death, resignation, removal, or otherwise, fill such 
vacancy by appointment, and such appointee shall fill out the nnexpired term 
of his predecessor. 

The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall have appellate jurisdiction 
to hear and determine all questions arising by appeal from the action or judg- 
ment of any Subordinate Lodge, or otherwise, which may be referred to them 
by the Grand Master or Grand Lodge, or which may be presented to said Com- 
mittee by virtue of any legislation of this Grand Lodge, now or hereafter in 
force. And shall have original jurisdiction to hear and determine all other 
cases which may arise under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, subject to 
such rules and regulations as may be adopted for that purpose, and shall ex- 
amine and approve or reject the By-laws of all Subordinate Lodges in this 
jurisdiction, and may so approve or reject the same in whole or in part, but 
shall have no power to change any part thereof in any other manner. Pro- 
vided that nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to prevent the 
Grand Master from hearing and determining any question that may arise by 
petition or complaint of any grievance, by the wrongful act of any Lodge 
officer or member, or otherwise interfere with the Grand Master in the exer- 
cise of his authority as the executive officer of this Grand Lodge. 
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Amend Section 7. of xVrticle VI., of tin* Grand Lodge Constitution, so that 
it shall read as follows: 

Section 7.— The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall hold four ses- 
sions annually, to-wit: Three at the ollice of the Grand Secretary, unless the 
Committee is notified by the Grand Secretary that there is not any business to 
come before them: one beginning on the third Tuesday of February, one be- 
ginning on the third Tuesdayof May, and one beginning on the third Tuesday 
of August, and the fourth session shall be held at the time and place of hold- 
ing the Grand Lodge. The Grand Secretary shall be the clerk of said Com- 
mittee and shall keep an accurate record of all their transactions, and shall 
have the care, custody, and control of all its records, papers, etc. 

At each session of said Committee, the member having the shortest term 
to serve shall act as Chairman, and each of said Committee shall be paid mile- 
age at the rate of six cents per mile, by the nearest route from his place of 
residence to the office of, the Grand Secretary, or to the place of holding the 
session of the Committee, as the case may be, for each of such sessions, and 
a per diem of three dollars for each day actually occupied, to be paid upon the 
certificate of the Chairman of the Committee. 

The said Committee shall reduce all their judgments and decisions to 
•writing, and file the same with the Grand Secretary. 

All processes, whether in the nature of summons, subpoenas, or otherwise, 
shall be under the seal of the Grand Lodge and the signature of the Grand 
Secretary. All appeals hereafter taken from the final judgment or action of 
any Subordinate Lodge shall be taken and referred to the said Committee on 
Judiciary and Appeals. And the decisions and judgments of said Committee 
shall, unless appealed from within thirty days, be final, and stand as the 
judgment and decision of this Grand Lodge. 

xVn appeal from the decision or judgment of said Committee to this Grand 
Lodge shall he allowed and such appeal shall be considered and determined 
at the session next after such appeal is taken, except in case such appeal is 
taken during a session of the Grand Lodge, in which case such appeal may be 
considered and determined at such* time as the Grand Lodge may direct. A 
notice in writing directed to the Grand Secretary and signed by the member 
appealing, or the Noble Grand or Secretary of the Lodge, under the seal of 
the Lodge in all cases where a Lodge appeals, briefly stating the fact of such 
appeal and the reasons assigned therefor, shall be the only requirements of 
such appeal. 

The proceedings were here interrupted by the ninth report of 
the Tellers, which was the report of the vote on Grand Secretary.

(November 17, 1:30 o'clock.) 

The Graud Lodge met and opened in due form, Grand Master 
Schaefer in the chair. The installation of officers being the special 
order, Grand Master Schaefer appointed Past Grand Master Wheat- 
ley and Past Grand Master Ticknor to introduce the officers-elect. 

Deputy Grand Master E. S. Conway was introduced and in- 
stalled Grand Master by Grand Master Schaefer. 

Grand Master Conway in the chair, appointed Past Grand Mas- 
ter Wheatley to install the remainder of the officers.

Grand Master Conway resumed the chair and made the follow- 
ing appointments:

All of whom were duly installed by Grand Master Conway. 

Grand Master Conway then made the following appointments 
as members of the Board of Directors for the Orphans’ Home:

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W. H. Crocker, Grand Representative, of No. 214, for three 
years.

At this point the proceedings were interrupted by Past Grand 
Master Schaefer being called to the stand, where Past Grand Repre- 
sentative Orendorff, in a beautiful and appropriate address pre- 
sented him with a handsome gold-headed cane, which was beautifully 
engraved with emblems of the Order and tokens of respect from the 
Brotherhood. 

Brother Schaefer responded in a feeling address, heartily thank- 
ing his brethren for this manifestation of their kind regards for him. 

The Grand Lodge then continued the consideration of the sub- 
stitute offered by the Legislative Committee, when a point of order 
was raised “that the substitute, being new. Legislation, must lie 
over one year.” On this point Grand Master Conway ruled “that 
any matter germain to the question need not lie over one year.” 
From this ruling an appeal to the Grand Lodge was taken when, by 
a vote, the Grand Lodge sustained the ruling of the Grand Master. 

The following, offered as an amendment to the substitute by 
Representative J. M. Hartwig, of No. 295, was declared original 
legislation and ordered to lie over one year under the rules: 

Resolved , That the substitute now before this Grand Lodge be amended 
so as to read as follows: 

Amend Section 1, of Article VI., of the Constitution of this Grand Lodge so 
that it shall read as follows, to-wit: The Grand Master at each annual 
session shall, within twenty days after his installation as such, appoint the 
following Committees to serve for one year, viz: (1) On Credentials, three 
members; (2) on the State of the Order, five members; (3) on Legislation, 
five members; (4) on Finance, three members; (5) on Rebekah Degree, three 
members; (6) on Mileage and Per Diem, ten members; (7) on Railroads, three 
members; (8) on Printing, five members, all of whom shall be legal Representa- 
tives of the various Lodges. And within twenty days after the adoption of this 
amendment, the Grand Master shall appoint a Committee on Appeals, to consist 
of five members, one of whom shall be appointed for the term of one year, one 
for the term of two years, one for the term of three years, one for the term of 
four years, and one for the term or five years, and thereafter at each annual 
session the Grand Master, immediately after the installation of the Grand 
Officers, shall appoint one member of said Committee for the full term of five 
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years, said appointment to be eon firmed by a majority vote of the Representa- 
tives present at the time the appointment is made; and shall, whenever a 
vacancy exists, etc., etc., etc.

After considerable discussion on the report of the Committee 
recommending the adoption of the substitute, the vote was taken 
and the substitute was declared adopted by a two-thirds vote. 

The second report of the Legislative Committee, found on pages 
101 and 102, Journal of 1891, as follows, was adopted by a two- 
thirds vote: 

Amend Section 10, of Article VI., of the Constitution of the Grand Lodge 
by substituting the following: 

Section 10. — ‘‘The Committee on Printing shall superintend all printing, 
and shall purchase all stationery and blanks not supplied by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. They shall advertise for bids for printing the reports of the Grand 
Officers, the proceedings of the annual session of this Grand Lodge, in both 
English and German language, and such other printing as may be required 
by the Grand Officers, awarding the contract for such work to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder, and reporting the original list of said bidders, with the 
prices that they had offered to perform the work for, to the next session of 
the Grand Lodge. They shall sign all bills for which they may have awarded 
contracts, as being correct, and forward the same to the Finance Committee 
for their approval. And no warrant, or warrants, shall be drawn by the 
Grand Secretary for the payment of any printing bill until the same has been 
approved by a majority of the Finance Committee.*’ 

The thirteenth report of the Committee on Legislation, found 
Qn pages 106 and 107, Journal of 1891, was adopted by a two-thirds 
vote, as follows: 

Amend Section 2, of Article IV., of the Grand Lodge Constitution, so that 
the section when ameuded will read as follows: 

Section 2. — The Grand Master shall preside at all meetings of the Grand 
Lodge, and preserve order and enforce the rules. He shall appoint all Grand 
Officers pro tempore, and all the Grand Officers who are not elective. lie 
shall name the members of all committees, unless it is otherwise ordered by 
the Grand Lodge. He shall give the casting vote whenever the Grand Lodge 
is equally divided. • He may call special session of the Grand Lodge whenever, 
in his judgment, the good of the order requires him so to do, and lie shall call 
a special session whenever requested so to do in writing by the Representatives 
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of fifty Lodges. He shall order the payment by the Grand Treasurer of all 
moneys voted by the Grand Lodge. In person or by deputy, he shall confer 
all Official Degrees, and he shall communicate the necessary Passwords to be 
used in this jurisdiction. During the recess of the Grand Lodge he shall have 
a general superintendence of the interest of the Order in this state; shall 
hear and decide any grievance or complaints that may be made to him; pass 
upon all questions of law and usage which shall have been first submitted on 
appeal under seal of the Subordinate Lodge to the Lodge Deputy Grand 
Master, and he shall not be compelled to answer questions submitted by indi- 
vidual members of the Order ; grant Dispensations to open Lodges, and do 
such other acts as this Grand Lodge might do, except that he may not, by 
virtue of any powers conferred upon him by this section, exercise any of the 
legislative functions of this Grand Lodge. At each annual session the Grand 
Master shall report the dispensations to open Lodges granted by him, and 
such other acts as he may have done in accordance with the authority herein 
upon him conferred; and when an appeal is taken from any of his decisions, 
he shall report the decision with the appeal therefrom. All decisions made 
by the Grand Master shall be binding until reversed, upon appeal, by the 
Grand Lodge. 

The fifteenth report of the Committee on Legislation, as found 
on page 122, Journal of 1891, was considered, and declared adopted 
by a two-third’s vote, as follows: 

Amend Section 3, of Article IV., of the Grand Lodge Constitution, so that 
the section when amended will read as follows: 

Section 3. — The Deputy Grand Master shall support the Grand Master in 
the Grand Lodge. His powers shall be the same as those of the Grand Mas- 
ter, when, during the absence of that officer from this Jurisdiction, or because 
of his inability to act, or in the event of his death or resignation, the duties 
of the Grand Master shall devolve upon the Deputy Grand Master, and per- 
form such other duties as are required of him by this constitution, the law. 
and usages of this Grand Lodge. 


The sixteenth report of the Committee on Legislation, as found 
on pages 122 and 123, Journal of 1891, was considered and declared 
adopted by a two- thirds vote, as follows: 

AmencLSection 8, of Article IV., of the Grand Lodge Constitution, so that 
the section will read when amended as follows: 

Section 8. — The Grand Marshal shall assist the Deputy Grand Master in 
supporting the Grand Master in the Grand Lodge. He shall, when requested 
attend the Grand Master in his official visits to the subordinates; shall make 
proclamation for the Grand Master when required so to do; shall obey his 
commands, and perform such other duties as are required of him by the con- 
stitution. laws, and usages of this Grand Lodge. 
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The seventeenth report of the Committee on Legislation, as 
found on pages 123, Journal of 1S91, which is as follows, was 
considered and declared adopted by a two-thirds vote: 

Amend Section 1, of Article V., of the (irand Lodge Constitution, ns 
follows: 

Section 1 . — The Grand Master shall appoint a duly qualified Past Grand 
as the Lodge Deputy Grand Master for each Subordinate Lodge who shall 
serve as such until his successor shall have been appointed, or until removed 
by the Grand Master, The Lodge Deputy Grand Master shall obey the com- 
mands of the Grand Master, decide all questions of law and usage, when sub- 
mitted to him in writing under the seal of the Subordinate Lodge; giving his 
answer thereto also in writing. Said decision of the Lodge Deputy Grand 
Master shall be binding upon the Lodge unless an appeal is taken to the Grand 
Master, in which case the Lodge Deputy Grand Master shall transmit the origi- 
nal papers (being the question and answer) to the Grand Master. The Lodge 
Deputy Grand Master shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed 
for them by the laws of the Order. 

The eighteenth report of the Committee on Legislation, as found 
on pages 123, 124, and 125, Journal of 1891, was considei'ed, and on 
motion of Past Grand Master Howard, of No. 664, a substitute for 
Section 5, Article VII., was offered and adopted. Then, on motion, 
the report of the Committee, as amended, was adopted by a two- 
thirds vote. The sections, as amended, are as follows: 

Am&nd Section 5, of Article VII., of the Subordinate Lodge Constitution, 
so as to read as follows: 

Sections. — Whenever a charge, or charges, are preferred against a mem- 
ber. they shall be read in open Lodge, at a regular meeting. The Secretary 
shall immediately furnish a copy thereof, under seal of the Lodge, to the 
member so accused, and at the same time cite said member to appear before 
the Lodge at the second regular meeting thereafter and plead guilty or not 
guilty to each charge and specification; and if he pleads not guilty, then the 
Noble Grand shall appoint a competent member of the Lodge as a Commis- 
sioner or Committee of one to take the evidence, both for the Lodge and the 
accused, in deposition form, by writing down both the questions and answers 
in full, and that the said Commissioner to take evidence shall be first obligated 
by the Noble Grand to perform such duty, and he shall be authorized to obli- 
gate witnesses who may be members of the Order, and cause such witnesses 
who may not be members of the Order to be obligated by a proper ofiicer au- 
thorized to administer oaths. Said Commissioner shall have power to pass 
upon. the competency of evidence, and if objections are made to his ruling, he 
shall note said objection, together with the question and answer, in the depo- 
sitions. If the accused appears when cited and pleads not guilty, the case 
shall be continued for two weeks from the night the citation is returnable, to 
give each side an opportunity to have the Secretary cite their witnesses to 
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appear before the Commissioner. The Commissioner shall have power to 
continue the taking of said evidence from day to day, and when the evidence 
is all taken, said Commissioner shall report the same to the Noble Grand 
over his certificate. 

The Noble Grand shall rule as to whether said evidence objected to before 
the Commissioner shall be read to the Lodge, and for the purpose of passing 
upon the same, he shall, not later than three days before the fourth regular 
meeting of the Lodge, at a time and place selected by him, after notifying the 
Committee of the Lodge having the prosecution in charge, and the accused or 
his attorney, in writing, of such time and place hear both the prosecution and 
defense before passing upon the objected evidence. The Noble Grand, after 
hearing both sides, shall mark upon the depositions at the place where the 
objective evidence may appear, either the word overruled or sustained (as the 
case may be), and the evidence read to the Lodge shall be only that which 
the Noble Grand has overruled the objections thereto. 

Amend Section 7, Article VII., of the Subordinate Lodge Constitution so 
as to read as follows: 

Section 7. — The Lodge at said fourth regular meeting, or at such other 
time as may then be fixed, shall open in the highest degree which the accused 
has attained, if he be not of the Third Degree, and shall listen to the reading 
of the evidence taken by the Commissioner, both for the Lodge and the ac- 
cused. The accused shall be heard in his own behalf in person or by counsel, 
and the Committee appointed to prosecute on behalf of the Lodge shall have 
the right to also address the Lodge. The Lodge shall then proceed to vote 
upon the charge or charges preferred; but no member shall be entitled to vote 
unless he were present during the whole of the reading of the testimony and 
of the arguments thereon. If the charges be sustained, in whole or'in part, 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members entitled to vote on the question, the 
accused shall retire to the ante-room. The Secretary shall then read to the 
Lodge the charge or charges, or part or parts thereof, that have been sus- 
tained, when the Noble Grand, without motion, shall proceed to put to vote 
the highest order of punishment — expulsion; and if that be not agreed to, he 
shall put the next — suspension; and shall so proceed until some order of pun- 
ishment is agreed to by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. One 
penalty only shall he inflicted as the result of one trial. 

The nineteenth report of the Committee on Legislation, found 
on page 125, Journal of 1891, being considered, was, on motion de- 
clared lost. 

The twenty-second report of the Legislative Committee, found 
on page 126, Journal of 1891, was, on motion, declared lost. 

The twenty-third report of the Committee on Legislation, found 
on page 127, Journal of 1891, was discussed and declared adopted 
by a two-thirds vote, which is as follows: 
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Amend Section 713, of the Illinois Code, by substituting the following: 

Section 713.— Change of venue may be asked on behalf of the prosecu- 
tion as well as on behalf of the accused, or by any three members. It may 
be asked in case of charges of official misconduct. The accused may be one of 
the three that ask the change of venue. 

Upon the action of the Grand Lodge in adopting the above sub- 
stitute, Brother C. C. Crabb, of No,. 107, gave notice of appeal to 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

The fourteenth report' of the Committee on Legislation, as 
found on pages S3, S4, and 85, Journal of 1891, was considered, 
amended, and adopted by a two-thirds vote, which, as amended, 
reads as follows: 

The following now legislation was adopted and becomes a part of the 
Grand Lodge Constitution ; 

In all cases where charges have been preferred against a Subordinate 
Lodge, which may involve the surrender or revocation of the Charter, War- 
rant. or Dispensation under which such Lodge, exists, it shall become the duty 
of the Grand Secretary to issue a summons to such Subordinate Lodge, and to 
the Trustees of such Lodge, commanding them to appear before the Committee 
on Judiciary and Appeals of this Grand Lodge on a day to be therein named, at 
the Lodge room of such Lodge, or such other place as shall be directed by the 
Grand Master in his order for the issuance of such summons; which summons 
shall be made returnable not loss than twenty days, nor more than ninety days 
from and after the date thereof, and shall be served upon the said Lodge by 
delivering to the Noble Grand, Vice Grand, or Recording Secretary of such 
Lodge a copy of such summons; and the same shall be served upon the 
Trustees by delivering to some three or more of them a copy thereof, which 
service shall be evidenced by their return endorsed thereon by the officer or 
brother making such service, which service may be made by the Grand Mar- 
shal or any Odd Follow by him so authorized to do, in writing. Such summons, 
when so served, shall be returned to the Grand Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Grand Master, whenever he shall suspend a 
Lodge to, within ten days next thereafter, formulate and file with the Grand 
Secretary* charges and specifications against such Lodge, and in such case, 
and in all other cases where such charges and specifications shall have been 
preferred by another, the Grand Master shall fix a time and place for the 
hearing, by the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, of such charges, 
and to direct the Grand Secretary to notify the members of the Committee 
on Judiciary and Appeals of such time and place, and that he prepare 
and furnish to the Lodge so charged one copy and to the Trustees of 
said Lodge, one copy, of such charges and specifications. And there- 
upon, on notice by the Grand Secretary, the Deputy Grand Master 
shall appoint one competent member of the Order, to be a special commis- 
sioner, to take the testimony of witnesses, and other evidence, all of which. 
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in so far as it may be done, shall be reduced to writing, and all parts of books, 
papers, or other written matters offered in evidence as exhibits, or otherwise, 
shall be by copy or copies duly examined and attested by the special commis- 
sioner; except in cases where the originals shall be so filed, but no testimony 
of witnesses, or other evidence, shall be so taken, until notice of the time and 
place of the taking of such evidence shall have been given to the Noble 
Grand or Secretary, and at least three of the Trustees of the Lodge, at least 
three days prior to such taking; nor until the special commissioner shall have 
subscribed in duplicate a pledge or obligation in substantially the following 
form : 

I, , Special Commissioner appointed by the Deputy Grand 

Master of the Grand Lodge of the I.O.O.F of the state of Illinois, to take 

the evidence under charges and specifications against Lodge, No. — , 

I.O.O.F., of the state of Illinois, do pledge my honor as an Odd Fellow that I 
will discharge the duties of such commissioner fully, fairly, and impartially, 
to the best of my knowledge and ability. 

(Signed) . 

One copy of which shall be filed with the Grand Secretary as evidence of 
the acceptance of such appointment, and one copy shall be filed by such Com- 
missioner with his report of the evidence by him taken; and such Commissioner 
shall require each witness, who is an Odd Fellow, to subscribe to a like pledge 
or obligation to tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
touching the matters in controversy, before such witness shall be examined; 
and if such witness is not an Odd Fellow, shall require him or her to be sworn 
before some officer by law authorized to administer oaths to tell the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth, touching the matters in controversy, 
and all the competent and proper testimony of such witnesses shall be taken 
by interrogatories and answers; at which taking of testimony all parties in- 
terested shall have the right to appearand examine or cross-examine such 
witnesses, either in person or by agent or other counsel. 

Provided, That no agent or counsel who is not an Odd Fellow shall be 
permitted to appear for either or any party, and such Commissioner, by the 
consent of the parties appearing before him, or for good cause shown, or of 
his own motion, may continue from day today to take such testimony, or may 
adjourn the taking thereof to a time and place named by him; which shall be 
by him publicly announced, and also entered upon his official report of such 
testimony. When the Commissioner shall have completed the taking of the 
testimony, he shall so certify upon the same and shall immediately transmit 
the whole of such testimony, evidence, and exhibits properly marked and at- 
tested, to theGrand Secretary, who shall immediately notify the Grand Master 
and each member of the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, whose dutydt 
shall be to appear at the time and place named for the trial of said cause 
when and where they shall proceed to hear and determine said cause. 

Provided, That for good cause shown they may postpone such hearing, or 
continue the hearing to a time and place to be determined by them, and may 
make and enforce any order not inconsistent with the principles of the Order 
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nor in violation of any law of this Grand Lodge or the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, which they may deem proper and consistent with the principles of 
justice, and in all their proceedings and rulings they, as nearly as may be, 
shall be governed by the rules and usages of Courts of Equity Jurisdiction in 
this state. And when they shall have heard and determined the issues pre- 
sented by such charges and specifications, they shall publicly (that is to mem- 
bers of the Order), announce their judgment, and shall reduce their opinion 
and judgrue t to writing, subscribe the same, and thereupon transmit the 
same, together with all the papers, evidence, etc., in their possession and re- 
lating to such cause, to the Grand Secretary, and the finding and judgment 
so made shall stand and be held t*o be the judgment of this Grand Lodge. 

Provided , That any member of the Order, or such Lodge, by any three of 
its Officers or Trustees, shall be permitted to prosecute an appeal to the Grand 
Lodge, or to the Grand Master, if the Grand Lodge is not in session, by giving 
notice in writing of such appeal within thirty days next after the filing of such 
judgment, which notice shall be filed with the Grand Secretary. 

Provided, That such judgment shall be read to this Grand Lodge at its 
next session, and shall be subject to review thereby. 

Provided , Further, that any member of this Lodge so charged may per- 
sonally or by gent (being an Odd Fellow), appear before said Committee at 
the time of said trial and enter his personal plea of not guilty of all such 
charges and specifications, and said Committee at such time and place (after 
they shall have determined the issues as to said Lodge), as they shall select, 
shall hear such evidence as such Brother or Brothers may present tending 
to prove his or their innocence of the offense charged, and if said Committee 
shall determine that any such Brother is in fact innocent of any such offense, 
they shall enter final judgment acquitting such Brother thereof, and shall 
make such order as will, in so far as may be under the circumstances, restore 
the Brother or Brothers to all rights and privileges in the Order, such as 
issuing to him from the office of the Grand Secretary a card as in the case of 
a defunct Loige, etc., and it shall become the duty of the Grand Master to 
carry into effect and enforce such judgment. 

A communication from Brother Past Deputy Grand Master and 
Past Grand Chaplain A. G. Wolford, of Topeka, Kansas, who was 
a charter member of Western Star Lodge, No. 1, located at Alton, 
Illinois, and who acted with Past Grand Sire Wildey in organiz- 
ing the first Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, addressed to 
Grand Secretary Miller, was read to the Grand Lodge, extending 
congratulations to the Grand Lodge, and kindly regards to several 
of the older members of the Order; and on motion the Grand Secre- 
tary was instructed to appropriately acknowledge the receipt of 
the communication.

Amend Article II., Section 2, to read: '‘Every Rebekah Lodge in this Jur- 
isdiction shall be entitled to one Representative for a membership of fifty or 
less, and one delegate for each additional fifty members, or fraction thereof 
exceeding twenty-five.” 

Amend Article II., Section 3. to read: “Delegates shall be elected on the 
night of the election of their Lodge Officers in the month of June.” 

Amend Article IV., Section 1, To strike out an Executive Committee of 
five, and Finance Committee of three. 

Amend Article VI., Section 2. to read: “Past Noble Grands” instead of 
"Past Grands.” 

Amend Article VII., Section 2, to read: The President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer, shall receive four cents per mile one way, and S3. 00 
per diem, and the Secretary $150.00 per year for her services.” 

Amend Section 2, of Article V., of the Constitution of Rebekah Lodges so as 
to read: “The fee for conferring the Rebekah Degree shall be such an amount 
as may be fixed by the By-Laws, and in no case less that $1.00.”

[Fifth Report of the Committee on Rebekah Degree by Brother 
John T Blaney, of No. 4.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Rebekah Degree would respectfully report as follows, 
in regard to the matter of amendments to the Rebekah Convention Constitu- 
tion: They have examined the matter and are of the opinion that the amend- 
ments have been proposed and passed with so much haste, that they do not 
harmonize with the existing laws. 

We therefore recommend that they be referred back to the Convention 
with a recommendation that that body refer the whole matter to a Committee 
to report to their next annual Convention.

The third report of the Judiciary Committee (see page 383) 
was read and adopted. 

The following resolution presented by Grand Representative 
Wheatley, of No. 232, was on motion adopted. 

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary be instructed to have printed a cir- 
cular containing the legislation of this session, and forward same to each 
Lodge and Deputy. 
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The following resolution, offered by Grand Representative 
Wheatley, of No. 232, was on motion adopted. 

Resolved , That the time of the Grand Lodge shall not be taken by Degree 
Staffs’ work, and the Grand Master is instructed not to procure a Degree 
Staff for next session. 

[The Fifth Report of the Committee on Appeals by Brother George 
Mills Rogers, of No. 22.] 

To tiie Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois. I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Appeals would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of the appeal of Julia A. Parker, widow of David Parker, 
deceased, from the decision of the Grand Master in the case of Julia A. 
Parker, widow, etc. vs. Pride of the Valley Lodge, No. 435, I.O.O.F., of East 
St. Louis. 

The record in the case shows that Brother David Parker was a consump- 
tive for several years preceding his death, which occurred on the first day of 
January, A. D. 1891, and that he was continually afflicted, in about the same 
way during these years, perhaps gradually growing weaker until his death. 

On December 15, A. D. 1S90, he filed with his Lodge a claim for sick ben- 
efits. In this claim he asked for benefits due him for the period from April 4 
to May 2, 1889, only; four weeks at five dollars ($5.0o) per week or a total of 
twenty dollars ($20.00). 

The Lodge refused to pay these benefits, alleging that the Brother was 
not, during that period, incapacitated from carrying on his usual occupation, 
and earning a living. On an appeal being taken by Brother Parker to the 
then Grand Master R. W. S. Wheatley, the action of the Lodge was reversed, 
the Lodge being ordered to pay the benefits for that period of four weeks; and 
on an appeal from his decision to the Grand Lodge, his decision was sustained. 
(See Journal, 1891, pages 82 and 12S.) 

No appeal was taken from this decision and in accordance therewith, the 
said benefits ($20.00) were paid by the Lodge to the widow of Brother Parker, 
on May 11, 1891. he having died as aforesaid on January 1, 1891. On June 22, 
1891, Julia A. Parker, as the widow of Brother Parker, presented a claim to 
the Lodge for eighty-six weeks’ sick benefits, $430; for funeral benefits, 
$60.00; for funeral expenses, $60.00; making a total of $550.00. 

The claim made by Brother Parker himself during his lifetime, and which 
has been paid, covered the period of four weeks immediately prior to May 2, 
1889, and his claim was filed as above said on December 15, 1890, only two 
weeks prior to his death. He at that time made no claim whatever for sick 
benefits for the period beginning May 2, 1SS9, and ending December 15, 1890, 
the date of the filing of his claim, and no mention whatever was made of that 
period during the proceedings first above set out. 

His widow, in her claim filed June 22, 1891, is the first one to claim that 
any sick benefits were d ue to Brother Parker for the period of eighty-four 
weeks, from May 2, 1889, up to December 15, 1890. 
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We have been unable to think of any satisfactory reason why Brother 
Parker left out of his claim this period of eighty-four weeks, if he thought 
that he was entitled to the benefits for that period. ' If the benefits for those 
eighty-four weeks are now due they were due at the time Brother Parker 
filed his claim (December 15, 1890), and asked for only four weeks’ benefits, 
from April 4 to Way 2, 18S9. If he thought they were due, he must have 
intended to waive them, or allow them to the Lodge as a donation from him. 
If he did not intend to waive them, his failure to claim them must have, been 
for some good reason; and would it not be fair to presume that he did not 
think he could establish his claim for more than four weeks, and for that 
reason did not put in the other eighty-four weeks? 

Possibly at the time, the Lodge could have produced witnesses who would 
have defeated the claim for these eighty-four weeks; while now, after his 
death, it might be difficult to defend against it. The living man and an 
examination of him by experts might have defeated the claim. After his 
death such examination would be impossible. 

The Lodge may not have made a very great effort to defeat a four weeks' 
claim, while it would have doubtless put forth every effort to defeat a claim 
for eighty-eight weeks, if they considered it an unjust claim. We do not 
believe that it would be good policy to say that a Brother may put in a claim 
for a very small portion of what is due to him, and a long time afterward 
bring forward the balance of his claim. If that could be done in this very 
case there might be as many claims presented, at different times, as there 
were weeks benefits due. 

We are of the opinion that by failing to present his full claim he waived 
the balance if any, or donated it to the Lodge, and his widow cannot claim 
now what he waived in his lifetime. 

The Grand Master has found, however, that for the period of two weeks, 
from December 15, 1890, (the day on which Brother Parker filed his claim) up 
to January 1, 1891, there was actually due to him two weeks’ benefits, and 
that his widow was entitled to that, and also to the funeral benefits and 
expenses, a total of $130.00, and in this we concur. 

We are, therefore, of the opinion that the action of the Grand Master 
should be sustained.

[Third Report of the Committee on Appeals by Brother J. W. 
Yantis, of No. 117.] 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on Appeals would respectfully report as follows, in re- 
gard to the matter of Brother J. W. Perisho vs. Palermo Lodge, No. 646, in 
an appeal from action of Lodge in refusing sick benefits: 

The facts in the case, from the evidence before your Committee, appear 
to be that, Brother J. W. Perisho filed a claim with Palermo Lodge, for bene- 
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fits from April 23. 1892, to August (5, 1892, on account of suffering from dis- 
ease of the eyes, which was of such a nature as to prevent the performing of 
excessive manual or mental labor. That brother Perisho now lives and has 
for a number of years lived, upon his farm, and either performed or super- 
intended the work on same. It also appears that during the time for which 
said claim was filed Brother Perisho had accepted other employment than 
that of farming, he being justice of the peace and notary public performed 
the official duties of all matters coming before him; also, that as real 
estate agent and solicitor of live stock shipments for a commission firm, he 
had performed his work with considerable profit to himself. 

Section 52 of White’s Digest, provides that, “ A Brother who is aillicted 
with a partial loss of sight and has thereby been incapacitated from following 
his former usual occupation, but being in other respects in good health, is 
able to carry on, manage, and direct another and lucrative business, which en- 
ables him amply to provide for the support of himself and family, is not en- 
titled to the benefits of the Lodge.” 

Section 51 of the same Digest provides that, “ A Brother who is suffering 
from*a chronic complaint, but is yet able to go to his place of business, super- 
intend it, and participate in it to a degree, is prima facie not entitled to bene- 
fits as a sick Brother.” 

The Grand Master decided in this case that Brother Perisho was not dis- 
abled to such a degree as would entitle him to benefits; and on the above 
statement of facts your Committee recommend that the decision of the Grand 
Master be affirmed. Respectfully submitted,

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard t) the proposed amendments to Sections No. 2 and 3, of Article X., of 
the Subordinate Lodge Constitution, presented by Brother J. M. Campbell, of 
No. 416; also, the petition signed by the Representatives of twenty-five Lodges 
located in the city of Chicago, asking that said amendment be adopted: 

Your Committee have considered the proposed amendments very care- 
fully, have read a great many letters from prominent Odd Fellows of this 
state, all favoring said amendments, and we are of the opinion that it will be 
for the best interest of the Order in the city of Chicago to make the proposed 
change in the fees for initiation and degrees, as asked by the Chicago Odd 
Fellows, and we therefore recommend, that Section No. 2, of Article X., of 
the Subordinate Lodge Constitution be amended as follows: Strike out the 
fourth, fifth, and sixth lines of said section, and insert in place thereof the 
following: “For initiation, five dollars, except in cities where there are ten (10) 
or more Lodges established, when the fee for initiation shall be not less than 
ten dollars; by deposit of card, two dollars; as an Ancient Odd Fellow, five 
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dollars, and as a non-beneficial member, five dollars." So that the section 
when amended shall read as follows: 

Section 2. — No person shall be admitted to membership in this Lodge for 
a less sum than herein provided, viz.: 

By initiation, five dollars, except in cities where* there are ten (10) or 
more Lodges established, when the fee for initiation shall be not less than ten 
dollars; by deposit of card, two dollars; as an Ancient Odd Fellow, live dollars: 
and as a non-beneficial member, five dollars. 

Your Committee further recommend that Section No. 3, of Article X., of 
the Subordinate Lodge Constitution be amended as follows: 

Strike out all of said section and insert in place thereof the following: 

Section 3. — The fees for each degree shall not be less than three dollars, 
except in cities where there are ten (10) or more Lodges established, where 
the fee for each degree shall be not less than five dollars.

“Whereas, certain Subordinate Lodges in this Grand Jurisdiction have 
enacted a By-Law providing for the examination by a physician of all appli 
cants for membership in said Lodges, therefore. 

“Resolved, That the Judiciary Committee of this Grand Lodge be re- 
quested to investigate and report to this Grand Body if such By-Law in any 
way conflicts with Sections 5 and 6, of the Subordinate Constitution.” 

Upon examination of the question, your Committee find that there is no 
conflict and that the By-Law may be properly adopted. There is also a fur- 
ther question in said query as follows: 

“Also, as some doubt exists in relation to the re-instatement of members 
dropped for non-payment of dues, whether under Section 4, Article VIII.. 
a member dropped for more than five years, can be re-instated in his 
Lodge, or whether a dismissal certificate, as per Section 5, Article IX., of 
Subordinate Constitution, is not the proper procedure on the part of the Lodge 
in all such cases." 
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Iii answer to the second query above referred to, we find the law to be 
explicit upon this point as follows: 

“After one year from the date of suspension, a member dropped or sus- 
pended for non-payment of dues may be re-instated upon the payment of the 
fee charged for an initiate of the same age, or such less sum as the By-Laws 
may prescribe.” 

See General Laws, page 165; Willard’s Code, Clause 3, Chapter 20.

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GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 


To the Grand Lodge of Illinois, l.O.O. F.: 

Brothers. — In accordance with the laws and customs of the Order, I 
take pleasure in submitting herewith a report of my official acts as Grand 
Master during the past year, and ask your indulgence at the outset for the 
unusual length, made necessary by the many important subjects to be treated 
of, and all of which demand your attention. I will, however, reduce my ed- 
itorial matter as much as possible by making my recommendations very con- 
cise. 


STATE OF THE ORDER. 

I am glad to be able to state that our beloved Order has enjoyed a season 
of great prosperity during the past term, and that harmony, concord, and 
perfection have been the watchwords constantly before us. In all my corre- 
spondence with Lodges, and I have written over 5,000 letters, I have endeav- 
ored at ail times to impress on the Lodges and the membership generally the 
importance of harmony and perfection in the work. If, from a perusal of 
the statistics submitted herewith, you conclude that I have been fairly suc- 
cessful in this direction, I will feel amply repaid for the efforts made. Owing 
to my business duties, coupled with the large amount of time and attention 
required as Chairman of the Grand Lodge Committee on World’s Fair Demon- 
stration, 1 have had to forego the pleasure of Lodge visitation and social 
work which the Grand Master is expected to perform; but I have endeavored 
to administer the office of Grand Master from a business standpoint promptly 
and well, and in this direction it is a pleasure to say that every letter received 
by me has met with a prompt response.

sufficiently to meet both emergencies; and I am happy to say that such has 
proved the case.

DUES AND BENEFITS. 

From my experience of the past year in dealing with the numerous dis- 
putes which arise in Lodges in relation to the payment of weekly benefits to 
members, and the manifest desire on the part of some of these Lodges to shirk 
their responsibilities in this regard, induced mainly through the evil effects 
of bad management in not raising a sufficient revenue to meet all just and 
necessary demands on their resources, I am firmly convinced that the mini- 
mum rate fjxed for dues in this Jurisdiction, namely, seven cents per week, is 
too low. I am aware that all efforts to raise the minimum dues have hereto 
fore proved futile, but in view of the legislation enacted at the recent session 
of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, based upon the very able and exhaustive re- 
port of a special committee of that body, of which Grand Represeniative 
Walter E. Carlin, of this Jurisdiction, was chairman, it becomes necessary 
now for the Grand Lodge of Illinois to take such action as will bring the Con- 
stitution of its Subordinates into harmony with the said legislation, and adopt 
a minimum rate for dues of not less than ten cents per week, and also prop- 
erly regulate the minimum amount of weekly benefits to be paid in conform- 
ity therewith. The legislation above referred to will be found fully set fo* th 
in the report of your Grand Representatives. 
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HIGHER MINIMUM ADMISSION FEE. 

From correspondence received during the year, and after a careful study 
of the question in all its phases, I am convinced that the minimum fee for ad- 
mission and degrees is too low, and I ask that this matter receive your earn- 
est consideration, with the view of placing the minimum /ee for admission 
and degrees at not less than $20.00, instead of $14.00, as at present/ Many of 
the members of our Order have for years given much attention to the subject 
of a remedy for the large annual loss in membership through dropping for 
non-payment of dues. The annual loss in this Jurisdiction, from this source 
alone, has averaged nearly 2,000 for several years past, being more than from 
all other sources combined, and I am firmly convinced that the principal 
cause for this condition of things is to be found in our low admission fees, 
which attract the idle and the curious, who have no sympathy with our work, 
and soon drop out. 


LODGE TRUSTEES. 

The Subordinate Lodge Constitution provides, Section 2, Article IV, that 
“ five Trustees shall annually be chosen by ballot at the regular election in 
March,” but fails to specify when or how the said Trustees shall assume the 
duties of office. This fact gives rise to considerable contention in many of 
our Lodges, and in deciding the question I have held that the old Board of 
Trustees hold over until the new board has been qualified by the filing of the 
certificate of their election with the Couuty Recorder according to State law 
Legislation is needed clearly setting forth: first, that the Trustees elected at 
the March election shall assume their duties as such immediately following 
the installation of officers in April, and the filing of certificate of their elec- 
tion with the County Recorder, and that until this is done the newly elected 
board can have no legal existence. 

SUBORDINATE LODGE JURISDICTION. 

There is perhaps no one question that gives rise to more bitter disputes 
than that of Lodge jurisdiction, and during the past term several aggravating 
disputes have arisen between Lodges on this subject. The law as it now 
stands offers practically no protection to the small, isolated Lodges whose ter- 
ritory borders on that of stronger and more prosperous ones. I am of the 
opinion from my experience during the past year, that]. our laws require 
amending in this particular, so that a Lodge shall have absolute jurisdiction over 
its tributary territory within ivell-dejined arbitrary lines; and if a neighboring 
Lodge invades its territory it must pay the penalty by a forfeiture of not only 
the initiation fee, but the degree fees as well. This would seem to be but fair 
and equitable, as the invading Lodge would get the member and the other his 
initiation and degree fees as a recompense for the invasion of its territory. 
In all the disputes on this question, it is not so much a matter of principle or 
law with the disputants, as it is the question of the fees involved; and looking 
at it from that standpoint, I am clearly of the opinion that we should either 
make the amounts entering into these disputes large enough to at least pay 
the postage on correspondence, or remove from our existing laws all legisla- 
tion touching the question of jurisdiction. As the law now stands, a Grand 
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Master whose time is of any value, could better afford, when a question of 
jurisdiction arises involving an initiation fee, to at once send his check for 
the amount and in that way satisfy both the Lodges and thus settle the dis- 
pute without further correspondence. 

COMMITTEE ON JUDICIARY AND APPEALS. 

I feel that I cannot speak too highly of the good work performed by this 
Committee during the past year, and I consider the legislation creating it and 
defining its duties to be the wisest enacted in recent years. It has not only 
lifted a great burden from the shoulders of your Chief Executive, but its de- 
cisions are the combined work and wisdom of five members of the Order, 
assembled especially to deliberate and decide the points at issue, instead of 
the by no means infallible conclusions of a single individual, hampered often- 
times by other matters and business cares which divert his attention and 
interest. From the admirable record made by this Committee during the 
past year, I feel that I made no mistake in the selection of the brothers who 
compose it. 

THE CHICAGO ODD-FELLOWS’ ASSOCIATION. 

In common with my predecessors, I desire to call attention to the excel- 
lent work performed during the past year' by this admirable and well- 
regulated auxiliary to the Order in this state, as evidenced not only by the 
able report of its efficient Secretary, Bro. J. M. Campbell, P.G. Marshal, 
which is hereto appended, but for which I can vouch from personal observa- 
tion and knowledge of its work. There is, perhaps, no more commendable 
object than the securing of employment for the unemployed members of our 
Order, who are attracted to Chicago, as to all large cities, in the hope of 
remunerative employment. Many of these arrive in Chicago with only suffi- 
cient funds to pay their way for a day or two, and if work is not speedily 
obtained for them they become a charge upon the Order. But the work of 
this Association is not confined to obtaining employment, but relief is 
extended to deserving members, and transportation furnished to other points 
for those members who find themselves suddenly stranded among strangers. 
Traveling frauds are also closely watched, and lodges and members kept 
informed of the dangers which continually beset them from this source. I 
recommend the continuance of your generous aid to this worthy work, and 
would ask that the matter be referred to the Finance Committee to recom- 
mend such an appropriation as may be deemed advisable

Dear Sir and Brother. — Agreeably to your request, I take pleasure in 
submitting herewith a report of the work of the Chicago Odd-Fellows’ Associ 
ation of Cook county, during the past year. 

June 30, 1S93, closed the seventh year of the existence of this Association, 
and the record of the year which closed on that date emphasized more 
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strongly than any of its predecessors the necessity for the existence of onr 
Association as an auxiliary to the work of the Order in this state. Having 
been identified with it in the capacity of Secretary during all this time, I 
have come in contact with, and rendered aid to, members of the Order from 
all parts of the civilized world, and am therefore in a position to say that its 
work and the good effects thereof have been co-extensive with the bounds of 
the Jurisdiction of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

The following figures show in detail the work for the year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1893, in which is included a statement of the operations of the 
Board of Foreign Relief, and also a classified statement of the work of the 
Employment Bureau from its organization as such November 1, 1887, to Sep- 
tember 30, 1893:

PERFECTION IN LODGE WORK. 

Having for many years past been strongly imbued with a desire to see 
increased proficiency in Lodge work, and being conscious from personal ob- 
servation and otherwise, that there was room for great improvement in this 
respect. I determined, on my election as Grand Master, to make this matter 
the special feature of my administration, and am glad to report that, although 
much yet remains to be done, very marked progress has been made during 
the year about to close. I am convinced that if the effort is continued by my 
successors that only a few years will have elapsed before that degree of per- 
fection will be reached when the rituals may be entirely abolished during 
Lodge sessions, so far as the Grand Jurisdiction of Illinois is concerned. 

On assuming office last fall I immediately issued a circular to the Lodges, 
asking them to recommend a qualified Past Grand to serve as Deputy. In 
doing this I had in view the fact that I needed the best material to be had for 
this important office in order to carry out my plans for increased proficiency; 
and I was satisfied that the practice, which had almost become a law, of ap- 
pointing the Representative as Deputy regardless of his peculiar fitness for 
the office, was not one of the best policies to pursue, as a brother might make 
a magnificent Representative and at the same time be not the best timber in 
the Lodge for its Deputy. Nearly every Lodge in the state responded, and I 
soon had a corps of Deputies that I knew could be depended upon to carry 
out my instructions so far as it was possible to do; and with these and a care- 
fully selected staff of Official Instructors, with Grand Representative Walter 
E. Carlin at their head, I felt certain that the provisions of Section 271, Illi- 
nois Code, and Sections 1 and 2, Article VI, Subordinate Lodge Constitution, 
could be enforced in a large majority of the Lodges. How far I have sue-

ceeded in this respect can best be ascertained by a perusal of the report of 
Brother Carlin hereto appended, which I recommend to the careful considera- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. Brother Carlin has given his money and time in 
carrying on this work, and I feel that much of the credit for the progress thai 
has been made during tbe year is due to him; and I am glad to say that 
with his valuable aid and the assistance of the Lodge Deputies and the Offi- 
cial Instructors throughout the state, it has been fully demonstrated that the 
laws in regard to a knowledge of the unwritten and ritualistic work on the 
part of Lodge officers can be enforced. It has been further amply demon- 
strated that where the law has been carried out, the effect on the Lodge has 
been very beneficial. So also with the enforcement of the law in regard to 
knowledge of the degrees attained by the candidate before advancement. 
No one will deny the truth of the old maxim: “What is worth doing at all, is 
worth doing well.” Applied to proficiency on the part of Lodge Officers it is 
certainly pertinent. It must be apparent to all that a continual and open 
violation of existing law is productive of untold evil, and has a direct tendency 
to instill a disregard for all laws. I therefore urge that the laws of our Order 
be rigidly enforced, and if found impractical, or too severe to the extent of 
being detrimental to the best interests of our beloved Order, then amend the 
laws. 

In carrying out this work I issued the following circulars and letters of 
instruction, a perusal of which will show that everything has been done in 
this matter systematically and with a single purpose of increasing knowledge 
of the work and thorough proficiency on the part of Lodge officers: — 


Oak Park, 111., November 22, 1892. 

To the Officers and Members of Subordinate Lodges I.O.O.F, : 

Brothers. — In entering upon my administration as Grand Master of the 
Jurisdiction of Illinois, I deem it important to call your attention to a re- 
quirement which shall be expected from every Subordinate Lodge in the 
state; namely, the selection of a capable Past Grand to perform the duties of 
Lodge Deputy during the coming year. The present system of the Grand 
Master appointing the Representative to the Grand Lodge as his Deputy, has 
not always been productive of the best results. The functions of the Lodge 
Deputy are important factors in the growth, harmony, and prosperity of the 
Lodge; and when it is remembered that this official is to act for the Grand 
Master in his Lodge, it must become patent to every brother interested in the 
welfare of the Order, and of his own Lodge in particular, that the Lodge 
Deputy should be selected with great care, as nine-tenths of the correspond- 
ence with, and questions asked the Grand Master, touching points of law, and 
at least three-fourths of the difficulties, which many times result in serious 
trouble in Subordinate Lodges, can, and in the future will, be avoided, if a 
brother particularly fitted for the duties of Lodge Deputy is selected. 

While it is the unquestioned prerogative of. the Grand Master to make 
these appointments without consulting the wishes of the membership, the 
present incumbent, in view of the fact that he will require a strict compli- 
ance with Sec. 127, Illinois Code, which reads as follows: “The Grand Master 
or Grand Secretary are not required to answer any letters unless it be from a 
Deputy of a Lodge, or under the seal of the Lodge,” thinks it not only advis- 
able, but necessary, that your Lodge should be called on to exercise your best 
judgment in selecting a Past Grand whose knowledge of the laws and usages 
of the Order thoroughly qualifies him to intelligently interpret the same on 
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appeal from the Lodge. With this object in view, I urge that immediately 
on receipt of this circular you proceed to select, by vote of the Lodge, a qual- 
ified Fast Grand (your Representative or otherwise) from among your mem- 
bers, for the office of Lodge Deputy for the ensuing year, and transmit bis 
name and address to this office on the enclosed blank. I do not wish to in any 
manner avoid responsibility; but on the other hand desire, if possible, to 
elevate the dignity of the office of Lodge Deputy to where it properly belongs; 
and on reflection it will be readily seen that the Grand Master cannot with 
propriety ignore his representative (the Deputy of the Lodged in his official 
position, by entering into a general correspondence touching matters of law 
and usage that should be handled by, or through, the Lodge Deputies. It is 
my intention to live up to the laws, and ask that all others to whom duties 
under the law have been assigned do their share as well; and I believe that a 
Grand Master can do the Order a greater service by looking after its general 
welfare, visiting Lodges, encouraging members, writing social letters, etc., 
than he can by answering letters that should have been addressed to Lodge 
Deputies. 

In conclusion, my brothers, I earnestly ask you to co-operate with me and 
help me to make this one of the most prosperous years of our Order. I will 
work to that end, and want the encouragement and assistance of every 
brother of the Order, and with this co-operation I do not fear the result.

Dear Sir and Brother. — In view of the fact that the law of this Juris- 
diction requires the appointment of Official Instructors to exemplify the un- 
written work, and as many of these Instructors heretofore have never been 
called upon to fulfill the duties of the office, either through fear on the part 
of the Lodge that they would have to pay too much for the visit of such an 
official, or a false modesty on the part of the Instructor that any effort on 
their part would be considered as an intrusion, I desire to have you assume 
the duty of directing the efforts of the Official Instructors appointed by me 
for the present term, in such a manner that proper schools may be held in at 
least 150 different parts of the state, which will only be an average of about 
five schools for each Instructor; so that every Lodge may be given an oppor- 
tunity to participate therein and thus perfect themselves in the secret work 
of the Subordinate Lodge. You are therefore requested to urge such schools 
and otherwise direct the efforts of the several Official Instructors throughout 
the state, as to carry out the objects herein set forth.

Letter to Official Instructors. 

Oak Park, 111., December 5, -1892. 

Dear Sir and Brother. — I have sent you, together with other brothers 
in different parts of the state, appointment as Official Instructor. 

The evident purpose of the Grand Lodge, as set forth in Sec. 145, Illinois 
Code, and subsequent legislation in 18S9, empowering the Grand Master to 
make such appointments, is that they may visit and instruct the Lodges 
throughout the state. With a view to making this work more effective, I 
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have requested Brother \V. E. Carlin, of Jerseyville, Grand Representative 
and Grand Instructor, to take the initiative in this good work, and it is tny 
desire that you promptly respond to all calls he may make upon you, not for- 
getting to do your full duty as well. While the enactments on the subject 
imply that Official Instructors are to visit Lodges, as such, only when called 
upon by a Lodge, or Lodges, to do so, it is essential that the Lodges generally 
should avail themselves of the service of such Instructors, and I see no im- 
propriety in the Instructors, either verbally or by letter, calling the atten- 
tion of Lodges in their vicinity to the importance of the brethren securing 
a fuller knowledge of the unwritten work, and of their readiness to visit and 
instruct them. Where it is practicable, I deem it advisable that you secure 
the co-operation of two or more Lodges and hold a school of instruction of 
such duration as you and the Lodges may think necessary. Where severa 
Lodges join in such a school the expense to each will be very light. 

In conclusion, I earnestly request that you do all the work possible during 
the year, and to this end you are urged to communicate with the Lodges in 
your locality. I desire you to report to me in detail thirty days before the 
annual session of 1893, as required by your commission. Let each brother be 
able to report at least five schools held by him during the year. I will make 
special mention of this work in my annual report, and desire to have your 
showing sufficiently favorable to warrant my successor in rewarding your ser- 
vices by a re-appointment.

Personal Instructions to the Deputy. 

Oak Park, 111., December 20, 1892. 

Dear Sir and Brother. — I take pleasure in handing you herewith your 
commission as Deputy for the year 1898, issued in accordance with the wish 
of your Lodge. In conferring this honor upon you, I deem it proper to call 
your attention to the responsibilities resting upon you as the Deputy of the 
Grand Master, in addition to those set forth in your commission, and would 
therefore ask your careful consideration of the following special instructions: 

1. It will be your duty to decide all matters of law and usage that may 
come properly before you on appeal, in writing, from the decision of the Lodge, 
your answer also being in writing and entered in full on the records; your 
decision being final unless appealed from. (See new legislation, 18921) I 
trust that your knowledge of the laws and usages of the Order, and your 
courteous deportment and tact in settling all matters of dispute, will be such 
as to inspire that confidence on the part of the membership of your Lodge as 
to render appeal from your decision unnecessary. 

2. It is my earnest desire that you do not take part, directly or indirectly, 
in any controversy that may arise in your Lodge, as by refraining from par- 
ticipation in disputes on a question of law and usage, you will add to the dig- 
nity of the office that confidence and respect for your decisions that is so neces- 
sary to the preservation of harmony in a Lodge. 

3. The peace and prosperity of your Lodge should be constantly before 
you. Anything that will lawfully conduce to this end should receive your 
cordial support. Be not too technical, nor too hasty in rendering decisions, 
but act without fear or favor when occasion demands. 

4. If your Lodge has not already done so, you must at once provide your- 
self with the Illinois Code and Supplement and make them your study, in 
order that you may at all times be ready to render an intelligent decision on 
matters that come before you. 

5. There has been in the past about one hundred appeal cases annually to 
the Grand Master; but working under the new law, and with a due exercise of 
tact and policy, and a careful study of the laws of the Order, by you , I shall 
be very much disappointed if the appeals are not diminished at least 90 per cent. 
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Sec if it is not possible for you to so conduct affairs in your Lodge during 
the next year, as to have no appeals taken from your decisions, you being so 
diplomatic in your conduct and accurate in your decisions that even the most 
technical and captious in your Lodge will readily see that an appeal from your 
decision would be waste time. 

If these simple instructions are observed (you being at the outset the 
choice of your Lodge to act as Deputy to the Grand Master), I feel very cer- 
tain that the coming year will be a prosperous one in your Lodge and that 
peace and harmony will prevail.

To tiie Lodge Deputy. — As the time for the election of officers in your 
Lodge approaches, I desire to call your attention and the attention also of 
the members of your Lodge, to the provisions of the law relating to the qual- 
ifications necessary for the officers who aspire to fill the several chairs. Sec- 
tion 271 of the Illinois Code reads as follows: 

“It is the duty of the Installing Officer to satisfy himself fully, by a re- 
hearsal, that the Vice Grand-elect and Noble Grand-elect have faithfully com- 
mitted and can impart the entire Secret Work, to and including the Third De- 
gree, and that all the elective officers shall have committed to memory the 
opening and closing charges that are required of them, and that they are 
thoroughly conversant with all their various lectures and charges; in lack of 
which qualification he shall declare the office vacant and order a new election 
of a competent member. All appointed officers are required to commit their 
opening and closing charges and the charges in the Initiatory Degree so as to 
be able to proceed without the books, and to be thoroughly conversant with 
the work, lectures, and charges of the degrees, so as to do the duty assigned 
them in a manner acceptable to the Lodge, within one month from the date 
of installation; in default of which, the Noble Grand shall declare the office 
vacant.” 

At the Grand Lodge session of 1S85, the above law was modified by the 
adoption of the following proviso: 

“ Provided , That the Grand Master may, upon having satisfactory evi- 
dence that a strict adherence to the above requirements would be detri- 
mental to the best interests of the Lodge, authorize the installation of the' 
Vice and Noble Grand-elect, if they are conversant with the unwritten and 
ritualistic work." 

' During the seven years that have elapsed since the adoption of the fore- 
going, much has been done to raise the standard of knowledge of the unwrit- 
ten and ritualistic work, by means of schools of instruction and otherwise, 
and I can conceive of no valid reason why any Lodge in this state should be 
placed in the humiliating position of having to acknowledge its inability to 
comply with Section 271 of the Code, by asking the Grand Master to grant 
the immunity provided for in the legislation of 1885. 

In view of these facts. I shall require you, as Lodge Deputy, to carry out 
the provisions of the law in this regard, and address >ou thus early in order 
to give the officers and members of your Lodge ample time to qualify them- 
selves for advancement to the honor conferred by graduation to the position 
of Past Grand. It is my purpose to make a sincere effort to have the rituals 
abolished from sight in the Lodge rooms in this state, from the time the No- 
ble Grand instructs the officers to take their respective stations until the 
sounding of the gavel at the close of the Lodge. 

There is another matter of equal importance to which I wish to direct 
attention, and that is the rigid enforcement of Sections 1 and 2 of Article 6, 
Subordinate Lodge Constitution. From reports which have come to me 
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through reliable sources, as well as from personal observation, the advance- 
ment of , candidates in the various degrees is not done according to provis- 
ions of the Constitution, and in this is found the root of the evil which grows 
and permeates almost every Lodge, until good work and a thorough knowl- 
edge of the unwritten language of our Order is the exception and not the 
rule among the membership. The above sections of the Subordinate Lodge 
Constitution should be frequently read by you to the Lodge while in session, 
and a strict enforcement of their provisions insisted upon. The brother who 
takes enough interest in his Lodge to propose a candidate for membership, 
should take an equal interest in seeing that his candidate is thoroughly posted 
in the degree, or degrees, already taken, before being presented for ad- 
vancement. 

With an intelligent, earnest effort on the part of the Lodge Deputy, I feel 
confident that both of these important matters can be carried out successfully 
in every Lodge in the Grand Jurisdiction of Illinois, to the credit and honor 
of our Order. 

I want you to read this communication in your Lodge at the first meet- 
ing after you receive same and see that the laws are enforced. I desire fur- 
ther that you report to me on the first of June next, giving a detailed account 
of the manner in which the work is being done. I shall call on you later in 
the season for a further report, so that I may know what Lodges have fully 
complied with the law before making my report to the Grand Lodge next fall. 
I desire also an acknowledgement of this communication as soon as received 
by you.

Brother Carlin has performed his duty in his 
usual thorough and businesslike manner, and I believe that I am amply war- 
ranted in saying that his report here given will be found unusually interest- 
ing and instructive, not only to the members of the Grand Lodge, but to the 
Order generally throughout the state. 

In conclusion, while under this head, I desire to extend my most sincere 
thanks to the corps of Official Instructors, together with the Lodge Deputies 
and the Order at large, for the hearty spirit with which they have all taken 
hold of this good work.

Dear Sir and Brother. — I have received, from time to time during the 
past two weeks, the reports of Lodge Deputies that were sent to you, and by 
you forwarded to me for examination and analysis, and as you suggest, to 
report the results of the work and general condition of the Order in the state, 
as set forth in the answers to the interrogatories with which each Deputy has 
been furnished, the same being contained on a blank form, with ample space 
for the answers thereto. The last installment of these reports reached me on 
the 24th inst v 

I have carefully perused each report (there being in the aggregate 662) 
and have compiled the information they contain, in so far as the same could 
be done from the answers made. For convenience of reference I have num- 
bered the interrogatories, 1 to 10, inclusive. I submit the results contained 
in the following brief summary: 

SUMMARY OF REPORTS OF 662 LODGE DEPUTIES. 

1. Are the rituals used in the opening and closing of the Lodge? Yes, 
114; no, 543; no answer, 5. 
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2. Are they used in conferring the Initiatory Degree? Yes, 229; no, 427; 
no answer, 6. 

3. .Are they used in conferring any of the Degrees? Yes, 448; no, 197: no 
answer, 17. 

4. If so, in which Degree and to what extent? Answers too varied to 
state specifically. 

5. Has Section 271 of the Illinois Code been enforced by you? Yes, 523; 
no, 123; no answer, 16. 

6. If so, what has been the result? Answers too varied to State 
specifically. 

7. Are Sections 1 and 2, Article VI , Subordinate Constitution, strictly 
enforced? Yes, 566; no, 79; no answer, 17. 

. 8. If so, what has been the result? Answers in the affirmative are almost 
uniformly that the requirement is a good one; that compliance with it is 
beneficial; that it gives the new members, as well as those regularly attend- 
ing, better knowledge of the unwritten work. 

9. If none of Grand Master’s instructions in circular of January 16, 1893, 
have been complied with, give reasons therefor. Replies too varied to 
summarize. 

10. What is the general condition of your Lodge? Five hundred and 
twenty-five report good, very good, excellent, A No. 1, or some other expres- 
sion to indicate that they are prosperous, doing the work well, keeping up 
interest, and generally fulfilling the purposes sought in their establishment; 
137 report lack of interest, consequent light attendance, indifference, bad 
condition, sickness exhausting their funds, labor troubles, loss of work, and 
stringency in money matters operating against increase in membership, and 
generally of a discouraging character. 

COMMENTS AND SUGGESTIONS. 

It will be observed that the number of reports received, 662, embrace four- 
fifths of all the Lodges in the state, which is a large proportion for the first 
effort made to secure uniform reports; or, rather, to obtain information on 
the same topics from the Lodges generally. 

From the answers made to the first interrogatory, we find that two-thirds 
of the Lodges do not use the rituals in opening or closing. A very good 
showing. 

It is also noted that in conferring the Initiatory, as shown by the answers 
to interrogatory second, more than one-half the Lodges do not use rituals. 

In conferring the Degrees it appears that only about one-fourth the 
Lodges work without the rituals. From the examination made of the several 
reports, however, I have found that many of the Lodges contained in the 
larger number that use the rituals in Degree work, so use it in the Scarlet 
Degree, more particularly the supporters of the principal officers. That in 
the First and Second Degrees nearly one-half the Lodges are reported as not 
using the rituals; and in many cases they are only used to “prompt.” 

It is encouraging to note, that as shown by the responses to the fifth in- 
terrogatory, that Section 271, Code, has been enforced in about two-thirds of 
the Lodges. Those who so report seem much gratified that you gave them 
rigid instructions in the premises, and generally express the belief that it has 
been of great benefit to their Lodges; that their membership are well pleased 
with the position you occupy on this question, and for your earnest efforts to 
secure proficiency. The 123 who answer in the negative, as a rule say, that 
if strictly enforced they could not secure officers; some that it would be det- 
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rimental; still others, that their Lodges are composed of laboring men, who 
were unable to devote the time necessary to commit the work. Interroga- 
tory sixth being allied to the fifth, requires no further discussion. 

It is gratifying to observe that so large a proportion of all the Lodges en- 
force the iaw stated in the seventh interrogatory; 5(56, or seven-tenths of the 
whole number — and yet in this matter it seems unreasonable that there should 
be 79 negative replies. Even though some of the Lodges have slight knowl- 
edge of the unwritten work, their initiates should be required to give the 
work as they receive it in their progress through the degrees. It is not to be 
expected that they can give it in any better form than it is imparted to them, 
but they should be required to conform to the law in this regard. In a few 
instances report is made that this duty is performed by the Conductor in the 
ante-room. Such custom should not be allowed. 

Interrogatory eighth is fully covered in the “ Summary of Reports.” 

The comments on fifth interrogatory apply also to the ninth, and in ref- 
erence to the tenth I have nothing to add to the gist of answers in ‘-Sum- 
mary of Reports.” but append answers from some of the Deputies, omitting 
Lodges and locations: 

Only answers last two questions: “ I was not Deputy Grand Master Jan- 
uary 16, 1893, and did not know anything of your instructions; to the ‘last, 
only tolerably good. Several of our members are farmers, and it has been a 
very busy time with farmers, but think we will have good attendance now.” 

Another — tenth interrogatory: “Very good; our last Deputy claimed 
that our Lodge done as well as they did at the last Grand Lodge. I of course 
make allowance for that assertion.” While the answer after first two words 
is not responsive to interrogatory tenth, nor does it say what was “done as 
well as they did at last Grand Lodge;” it is presumed it had reference to un- 
written work. 

Very cheering — To first four interrogatives, decided negatives. “The 
condition of the Lodge is excellent. Our treasury does not increase very 
much, as we have paid many benefits; but the membership increases and the 
interest in the Order is kept up. We have an A 1 Lodge.” 

Needs looking after — Response. to second and third interrogatives: “We 
have not conferred any Degrees since the order was made by you.” To the 
seventh: “No chance yet.” To the tenth: “Sound asleep, with not enough 
life to snore.” 

Another — to the ninth: “If the instructions are enforced it will be a det- 
riment to the Lodge.” 

Probably correct: “Our Lodge is a country Lodge, composed of work- 
ingmen, and the majority could never commit all the work, though we do as 
well as any outside of Jersey ville.” 

Over-anxious — Reply to tenth: “ Good, except we have been a little too 
anxious to get members, and have got a few lately that we wish were out.” 

Another — Answers to fifth and sixth: “It has been tried, but with poor 
results.” To the tenth: “It is not very good financially at present, owing to so 
much sickness.” 

Discouraging — To second and third: “We have had no work.” To the 
ninth: “The officers have been installed for the last six years regardless of 
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qualification.” To the tenth: “We have held ten meetings in this term [report 
dated August 27] with from six to ten members present and no work to do; 
we are about as good as dead.” 

Exhilarating — To the first three: “No, sir.” To the fourth: “They are not 
used at any time.” To the fifth: “ Yes , str.” To the sixth: “There can be no 
better Lodge anywhere.” To the seventh: “Yes, sir.” To the ninth: “All your 
instructions have been complied with in every particular.” To the tenth: 
“There is none better in the state, or anywhere else; we have all the work we 
want, and sometimes more. Please drop in on us; we will do you No. 1 work.** 

CONCLUSIONS. 

1. That the very decided stand taken by you early in your term as Grand 
Master, insisting upon the enforcement of the law requiring reasonable pro- 
ficiency in the offices of the Noble Grand and Vice Grand, as a prerequisite 
to installation, awakened Lodge Deputies, as well as all brothers who cherish 
the laudable ambition to “pass the chairs,” to the importance of learning the 
ritualistic as well as the unwritten work. The instructions to Deputies were 
timely, imbued them with a desire for self-improvement, and in all respects 
were beneficial to Lodges. 

2. That, with few exceptions, the Lodges possess in their membership 
abundant ability to do the work well, but in many instances it is latent and 
requires some emergency to call it forth. An earnest effort on the part of the 
chief executive officer of the Jurisdiction, steadily pursued by his successors, 
with the co-operation of Lodges and their officers, will result in such im- 
provement in the general work of the Order that all members will take 
renewed interest and strive to attain a higher standard of excellence. 

3. That it goes without saying that the more prosperous, active, en- 
thusiastic Lodges do the work well, and cheerfully co-operate in all sugges- 
tions or directions of the constituted authorities that point to greater ef- 
fiiciency. On the other hand, that weak, struggling Lodges often drift into 
lethargy or indifference; as a consequence, meetings are not well attended, 
there is little or no work to do, and hence nothing to encourage officers or 
members to qualify themselves for doing It. 

4. That the current expenses for hall rent, light, fuel, stationery, and 
other necessaries, are almost as great in a weak as in a strong Lodge; in con- 
sequence, it is greater per capita on the Lodge with few members. For this 
reason, if for none other, it is not advisable to charter new Lodges in any lo- 
cality that will materially reduce the territory of existing Lodges, or that 
will draw from their membership. 

5. That as in all the affairs of life, ample funds are necessary for the 
safe conduct of the business in which any person, firm, or corporation is en- 
gaged, so in a Lodge — a reasonable balance in its treasury, at all times, is es- 
sential to its welfare — and the Grand Lodge should so legislate that the in- 
come of Lodges from admissions, degrees and dues, should bear the proper 
relation to its necessary requirements for current expenses, relief of members 
in sickness or distress, and the burial of the dead (all of which can be de- 
termined with reasonable accuracy); so that they can promptly fulfill the 
promises made to members when admitted, as well as to be in position to 
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faithfully discharge all just obligations, and to the end that our Order may, 
in the broadest sense, fulfill its mission and keep aloft its banner as the great- 
est systematic benevolent organization of modern times. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

It is perhaps only a natural feeling on the part of a Grand Master to 
cause to be instituted as many Lodges as were established by his predecessor, 
but I feel that we have reached the point in Illinois where few, if any more, 
Lodges should be organized. Ip other Jurisdictions, notably in Massachu- 
setts, there are only 222 Lodges — less than one-third as many as in Illinois — 
but the membership is about the same. I think it should be the policy now 
to increase the membership of the Lodges already in existence, and to dis- 
courage the formation of new Lodges. One Lodge with, say one hundred 
members, is better than three Lodges embracing the same number; because 
the multiplication of Lodges reduces the territory of each from which to 
draw members and increases the expense of management. I earnestly rec- 
ommend that hereafter no Lodge be instituted without positive assurance 
that in the aggregate its charter members and initiates at the time of insti- 
tution shall aggregate fifty members.

OFFICIAL INSTRUCTORS. 

Hon. E. S. Conway, Grand Master I. O.O. F. 

Dear Sir and Brother. — I have waited to the latest date possible for 
reports from the several Official Instructors appointed by you, in the hope 
that my report might embrace all the work done in that direction in the state. 
In order to secure what I have has required considerable correspondence; 
although the commission of each Instructor, in express terms, directs that 
report in full be made to you on or before October 15. In compliance with 
your request, made early in December last, that I take charge of the work of 
instruction throughout this Jurisdiction and give such directions to all the 
Instructors as I deemed advisable to assure an energetic prosecution of the 
work, to the end that the greatest possible number of Lodges be visited and 
so many members as could be made thoroughly conversant with the unwritten 
work, I issued a circular letter December 12, 1892, and sent one to each In- 
structor, giving all the directions, and containing such suggestions as seemed 
to me essential to assist them in their work. In this letter was also impressed 
upon the Lodges the importance of their calling upon an Instructor to visit 
and instruct them in the work. This circular letter, together with one from 
you in the same line, was published in The Odd-Fellows' Herald , so that the 
Lodges generally were apprised of your earnest desire that vigorous work be 
done, and that the standard in Illinois for doing good work should not be 
lowered, but that in all departments we should seek to elevate it to the highest 
degree of excellence. 

I feel that the results attained amply justified your course in the premises, 
and that the good work accomplished during your term will be an incentive 
to still greater effort on the part of those who may be selected by the incom- 
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ing Grand Master as Instructors, and that it will stimulate the many Lodges 
that have in no wise sought to improve in their manner of. doing the work to 
greater exertions in that regard. Following is a table giving in brief the 
schools held, and results obtained from reports of all the Instructors, in 
alphabetical order, that have reached me, up to and including November 5:

From the foregoing table it will be noted that 67 schools of instruction 
were held by 13 Instructors, occupying 154 days; 120 “evening” schools, 
aggregating 124 evenings, by 19 Instructors; 315 Lodges were represented in 
all of them; 139 members are reported as having learned the unwritten work, 
and 226 others are reported as having acquired reasonable proficiency in it. 

As a rule, instruction for a single evening is only beneficial to Lodges or 
members who possess good knowledge of the work. 

In a city like Chicago, however, experience has demonstrated that it is 
difficult to secure a fair attendance and interest in day meetings. 

Members there, as well as in other places, who depend upon manual 
labor, as the large proportion of our members do, and who do not control their 
own time, can ill afford to take one, two, or three days from their work. 
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To make evening meetings effective, I would recommend that the In- 
structor select a number of members, who will attend evening meetings for a 
week, and by close application they can acquire the work. Where there are 
so many Lodges as in Chicago, the number could be made up from several 
Lodges. 

I find that it requires about the equivalent of six evenings, or all the 
time that can be occupied in a three days’ session, for bright, attentive 
Brothers to acquire the work correctly. 

Bro. II. R. Smith, of Metropolis, desired to resign as an Instructor last 
winter, owing to ill health. On this account he could not attend to the calls 
he received. 

Bros. Drury, Felt, Mullen, and Pemberton were appointed some time 
after the others, perhaps in April and May, and hence did not have the oppor- 
tunity to do as much as they would had they been selected earlier. 

Bros. Henry A. Stone and H. H. Tilton are entitled to commendation for 
the very full, systematic, and satisfactory manner in which their reports are 
made. Bro. J. W. Spalding, likewise, for his very comprehensive report. 

Bro. A. N. Engle assisted Bro. Stahl at one of his meetings; aud Bro. II. C. 
Sutley likewise assisted Bro. Sweeney once. 

Seven Instructors have not reported.^ 

The reports you have forwarded to me from Sisters appointed as In- 
structors for Rebekah Lodges are those of Sisters Ford, Griebel, Grist, Hay- 
den, Moreland, and Tatman. From which I find that they have instructed 
many Lodges and individual members, and have done much to increase 
interest and activity in this important and rapidly growing branch of the 
Order. 


CONCLUSIONS. 

1. The reports show that good work has been done throughout the state, 
and that your suggestions and directions looking to systematic efforts were 
timely, and productive of good results. 

2 . That the reports show that so many have acquired the unwritten 
work, that it will not be difficult for your successors to secure an ample num- 
ber of Brothers in all sections of the state who are proficient. 

3. That the recommendation made to you by the meeting of Official In- 
structors, held at Champaign, April 6 and 7, that hereafter examinations 
should be had of Brothers the Grand Master might desire to appoint as 
Official Instructors, and that only such as could show a standing of 90 per 
cent (100 being considered perfect), should be appointed, is a suggestion in 
the right direction and should be acted upon. 

4. That there should be some requirement that Lodges that are not pro- 
ficient in the work should secure the services of an Instructor. For this pur- 
pose, it is suggested that it is better for two or more Lodges to hold joint 
meetings, thus reducing expenses to each. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

From several years’ continuous work in instructing, I am convinced that 
much good is accomplished by special sessions of the Grand Lodge, for the 
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purpose of conferring the Grand Lodge Degree on Past Grands in good 
standing, and in connection therewith holding a two or three days’ school of 
instruction. I believe that at least ten could be held each year with profit to 
the Order. During the term of your predecessor, Grand Master Schaefer, if 
my memory serves me, there were seven of such sessions held, at an expense 
to the Grand Lodge of about three hundred dollars. 

I am satisfied that the increased activity in the localities where they were 
held, and among the members who attended, resulted directly in securing 
many new members; enough, in fact, that the capitation tax derived from 
such increase for the first year reimbursed the Grand Lodge for the expense 
incurred. To hold such sessions, it is only necessary to have present one of 
the three principal officers and the Grand Secretary, who are entitled to mile- 
age and per diem. Ordinarily this will not average exceeding twenty dollars 
each, or forty dollars. 

The requirement that all Lodges shall have notice thereof could be mod- 
ified so that notice be sent to the Lodges in the vicinity, say within fifty 
miles, and the Grand Secretary be directed to insert notice in The Odd-Fellows' 
Herald , which reaches all the Lodges in the state. I earnestly recommend 
that the Grand Lodge provide that the incoming Grand Master arrange for 
the holding of ten special sessions during his term, to be so located that one 
of them shall be reasonably accessible to every Lodge. 

I further recommend that outside of Cook county, not more than one In- 
structor be appointed in a Senatorial District. 

IN CONCLUSION. 

I desire to express my appreciation of the active interest you have taken, 
and the earnest work you have done, toward securing greater efficiency in 
the work of the Lodges, in both the ritualistic and unwritten work, and for 
your cordial co-operation in the work you assigned to me. I also desire to 
express my thanks to all the Official Instructors for their ready acquiescence 
in such suggestions as I have made, and for their uniform kindness and 
courtesy, as well as to the Lodges it has been my pleasure to visit during the 
year. All of which is

THE FULTON LODGE CASE, 

In accordance with the decision of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, at its 
recent session in Milwaukee, on the appeal by Bro. John C. Smith, P.GM., 
from the action of the Grand Lodge of Illinois in the case of the restoration 
of the charter of Fulton Lodge, No. 51 (a full report of which will be found in 
the report of your Grand Representatives) I commissioned Bro. J. C. Smith a 
Special Deputy to carry out the commands of the Sovereign Body in the 
premises. It is proper to state that steps had been on foot for some time pre- 
vious to effect a consolidation of Fulton Lodge No. 51 and Lewistown Lodge 
No. 335, but the matter had been held in abeyance, pending the action of the 
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Sovereign Grand Lodge. It gives me pleasure to state that Bro. Smith has 
succeeded in carrying out these instructions fully, as will appear by his re- 
port, which follows:

Bro. E. S. Conway, Grand Master . 

Dear Sir and Brother. — In compliance with your instructions of October 
4, and in conformity with the action of the Sovereign Grand Lodge at its re- 
cent session in Milwaukee, I have the honor to report that on October IS I 
proceeded to Lewistown, arrested the charter of Fulton Lodge No. 51, and 
took possession of the books, papers, and other property of the Lodge. A 
petition for restoration of charter, signed by some fifteen of the former mem- 
bers, was presented me; upon which I delayed action until the nine members 
who had been excluded from the Lodge in the late restoration, and the 
twenty-six who were not present when cause was given for arrest of charter 
by Grand Master Wheatley, could be consulted and they given an oppor- 
tunity to join in the petition for* restoration. Having been advised that all 
the brethren above referred to had signed the petition for restoration of char- 
ter, on the 1st day of November I again visited Lewistown, met and consulted 
with the petitioners, and on the 2d day of November restored the charter of 
Fulton Lodge No. 51 to the membership, as designated in the resolution 
adopted by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, to-wit, “the loyal members as may 
petition and are otherwise entitled to be admitted.’’ 

On the Lodge being regularly opened and the former officers in the chairs, 
such business as was necessary was then transacted, when a petition was 
presented me, signed by all the members of Fulton Lodge No. 51, and all the 
members of Lewistown Lodge No. 335. asking that the two Lodges be consol- 
idated under the name and number of Fulton Lodge No. 51, this name and 
number being necessary to preserve certain property rights of the Lodge. 
After careful consideration of the interests involved; the peace, harmony, and 
prosperity of the brethren being considered and the good name of the Order 
protected, and firmly believing that all these considerations would be secured 
by consolidating the Lodges, I granted the request, as authorized by yon, and 
united the two Lodges, Fulton No. 51 and Lewistown No. 335, under the 
name Fulton and the number 51, into one good, strong, and united, as well as 
harmonious, body, with a membership of sixty-five good and true Odd- 
Fellows. The officers were then elected, and installed by myself, and the 
Lodge entered upon a career of usefulness and, I trust, permanent prosperity. 

It only remains for me to say that in the restoration of this charter and 
the consolidation of the two Lodges, the best interests of the membership in 
Lewistown and the good name of the Order has been secured. 

The twelve members who, under the decision of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, were excluded from participating in the application for the restoration 
of the charter of Fulton Lodge No. 51, behaved in all matters as gentlemen 
and Odd-Fellows, placing the charter and property of the Lodge in my 
hands cheerfully and promptly; and their conduct in the whole affair has 
been such that should those with whom I had todi j al ever desire a restoration 
to membership, I will take pleasure in recommending them to full member- 
ship in the Order. 

In closing this report, I have to thank you, Grand Master, for the honor 
conferred, for an honor it is, to have* been in any way connected with a res- 
toration to good fellowship of members of our Order, and I can say to you that 
I believe such is the present condition of Odd-Fellowship in Lewistown that 
all dissensions are banished from the Lodge and between its membership, and 
the effort is now being made to restore the Order to the envied position it once 
held in the affections of the people of Lewistown.

nation, and our God. Illinois has made a noble beginning and set an example 
which I feel confident will soon be followed by every important Jurisdiction 
under the Sovereign Grand Lodge. Already many Jurisdictions have taken 
up the work with a vigor that insures in advance the speedy establishment 
of Orphans’ Homes in their states. In fact throughout the entire Grand Juris- 
diction of NorthAmerica the Brothers and Sisters of our Order are rapidly turn- 
ing their attention to this noble work, and my prayer is that the day is not far 
distant when our command to “educate the orphan” will be literally fulfilled 
wherever the banner of Odd-Fellowship floats. The very able and satisfac- 
tory report appended hereto deserves the careful attention of the Brothers 
and Sisters of our Jurisdiction, and in submitting the same I feel that words 
are wanting with which to express the thanks that are due the Board of 
Directors for the indefatigable zeal displayed by them in the discharge of the 
duties imposed upon them.

E. S. Conway, Grand Master Grand Lodge , State of Illinois: 

The Directors of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home, in accordance with 
a report found in Journal of 1S92, Page 389, and adopted by the Grand Lodge 
at that session, present this, their first annual report. 

The first meeting of the Board was held at the Home in Lincoln, Decem- 
ber 5, 1892. An organization was made by electing J O. Humphrey as tempo- 
rary Chairman and J. W. Yantis as temporary Secretary. 

At this meeting Sister Lizzie L. Morrison and H. M. Baldwin were pre- 
sent, and as officers of the Home under the charter of the original corpora- 
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tion, executed a warranty deed conveying all the property of the Home to the 
“Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, Independent Order of Odd-Fellows.” 
An inventory of the property and effects was made and placed upon record 
showing the value of the real estate, 49 acres, $12,000; buildings, $40,000, and 
personal property estimated at $2,500. Making the total valuation $54,500. 

On December 19, another meeting was held, and at this time the perman- 
ent organization was made by electing J O. Humphrey as Chairmauand W. H. 
Crocker Secretary of the Board of Directors, and it was decided that the regu- 
lar meetings of the Board should be held the first Monday of each month. 

At a special meeting held in-Chicago, Sister Lizzie L. Morrison, of Chicago, 
was elected Superintendent and Matron of the Home, and it was decided to 
open the Home for the reception of children January 15, 1893.

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For the benefit of the membership throughout the state, we would bo 
glad to be able to report to you definitely what may be expected to appear as 
the reasonable cost per capita of taking care of our orphan children. We 
began in a very small way. The cost of management and attendance is pro- 
portionately less as the membership increases. As the plant was new, many 
needed supplies went into the expense account, which might be termed im- 
provements. Many donations are made which save us money, but the real 
cost of which we can only estimate. With our present number and present 
current expenses, we reasonably estimate that the expenses of maintenance 
per capita will range from $125.00 to $140.00 per annum. 

MEDICAL ATTENDANCE. 

In April, Dr. W. P. Armstrong, of Lincoln, was engaged as Home physi- 
cian. While holding that position he proved himself worthy and successful. 
He having changed his residence, Dr. A. S. Kirkpatrick, of Lincoln, was en- 
gaged as his successor, and holds the position at the present time. He comes 
to us highly recommended and we feel that the health of the children is safe 
in his hands. Dr. E. A. Prince, of Springfield, 111., tendered his services 
gratuitously as consulting physican and specialist on eye and surgical opera- 
tions. The reputation of the doctor in his special line is national, and we 
feel ourselves very fortunate in having such an adviser and operator in this 
branch of the Home. 

It gives us great satisfaction to report that there has been very little 
sickness in the Home during the year; little has been paid out for profes- 
sional services. The favorable location of the Horae, the pure air and water, 
the good sewerage, and the nourishing food, are all conducive to the health 
of the children. We submit herewith the report of Dr. Armstrong, hereto 
annexed. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

Our buildings and grounds are in as good a condition as could be ex- 
pected. There is considerable to be done on the grounds to make them at- 
tractive. Much has been done in the past, but more will be done in the year 
to come. It will be uecessary to erect a barn in the near future, so that we 
may have room for. the products of the land and the housing of the stock. 
Some tiling must be laid to make the land more productive. 

The Board is now considering the matter of furnishing the attic story, 
which will furnish room for twenty more children. 

EDUCATION OF OUR CHILDREN. 

We have considered the educational department as of the highest import- 
ance. Next to the culture of the heart, the training of the mind should be 
the first consideration. The Home school is yet in its infancy; still it prom- 
ises good results. Under the instruction of the best of teachers the scholars 
have shown satisfactory advancement In their studies. From March to July, 
1893, the school was in charge of Miss Lily J. Dexter, of Chenoa. Miss Dexter 
proved herself to be a teacher of the very highest qualifications. She was 
elected for another year, but resigned to take a more lucrative situation in 
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the Bloomington public schools. Miss Irene Leinker, now in charge of the 
school, came to us in September, from Warsaw, and she has been in all re- 
spects satisfactory. 


. INSURANCE. 

We have on the building $20,000 insurance, which will expire November 
20, 1896. On the furniture we have $2,000, which will expire April 3, 1898. 

LIVE STOCK. 

We have three horses, four cows, 200 chickens, and eight hogs. 

ORCHARD. 

During the spring of 1893 we set out the following fruit trees and shrubs: 

300 Apple trees. 150 Peach trees. 

100 Cherry trees. 50 Pear trees. 

25 Plum trees. 50 Gooseberry bushes. 

100 Current bushes. 100 Blackberry bushes. 

200 Raspberry bushes. 600 Grape vines. 

All of which are doing well and in time will furnish all the fruit that will 
be needed, leaving a surplus that will find a ready market. A large amount 
of nursery stock, including several hundred fruit and shade trees, had already 
been planted by the original board, so that the orchard of the Home may be 
considered fairly well established. 


LIBRARY. 

Already there is an urgent necessity at the Home for a library of well- 
selected juvenile books. Some correspondence has been had with individuals 
and Lodges concerning donations to be made toward the library, and the 
Board has prepared a list of proper books as a beginning.

The motherly feelings, the busi- 
ness qualifications, the tact of interesting the help in the work, the heart love 
in and for the work, the governing of the Home by love and kind words and 
yet with firmness, we find all these in Mrs. L. L. Morrison. The children 
look to her as a mother. The help respect her and do all they can to aid her. 
The Odd-Fellows and citizens of Lincoln freely assist her. Under her care 
and management the Home has already taken such a character that our Sis- 
ter Jurisdictions are speaking of it as a model home for the children of our 
deceased Brothers. 

The district fair held at Atlanta, September 6, extended an invitation to 
the children, Matron, and teachers of the Home to be their guests for that day. 
The invitation was accepted and every attention was paid them by the officers 
of the fair that was in their power to confer. 

We wish to express our gratitude for the generous assistance that has 
been given us by Lodges and individuals, and the General Passenger Agent, 
James Charlton, and the Assistant General Passenger Agent, George Charl- 
ton, of the Chicago & Alton railroad, for the many favors they have extended 
to the Superintendent and the Directors of the Home. In doing this we^oiee 
the sentiment of nearly sixty little ones.

PHYSICIANS’ report. 

Springfield, 111., October 30, 1893. 

To the Honorable Board of Directors of the Odd-Fellows ’ Orphans' Home. 

Slrs. — I hereby present to you my report of my connection with the Odd- 
Fellows’ Orphans’ Home as physician, from its opening, February 2, 1893, 
until September 1, 1893. Had but very little sickness. Two severe cases, one 
of rheumatic fever, and one of pneumonia, both making good recoveries. 
Other minor ailments, such as catarrhal fevers, sore throats, coughs, etc., all 
cases being easily controlled. Owing to watchful care of Superintendent and 
attendants, no accident demanding surgical attention occurred. 

No epidemic diseases occurred at the Home, although scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, and whooping-cough prevailed in Lincoln the entire winter. 

I consider the location of the Home an admirable one from a hygienic 
point of view, and that it is in a perfect sanitary condition.

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REPORT ON HEADQUARTERS. 

E. S. Conway, Esq., Grand Master, and Chairman World's Fair Demonstration 

Committee: 

Dear Sir and Brother. — In March last I was appointed by you to act 
as Recording Secretary and Superintendent of the Headquarters of said Com- 
mittee, for the purpose of procuring temporary homes for our visiting Brothers 
during the pendency of the World’s Fair, and render such further assistance 
and information as the necessities of the various cases might require, and in 
pursuance of your instructions I have the honor to report as follows: After 
canvassing the business section of the city for several days securing from real 
estate dealers and landlords the most favorable terms and conditions possible, 
the result was laid before your Committee at a regular meeting, when it was 
decided to accept rooms 3 and 4, Imperial Building, 260 South Clark street, 
they being the most convenient and centrally located, besides being the cheap- 
est in price, and of ample space. I proceeded to purchase the necessary 
furniture, carpets, matting, etc., and immediately after getting possession, 
May 1, fitted up and furnished the same, and on May 6 they were thrown 
open for the reception of visitors. Bills and vouchers for all have been 
turned over to your Recording Secretary, Bro. Win. S. Frost, Grand Marshal, 
who will give you a detailed statement of same. 

By your instructions I employed, as clerk and assistant, Bro. Chas. S. 
Mielenz, Past Grand of Garden City Lodge, (German) who has proven himself 
a very useful man in that capacity, being faithful, honest, and efficient in 
every respect, and well deserves the thanks of your Committee. I also se- 
cured the services of Miss Mary Burnside as stenographer and typewriter, 
who also proved herself capable and true, and was ever ready to render 
such assistance as might be needed, both in a clerical capacityand in receiving 
and entertaining our lady visitors. 

While the visitors were not so numerous during the first three months as 
we had reason to expect they would be, owing, no doubt, to several causes — 
mainly a cold, backward spring and early summer, unfinished buildings and ex- 
hibits at the Fair, and more than all, the selfish greed of the railroads in holding 
up their fares beyond the reachof the average citizen— yet the last three months 
of the term brought large numbers to our rooms who were not slow in avail- 
ing themselves of the opportunities offered by us in securing good homes 
among Odd-Fellows at reasonable rates, and obtaining such information as all 
strangers in a great city need, and especially during a World's Fair year. 

I am satisfied that we have saved to the visiting Brothers and their fam- 
ilies thousands of dollars in money, while the information imparted and cour- 
tesies extended them cannot be computed in dollars and cents. The appreci- 
ation and gratitude expressed by them amply repaid us for all our efforts in 
their behalf. Our visitors came from nearly every quarter of the globe; from 
Germany, Denmark, and Sweden in the east, to the Pacific coast and even 
the Sandwich Islands on the west; from British Columbia, extending from 
Nova Scotia to Vancouver on the north, to Florida, Texas, and Mexico on the 
south; and their testimony to the hospitality and fraternity of Chicago and 
the Great West was universal, testifying that there is something more in Odd- 
Fellowship than mere money, and that the Odd-Fellows of Chicago and Illi- 
nois have forged another golden link to the already long chain, past the 
power of prejudice and bigotry to break. 

I am satisfied from the many communications and personal expressions of 
the Brotherhood, that our work has been appreciated, not only by the Order 
but the world as well, and that Odd-Fellowship in this, as in other things, has 
demonstrated that it is the leading factor of the day in all real and practical 
beneficence, and that this World’s Fair year, keeping abreast of the times, 
has taken a step higher in the scale of humanity and added new lustre to its 
fame. 

Our registers show the names of about 3,000 members, which represents 
about one quarter of our visitors, as a large proportion were accompanied by 
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their wives and children. The correspondence has been large, extending all 
over our own country and in some foreign lands, and on all conceivable sub- 
jects, from Odd-Fellowship down to business affairs. Wc were ably assisted by 
the Rev. Bro. Frank W. Evans, Deputy Grand Master of lowr., who was sent 
here by his jurisdiction about the 1st of June, and remained with us until 
after the demonstration, September 25 and 27. He aided the Brothers of his 
state very materially during this time, and added much to its ultimate suc- 
cess. We also received valuable aid and assistance from the Odd-Fellows' 
Herald , which was ably represented by Bro. W. R. Humphrey, P.G. , during 
the whole time of our operations, and both he and the paper are entitled to 
the hearty thanks of the Committee and the support of the Brotherhood for 
their cordial support and assistance. 

During our term of service I have sent out communications and circulars 
to all of the Grand Masters, not only in the United States but wherever the 
Order exists; also to all of the Odd-Fellows’ periodicals, forty-six in number, 
and also to all the Lodges of our city and state, urging them to give the same 
all the publicity possible in order to enthuse the membership, that our demon- 
stration might be a success. I have personally visited thirty-seven of our 
city Lodges in the interest of the Committee, and in nearly every instance 
said Lodges responded generously to our call for means in carrying on the 
work. Other members of the Committee visited the remainder, the success 
of which will be fully shown in the report of the Secretary of the Committee, 
General W. S. Frost, in detail. The result was that we have had ample 
means to prosecute the work, economically, yet creditably to the Order. 

Your Superintendent cannot close without acknowledging the hearty 
support and encouragement reeeivechat all times from yourself and the whole 
Committee, and I have reason to believe that the work done by these Head- 
quarters has accomplished much good, and will be looked back to with 
becoming pride and gratification long after the participants shall have retired 
from the active duties and responsibilities of this life, and will be remem- 
bered as one of the practical demonstrations which the sublime principles of 
Odd-Fellowship so well fit us to perform.

The above statistics show a net gain of 4,408 members in the Subordinate 
Lodges, and a net gain of 1,525 members in the Rebekah Lodges. 

Warrants have been issued for thirty-four Subordinate and thirty-nine 
Rebekah Lodges since the last session of the Grand Lodge. 
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REMOVAL OF THE OFFICE. 

In accordance with the instructions of the Grand Lodge, and in consul ta- 
tion with Grand Master Conway, I secured rooms in the Franklin Life Insur- 
ance Building, in a convenient and central portion of the city of Springfield; 
and on the 15th day of February, 1S93, I shipped the effects of the office from 
Bloomington to this city. In examining the effects of the office at Blooming- 
ton I found a large mass of old material, of no value, and upon consultation 
with Grand Master Conway I sold all snch material. The entire cost of 
removing the office effects was $209.03. 

LODGES CLOSED AND CLOSING. 

Bro. Henry Phillips was commissioned to close Cass Lodge No. 125, and 
after repeated efforts to revive the same, proceeded in February, 1893, to 
close it. He sent the effects and $415.22 to this office on February 25. 

On April 11, 1893, Bro. J. W. Spalding, acting as the special Deputy of 
the Grand Master, closed and forwarded to this office the effects of Sadorus 
Lodge No. 738. 

Bro. E. A. Morphew was commissioned and on May 5, 1893, closed 
Petersburg Rebekah Lodge No. 92, forwarding the effects to this office. 

On May 27, 1892, Bro. J. P. Ellacott as special Deputy of the Grand 
Master, closed Integrity Rebekah Lodge No. 171, forwarding the effects and 
$1.13 to this office. 

On July 28, 1S93, Bro. C. F. Willeford closed Gabriel Rebekah Lodge No. 
19S, and sent the effects to this office. 

Bro. J. H. Colgrove, on the 11th day of September, 1S93, closed, by order 
of the Grand Master, Antioch Rebekah Lodge No. 277, forwarding the effects 
to this office. 

CONSOLIDATION. 

Bro. John C. Smith, under special commission from the Grand Master, 
affected a consolidation of Fulton Lodge No. 51 and Lewistown Lodge No. 
335, both of Lewistown, Fulton county. The consolidation took place on the 
2d day of November, 1893. 

LOSSES BY FIRE. 

On January 3, 1893, Palermo' Lodge No. 646, lost by fire all its effects, to 
the value of $1,000; insured for $500. 

Tunnel Hill Lodge No. 611, sustained a total loss by fire on April 2, 1893, 
with insurance fully covering the loss. 

Ferris Lodge No. 674, on the 16th day of May, 1893, was destroyed by 
fire. Loss, $400; insurance, $300. 

On the 8th day of August, Marseilles Lodge No. 201, sustained the loss of 
all its effects by fire, with a small insurance of only $300. Loss not estimated. 

In each of these cases new charters were issued, and in some cases outfits 
were loaned, being the effects of defunct Lodges. 

CONDITION OF THE ORDER. 

The reports from the Lodges for the term ending October 31, 1893, show 
a good, healthy condition of the Order, notwithstanding the general depres- 
sion of business interests. The number of Lodges not reporting by the close 
of the term were very few, and of the 805 live Lodges not more than half a 
dozen are in a condition bordering on dissolution. 
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FINANCES. 

The following two semi-annual statements covering the year's business 
will show the financial transactions of this office for that period. . 

The rapid increase in Lodges and membership both in the Subordinate 
and Rebekah branches of the Order and in consideration of the care by the 
Grand Lodge of the Orphans’ Home, the duties and responsibilities of this 
office have largely increased, as will readily be seen from the fact that during 
the year there has been received and disbursed through this office the large 
sum of $45,548.49.

Grandview Lodge No. 614. ) Before Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 

Opinion by Bro. J. M. Campbell. 

This is an appeal from the decision of the Grand Master on the question 
of Lodge Jurisdiction. The facts as presented are as follows: 

On January 3, 1S93, Grandview Lodge No. 614, located at Grandview, In 
Edgar county, lodged a complaint with the Grand Master against Kansa s 
Lodge No. 633, located at Kansas, in same county, in which Grandview 
Lodge claimed the initiation fee from Kansas Lodge for the initiation into 
said Lodge of Nathaniel Starks, on the ground that the said Starks was a 
resident in the jurisdiction of Grandview Lodge No. 614. To sustain the 
complaint, Grandview Lodge presents the fact that the difference in distance, 
being (3) three miles, is too great for Kansas Lodge to claim jurisdiction on 
the ground of Kansas being the regular trading place of Brother Starks; also 
the further fact that Kansas Lodge No. 633, had, on a previous occasion, viz, 
October 23, 1S91, asked and received consent from Grandview Lodge to initiate 
a Mr. Burgess, a near neighbor of Nathaniel Starks, and voluntarily paid 
over the initiation fee of Mr. Burgess to Grandview Lodge, thus acknowledg- 
ing the jurisdiction of Grandview Lodge in the territory in dispute. 

Kansas Lodge No. 633, offered no testimony to dispute the above facts, 
and the Grand Master, on February 6, 1S93, directed said Lodge to pay over 
to Grandview Lodge No. 614, the initiation fee claimed. From this action of 
the Grand Master, Kansas Lodge appeals. 

We are of the opinion after a careful consideration of all the facts, pre- 
sented in this case, that the decision of the Grand Master was correct. It is 
therefore ordered and adjudged that the decision of the Grand Master be 
affirmed*

Wheeler Lodge No. 130. ) Before Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 

Opinion by Bro. George F. Howard. 

This case is an appeal from the action of the Subordinate Lodge in ex- 
pelling the appellant upon the charge of “adultery.” Among the reasons as- 
signed in the appeal are the following: First— “That the record fails to show 
any legal charges preferred.” Second — “That said trial was held in the ab- 
sence of the appellant.” The appellee, by its attorney, Brother J. N. Gwln, 
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entered a motion to dismiss the appeal, upon the grounds “that said appeal 
was not taken until after ninety days had elapsed.” 

Your Committee is of the opinion that the case was properly before them, 
the point made by the appellee’s attorney not being correctly quoted. Section 
791, Clause 1, of Digest, reads as follows: “In all cases where a member of 
a Lodge has been fined, reprimanded, suspended, or expelled by his Lodge, he 
may appeal to the Grand Lodge, by depositing with the Secretary of his 
Lodge, within three months after such sentence shall have been pronounced 
against him, a notice of appeal, with the grounds thereof.” The record shows 
that said trial took place on the 27th day of June, 1891, and the appeal is dated 
the 22d day of September, 1891, and the date of filing with the Secretary 
of Wheeler Lodge No. 130, is the 26th day of September, 1891, that being the 
regular meeting night of said Lodge, thus clearly showing that the appeal 
was taken within the time fixed by our laws. The record in the case is im- 
perfect; does not show that the Secretary mailed copies of the charge to the 
appellant, although this point is not raised or urged by the appellant in his 
appeal. The reasons urged by appellant’s attorney are considered sufficient, 
and it is therefore ordered and adjudged, “That the motion to dismiss the ap- 
peal be overruled, the decision of the Lodge set aside, and the Lodge directed 
to instruct its Committee to formulate charges and specifications according to 
law, and proceed with the trial without delay.”

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson. 

It appears from the evidence before us in this case, that on December 8, 
1892, Brother Julius petitioned the Grand Master to investigate his case,’ 
claiming that he had been illegally dropped for non-payment of dues by 
Humboldt Lodge, No. 286. On an investigation by the Grand Master he 
found the Brother had been dropped by said Lodge on April 9, 1877; that at 
the time said Brother was so dropped the records of said Lodge showed that 
said Brother was only nine months in arrears for dues. The Grand Master 
held that Brother Julius was illegally dropped by the Lodge, and ordered the 
Lodge to set aside its action in Brother Julius’ case, and that the Lodge no- 
tify the Brother of such action so that he might have an opportunity to pay 
such arrearages of dues and fines as the records of the Lodge show that he 
was owing at the time he was dropped. 

From this action of the Grand Master, Brother G. F. Ransch, Jdie Lodge 
Deputy, appealed. It is proper to say, however, that after the Lodge had 
made its report to the Grand Master, as to the condition of the Brother’s ac- 
count as shown by its records, and had received his decision in relation 
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thereto, the Lodge appointed a Committee to investigate the old records of 
the Lodge, and that the Committee reported that the books had not been cor- 
rectly kept and that said Brother should have been charged with an addi- 
tional quarter’s dues, which fact was also reported to the Grand Master. 

The Grand Master refused to reverse his decision, notwithstanding this 
second report, holding that a Brother should not be made to suffer by the 
fault or neglect of the officers of the Lodge. We fully concur with the de- 
cision of the Grand Master in this case, believing the same to be just and 
equitable to all concerned. 

It is therefore ordered that 'the decision of the Grand Master be affirmed, 
and that Humboldt Lodge forthwith comply with the order of the Grand 
Master.

This case is an appeal of Brother Fred Thomas from the action of Wau- 
bansie Lodge No. 45, in refusing sick benefits. The facts in the case are as 
follows: Brother Thomas was reported sick on the 14th day of September, 
he being at that time in arrears for more than thirteen weeks’ dues. On the 
evening of September 14, Brother Thomas paid through Brother George 
McKee to the Permanent Secretary of the Lodge, $4.01 for dues. Section 561 
Digest, says: “A member who is debarred from benefits by non-payment of 
dues cannot by paying his dues entitle himself to benefits during a sickness 
commencing before the dues are paid.” 

Therefore, it is ordered and adjudged, that the appeal be dismissed and 
action of Lodge in refusing sick benefits to Brother Thomas be sustained, on 
the grounds that Brother Thomas was non-beneficiary at the time he was 
taken sick.

Kenwood Lodge, Appellee.) Before Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 

Opinion by Bro. J. S. Carr. 

This is an appeal by the defendant from action and judgment of Kenwood 
Lodge, No. 525, I.O.O.F., in finding him guilty of charges and specifications 
preferred against him in that Lodge. Upon examination we find the charges 
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to be, “Conduct unbecoming an Odd-Fellow.” The specifications are as 
follows: 

1. That his general character, and his general actions, are such as to 
bring reproach and disgrace upon the Order. 

2. That he did improperly use and display the signs of the Order. 

After careful examination of the evidence, we find that no evidence what- 
ever was offered or given which tends to prove either the general character or 
actions of the Brother to be bad. The Lodge below heard from the lips of 
witnesses a mass of testimony, nearly all of which was remote hearsay, which 
did tend to give the appellant an evil reputation, but had no bearing on the 
charges, and should not have been admitted; all of which, save one item, was 
fully disproved by the appellant, and when he attempted to explain and dis- 
prove that one, an objection to the evidence was interposed and was improp- 
erly and unjustly sustained. 

As to the proof of the second specification, the evidence shows that 
within about a week, next following the date of his initiation, he and his wife 
visited a Brother at his home, near his Lodge; that the visitors passed into 
the garden of the visited Brother, when they met the Brother and his wife; 
that thereupon the accused advanced toward the Brother with the saluta- 
tion, “How are you, brother?” at the same time extending his hand in a 
manner which attracted the attention of the Brother’s wife, and which she 
believed and understood to be a sign of our Order, and would probably be not 
recognized as such by any intelligent Odd-Fellow. 

It is clearly manifest that the Brother was improperly found guilty and 
expelled. In this connection we desire to further say that the^ecord in this 
case unmistakably shows that the rulings of the N.G., as well as the action 
of the Lodge, are not commendable, and under the circumstances would 
hardly warrant us in awarding a new trial. It is therefore ordered and 
adjudged, that the finding and judgment of Kenwood Lodge No. 525, 1.O.O.F., 
as appealed from, be reversed, and that the charges and specifications pre- 
ferred against the appellant be, and they are hereby, dismissed; and the said 
Lodge is hereby ordered to restore the Brother to membership.

Opinion by Bro. J. M. Campbell. 


This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in refusing to pay sick 
benefits. It appears from the statement of the case that Bro. James H. Kerr, 
a beneficiary member of Evergreen City Lodge No. 265, of Bloomington, was 
on October 1, 1891, and for many years prior thereto, a boiler-maker in the 
employ of the Chicago Alton Railway Company, at Bloomington, 111., and 
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that on that date, while employed in the regular performance of his duty, a 
piece of steel flew from the chisel or hammer with which he was working 
and struck the ball of his right eye and was imbedded therein, causing an 
injury which necessitated the removal of the eye from its socket. The loss 
of the right eye, it is claimed, so affected the remaining eye as to render him 
incapable of following his usual or other vocation by which he could obtain a 
livelihood, from February 11, 1892, to and including July 1, 1892, fifteen weeks 
in all, for which the appellant claims benefits as follows: For the first four 
(4) weeks, at the rate of ($5) five dollars per week; and for the remaining 
eleven (11) weeks, at the rate of ($3) three dollars per week, being a total 
sum of fifty-three dollars ($ 53 ). 

This claim on the part of the appellant is thoroughly and sufficiently 
substantiated by the certificates of some four or five physicians, who attended 
him at different periods between February 11, 1892, and July 1, 1892. 

The appellee, Evergreen City Lodge No. 265, refuses to pay the claim, 
and sets up the defense that the Visiting Committee of the Lodge “visited 
him regularly and ministered to his wants for nineteen (19) weeks” prior to 
February 11, 1892, during which period the appellant received from the 
appellee ninety-five dollars ($95) sick benefits. That at the expiration of the 
above period, viz., February 11, 1892, the Visiting Committee “Came to the 
conclusion, and so informed the Brother, that in the opinion of the Committee 
he was not entitled to benefits.” 

To substantiate this the appellee presents the testimony of Dr. G. M. 
Smith, an expert in diseases of the eye and ear, who made an examination of 
the case. While the testimony of Dr. Smith is entitled to, and has received, 
the greatest consideration in determining a just conclusion in this case, we 
are of the opinion that the preponderance of medical testimony is in favor of 
the appellant, to say nothing of the fact that he has always borne the repu- 
tation of being an honest, hard-working man, and for this reason not likely 
to remain idle for months in order to obtain benefits he was not legally en- 
titled to. 

It is therefore ordered and adjudged that the judgment of the Lodge be 
reversed, and the amount of benefits claimed by Bro. James H. Kerr paid 
forthwith. 

Judgment reversed with instructions.

This case is an appeal from the action of the Subordinate Lodge in sus- 
pending appellant for nine months, upon the charge and specification of “in- 
toxication.” Said charge and specification fails to show that the offense 
charged was the third one, as the law directs; the appellee was therefore 
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barred from proving same, or from inflicting a higher penalty than a repri- 
mand, which is the only penalty allowed by our laws for the first conviction 
of the charge of intoxication, 

It is therefore ordered and adjudged that the judgment of the said Mid- 
dlefork Lodge No. Ill, be reversed as to the penalty inflicted upon said ap- 
pellant, and that said Lodge be instructed to inflict the proper penalty for 
first offense, the record not showing previous conviction. 

Reversed and remanded with instruction.

This was an appeal taken by ten members of Maywood Lodge from the 
action of said Lodge in finding Bro. Charles Mauch not guilty under the 
charge and specifications preferred against him in said Lodge. 

It appears that Bro. Charles Mauch, a member of Maywood Lodge, was 
charged with being in the Lodge room on the evening of April 5, 1892, in an 
intoxicated condition. A trial was regularly had in the Lodge on April 26, 
1892. The prosecuting committee introduced a number of witnesses, the ev- 
idence of nearly all of whom went to sustain the charge and specifications. 
Bro. Mauch offered no evidence in defense of the charge. A ballot was taken 
and the Lodge voted not to sustain the charge. 

As this Committee is of the opinion that the evidence introduced on be- 
half of the prosecution was clearly sufficient to warrant a finding of guilty 
under the charge preferred against the Brother, it would seem evident that a 
wrong was done to the Lodge in not sustaining the charge. 

It is therefore the judgment of this Committee that Bro. Charles Mauch 
be cited by the Lodge to appear at the Lodge room for trial on the evidence 
produced and recorded, and that said Charles Mauch be found guilty as 
charged in the charge and specifications, and that the penalty of reprimand 
be inflicted on the Brother, and that the Secretary of said Lodge notify the 
Grand Secretary when this order and judgment shall have been complied 
with. 

It is therefore ordered that the judgment and finding of Maywood Lodge 
No. 246 be, and the same is hereby reversed, and said Lodge is hereby di- 
rected to proceed without delay in conformity with the opinion herein ex- 
pressed.

Opinion by Bro. J. S. Carr. 


In this case charges were preferred by the Lodge against the Brother as 
follows :< 

1. We charge Bro. R. M. Parsons with fraud in obtaining membership 
into this Order. 

Specification 1. That on December 4, 1891, he answered the question that 
he was in sound health, so far as he knew, when in fact he knew his eyes 
were bad. 

Specification 2. That he stated to members of this Lodge, that his eyes 
had been failing ever since he was sick, which was in the fall before he joined 
the Lodge, December 4, 1891. 

Upon trial he was found guilty as charged, and by vote of the Lodge ex- 
pelled. It would be an unprofitable labor to recite the testimony as given at 
length at this trial. Suffice it to say, that as viewed by us there is no evi- 
dence which in even a remote degree tends to prove that this most unfortu- 
nate Brother was guilty of an intent to defraud his Lodge by obtaining member- 
ship therein. That he had lost an eye was manifest to all. That he had 
suffered in this way even the Lodge proves he had by his own voice repeatedly 
declared; but from the same source we find that the Brother was a farmer, 
and that he carried on his farming, doing the usual labor himself, up to 
almost if not quite the day of his initiation. When asked if he was in sound 
health so far as he knew, he answered “ yes.” 

So far as we are advised that answer was literally true. Would any man 
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wiio had lost a limb, when asked the same question, understand that the 
query included the lost limb ? Certainly not. Why then should this Brother 
understand that the question in any way appertained to or involved his lost 
eye ? 

Unfortunately for both the Lodge and the Brother, but a brief time 
elapsed after he was made an Odd-Fellow until he was seized with an illness, 
which has resulted in the temporary, and probably permanent, loss of sight 
in his remaining eye; hence these charges, and this action by the Lodge, 
which we find it impossible to approve. It is therefore oidered and adjudged, 
that the findings and judgment of Ozark Lodge No. 393, appealed from, be 
reversed, and inasmuch as further proceedings in the Lodge below would, 
under the circumstances, be wholly useless, the said charges and specifications 
be and they are hereby dismissed, and the Brother is restored to his member- 
ship. Reversed and charges dismissed.

The record in this 
case is very incomplete; it does not show the appointment of the committee to 
investigate the complaint, nor does it show ths appointment of the committee 
to take the outside testimony, as provided by the laws of our Order. 

It is, therefore, ordered and adjudged that the appeal be sustained, the 
action of the Subordinate Lodge be reversed, and the case remanded back for a 
new trial. 

Reversed and remanded with instructions.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson. 

Appeal by George Potier from the action of Justus Lodge No. 490, I.O. 
O.F. expelling the Brother on the charge of being a spy against the Order. 

It appears from the record in this case that Bro. George Potier, a member 
of Justus Lodge No. 490, had a charge preferred against him in said Lodge 
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which charge was as follows: Charge I. “We charge Bro. George Potier with 
being a spy against the Order.” Specification 1. On or about the 1st day of 
April, 1891, Bro. Geo. Potier published a book entitled “Expose of the United 
Order of Deputies,” in which he published the secrets of the United Order of 
Deputies and A.P.A., both secret organizations, in which he had taken obli- 
gations not to reveal the secrets of the same. 

The evidence offered on behalf of the Lodge appears to sustain the speci- 
fication, but no evidence was introduced at the trial to sustain the charge. 
While a charge of conduct unbecoming an Odd-Fellow might sustain the 
above specification, the charge made agaiust the Brother by the committee 
appointed by the Lodge will not in our opinion support the specification above 
quoted. 

We are, therefore, of the opinion that the judgment and finding of the 
Lodge must be reversed, a new trial be granted, with leave to the Lodge to 
amend its charge and specification, if it shall deem it advisable so to do. 

It is therefore ordered and adjudged that the judgment be reversed, and 
said case is remanded to Justus Lodge No. 490, I.O.O.F. with leave to take 
such action as the case may warrant, not inconsistent with this opinion.

1 PROCEEDINGS OF THE SECOND SESSION. 

May 17, 1893. 

Case No. 14. 

Mrs. M. L. Rucker (widow) ) May session, 1893. 

vs. v Before Committee on Judiciary and Ap- 

Duane Lodge No. 11. ) peals. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This is an application for relief by Mrs. M. L. Rucker, now residing in 
Washington, D. C., who is the widow of Bro. Henry L. Rucker, P.G.M., who 
was a member of Duane Lodge No. 11, Chicago, at the time of his death, 
which occurred January 7, 1867. This case comes before the Committee by 
reference from the Grand Master. 

It is proper to state at the outset that the claim is made by the Lodge 
that Bro. Rucker was not a beneficiary member at the time of his death, on 
the ground that he was more than thirteen (13) weeks in arrears for dues. 

That the widow is in destitute circumstances, is beyond dispute, as her 
statement that she is in absolute need is amply verified by a letter from Bro. 
John H. Oberly, P.G.M., on file with the papers in the case. 

The Committee is not satisfied that the claim of the Lodge that Bro. 
Rucker was more than thirteen weeks in arrears for dues, at the time of his 
death, is true. If the Brother was thirteen weeks in arrears for dues on 
—5 
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December 31, I860, and died on January 7, 1867, he was less than fourteen 
full weeks in arrears, and would thus have been a beneficiary member at the 
time of his death. (Sec. 560, 111. Code.) 

Whether this be true or not, it is certain that as the law then stood on 
the death of an “unsuspended” member, the widow was entitled to funeral 
benefits, and the Brother entitled to burial at the expense of the Lodge. (Sec. 
560, 111. Code.) 

As the laws were at the time of the death of Bro. Rucker, it is quite evi- 
dent that the widow and orphans of an “unsuspended” member of a Lodge 
were entitled to the care and protection of the Brotherhood, and this is also 
true of the widow of a non-beneficial member. (111. Code, Sec. 596.) With 
how much greater force will this apply to one who was a beneficial member. 

Demands or claims made by the widow of a deceased Brother, or moneys 
paid to her for relief are not “benefits” under our laws, and are not subject 
to the general laws governing benefits, and more particularly does this ap- 
pear to be true when we take into consideration the laws as they existed at 
the time of Bro. Rucker’s death. 

It appears that on the first appeal of Mrs. Rucker for assistance, made 
about the year 18S7, the Lodge donated her $25. A second application for 
assistance having been made by her to the Lodge in 1887 was refused, and the 
matter came before the Grand Lodge on an appeal taken by Bro. Davidson, 
at the 1887 session of that body. At that time the Grand Lodge established 
the rights and claim of Mrs. Rucker for assistance, and ordered the Lodge 
to pay her the sum of $100. All the facts of the case were then before the 
Grand Lodge, and we have no disposition, even if we had the right, to go be- 
hind the action then taken, or to find either the law or facts to be different 
from those then established by the Grand Lodge. 

Since the payment of the $100 under the order of the Grand Lodge, it 
does not appear that Duane Lodge has rendered the widow any assistance. 
Her subsequent applications for assistance have been ignored and the Lodge 
now urges as its reason for refusing further assistance the very same reasons 
that it urged when the case was before the Grand Lodge in 1887. We hold 
that the Lodge is now estopped from reasserting as a defense the claims put 
forth by it when the case was passed upon at the former hearing, and which 
were then overruled. 

Not only is this true, but it also appears that at the session of the Grand 
Lodge in 1887, the question was fully determined and settled that Mrs. Rucker 
was the widow of an Odd-Fellow who, at the time of his death, was a mem- 
ber in good standing, and as such widow was entitled to all the rights and 
protection afforded by our laws. The Grand Lodge further directed at that 
time, that a certificate be issued to Mrs. Rucker in conformity with its de- 
cision, which certificate was subsequently issued by Duane Lodge. 

No appeal was taken by the Lodge, and it cannot now be heard to deny 
the truth of the findings and judgment of the Grand Lodge. This determines 
every question now before us in this case. And in accordance with the pre- 
cedent established by the Grand Lodge at the time the case was before it, 
under similar circumstances, it is ordered and adjudged, that Duane Lodge 
No. 11, I.O.O.F., pay to Mrs. M. L. Rucker, within fifteen days after the re- 
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ceipt of this order, the sum of one hundred (100) dollars, and that said Lodge 
report to the Grand Master under its seal when and how said payment has 
been made.

Opinion by J. M. Campbell, of No. 416. 


This case is an appeal from the decision of the Grand Master awarding 
insufficient benefits on a claim made by Bro. W. A. Hodge against Danville 
Lodge No. 69. 

It appears from the statement made by the appellant that he was taken 
sick on the 3d of January, 1892, which fact was duly reported to the Lodge 
and benefits paid the appellant up to April 29, 1892, with the exception of two 
weeks in March. On said date, (namely, April 29, 1892,) the Lodge dis- 
charged the nurses in attendance on Bro. Hodge. The Visiting Committee, 
however, continued its visits and reported to the Lodge each week for three 
or four weeks subsequently, but no benefits were drawn, the claim being ad- 
vanced by the Lodge that the Brother was in arrears for dues. This latter 
statement, however, is not borne out by the facts, as the Lodge conclusively 
shows that Bro. Hodge was paid benefits up to and including May 6, 1S92, 
when he was reported well on a statement furnished by two reputable phy- 
sicians, and continued to attend to his business, canvassing for a tea com- 
pany, and doing odd jobs of carpenter work. About the 4th of November, 
1S92, he was again taken sick, when he was visited by the Vice Grand; but no 
benefits were paid for this sickness, which continued during a period of four 
weeks, until the following month of March, when an order was drawn for 
four weeks’ benefits in favor of Bro. Hodge. This he refused to accept, claim- 
ing twenty-six weeks’ benefits from May 6, and including the four weeks’ 
sickness in the following month of November, and thereon appealed to the 
Grand Master, who decided that Bro. Hodge was entitled to eight weeks* 
benefits, namely, for four weeks following May 6, 1S92, and four weeks fol- 
lowing November 4, 1893. From the decision of the Grand Master, Bro. Hodge 
appeals to this Committee. 

After a careful review of all the documentary evidence before us, we are 
unanimous in the opinion that the decision of the Grand Master was correct 
and the same is hereby ordered as judgment of this Committee. 

Decision affirmed.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This case was before this Committee at its February, 1893, session, on an 
appeal taken by Edward Hasselgraves et al. vs. Enterprise Lodge No. 369, 
from the action of the Lodge acquitting Bro. John Gray, on the charge of 
adultery. 

This Committee then reversed action of the Lodge, and remanded the 
case for a new trial. 

Bro. Gray appears to have been regularly cited to appear for a second 
trial on March 25, 1893, in accordance with the former decision of this 
Committee. 

The accused was not present at the time set for the trial, but it appears 
that he had written one of his brothers to procure a lawyer to defend the 
case for him. In accordance with the request, his brother, Samuel Gray, 
procured the services of Bro. Fred B. Merrills, a P.G. of No. 650, to attend 
the trial as counsel for the accused. Bro. Merrills appeared before the Lodge 
and stated that he was there to act as counsel for the accused Brother. The 
Lodge demanded his authority; the letter was produced, but the Lodge de- 
clined to recognize the authority of Bro. Merrills to act as counsel, or to allow 
him to act for or on behalf of the accused Brother. 

Thereupon the Lodge proceeded and expelled the accused for contempt 
in neglecting or refusing to attend the trial; assuming, presumably, that 
Article VII., Section 13, Subordinate Constitution, was sufficient authority to 
authorize such action on its part. 

In the opinion of this Committee, such action on the part of the Lodge 
was clearly illegal. The right of an accused Brother to employ and appear 
by counsel is unquestionable; and when counsel has been employed and ap- 
pears at the trial, the Lodge has not the right to expel the Brother for con- 
tempt uuder the section above cited. (See Sec. 667, III. Code). 

The fact that the Brother's letter directing employment of counsel was 
couched in improper language does not affect the case. It is even question- 
able whether the Lodge had the right to demand the production of the com- 
munication directing the employment of counsel. It would rather seem as if 
the statement of a reputable member of the Order that he had been employed 
and appeared as counsel for the accused Brother, should be deemed sufficient 
evidence of the fact that the accused was present by counsel and entitled to 
a trial in regular form. 

As this case must be remanded for a new trial, this Committee thinks it 
advisable to call the attention of the Lodge to the fact that the charges and 
specifications are vague and indefinite. No time or place is mentioned, nor 
is the name of the person or persons with whom the offense was committed 
given. Charges and specifications should be definite, and such as to apprise 
the Brother of the particular offense that he will be called upon to answer. 
(See p. 302, 111. Code, for form.)

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In the opinion of the Committee, the charges and specifications should 
be amended before another trial is had. 

For Ihe error above mentioned the case is reversed, with leave to amend 
the charges and specifications, and the Lodge directed to proceed to a trial 
of the accused in conformity with the opinion herein expressed.

Opinion by Bro. J. S. Carr, of No. 430. 


In the case at bar, the Lodge appeals from the order of the Grand Master 
requiring them to pay benefits to an aged, indigent, and helpless Brother, 
who, according to their own records, had been more or less in their charge 
for about two years, and whom their Relief Committee but a brief time before 
had certified to be in that deplorable condition. The Grand Master, after 
very careful and patient investigation, decided that the liability of the Lodge 
was well established, and we fully concur with his views; indeed, we not only 
do this, but we desire to add that we see much in the act of this Lodge which 
we deem reprehensible; their statements are so contradictory, as well as at 
variance with the laws, principles, and practice of the Order, that we cannot 
commend, approve, or act on them. It is therefore adjudged that the order 
and mandate of the Grand Master to the Lodge to pay the benefits accrued to 
Bro. Spillman, which we adjudged to be from and after January 6, 1893, to- 
date of their appeal, May 10, 1893, be affirmed. It is further adjudged that 
the benefits to May 10, 1893, to be so paid shall be the full weekly benefits as 
allowed by the By-laws of said Lodge, and that the same be paid within fif- 
teen days after the Lodge receives notice hereof, and that said Lodge be re- 
quired to notify the Grand Master officially of when and how this order is 
obeyed. 

Judgment affirmed.

Ava Lodge No. 072, in the case of Bro. f Before Committee on Judiciary 
James P. Ilarward. J and Appeals. 

Opinion by Bro. George F. Howard, of No. 664. 

This case is an appeal from the action of Ava Lodge No. 672, made by 
Bro. George O. Dean and ten other members of said Lodge. The reason as- 
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signed for said appeal is as follows: That the penalty inflicted was not suf- 
ficient for the offense charged. The appellants further asked that the action 
of the Lodge be set aside, and that the Lodge be directed to inflict a proper 
penalty. 

The charges in this case are not properly drawn, and there were not any 
specifications to the charges made, as provided by our laws. (See Form No. 
32, page 302, Illinois Code.) The first charge should be as follows: “We 
charge Bro. J. P. Harward with deserting his wife, Mrs. Anna Harward.” 

Specification 1. “That on or about the (here give the date) in the town of 
Ava, the said Bro. J. P. Harward, did desert his wife, Mrs. Anna Harward, 
without cause.” 

Charge 2. “That we charge Bro. J. P. Harward with failing to support 
his wife, Mrs. Anna Harward.” 

Specification 1. “That on or about the (here'give the date)in the town of 
Ava, the said Bro. J. P. Harward failed tq provide his wife, Mrs. Anna Har- 
ward, with the necessities of life, sufficient for her maintenance.” 

If, as intimated in this case, the said Bro. J. P. Harward was guilty of 
drunkenness, then an additional charge and specification should be preferred 
against him. In the trial of this case the evidence of Mrs. Anna Harward 
should not have been permitted to go before the Lodge. (See Sections 685 
and 686, page 141 of the Illinois Code.) 

The record in this case is faulty. It does not show that the Committee 
reported charges or that the accused was furnished with a copy of the same, 
or the appointment of a Commissioner to take the evidence. 

The record does not show how many members were present at the trial, 
neither does it give the number of ballots cast to sustain the charges, specifi- 
cations, and penalty. 

It is very important that the record should show every action taken by 
the Lodge from the time of presentation of the charges to the Lodge, down to 
and including the balloting upon the penalty. 

The Committee have given this case careful consideration, and they are 
of the opinion that the appeal should be sustained, and that the case be re- 
manded back with directions to the Lodge to prepare new charges and spec- 
ifications according to the form laid down by the laws of onr Order, and have 
the evidence taken anew as if no trial had taken plac i. 

Appeal sustained, judgment reversed, and a nev trial ordered.

lar be stricken from the files of this Committee, but that the same be retained 
by the Grand Secretary for future use or reference.

Charles Baker, P.G. i August session, 1S93. 

vs. Before Committee on Judiciary and Ap- 

Chartcr Oak Lodge No. 2f>S. ) peals. 

Opinion by Bro. J. S. Carr, of No. 430. 

These two caseshaving been certified together, heard together, and being 
closely associated, are decided as one case in so far as may be. The records 
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In these cases are neither so concise nor full as they should be, and the facts 
are so blended that it became necessary to either delay consideration thereof 
until further amendments could be made or consider them practically as one, 
which latter course we have taken. 

The facts appear to be as follows: On February 21, 1893, Bro. Wm. Ray- 
nor, P.G., a beneficiary member of Charter Oak Lodge No. 258, after an iliness 
of a few weeks, died, leaving surviving him one son, aged about twenty-five, 
employed as a clerk in the city of St. Louis, Mo. The father was a resident 
of the village of Bunker Hill, 111. It sufficiently appears that the officers of 
the Lodge offered to take charge of the funeral of the deceased, which offer 
was declined by a sister, with whom the deceased lived and at whose house 
he died, she preferring that he be buried by the Masonic Lodge, of which he 
was also a member. 

It is also conceded by the appellant that the son, although himself con- 
fined by illness at the time, acquiesced in this decision, and the deceased was 
so buried. On May 22, 1893, at a regular meeting of Charter Oak Lodge, Bro. 
Baker, the appellant, made a motion that the funeral benefit of $25.00 allowed 
by the By-laws of the Lodge, be allowed and paid the son, he having been 
compelled to pay the funeral benefits of the deceased brother; this motion 
the acting N.G. declared out of order on the ground that the son was not a 
dependant relative. 

From this decision Bro. Baker appealed to the Lodge, which by vote sus- 
tained the ruling of the N.G. From this action of the Lodge, Bro. Baker ap- 
pealed to the Lodge Deputy, who on June 10, 1893, filed the decision in writ- 
ing, in and by which he sustained the action of the Lodge, and from this 
decision Bro. Baker now appeals. 

On June 19, 1893, at a regular meeting of said Lodge, Bro Baker made a 
motion, properly seconded, that the funeral expenses of sixty dollars be al- 
lowed and paid to the son of the deceased, who paid the funeral expenses of 
$85.00, which motion the N.G. declared out of order, on the ground that the 
Lodge had not contracted any indebtedness for the funeral, and had not been 
consulted in making any funeral arrangements. 

It appears from the record that the N.G. was absent and the V.G. was 
presiding, and nowhere appears that any officer or member prior to this time 
had made, or offered to make, any report whereby the Lodge or its officers or 
members were informed that there had been either an offer by the Lodge to 
bury the deceased brother, or a 'declination thereof by any member of the 
family. 

From this ruling Bro. Baker appealed to -the Lodge, which by its vote 
sustained the ruling of the acting N.G. From this action of the Lodge Bro. 
Baker appealed to the Deputy G.M. for that Lodge, who on July 8, 1893, filed 
his decision in writing; in and by which he sustained the action of the Lodge, 
and in and by which it is first made, affirmatively appear that the Lodge 
officers had tendered their services to the relatives to bury the deceased 
Brother, and that those services had been declined, and the Brother in fact 
been buried by the Masonic Lodge. 

In view of all the facts disclosed by this record, and the facts as they 
exist at the date of these motions, we are constrained to hold that each and 
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every one of these rulings and. decisions were wrong; in the matter of the mo- 
tion to pay the funeral benefit, clearly the motion was in order. If it be 
true, as recited in the motion, that the son had been compelled to pay, and 
had paid, funeral expenses amounting to $85, he was clearly within the rules 
as laid down in Section 585, 111. Code, Section 587, 111. Code. See also Section 
5S7-a, page 52, Supplement 111. Code. Here the only proofs in the case show 
that the deceased was dependent for funeral expenses on the son, which fact 
the acting N.G. by his ruling prevented the Lodge from considering. 

As to the motion to pay the funeral expenses, if the matter stated in the 
decision rendered by the Deputy be true (of which we have no doubt), and 
they are by the appellant conceded to be true, then the Lodge was by that 
motion afforded a proper opportunity to place the facts upon its records, and 
should have done so for its own protection, and indeed should do so yet. 

It is, therefore, ordered and adjudged that both the appeals of Bro. P.G. 
Charles Baker be sustained, and the several decisions of Charter Oak Lodge 
and its Deputy G.M. he reversed, with direction to the Lodge to hear and 
consider each of said motions; and that they pay to the son of the deceased 
Brother the funeral benefit of $25. That they cause the facts as found by 
them concerning the funeral of Bro. Raynor to be entered in full upon their 
records; and if therefrom it appears that the services of their Lodge were 
tendered to bury the deceased, and were declined, as is incidentally stated in 
this record, and he was in fact buried by a Masonic Lodge, they are directed 
to reject the claim for funeral expenses. 

It is further ordered that the Lodge report the action thereof under the 
seal of their Lodge to the Grand Secretary within one month from the time 
they receive this order.

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in not finding the appellee 
guilty of intoxication as charged. This case was tried under the new law, 
and from the papers sent up for this Committee to pass upon, it seems that 
the Lodge officers have failed to properly perform their duty as prescribed 
in the new law. 

The record in this case contains copies of the complaint and charges, also 
the testimony taken, but the record fails to show that the Secretary mailed a 
copy of the charges to the appellee, the appointment of a commissioner to 
take the testimony, or the action of the Lodge upon the testimony. 

The law governing trial is very plain, and there is no excuse for the care- 
lessness displayed by the officers of this Lodge in preparing the papers In the 
case. 

It Is, therefore, ordered that the Secretary prepare and forward a com- 
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plete record of the case, showing every action of the Lodge during the pro- 
gress of the trial, so that this Committee can pass upon the case at its next 


meeting.

This is an appeal by Bros. H. T. Pemberton, George B. Barnes, and A. R. 
Lenhart, from the action of the Lodge in re-electing, and of the Deputy in instal- 
ling to the office of Noble Grand of Friendship Lodge No. 24, of Rushville, 
a Brother who failed to qualify under Section 271 of the Code and instructions 
of the Grand Master. 

It appears from the statement before this Committee that at the regular 
election in March, 1893, Bro. James A. Teel was elected Noble Grand of said 
Lodge; that prior to installation, the Noble Grand-elect complained to the de- 
puty that he had not had access to the rituals, and in consequence thereof 
was unable to perfect himself in a knowledge of the work as required by law; 
that thereupon the Grand Master granted an extension cf thirty days for the 
purpose of allowing the officers-elect to perfect themselves in the work; that 
on May 31, following, being forty-two days after the installation of officers, 
the said Bro. James A. Teel, having failed to qualify according to law, the 
Lodge Deputy, Bro. D. F. Greer, declared the chair of Noble Grand vacant; 
whereupon Bro. James McCabe was elected and installed Noble Grand of said 
Lodge. On June 14, Bro. McCabe resigned from the office of Noble Grand, 
whereupon the Lodge re-elected Bro. James A. Teel as Noble Grand, and he 
was installed by Bro. Aug. Fulks, acting for the Deputy. This in face of the 
fact that the said Bro. James A. Teel stated in open Lodge, at a regular 
meeting thereof, that he would not spend any more time in trying to perfect 
himself in the work of the Order. It further appears that there are members 
of said Lodge who would perfect themselves in the lectures, obligations, etc., 
if elected to the office of Noble Grand. 

This Committee is clearly of the opinion that the action of the Lodge was 
an evasion of the law and the special instructions of the Grand Master, which, 
if permitted to pass unnoticed, would be subversive to the best interests of 
the Order, and tend to nullify all legitimate action by the Grand Lodge in the 
direction of increased efficiency on the part of Lodge officers. 

We are further of the opinion that the Lodge and the Deputy acted in de- 
fiance of law and the special instructions of the Grand Master in accomplish- 
ing by indirect means that which they were not permitted to do by direct 
means. 

It is therefore ordered that the action of Friendship Lodge No. 24, in re- 
electing, and the Lodge Deputy in installing, Bro. James A. Teel to the office 
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of Noble Grand of said Lodge, be set aside, and the office of Noble Grand be 
declared vacant and an election be held forthwith to fill said vacancy. 


Appeal sustained, action of the Lodge below reversed, and cause re- 
manded with instructions.

Case No, 28 . 

S. S. Noble, et al. ) August session, 1S93. 

vs. - Before Committee on Judiciary and Ap- 

Evergreen City Lodge No. 265. ) peals. 

Opinion by Bro. J. M. Campbell, of No. 416. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in employing a nurse to 
watch with a sick Brother. The facts in the case are, that Bro. John Spin- 
ning, a member in good standing of Evergreen City Lodge No. 265, of Bloom- 
ington, was stricken with paralysis on or about the 16th day of January, 
1893, and since that time has had little or no use of his lower limbs, and has 
been under the care of the Lodge ever since. The Lodge during this time 
has paid him his sick benefits of §5 per week and also furnished a nurse for 
nine weeks of the time, blit the nurse was dispensed with on July.20, on rec- 
ommendation of the Visiting Committee. On July 27, the Lodge set aside the 
recommendation of the Visiting Committee made at the previous meeting and 
instructed said Committee to procure a nurse in accordance with the By- 
laws of the Lodge. From this action. Bros. S. S. Noble, D. C. White, and 
J. C. Taylor appeal to this Committee. 

The appellants urge that Bro. Spinning is not confined to his bed for any 
number of consecutive days at a time, and that he drives about the streets of 
the city in a carriage several times a week, and is not under the care of a 
physician. They further urge that the nurse who had been in attendance 
was employed chiefly in administering a system of treatment by rubbings, 
and consequently the Lodge was not bound to pay for such services. 

The statement made by the appellants that the employment of a nurse in 
this case would entail an expenditure of about $800 per year, and result in 
the loss of many members and the ultfmate collapse of the Lodge, is a too 
remote contingency to bear any weight with this Committee, being simply a 
question of policy and not one of either fact or law. As a warrant for its 
action, the Lodge on the other hand presents the fact that Bro. John Spin- 
ning is a member in good standing and entitled to al) the rights and privi- 
leges of said membership, among which is a By-law empowering the Lodge to 
employ a nurse when necessary, the expense for same to be met by special 
assessment upon the members. 

That a nurse was necessary in this case is amply attested by a certificate 
presented by the Lodge from a reputable physician and also a statement 
made by a Committee of six members of the Lodge. The statement of the 
appellants that Bro. Spinning was not under the care of a physician is met 
by a certificate from Dr. J. L. White, dated August 7, 1S93, as follows: 

“I hereby certify that John Spinning has been under my professional 
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care lor upwards of one year; that he has what is known as ‘locomotor 
ataxy’; that he is paralyzed in his lower limbs; that his disease is progres- 
sive, and that there is no reasonable prospect for his recovery. His wife is 
unable to care for him, and he should have one who is strong and able to 
move him when required.” 

After a careful consideration of all the facts in this case, we are of the 
opinion that the Lodge is the sole judge as to the relief of the necessities of 
its members in cases of this kind, and this Committee does not feel warranted 
in interfering with its discretion where it does not appear that any law has 
been violated or duty neglected. 

It is therefore ordered that the appeal be dismissed.

Case No. 29. 

Sidell Lodge No. 225 ) August session, 1893. 

vs. Before Committee on Judiciary and Ap- 

Allerton Lodge No. 774. ) peals. 

Opinion by Bro. Geo. F. Howard, of No. 664. 

This is an appeal from the decision of the Grand Master in deciding a 
question of jurisdiction between Sidell Lodge No. 225, and Allerton Lodge No. 
774. The facts in the case as shown by the correspondence between the Grand 
Master and the Deputies of the two Lodges, are as follow:- J. D. Tinnins and 
Norman Tinnins (father and son) resided at the commencement of the year 
in the jurisdiction of Allerton Lodge No. 774, but about last February Norman 
Tinnins married a lady living some two and a half miles southeast of Sidell, 
and went to reside with his wife's father until he could secure a farm. 

On the 11th day of February, Normau Tinnins was initiated into Sidell 
Lodge. On the 25th of February, Norman Tinnins failed to get possession of 
the farm he wanted and about the first of March went back to his father’s 
farm, where he had resided before he was married and has continued to reside 
there ever since. 

The case of J. D. Tinnins (the father) is somewhat different from that 
of the son, the correspondence showing that he had always resided in the jur- 
isdiction of Allerton Lodge, and the members of Sidell Lodge at one time had 
agreed to pay the fee received from his initiation to Allerton Lodge, thus 
clearly acknowledging that Sidell Lodge had invaded the jurisdiction of Aller- 
ton Lodge in initiating the said J. D. Tinnins. Among the reasons assigned 
by the Deputy of Sidell Lodge as evidence of the jurisdiction of said Lodge in 
this case is that the two candidates did their trading, received their mail and 
came to Sidell every Saturday, and that they did not have any reason to go to 
Allerton as it was a smaller town. If this line of argument could be allowed 
as sufficient reasons for invading the jurisdiction of a Subordinate Lodge, 
what would become of the numerous Lodges located at small towns and vil- 
lages in the state? The jurisdiction of a Subordinate Lodge should be pro- 
tected from every infringement, and whenever such jurisdiction is wilfully 
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and knowingly invaded, the Subordinate Lodge so invading should be com- 
pelled to pay over to the Lodge whose territory it had invaded, the initiation 
fee. 

In this case the distance between the two Lodges is very close, yet the 
Committee is of the opinion that the decision of the Grand Master should be 
sustained, and the initiation fees paid by J. D. Tinnins and Norman Tinnins 
to Sidell Lodge No. 22.5, shall be by said Lodge paid over to Allerton Lodge 
No. 774. Appeal dismissed, the decision of the Grand Master sustained, and 
Sidell Lodge No. 225, ordered to pay Allerton Lodge No. 774, the initiation 
fees as claimed. George F. Howard,

Herman Hasse ) August session, 1S93. 

vs. !- Before Committee on Judiciary and 

Northwestern Lodge No. 3S8. \ Appeals. 

Opinion by Bro. Y T m. Schuchert, of No. 57. 

Your Committee has examined the matter in regard to the expulsion of 
Bro. Herman Hasse, of Northwestern Lodge No< 3S8, and find from.the evi : 
dence before this Committee that no charges were preferred against Bro. 
Hasse, nor copies of charges (if any) sent to the defendant, simply a notice to 
appear at a regular meeting of said Lodge, to be held March 23, in reference 
to a matter between him and the Lodge. Bro. Hasse sent a letter stating that 
his health did not permit him to attend the meeting, and that his doctor had 
forbidden him to go out in the evenings, which was read by the Secretary of 
the Lodge; after which the Lodge proceeded and expelled Bro. Hasse for 
contempt, quoting Chapter XVIII., Section 665, 111. Code, on which the Lodge 
based their action in dxpelljng Bro. Hasse. 

Your Committee holds that charges clearly settjng forth the offense should 
be preferred; a copy of these charges, duly attested, should be furnished to 
the defendant, together with a like duly attested notice of the time and place 
of hearing. The Lodge not having complied with the above, the action of 
expelling Bro. Hasse for contempt is, therefore, reversed; and Northwestern 
Lodge No. 388 is hereby ordered to reinstate Bro. Hasse to all the rights and 
benefits of Odd-Fellowship immediately, and pay him such sick benefits as 
may have accrued during the time of his expulsion. 

Appeal sustained, action of Lodge reversed, with direction to reinstate.

Union Lodge No. 9 ) August'session, 1893. 

vs. - Before Committee on Judiciary and 

D. L. Fleming, Lodge Deputy. ) Appeals. 

Opinion by Bro. J. S. Carr, of No. 430. 

The facts in this case, as shown in this record and statements by the par- 
ties, are as follows: In November, 1892, Union Lodge No. 9, was notified that 
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Bro. C. I. Eastman, a beneficiary member of that Lodge, was sick at Elgin, 
111., and the Secretary was directed to, and did, request Kane Lodge No. 47 
to look after and care for him, which they did. On November 11, 1892, Bro. 
Eastman died, and Union Lodge, by its N.G., requested Kane Lodge to con- 
sult the widow, and if she desired the deceased Brother to be buried at Elgin 
to superintend the funeral. This they did, and it affirmatively appears that 
the Lodge was informed that the funeral expenses provided for by the By- 
laws of Union Lodge were $75. 

It further appears that the widow was not apprised of her right to the 
funeral benefit, or consulted as to whether or not she was willing to expend 
any part thereof in paying funeral expenses. Kane Lodge, in pursuance of 
the request so to do, buried the deceased and paid the expenses in full, 
amounting in all to $73.75. This bill, itemized, was certified to Union Lodge, 
which promptly paid it. So far the proceedings appear to be not only fair, 
but proper in all respects. Afterwards, it seems, the question of the funeral 
benefit was raised in Union Lodge, and then it was claimed that the By-laws 
of that Lodge permitted the payment of $50 only as funeral expenses. There 
appears to be some question whether the By-law was or was not in force at 
the death of the Brother, but we do not consider this question at all import- 
ant, since Kane Lodge had »been notified that $75 was the amount, had in 
good faith acted on that information, and their bill had been presented and 
been very properly paid. 

However, Union Lodge, on presentation of the claim for funeral benefit, 
deducted the $73.75 from the total sum of funeral expenses and funeral ben- 
efit ($85), for which they were legally liable (i. e., independent of any action 
on their part) and ordered the balance, $11.25, to be paid to the widow as a 
funeral benefit. 

At a subsequent meeting this question was again gotten before the 
Lodge, and Kane Lodge was requested to return apart of the money paid to 
them, exception being taken to two items in their bill; namely, an item for 
street car fare, and for a flower design; which, however, was all amicably 
settled. The funeral benefit provided by the By-laws is $25; deducting the 
$11.25 paid her, this leaves $13.75 still due the widow. This sum the Lodge 
by a vote refused to pay, when it appears from the record that the Lodge 
Deputy, at his own motion, peremptorily set. aside the action of the Lodge 
and ordered the Lodge to direct the Secretary to draw an order on the 
Treasurer for that amount in favor of the widow as her funeral benefit, and 
this Committee hold that the widow was, and is, lawfully entitled to that 
amount of money. 

We are just as firmly convinced that the action of the Deputy, under the 
circumstances, was unnecessary, unwise, arbitrary, and illegal. It is there- 
fore ordered that the appeal be sustained and said orders reversed, and this 
cause be remanded with direction to the Lodge to take such further action 
in the matter as is consistent with this opinion. 

We further desire to say, that in our opinion the Deputy of the Grand 
Master for a Lodge, in all things pertaining to Lodge matters and not involv- 
ing any grand fundamental issue, should wait until by some proper means his 
official opinion of the law involved is requested. He is not an officer of the 
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Lodge, but is placed in an official capacity as an adviser, and is given author- 
ity to decide, in a limited way, certain matters when properly called upon; 
and until this is done, a proper respect for his high office should deter him 
from attempting to control, in any way, the action of the Lodge or its officers. 
Our Lodge government is fashioned after our civil government, and needs no 
autocrats, and will not tolerate them. An appeal to this Jurisdiction invokes 
his powers. Till then he should be silent, except when constitutional ques- 
tions are involved.

Janesville Lodge No. 754 ) August session, 1893. 

vs. [- Before Committee on Judiciary and Ap- 

Tiraothy Lodge No. 604. ) peals. 

Opinion by Bro. Geo. F. Howard, of No. 004. 

This case is an appeal from the decision of Grand Master Conway, in 
which he decided that Janesville Lodge No 754, should pay certain initiation 
fees to Timothy Lodge No. 604. The facts in the case are as follows: 

Janesville Lodge is Located at Janesville, a small town and station on the 
P., D. & E. Ky. in Cumberland county. Timothy Lodge is located at^Timo- 
thy, a small village about twelve miles southeast of Janesville in the same 
county, but not on any railroad. It appears from the papers in the case, 
that Janesville Lodge initiated four candidates, viz., J. Black, AY. Stallins, 
Lark Baldwin, and W. Stansberry, who resided midway between Janesville 
and Timothy, but who claimed that their business took them to Janesville 
and that they had no business to take them to Timothy. Both Lodges fur- 
nished plats showing the location of the Lodges and also the residences of the 
four Brothers, who are claimed by both the Subordinate Lodges as residing 
in their jurisdiction. The Committee has given this question very careful 
study, and is of the opinion that the decision of the Grand Master awarding 
two candidates to each Lodge is the only correct, solution of this difficulty. 

Subordinate Lodges should exercise the greatest caution in receiving and 
acting upon petitions for membership from applicants who may reside in or 
near the jurisdiction of another Lodge: and in case of doubt, ask for and 
obtain the consent of the Subordinate Lodge in whose jurisdiction the appli- 
cants may reside. If this was the practice, a great deal of trouble and bad 
feeling would be obviated. Your Committee is of the opinion that in this 
case the decisiou of the Grand Master should be sustained and that Janesville 
Lodge No. 754, pay to Timothy Lodge No. 604, the initiation fees of Bros. 
Lark Baldwin and AY. Stansberry, and the same is hereby ordered as the 
judgment of this Committee. 

Appeal dismissed with instructions.

REPORT OF THE GRAND SIRE. 

We make some extracts from the report of Grand Sire Campbell, and a 
full report of his decisions with the action of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
thereon. 


THE STATE OF THE ORDER 

is eminently satisfactory. A net increase in our numbers during 1892 of over 
50,000 — unprecedented in our history — has given a membership at the close of 
that year, in the Jurisdictions reporting directly to you, of 747,295; making, 
with the estimated number under the Independent Grand Lodges of 26, 136, 
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and the 96,312 Sisters in the Rebekah branch, and a grand total of 869,743. 
So far as can be learned, the increase this year is still greater than in 1892; 
but even at the same rate, our total membership today, male and female, will 
be over 900,000. An association that has attained such vast proportions, 
with an annual revenue of eight and one-half millions of dollars, increasing 
rapidly each year in wealth and numbers, may well be proud — not of the rank 
and position these elements of strength may bring — but of the opportunities 
that are thus brought within its reach of accomplishing the great objects of 
its existence — the relief of human suffering and the ad vancement of the hu- 
man race. Scarcely can the magnitude of its work be estimated. To say 
that the Subordinate branches of cur Order expended last year nearly three 
and one-half millions of dollars for the assistance of those in need; to point to 
the many towns on this continent where comfortable homes are maintained 
as refuges for the young and for the old, who might else be homeless; to 
enumerate all the educational and charitable institutions conducted under our 
auspices, might give some tangible evidence of the beneficent work of Odd- 
Fellowship. 


THE PATRIARCHS MILITANT. 

Thisdepartment has been in a quiescent state during the year. There has 
been no material progress; very few new Cantons have been instituted, while 
of the old ones some are dormant and some are dead; the Canton tax has been 
left unpaid by many: in some sections no officers have been elected, the 
Chevaliers not caring to pay for commissions and uniforms, while uncertain 
as to their term of office. Though the general officers have loyally done all 
that could be done to maintain an active interest in this department, yet the 
rank and file seem more disposed to halt and wait developments. It is to be 
hoped that good results will follow your completed legislation at this session. 

One result of the present transition state of the Patriarchs Militant has 
been to awaken greater interest in its future management. The system 
adopted last session has not met unqualified approval; and there has been 
some agitation in favor of giving the Chevaliers more complete control of their 
own affairs under a form of Constitution similar to that of the Lodge or En- 
campment branch. It has been objected that to place the Patriarchs Militant 
under control of Grand Encampments, is to make them subordinate to a Body 
in which they are not represented; many of whose members are indifferent 
to their interest, and some positively hostile. There is, of course, some force 
in the objection. But if, for this reason they should be made self-governing 
in the several Jurisdictions, it is difficult to see how the S.G.L. could avoid 
giving the same independence to the much larger and more prosperous Re- 
bekah branch, which is now under the control of Grand Lodges, and to which 
bodies it bears the very same relation that we have decided the Canton should 
bear to Grand Encampments. Further, if it is improper for either the Mili- 
tant or Rebekah branches, or both, to be governed by Grand Bodies in which 
they are not directly represented, the members of those branches will un- 
doubtedly seek to carry that principle to its logical conclusion; and will ask 
for representation in the S.G.L. I refer to this matter simply to impress upon 
the Grand Representatives the gravity of the situation, and the serious ques- 
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tions involved in its settlement. The results of your actions in this connec- 
tion may be far-reaching in their effect upon the Order; and should be the 
outcome only of the most careful and impartial consideration. 

My own opinion ha? not changed from that which I announced to you two 
years ago, and that-is, that the greatest possible benefit will not be obtained 
from the Militant branch until it is removed from the position it should never 
have occupied at the apex of the Order, and relegated to a more appropriate 
place as an auxiliary to the great body of Odd-Fellowship, accessible to every 
qualified Third Degree member. 

OUR RELATIONS WITH THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

During the year I was informed that the authorities of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church had appointed a Committee of ^Bishops to inquire into the charac- 
ter of benevolent and other organizations, with a view to deciding whether 
Catholics might be allowed to apply for admission therein. A letter was 
written by one of the Committee in which he asked permission to examine our 
books and rituals. The letter and my reply are submitted. (Off. Doc. E.) 
While advising that all possible information be given the Committee, I, of 
course, declined to allow them a perusal of our rituals — a privilege belonging 
solely to those who have taken the obligations of the Order. 

I have heard nothing further on this subject, and have made no inquiry. 
The matter is one that does not materially concern us. Our doors are open 
to Catholics as well as Protestants, if they are properly qualified. With dis- 
puted questions of creed we have nothing to do. If the authorities of the 
Catholic Church forbid their adherents seeking admission to our Order, the 
loss is theirs. The position Odd-Fellowship occupies renders it unnecessary 
for us to seek the recognition of any particular sect or party, though we will 
be pleased, at all times, to have the support of all good men, of whatever race 
or creed, who reverence God and seek the advancement of humanity. 

THE GRAND SIRE’S DECISIONS. 

1. In any conflict between the “Floor Work” and ritual or law, the lat- 
ter must govern. 

2. The obligation to a candidate must be administered by a V.G. or P.V. 
G. Where the instructions in “ Floor Work” say that “ positions on a staff 
are to be governed by the question of fitness,” it means fitness within the lim- 
itations of the law. 

3. Where a Lodge (Subordinate or Rebekah) has organized a competent 
staff, all the members being legally qualified for their positions, the officers 
of the Lodge must vacate their chairs to the pro tem. officers of the staff, 
when Degrees are being conferred. 

4. A P.G. should wear a P.G.’s collar in Lodge (if obtainable), and should 
neither enter, leave, nor remain in a Lodge when open without it. 

5. It is optional with a P.G.M. when visiting a Lodge to announce him- 
self as P.G.M. or P.G. 

6. During the absence of a N.G. the V.G. should perform all the duties 
devolving upon the N.G. which require to be per/ormed at that time. The 
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immediate filling of a vacancy in an appointed office during a temporary 
absence of theN.G. might not be necessary, and would not, therefore, devolve 
upon the V.G. unless the Lodge so instructed him. 

7. When the officers of a Lodge or Encampment under the S.G.L., being 
duly elected and properly qualified, are installed by the D.L.G.Sire, or other 
person authorized by the Grand Sire, and have taken the obligations of office 
such installation is valid, although there may have been certain irregularities 
connected with it. 

8. A member of a Lodge acting as counsel for a Brother under trial has 
the same right to vote on the penalty that he would have were he not counsel. 

9. When charges against a Brother have been referred to the Committee 
on Trial the Committee cannot allow the accuser to amend the charges by in- 
troducing new specifications, not contained in the original charge. Supple- 
mental charges might be preferred'in the Lodge and referred to the Committee. 

10. The Minimum Benefit Law of 1892 being practically a repeal of the 
law of 1891, revives the powers of Grand Bodies which were abrogated by the 
latter. On and after January 1, 1893, the powers that were withdrawn from 
Subordinates in the matter of benefits by the legislation of 1891 may be exer- 
cised by them to the same extent as prior to January, 1892, except in so far 
as they may conflict with the requirements of the Minimum Benefit Law— that 
is to say, the payment of not less than $2 per week for the first year of contin- 
uous sickness, and not less than $1 per week during the further continuance 
of the same sickness. 

11. The requirement of the Minimum Benefit Law that not less than one 
year’s benefits shall be paid before the amount can be reduced below $2 per 
week, is substantially fulfilled by the payment of benefits for fifty-two weeks 

12. If a Lodge does not pay benefits for the first week of sickness, the re- 
duction in the amount of weekly benefits does not take place at the end of a 
year’s disability, but only after a year’s benefits have been paid. 

13. When a Lodge has been paying a sick member continuous benefits for 
several years, it will now be required to pay him not less than SI per week, 
commencing with the 1st of January, 1892. 

14. Whether or not a Lodge may provide by its By-laws for the payment 
of a larger weekly benefit to sick Brothers who are confined to the house than 
it does to those not so confined, is a matter for local legislation, provided that 
under no circumstances it pays less than the minimum benefit required by 
general law. 

15. Where a Lodge provides for “night watchers” for sick members, 
this is to be considered as a form of “ attentive benefits,” and any expense 
incurred in payment of such watchers is altogether apart from the sick bene- 
fits due under the general or local law. But when provision is made for hir- 
ing a nurse, the local law may also provide for a reduction of sick benefits 
during the time such nurse is engaged, on condition that the aggregate 
amount paid for nurse hire and benefits shall not be less than the sum to 
which the sick Brother is entitled under the Minimum Benefit Law. 

16. It is not legal for a Lodge, with or without the consent of its Grand 
Lodge, to have a By-law providing for the initiation of persons over 55 years 
of age, as “ non-beneficiabmembers;” or changing the status of one already a 
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member of such Lodge from a beneficial to a non-beneficial member on reach- 
ing a certain age. Members in good standing are entitled to benefits irre- 
spective of age — the only exception permitted by general law being in the 
case of aged Odd-Fellows re-admitted to membership. 

17. A Lodge having knowingly admitted a non-resident member to mem- 
bership in violation of its Constitution, and having received his fees and dues, 
cannot, when he becomes ill, refuse him benefits, and declare his membership 
void, on account of its illegality. The Lodge cannot take advantage of its 
own violation of law to escape payment of its debts. 

18. A lady elected to membership in a Rebekah Lodge, but marrying a 
person not an Odd-Fellow before she has received the Degree, is not entitled 
to admission, and ceases to be eligible on the date of her marriage. 

19. In a Jurisdiction where Rebekah Lodges have yearly terms, the T. 
P.W. may be for the year, or there may be a P.W. for each half year, at the 
option of the Grand Lodge. 

20. A Brother who has received the Rebekah Degree in a Grand Lodge 
or in a Rebekah Lodge, is eligible to be an applicant for a charter for a 
Rebekah Lodge, or to be admitted to membership in such Lodge after its 
institution, on a favorable ballot, provided he is in good standing in his Sub- 
ordinate Lodge, and is not a suspended or expelled member of a Rebekah 
Lodge. 

31. A State or Provincial Rebekah Convention has no power to impose a 
tax on the Rebekah Lodges of the Jurisdiction for any purpose. But the 
Grand Lodge of the Jurisdiction may impose a tax on its Rebekah Lodges, 
collect the same, and pay the amount over to the Rebekah Convention, for 
its maintenance. 

22. When a Grand Master, in the exercise of his supervisory powers, sus- 
pends a Lodge for violation of law, he has power to restore it without waiting 
for action by his Grand Lodge, unless the Constitution or instructions of his 
Grand Lodge limithis authority in this respect. 

23. A Grand Master has the right to appoint a P.G. in good standing, 
who is in possession of the Rebekah Degree, as his Deputy, to institute a 
Rebekah Lodge. 

24. The interpretation of the Constitution of a Grand Body during its 
recess, is vested in its principal officer, subject to a review by such Grand 
Body at its session following; and it is the duty of such officer te administer 
the local law according to his conscientious interpretation thereof. He may 
seek the Grand Sire’s opinion thereon; but such opinion, if given, is not nec- 
essarily mandatory. The responsibility of interpreting and executing the 
local law rests on the Grand Master and Grand Patriarch. 

25. Subordinates have a right to make By-laws for their internal govern- 
ment. A Grand Body cannot make By-laws for its Subordinates, but has the 
right of supervision, and may approve or disapprove. It may frame a model 
code of By-laws, and recommend the same to its Subordinates, but cannot 
compel its adoption. It can, however, enact a uniform Constitution, and 
may therein regulate the matter of benefits so far as the general law allows; 
and the By-laws of Subordinates must conform to such Constitution. 

26. A committee of a Grand Body appointed to supervise the By-laws of

its Subordinates has no right to make new laws for them, or to disapprove 
By-laws which are not in conflict with law; and it can only amend a By-law 
in so far as may be necessary to make it conform to the general or local law, 

27. In petitioning for a Charter for a Grand Lodge, there is no limit to 
the number of members who may sign the petition, provided they are Past 
Grands in good standing who have been authorized to act by vote of the Sub- 
ordinates in which they hold membership. As soon as instituted, the Grand 
Lodge can proceed to adopt a Constitution, and fix its basis of representation. 

28. When a Grand Lodge is instituted, all Past Grands in good standing 
in the Jurisdiction become entitled to the exercise of their rights, which are: 
voting for Grand Officers and eligibility to office; but all legislative work in 
the newly instituted Body is confined to the charter members; that is, to 
those who have been chosen by the several Lodges to apply for the charter, 
and who have been present and have taken the obligation at the institution 
of the Grand Lodge. 

29. The only qualification necessary for a P.G. to be a candidate for elec- 
tion as Representative of his Lodge in its Grand Lodge, is that he should be 
a member of his Lodge in good standing. 

30. Executive officers of Grand Lodges have no option, but must grant 
licenses to Odd-Fellows’ Insurance Associations making application therefor, 
who have complied with the requirements of law, except in a Jurisdiction 
where the Grand Lodge has decided not to license such bodies. 

31. An insurance organization, to be permitted to use the name of the 
Order, or to receive the certificate of the S.G.L., must be one that confines its 
operations to Odd-Fellows exclusively. 

32. The right of a State Grand Body to organize and operate through its 
officers an endowment association has not been withdrawn; and such an 
association does not require any certificate from the S.G.L., or other license, 
so long as it does not go out of its own Jurisdiction. 

33. Voluntary associations of members of the Order in a town or city for 
purposes of mutual aid, whose operations are confined to their own locality, 
having no paid canvassers, and not doing a general business, do not require 
to take out an insurance certificate. 

These decisions were approved with the following exceptions: Decision 
3 was not approved. Decision 11 was modified by inserting the word “ con- 
secutive ” between the words “fifty-two” and “weeks.” Decision 15 was 
modified by striking out the last paragraph thereof. Decision 23 was modi- 
fied so as to require the Instituting Officer of a Rebekah Lodge to be a Past 
Grand in good standing in a Rebekah Lodge. And Decision 28 was so modi- 
fied as to hold that the power resides in the charter members of a newly in- 
stituted Grand Lodge to admit other Past Grands to participate in legislation. 

FOREIGN JURISDICTIONS. 

The very interesting report of Bro. Herman Block, Special Deputy Grand 
Sire for Europe, shows the Lodges in Switzerland, Germany, Denmark, 
Sweden, and Holland to be in excellent condition. To print from Bro. Block’s 
report would unduly swell this one, but all members of the Order will be in- 
terested in reading it. 
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The report of Grand Secretary Ross shows that with the exception of 
Chili and Peru, our other Foreign Jurisdictions are in good condition. 

DEGREE OF REBEKAH. 

The Grand Secretary's report also shows that during the year 1S92 the 
Rebekah branch of the order increased 26,018 members. 

odd-fellows’ homes. 

On the first day of the session Representative Waldo, of Colorado, intro- 
duced a resolution to repeal certain legislation adopted at the session of 1S92, 
encouraging Grand Jurisdictions to establish and maintain homes for the 
orphans of Odd-Fellows, and for aged and indigent Odd-Fellows or the widows 
of deceased members. 

The Committee on Legislation reported “that the legislation of 1S92 which 
is here sought to be partially annulled and partially repealed, was not only 
for the assistance of aged and indigent Odd-Fellows and their widows, but 
also for the purpose of protecting, supporting, and educating the orphans of 
our Order, and as such was an illustration of organized benevolence of the 
broadest, truest character. That it was so hailed and accepted by the 
Brotherhood at large is amply proven by the enactment of laws looking to 
the establishment and maintenance of homes, such as contemplated in said 
legislation* under which laws vast property rights have become vested and 
scores of the wards of this Order are now being protected and educated. 

“We are further of opinion that the establishment of such Homes has had 
a wide influence upon the uninitiated in causing inquiry and investigation to 
be made into the purposes of an Order which works along the lines of the 
most practical benevolence. We therefore recommend that the resolutions 
of Representative Waldo be not adopted.” 

The report was adopted by a vote which was practically unanimous. 
The friends of our own now well-established Orphans’ Home will be gratified 
with the resolute affirmance by the Sovereign body of its former legislation on 
this humane line. They will also be gratified to know that the report was 
presented and championed on the floor of the Sovereign Grand Lodge by Rep- 
resentatives Carlin and Humphrey, of Illinois. 

regalia. 

A proposition to substitute something smaller and simpler for the present 
Lodge regalia, was discussed at length, and laid over for one year. 

FULTON LODGE CASE. 

The Committee on Appeals had twenty-nine cases for consideration. We 
present only one as being of special interest to members in Illinois, viz.: The 
appeal of Smith and others in the matter of Fulton Lodge No. 51, located at 
Lewistown, Fulton county, Illinois. The report of the Committee, which was 
unanimously adopted, was as follows: 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge , l.O.O.F: 

Your Committee on Appeals having considered the appeal of John C. 
Smith, P.G.M. and P.G.R., and other members of the Grand Lodge of II 1 1- 
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nois, against the action of said Grand Lodge in the matter of Fulton Lodge 
No. 51, located at Lewistown, Fulton county, in said Grand Jurisdiction, sub- 
mits the following report thereon: 

The history of said case may be briefly stated as follows: 

A member of said Fulton Lodge No. 51, was charged with violating his 
obligation by revealing secrets of the Order. The Lodge, after considering 
the case, failed to punish him, and Grand Master Wheatley, who was then in 
office, on a review of the case, found that the nature of the case was such as 
to demand the enforcement of discipline and penalty against the Brother 
charged, and that the Lodge had failed to perform its duty under the law in 
not doing so, and instructed the Lodge as to its duty in the case. 

The majority of the Lodge, by a vote of twelve to nine, refused to obey 
the instructions of the Grand Master, whereupon the Grand Master suspended 
the Lodge, and issued his proclamation accordingly, under date of August 14, 

1891. (See printed appeal, page 3.) 

This action the Grand Master submitted in his report to the Grand Lodge 
of Illinois at its next session thereafter, and that Body approved the action of 
the Grand Master. (See printed appeal, pages 4 and -5.) 

The'Grand Lodge, at the same time and in the adoption of the same re- 
port, which approved the action of Grand Master Wheatley, directed “that the 
Grand Master be authorized to restore the charter of No. 51, to reputable and 
worthy Brothers of Lewistown and Fulton county on legal application, after 
full investigation.” 

At this session of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, Bro. M. W. Schaefer be- 
came Grand Master as the successor of Bro. Wheatley, and the duty of carry- 
ing out the action of the Grand Lodge above recited with respect to the char- 
ter of No. 51, devolved upon him. 

It appears that after some correspondence had taken place between Grand 
Master Schaefer and other Brothers upon the subject, he was, on January 14, 

1892, advised definitely as to tjie status or position respectively which former 
members of said No. 51 had occupied in the vote on the subject of obeying 
the instructions of Grand Master Wheatley already referred to. 

The names of the nine who voted to carry out the Grand Master’s direc- 
tions were first set out. 

Next, the names of the twelve who voted against carrying out the direc- 
tions, were given, and then the names of those absent, 26 in number, were 
next given, showing a total membership of 47. (See printed appeal, page 5.) 

Grand Master Schaefer on December 21, 1891, in a letter addressed to 
George W. Reese, who was one of the nine voting for the course indicated by 
Grand Master Wheatley, advised that he had “deputized Bro. S. A. Murdock 
to restore charter and reinstate such as he, after investigation will recom- 
mend, etc.” (See printed appeal, page 5.) 

On the same day, December 21, 1891, Grand Master Schaefer, by virtue of 
a petition signed by eight of the nine, including the Noble Grand aud Treas- 
urer, who had voted to obey the directions of Grand Master Wheatley, and 
by one Brother who had been absent from the meeting when said question 
was voted upon, issued a commission to Bro.. S. A. Murdock, G.P. of Illinois, 
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as Special Deputy, to restore said charter and effects as aforesaid, and to re- 
open said Fulton Lodge No. 51, etc. (See printed appeal, page 6.) 

It will be observed, as noted by the appellants, that up to this time mat- 
ters were progressing regularly on the line indicated by the Grand Lodge in 
its action. 

Subsequently, on July 5, 1892, Grand Master Schaefer, in a letter to Bro. 
G. W. Reese (the former Noble Grand, who was one of the loyal nine present 
at the meeting, as aforesaid, and who was one of the petitioners for restora- 
tion of charter in pursuance of action of the Grand Lodge) advised the circu- 
lation of a petition for signatures for restoration of charter, and advised him 
that “all petitions, the one you may present, together with those now on 
hand, will receive due consideration, etc.” (See printed appeal, p. 7.) 

It appears from the letter of Grand Master Schaefer to Bro. J. C. Smith, 
on printed appeal, page 8, and in his report to Grand Lodge, on printed ap- 
peal, pages 10 and 11, that the Grand Master misconceived his duty, or was 
misled into an effort to harmonize differences among the former members 
rather than to restore the charter as indicated by the action of the Grand 
Lodge; and having four different petitions upon the subject, he finally issued 
the restored charter to certain former members, among whom. were included 
eleven (11) of the twelve who voted against carrying out the Grand Master’s 
directions, and who were in contempt and on account of whose unlawful con- 
duct the charter had been arrested by Grand Master Wheatley, whose action 
the Grand Lodge approved. (See printed appeal, pp. 10 knd 11.) 

In the conclusion of Grand Master Schaefer’s report (page 11 of printed 
appeal) he suggests that the whole subject had been left to his judgment, and 
that from his exercise of it there could be no appeal. 

The Grand Lodge approved this action of the Grand Master, Bro. 
Schaefer. (See printed appeal, p. 11.) 

From this action of the Grand Lodge, the present appeal is prosecuted to 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

The action of Grand Master Schaefer appears to your Committee as con- 
travening the action of the Grand Lodge at the 1S91 session. The Lodge had 
been suspended for insubordination by the Grand Lodge, and Grand Master 
Schaefer reorganized the Lodge with nearly all of the refractory members 
included in it, and to the exclusion of all the loyal members, thus perverting, 
as it seems to us, and rendering illogical the action of the Grand Master and 
Grand Lodge in the suspension of the Lodge. 

On his basis of re-organization Grand Master Schaefer gave triumph and 
reward to those who were insubordinate, and gave exclusion and humiliation 
to those who had stood faithfully to the laws of the Order; a result, to say the 
least, most remarkable. 

The insubordinate members thus became the beneficiaries of their own 
wrong and disloyalty, and secured admission in the re-organization, while the 
faithful members were left out. This seems to us a travesty upon justice, 
and we cannot believe that the Grand Lodge of Illinois, with all the facts be- 
fore it, and on deliberation, could or would have taken such action. 

We observe with regret that the Special Deputy under whose advice, no 
doubt, Grand Master Schaefer acted in the reorganization, seems to have 
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made the grave mistake of becoming the employed and paid attorney of some 
of the disloyal Brothers who were desiring to be admitted into the reorgani- 
zation. This relation of attorney to parties at interest was wholly inconsist- 
ent and incompatible with the service of Special Deputy, who should have 
been impartial and disinterested, except his interest in the fraternity, and 
this, however harmless he may have regarded it. In view of the foregoing 
we recommend the adoption of the following resolutions, to-wit: 

Resolved , That the appeal of J. C. Smith, P.G.M. and P.G.R., and others, 
against the action of the Grand Lodge of Illinois in the matter of adopting the 
report of Grand Master Schaefer, in regard to the reorganization and restora- 
tion of charter to Fulton Lodge No. 51, be sustained and said action of the 
Grand Lodge of Illinois reversed. 

Resolved, further , That said Grand Lodge of Illinois be directed to reor- 
ganize said Fulton Lodge No. 51, in accordance with the action of said Grand 
Lodge at the session of 1891, in approving the action of Grand Master Wheat- 
ley in regard to the same, and that in such reorganization such of the loyal 
members as may petition, who are otherwise entitled, be admitted, and dis- 
loyal members excluded; and that in the meantime and until such reorganiza- 
tion, that the charter of said Lodge be arrested and said Lodge suspended.

Wheatley, whose official act as Grand Master was connected with 
the history of the above case, took no partin this decision by the Committee.] 

DUES AND BENEFITS. 

The Special Committee on Dues and Benefits, through Carlin, its 
Chairman, presented an elaborate report, the gist of which is contained in 
the five resolutions at the close thereof. Of these resolutions the first two 
were adopted. The remainder were postponed until next session, with in- 
structions to Grand Representatives to include the full report of the Special 
Committee in their reports to their Grand Bodies. In accordance with the 
instructions, we herewith present the report in full: 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F. : 

The question of the proper relation of dues and benefits has been consid- 
ered by Committees appointed for that special purpose by this Grand Body 
during the past forty years. Much time has been devoted to the study of the 
question, the gathering and tabulating of statements embracing statistics of 
sickness, mortality, and expectation of life, from the experience of life and 
health insurance associations; from the experience of the Manchester Unity 
and other friendly societies in Great Britain; from the census of the United 
States and of other countries, as well as from the experience of our own 
Order, during its existence. 

In this labor the Grand Body and the Order have had among others the 
valuable services of Representative Williamson, of Kentucky; P.G. Sires 
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Nicholson, of Pennsylvania, and Harmon, of California, and of the present 
Grand Sire, Campbell, of Ontario. 

The very able and exhaustive report of Representative Williamson made 
to this Grand Body in 1S53, with its accompanying tables, consisted of no less 
than fifty-eight pages of the Revised Journal; reports made in subsequent 
years by the Brothers mentioned and others, though not so long, contain 
equally reliable and valuable information; and the conclusions drawn there- 
from agree in' all respects, and should, beyond any possibility of doubt, that 
this Order, if it maintains its promises to its members in the matter of re- 
lief in the way of sick and funeral benefits, and meets its other necessary ex- 
penses promptly and fully, must see to it that Subordinate Lodges so regulate 
dues and benefits that there shall be no question of their ability to keep faith 
with their members, and pay all just liabilities, in all time to come; in their 
old age as in youth. The publication of preceding reports on this subject, 
during the past forty years, has in the aggregate involved a large expense, 
but your Committee believe that it has in large measure educated the ma- 
jority of the membership up to the importance of establishing a ratio between 
dues and benefits that shall reasonably assure meeting our obligations. But 
is it wise to continue in this line for another forty years, or, for a greater or 
less indefinite period? Your Committee are of the opinion that it is not. 
While many jurisdictions have so legislated as to conform to the recommenda- 
tions of this Committee as made from time to time, and have fixed a ratio in 
accordance therewith, other jurisdictions have taken no action in the prem- 
ises, and seem totally indifferent to results that must inevitably follow their 
non-action. 

In this connection we extract from the report of this Committee, pre- 
pared by the present Grand Sire, then chairman, in 1885. See Journal, page 
10,034: 

“ In view of the fact that sufficient data has been obtained to enable us 
to estimate very closely the liabilities of the Order, and to fix the proper ratio 
of dues to benefits, it might appear that the time had come for the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge to enforce throughout its entire Jurisdiction some plan modified 
to suit local circumstances, which would place our beneficial system on a 
sound basis. It is possible, however, that there are. still some localities in 
which this subject has not been considered as carefully as it should be; and 
as it is advisable that the several Grand Bodies should have abundant oppor- 
tunity to inquire into the financial standing of their Subordinates, and to 
guide them into safer paths, it may be wiser for the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
to continue some time longer to exert an educational influence before under- 
taking to wield its legitimate authority/’ Further, referring to the fact that 
several jurisdictions had enacted legislation conforming to the recommenda- 
tions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge on this important subject; in the same 
report Bro. Campbell said: “In so doing, considerable opposition has been 
encountered from two classes of members — those who are anxious to have 
things remain as they are, and those who hold that Subordinates are sover- 
eign in all questions relating to finance. So far as the first class are con- 
cerned, it is to be regretted that the lessons of experience should have so 
little effect upon them. 
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“It is reasonable to assume that there are no members of this Sovereign 
Grand Lodge who are agitating for reforms from personal or interested mo- 
tives. It is quite possible they are, themselves, indifferent to pecuniary bene- 
fits, and are not disturbed by the fear of any losses they or their families may 
sustain from the failure of their Lodges to redeem their pledges. And it is 
not easy to conceive of any one taking the trouble to investigate financial 
schemes, study statistics, and urge reform for the mere pleasure of agitating 
a subject in regard to which there has been not so much the stimulus of op- 
position as the depressing effect of indifference. Those Brothers who from 
the days of Grand Representative Williamson (as before stated forty years 
ago), till now, have at varying intervals raised their voices in favor of needed 
changes, have been actuated solely by the desire of advancing the interests of 
the Order, by placing its beneficial system on a solid foundation, by enabling 
its Subordinates to fulfill the promises they make to their initiates, and thus 
maintain the good name of Odd-Fellowship, as well as establish its usefulness. 

“If others have been unable to reach the same conclusions it can be only 
because they have failed to give the subject careful consideration, or because 
in recognizing present prosperity they have failed to realize the increasing 
draft which age and time make upon a Lodge’s finances, and fail to see the 
necessity of making present provision for future calls. 

“It is in youth and in manhood that we must provide for the wants of age; 
and the spendthrift who lives up to, if not in excess of, his income, regardless 
of the coming years when his income will diminish and his expenditures in- 
crease, is just as wise and prudent as the Lodge which, finding its present re- 
sources sufficient for its present wants, forgets that a day will come when its 
wants will be greater without any corresponding increase in resources. The 
spendthrift will become an object of charity or live by fraud; the Lodge will 
become bankrupt and bring down in its own fall those who placed their de- 
pendence upon it.” 

Your Committee believes that any member who will devote the necessary 
time to look up, carefully peruse, and study, the vast amount of valuable sta- 
tistical information embodied in the reports of the Committee on Dues and 
Benefits, from time to time, and set forth in the Journals of this Grand Body, 
and the logical conclusions deduced therefrom, will be convinced that exist- 
ing conditions fully justify the position assumed by the Grand Sire on this 
vital question. 


STATISTICAL. 

The experience of Pennsylvania during the past twenty years, embracing 
as it does, the largest number of members of any Subordinate to this Grand 
Body, carefully compiled by its Grand Secretary, Past Grand Sire Nicholson, 
establishes conclusively that the liability of Lodges continually increase as 
they grow older. In 1892, the Jurisdiction of Pennsylvania had a total mem- 
bership in its 1,063 Lodges of 106,113 — practically one-seventh of the entire 
membership of the Order. Hence, its record possesses valuable information 
on this subject. 

It cannot be said of .Pennsylvania, that ‘its large average ratio of sickness 
per member, as might properly be said of some other jurisdictions, is due to 
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the fact that its membership has been decreased, or has been at a standstill, 
because in the short period of eight years, from 1884 to 1892, its net increase 
was about 31 per cent, or from 81,317 in 1884 to 100,113 in 1892; in round num- 
bers 25,900, over and above all losses by death and all other causes, during 
eight years. Ordinarily, in all life and health insurance companies, the ac- 
quisition of new blood is the chief factor relied upon to keep down burden- 
some expenditure for losses; because the new members contribute their full 
proportion of premiums, assessments, or dues to the treasury of the eompauy 
or society, and as a rule receive back but little in the first years of their 
membership. 

Therefore, the addition of 31 per cent of new blood, over and above all 
whose membership had terminated from all causes, in the past eight years 
would seem to place this great Jurisdiction in as favorable a position as could 
be occupied by any Order, insurance company, or society, except such as re- 
quire rigid medical physical examinations. It is fair to assume that 
Pennsylvania exercises as much care in admitting members as do other juris- 
dictions. 

The following table shows the number of weeks sick benefits paid by 
Lodges, grouped in classes of fifty and one hundred, 1873 to 1892, in the 
Jurisdiction of

Your Committee commend the work of Brother Nicholson in thus annu- 
ally setting forth to the membership of his jurisdiction, the valuable infor- 
mation embraced in the foregoing. 

in this connection we find some statistics prepared by the Secretary of 
the Grand Lodge of Ontario, Brother J. B. King, showing the experience of 
the first twenty-four and of the last twenty-four Lodges of Ontario, for the 
past ten years, which are of value to all, and which prove unmistakably that 
as Lodges grow older the ratio of sickness increases. 


EXPERIENCE OF ONTARIO.— FIRST TWENTY-FOUR LODGES, Nos. 9 to 52. (CALENDAR YEAR.) 
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The following table, showing membership, sickness, deaths, ratio, umount 
paid for benefits, etc., by the first ten Lodges that have been continuous since 
organization, and the last ten Lodges, for the past ten years, 1882 to 1891, 
both inclusive, as prepared by Grand Secretary Miiler, shows the comparative 
cost of sick benefits as between the older and younger Lodges: 
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EXPERIENCE OF MARYLAND. 

This Jurisdiction is the oldest in the Order, and a comparison of its ex- 
penses from year to year, on account of benefits and relief to members, strik- 
ingly illustrates the importance and necessity for Lodges to accumulate funds 
in their youth in order to meet the legitimate demands upon them in age. 

In 1874, which was the first year in which the returns called for the num- 
ber of weeks benefits paid, Maryland reported 11,867 weeks for 13,138 mem- 
bers, which is an average of six days, seven hours and three-quarters per 
member; and for the year 1885, the membership had fallen to 9,3S1, and the 
reported number of weeks sick benefits was 13,491, or an average of ten days 
sickness per member. 

Its death rate in 1874 was 12 in 1,000; a decade later, in 1S84, it was 16 in 
1,000; while one year later, in 1885, the reports show the great mortality of 
25 in 1,000. 

In the year 1890, its membership had fallen to 8,252, and there was paid 
out for sick and funeral benefits, and all other relief, the sum of $54,854.00, 
while its total receipts for the year were the sum of $62,347.00; or $2,507.00 
less than its disbursements for relief; if we add the lowest estimate per mem- 
ber, for the current expenses, $2.50 each, making the sum of $20,630.00 to the 
excess of $2,507.00. We find that Maryland paid out in that year in the ag- 
gregate, $23,137.00 more than it receipts from all sources, and, of course, a 
diminution of its assets to that extent. In the same year its average sickness 
per member was one week, four days, two hours. 

EXPERIENCE OF EIGHTEEN JURISDICTIONS, 

And the membership of all Grand Lodges combined, for ten years, 1882 to 
1891, both inclusive. 

The following tables show the average membership, weeks benefits paid, 
number of Brothers relieved, amount paid for relief of Brothers, number of 
deaths, total relief, total receipts, cost per member for relief of Brothers, cost 
per member for total relief, and average sickness per member, yearly, for the 
decade 1882 to 1891. In stating aggregate amounts paid for relief, and of 
total receipts, we have omitted to add cents; in making the average of deaths, 
we have added a fraction or deducted it, nearest the whole number; and in 
average sickness per member, we have likewise added or deducted the frac- 
tion of hour. 
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Iii connection with these tables it will be noted that in four of the older 
jurisdictions the average sickness for each year has been a week or more, 
and at a cost to each member as stated, viz.:

By adding the lowest estimated amount per member, for the current ex- 
penses of the Lodge. $2.50, to the figures given as the average cost per mem- 
ber for total relief, it will be seen what is the lowest amount of receipts per 
member that a Lodge must have to meet the necessary demands upon it. If 
it would add any amount to its treasury, the receipts per member should be 
something above the figures thus obtained. 

It will be found by an examination of the returns from the several Grand 
Bodies, that the ratio of sickness, and of cost per member by reason thereof, 
with rare exceptions, increase year by year. 

THE PROPER BASIS OF DUES. 

Considering our Order, as it is in large degree, a health insurance associ- 
ation, equity would seem to suggest that dues should be graded according to 
age of members when admitted. The report of this Committee in 1880, made 
by the present Grand Sire, is drawn upon, together with the table then pre- 
pared on this branch of the subject, and we commend it to your serious con- 
sideration; the table of dues suggested is for the sum of $14.00 weekly benefits. 

THE PROPER RATIO OF DUES AND BENEFITS. 

To place the members of a Lodge on an equality with each other, a sys- 
tem of dues, graded according to age, is necessary. By this plan, while all 
the members receive the same weekly benefits, the dues vary according to the 
age of the member when he joins. The minimum sum is paid by the mem- 
ber joining at twenty-one; the one joining at twenty-five will not, according 
to the average of life, live as long as the one at twenty-one, though his ex- 
pectation of sickness is no less; consequently he should pay a larger sum to 
make his payments equal to those of his younger brother. A very simple 
table of dues may thus be calculated, based on equality of payments during 
the entire term of life.

This table is calculated on the simple basis of equality of payments dur- 
ing the expected term of life; and is arranged so as to allow quarterly pay- 
ments without fractions. Of course, this does not fully equalize the Broth- 
ers, because the amount of sick benefits received increase with age; and 
therefore the younger still pays more in proportion to what he receives back 
than the older. It is, however, not unfair for the pecuniary burden to be 
somewhat heavier on the younger, because he will be a member of the soci- 
ety for a longer period, and will receive for a greater length of time the 
moral, social, fraternal, and charitable advantages pertaining to it. 

Objection has been taken to this system, that it is too complicated, and 
will involve the Lodge Secretary in extra labor and an increased liability to 
errors in bookkeeping. This is a mistake. The scheme works in this man- 
ner: when a member joins, his age is given with his proposition, and is there- 
fore known to the Secretary. Suppose it to be twenty-one; the quarter’s 
dues for that age is $1.50. For the first quarter the Secretary charges the 
Brother $1.50; and for every quarter thereafter as long as he remains a mem- 
ber, the Secretary has nothing to do but repeat the charge of $1.50. Suppose 
the age to be thirty-five; the quarterly dues will be $1.97; the Secretary 
charges for the first quarter $1.97, and for every quarter thereafter he 
charges the same, $1.97. The sum is a fixed one for each member; the quar- 
terly items in his account are always the same. What trouble is involved in 
keeping such an account, or where the complications are to be found, is not 
apparent. That it is not at. all difficult or complicated is evident from the 
fact that this system is worked successfully by the various Odd-Fellow and 
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other friendly societies in Great Britain; and by our own Order in Australia 
and parts of Canada. Not less than 10,000 different lodges and societies in 
Europe and America charge their members dues graded according to age; and 
your Committee are inclined to the belief that the average of intelligence and 
skill is as high in the Secretaries of our Lodges as in those of any similar 
organization in the old world. 

Your Committee have no hesitation in recommending the graded system 
of dues as the only one sound and equitable; Lodges that have been working 
under the system of uniform dues, in changing to the graded system, might 
make it apply to all who shall hereafter join, leaving the present members 
to pay the same dues as before. Of course, with this system the admission 
fee can be the same for all ages. 

If, however, Lodges should, from any cause, hesitate to adopt the system 
of graded dues, then the only proper plan is for them to estimate what their 
liabilities to members will be when the age of maturity is reached, and fix 
their dues in proportion. It is not enough to have dues sufficiently high to 
meet the average expenditure when a Lodge is young, for the amount required 
then is comparatively small — especially for benefits. Provision must be made 
for the coming day of high expenditures. When a Lodge has reached the age 
of maturity — thirty-five to forty years — it must calculate on paying at least 
one and one-quarter’s sick benefits per member yearly (in Pennsylvania the 
older lodges average nearly one and a half weeks). From inquiries made by 
your Committee, of the Grand Officers of some of the older and larger juris- 
dictions, we find that the average mortality among older lodges is one and a 
half in a hundred; and the average number of widowed families, three. 
Charity expenditure should not be less than in younger lodges; working ex- 
penses might be much less. 

Twenty years ago, Past Grand Sire Hawson, then a member of this Com- 
mittee, in his report, found in Journal, 1873, page 5,908, says: 

“ In 1853 over thirty-three thousand Friendly Societies were in existence 
in Great Britain, with about 3,000,000 members; but their constant failure to 
meet their promises through the insolvent relation of their dues and benefits 
had long before become so serious that Parliament was compelled to inter- 
fere. The evidence before the Committee, from both houses of Parliament, 
as to the insolvency of these institutions, was beyond dispute. 

“The question then arose as to whether the experience of other Friendly 
Societies in regard to sickness was applicable to Odd-Fellows’ societies. 

“On their behalf it was claimed that their members were less liable to 
sickness than members of other Friendly Societies. The results do not sub- 
stantiate the claim; and the experience of the Manchester Unity confirms the 
general law of sickness and mortality prevailing throughout the kingdom. 

“ It is certain, therefore, that the system of dues and benefits formerly 
in force in Manchester Unity was unsound, and that nothing but the prompt 
remedies now being applied by the Order, under command of the law, could 
have saved it from destruction. That remedy consists of quinquennial re- 
turns by all Lodges of, among other things, the age of their members, the 
number of weeks’ sickness experienced, the deaths, and the current expenses. 
Upon these returns tables are constructed by actuaries, from which the 
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proper amount of dues and benefits are deduced. Of course, owing to the 
large number of members who became such under the old system, it is diffi- 
cult entirely to retrieve its errors. The report, however, for the last ten 
years, shows steady improvement in the condition of the Order.” 

Ratio of dues and benefits, rates varying in periods of 5, 10, and 20 years 
— and 21 to 60 years of age, as fixed in Great Britain: 

The custom in Great Britain now is to charge dues according to age at 
admission; and the following table, based on positive experience, shows the 
lowest rate that in the opinion of experts in that country, can safely secure 
until seventy years of age, five dollars per week during sickness:

INEQUALITY OF UNIFORM DUES. 

Taking the statistics of 1854, in connection with those of the last few 
years — over 100,000 lives in all — and comparing them with such other tables 
of sickness as your Committee have been able to secure, we have sufficient 
data from which to form a correct estimate. Based on these, your Committee 
present the following table, giving the estimated sickness for each year of 
age, in weeks and decimals. We also give the expectation of life from the 
American tables of mortality; the expectation of sickness for the entire term, 
of life; the amount each member will be expected to pay into the Lodge for 
dues (at, say, $6.00 per year); and the amount he will receive in sick benefits 
(at, say, $4.00 per week.)

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By an examination of this table a Lodge can see the obligation it assumes 
on receiving a member. It can also see the glaring inequality involved in 
charging all members the same dues and paying the same benefits. For ex- 
ample, while the member joining at twenty-one is expected to pay about 
$250.00 in dues, and to receive in sick benefits $190.00, the member joining at 
forty is expected to pay $169.06, and receive back $272.00. Were all the re- 
ceipts of a Lodge invested and bearing interest, the inequality would be still 
more marked. Practically, however, the element of interest enters but to a 
slight extent into the financial concerns of Lodges. In the large proportion 
of cases only a small amount of the total receipts of the year is invested, the 
greater portion being immediately disbursed for benefits and working ex- 
penses . — Journal 1882 , pp. 8447-49.

for the quadrennial period 1888-91, that show an average of one week and 
over, sick benefits per member. 

Following are the figures taken from the reports of eight jurisdictions, 
with averages made therefrom, as computed by this Committee, that show an 
average of one week’s sickness and over:

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From the foregoing table we find that such Lodges as provide for $4.00 a 
week sick benefits, and $40.00 funeral benefits must collect not less than $8.00 
per annum dues, or, in other words, that for whatever amount provided or 
promised as sick benefits per week, there must be collected from some source, 
either from dues, or from dues and safe permanent investments, double the 


amount per member per annum. 

To illustrate: 

One week’s benefits $4 00 

Funeral expenses, say • 1 00 

Special relief, say 50 

Working expenses and maintenance. (An under estimate) 2 50 

Total $8 00 


Your Committee believe it is only a question of time when all lodges will 
experience as great an average of sickness as is now shown in the eight juris- 
dictions above named. In fact the jurisdictions of Maine, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey. New York, an J Utah are fast approaching a like average. 

As stated in the first pages of this report, this Grand Body has pursued 
the policy of educating the membership up to the importance of adopting a 
ratio of dues and benefits that shall assure the ability of Lodges to fulfill the 
promises they have made, and are still making, to their initiates. The statis- 
tics and arguments presented during the past 40 years make it manifest that 
our system of benefits, sick and funeral, and the custom of affording relief in 
worthy cases, cannot be maintained on the basis of dues generally prevailing. 
As the payment of benefits is a fundamental principle of the Order, the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of Lodges must be so regulated that there shall be no 
question of its being maintained. 

By reason of the fact that Lodges in some jurisdictions had, prior to 1891. 
sought to evade the payment of substantial benefits, this Grand Body, in that 
year, enacted the two-dollar minimum benefit law. 

Your Committee believe that the great majority of our membership ap- 
prove of that action. Having fixed a minimum rate that shall be paid for sick 
benefits, it is of a vital importance that a minimum amount that shall be 
charged for dues, as well as a ratio of dues and benefits, be fixed: having com- 
manded that so much sick benefits be paid per week, it is imperative that a 
rate of dues high enough to assure the payment of such sum shall be paid by 
the members. 

While your Committee feel that a system of dues should be established 
that would be equitable and fair, by which they should be graded according to 
age of the members when admitted, in accordance with tables presented, they 
are aware that there would be much opposition on the part of older members. 
As shown by tables and by reports of this Committee during many years, the 
uniform system of dues is manifestly unjust to the younger members, and as 
before indicated, they are, on the rates generally prevailing, wholly inade- 
quate to meet the liabilities of Lodges after the age of 40 years or more is at- 
tained. 

Your Committee *belicve that in order to assure for all time the ability of 
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Lodges to keep faith with their members and to maintain the distinguishing 
characteristic of Odd-Fellowship, there should be an income equal to 33.00 per 
member for every 31.00 promised for sick benefits — while so believing, we are 
reluctant to recommend now, what would be esteemed so radical a reform. 
But we do urge that dues should be required from all members equal to two 
dollars per annum for every dollar promised as weekly sick benefits. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

1. That as a man grows older, his yearly average of sickness increases; 
and as a Lodge grows older, its proportion of old men increases aud its pay- 
ments for benefits increase. 

2. That the average expectation of sickness and mortality must form the 
basis of any estimate of the proper relation of dues to benefits. 

3. That a Lodge should calculate what it is likely to be called on to pay 
iu benefits when it has attained to full maturity, say the age of thirty-five, 
and not what it is paying during the early years of its existence. 

4. That a system of dues and benefits, to be perfectly fair and equitable, 
must recognize the comparative liability on account of the different ages of 
its members, and must charge them dues according to age when admitted. 

5. That no other other form of benefi j except sick and funeral should be 
provided without a proportionate increase in dues; and that all additional aid 
to members should take the form of special relief to an extent dependent 
upon the circumstances of the case and the ability of the Lodge. 

RETURNS. 

Your Committee believe that the amended form of returns from Grand 
Bodies, provided for by change of the By-laws on that subject at the last ses- 
sion, will furnish this Committee and all its members seeking information on 
the subject of dues and benefits, the cost of maintenance of Lodges, etc., 
great assistance in the study of the question. As yet it is not in practical 
operation. 

LEGISLATION RECOMMENDED. 

In view of the conditions hereinbefore fully set forth; realizing the im- 
portance of our Order maintaining its position of systematic benevolence; ab- 
solutely certain from the experience of the older Lodges, and many jurisdic- 
tions that some action is uecessary to secure to the membership the benefits 
required by this Grand Body to be paid to all members in good standing, your 
Committee present the following and recommend their adoption; 

1. Resolved , That the minimum rate of dues in all Lodges immediately 
subordinate to this Grand Body, shall be ten cents per week, or 35.20 per 
annum. 

2. Resolved , That the sick benefits to be allowed in such Lodges per 
week, shall not exceed one-half of one year's dues — and the funeral benefit 
shall not exceed five times one year’s dues. 

3. Resolved , That Subordinate Grand Lodges be, and they are hereby di- 
rected, to so legislate as to provide a minimum of ten cents per week dues, or 
35.20 per annum, from all members. 
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4. Resolved , That Subordinate Grand Lodges be, and they are hereby di- 
rected, to so legislate as to provide that not more than one-half year’s dues 
shall be allowed for one week’s sick benefits, and that a funeral benefit shall 
not exceed five times one year’s dues. 

Provided , However, That Grand Lodges may make such provision as they 
deem expedient for considering as dues, receipts of Lodges from safe, perma- 
nent investments. 

5. Resolved , That this Committee be continued, and that the Grand Sire 
till any vacancies therein.

patriarchs’ militant. 

The legislation in regard to the uniform branch of the Order was en- 
tirely revised. The laws as codified and adopted are so lengthy that they can 
not have place in this report, but the main feature is to give to the Militant 
branch a separate organization subordinate to the Sovereign Grand Lodge or 
the Grand Sire with that official as Commander in Chief and the Grand Secre- 
tary as Adjutant General. To Representative Crocker, of Illinois, is largely 
due the credit of securing this legislation. 

The Grand Secretary was instructed to print the Code as adopted, and 
furnish a copy thereof to each Canton. 


HEADQUARTERS AT BALTIMORE. 

A special Committee was appointed at the Portland session to procure 
Headquarters for the Sovereign Grand Lodge at Baltimore. The Committee 
reported in favor of purchasing a property known as Nos. 23 and 25 North 
Liberty street, Baltimore, for $25,000, and the report was adopted. 

COLUMBIAN DEMONSTRATION. 

On September 25, 1S91, in Chicago, occurred the demonstration of the 
Order, as provided for by the Sovereign Grand Lodge one year ago. Every 
Jurisdiction. was represented, and the display was highly creditable to the 
leading fraternal society of the world. The varied exercises of the occasion 
continued the program through September 20, 27, and 28, and on the 26th a 
session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge was held in the Administration building. 


CONCLUSION. 

All proposed amendments to the Constitution, including the liquor law 
and the 18-vear law, were voted down. The latter received 80 affirmative 
votes against 96 in the negative. 

The next session will be held at Chattanooga, Tennessee. Illinois was 
well treated in the distribution of the work; all her Representatives were ap- 
pointed to servo on one or more important Committees. We have noticed the 
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important work of the session. We could not report all without unduly add- 
ing to this report, already somewhat lengthy. 

Doubtless the matters here reported have been read by most of you in the 
columns of the fraternal press. To the Odd-Fellows of Illinois the newspapers 
of the Order have come to be recognized as a necessity. We count this among 
the strongest reasons for the wonderful increase we are now showing. 

Thanking each of you for the honor done us in choosing us as your Rep-

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Your Committee on State of the Order would respectfully report as fol- 
lows, in regard to the matter of dues and benefits as reported by the Grand 
Representatives on pages S9 to 110, inclusive, of their report: 

We recommend that each Representative give a careful consideration of 
the matters embodied on the pages aforesaid so that they may fully under- 
stand the question of dues and behefits as affecting the welfare and financial 
condition of Lodges. 

The following resolutions were adopted at the late session of the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge, to-wit: 

1. Resolved , That the minimum rate of dues in all Lodges immediately 
subordinate to this Grand Body, shall be ten cents per week, or $5.20 per 
annum. 

2. Resolved , That the sick benefits to be allowed in such Lodges per 
week, shall not exceed one-half of one year’s dues — and the funeral benefit 
shall not exceed five times one year’s dues. 

We are of the opinion that legislation in conformity with the aforesaid 
resolution would prove a safeguard for all Lodges, would render secure the 
benefits to which members become entitled, and would decrease the number 
of financially weak Lodges. 

We therefore recommend that the Grand Lodge legislate in such a man- 
ner as to conform with the aforesaid resolutions, and that the Grand Repre- 
sentatives be instructed to support and vote for resolutions numbered three 
and four on this subject, which will come up for action at the next session of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. We therefore offer the following: 

Resolved , That sections 5, S, and 9 of Article 10 of the Subordinate Lodge 
Constitution be amended to read as follows, to-wit: 

Sec. 5. The regular contribution to the Lodge fund shall not be at a less 
rate than 10 cents a week, to be determined by the By-laws, but the Lodge 
shall by its By-laws prescribe some less rate not exceeding 5 cents a week for 
the dues of non-beneficial members. 

Sec. 8. Every beneficiary member of this Lodge in case of sickness or dis- 
ability, not caused by vice or immorality on his part, shall be entitled to and 
receive from the funds of the Lodge such weekly benefits as may be fixed by 
the By-laws, the amount per week not to exceed one-half of one year’s dues, 
and not less than two dollars a week, if of the Scarlet Degree. But no sick 
benefits shall be allowed for less than a week’s sickness, or the fractional part 
of a week; provided , that this Lodge may provide in its By-laws for a sick 
benefit of not less than one dollar, to be paid to Brothers who may have been 
sick, and received sick benefits continuously for the period of one year. 

Sec. 9. In case of the death of a beneficiary member of the Lodge there 
shall be allowed not less than twenty dollars as a funeral benefit, nor more 
than the amount of five times one year’s dues, and such further sum as may be 
necessary to pay funeral expenses; provided , however , that in case the Lodge 
shall have expended money for funeral expenses with the consent of the 
family, then it may apply the funeral benefit toward the funeral expenses; 
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and provided , further , that no Lodge shall be held liable for a larger amount 
than sixty dollars for the funeral expenses of a deceased Brother.

Rebekah State Convention, ) 
Springfield, III., Nov. 21, 1893. \ 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I.O.O.F.: 

Brothers — Our Rebekah Convention, now in session, has received 
from our Committee on Revision of the Constitution of the Rebekah Conven- 
tion, the following. We as a Convention have accepted and adopted the 
same, and submit it for your approval: 

CONSTITUTION. 

Rebekah State Convention of Illinois. 

Article I. 

Section 1 . This organization shall be known as the Rebekah State Con- 
vention of Illinois. 

Sec. 2. The object of the Convention shall be to create a deeper interest 
in this branch of Odd-Fellowship; to propose to the Grand Lodge suit- 
able legislation for this branch of the Order; to collect and report such infor- 
mation as will lead to a better understanding of its character and objects. 

Article II. 

membership. 

Section 1 . The membership of the State Convention shall consist of the 
duly elected delegates, officers, and past elective officers. Delegates must be 
Past Noble Grands or Noble Grands in good standing in Rebekah Lodges. 
All members in good standing in any Rebekah Lodge shall be entitled to a 
seat in the Convention, and may speak upon all questions, but shall have no 
vote. 

Sec. 2. The basis of representation shall be to each Rebekah Lodge, hav- 
ing a membership of fifty or less, one representative and one representative 
for each additional fifty, or major fraction thereof; the number of delegates 
to be computed from the January report preceding election. Lodges insti- 
tuted after that date, shall elect according to membership as counted June 1. 

Sec. 3. Delegates shall be elected at the last meeting in June, nomina- 
tions to be made at preceding meeting. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Noble Grand and Recording Secretary 
of each Lodge to certify the result of the election of delegates under the seal 
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of the Lodge to the Secretary of the State Convention. Vacancies may be 
filled by special elections. 

Article III. 

MEETINGS. 

Section 1. This Convention shall be held annually, at the same time and 
place where the Grand Lodge holds its annual sessions. Preliminary meet- 
ings for the purpose of receiving officers’ reports, appointment of committees, 
and other preliminary work may be held at the same locality on the day before, 
upon the call of the President, provided such call be announced at least three 
weeks prior to the dates of the annual meeting. 

Article IV. 

OFFICERS AND ELECTIONS. 

Section 1 . The elective officers of this Convention shall consist of a Pres- 
ident, Vice-president, Secretary, and Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The appointed officers shall consist of a Warden, Assistant War- 
den, Chaplain, Guardian, Right and Left Supporters of the President, who 
shall be Sister Past Grands. 

Sec. 3. The officers shall be elected at the annual session, which shall 
be on the second day of the Convention at 11 a. m., and shall hold their offices 
one year, or until Their successors are elected and installed. 

Sec. 4. In the election of officers a majority of all votes cast shall be nec- 
essary to a choice, but if there be but one candidate for any office, elections 
may be by acclamation. 

Article V. 
officers’ duties. 

Section 1 . The President shall preside at all meetings, preserve order 
and decorum therein; shall appoint all committees not otherwise provided for, 
submit all questions, and perform such other duties as usage requires. 

Sec. 2. The Vice-president shall assist the President, and act as Presi- 
dent during the absence of that officer. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keep an accurate record of the proceedings of 
each meeting, shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer, keep correct ac- 
counts between this Convention and the several Lodges; shall receive all 
moneys due and payable to this Convention, pay the same over to the Treas- 
urer without delay, taking Treasurer’s receipt for the same, and perform 
such other duties as may be required, and shall give a bond of $500.00. Dur- 
ing the session of the Convention the Secretary may select an Assistant Sec- 
retary, who shall receive as compensation three dollars per diem. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall receive from the hands of the Secretary all 
the moneys paid to the Convention, giving a receipt therefor; pay all bills or- 
dered by the Convention, and perform such other duties as the Convention 
may require, also give bonds not less than $2,000. 

Sec. 5. The Warden, Chaplain, Guardian, and Supporters shall respec- 
tively perform such official duties as are required by the usages of the Order. 
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Article VI. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Section 1 . The Standing Committees shall be an Executive Committee 
of five, and a Finance Committee of three, to be elected by ballot. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall arrange for suitable places to hold 
the annual meetings, act as an Advisory Board to the President during inter- 
mission, be the custodian of the bonds of the Secretary and Treasurer, and 
perform other duties pertaining to the comfort and convenience of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 3. The Finance Committee shall report upon all accounts and claims 
against the State Convention, previous to such accounts and claims being 
allowed. It shall audit annually the accounts of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, and the accounts of all Officers and Committees entrusted with the 
receipt and disbursement of funds of the Convention, and from time to time 
suggest such measures of finance as it may deem expedient. 

Article VII. 

Section 1. Fifty duly elected delegates, one of whom shall be qualified to 
preside in the absence of the President and Vice-president, shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Sec. *2. The expenses of the delegates shall not be borne by the Conven- 
tion. The expenses of the State Convention shall be paid from its treasury, 
the funds to supply which shall be obtained by levying such per capita tax as 
the Grand Lodge may authorize. 

Sec. 3. The President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer shall 
receive 4 cents per mile one way, and $3 per diem, and the Secretary $150 
per year for her services. 

Sec. 4. Every officer, delegate, and visitor must be in proper regalia be- 
fore he or she can be allowed to speak in the Convention; but in lieu of the 
collar, a pink and green ribbon shall be deemed proper regalia. 

Article VIII. 

Section 1 . The Directors of the Orphans’ Home shall be composed of five 
Sisters, who shall be elected by this Convention: 

One for the term of one year, 

One for the term of two years, 

One for the term of three years, 

One for the term of four years, 

One for the term of five years, 

And hereafter one Director shall be elected annually for the term of five 
years. In the case of vacancy, by resignation or otherwise, the Directors 
shall fill such vacancy until the next annual session of the State Convention. 

Article IX. 

Section 1 . Any changes in or amendments to this Constitution may be 
made at any regular session of the Convention, provided the proposed amend- 
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rnents shall have been submitted in svriting and signed by two members of the 
Convention, and approved by a two-thirds vote. 

Sec. 2. This Constitution, and any amendments which may hereafter be 
made thereto, shall be enforced from and after the time of their adoption by 
the Convention and approval by the Grand Lodge.

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as follows, in 
regard to the matter of Subordinate Lodge Jurisdiction as contained in that 
part of the report of the Grand Master referred to this Committee: 

Your Committee are of the opinion that the present law on the subject of 
Jurisdiction of Subordinate Lodges, and the law governing the receiving of 
an applicant by a Lodge from the territorial jurisdiction of another Lodge, is 
such as to give rise to more unpleasant and small contentions than any other 
law upon our books. Weak Lodges are now deprived of material belonging 
Lo them. Strong Lodges receive the member, his dues and his degree fees,

without the weaker Lodge even being consulted, and usually the strong Lodge 
declines to turn over the initiation fee to its weaker sister. The weak Lodges 
should be protected and fostered. Odd-Fellowship should grow and be fos- 
tered and nourished in every hamlet and village in our land. If men live in 
a community, enjoy the schools for their families, and enjoy the churches 
of the community, there is no good reason why they should be allowed to 
pass by the Odd-Fellows’ Lodge of the community and join some distant 
Lodge. 

Your Committee further believe it to be of the utmost importance that 
the territorial jurisdiction lines between Lodges should be determined by a 
rule that will give rise to no discussion, and that can be determined by meas- 
urement. The measurement should be as the crow flies. 

Therefore, be it resolved that Section 370 of the Illinois Code of 1881, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

In computing distance in determining territorial jurisdictional lines, 
Subordinate Lodges should not take into consideration convenience of travel, 
business, voting precincts, and other concomitant circumstances, but shall de- 
termine the same by measurement on a straight line; but if a candidate moves 
out of a jurisdiction of a Lodge while his proposition or application is pend- 
ing therein, he is no longer eligible. Be it further 

Resolved , That Section 11, of Article II., of the By-laws of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois, be amended to read as follows: 

No Subordinate Lodge in this state shall admit to membership or deposit 
of card, any person residing nearer another Lodge working in the same lan- 
guage, without the consent of such Lodge having been first obtained in writ- 
ing, and payment to such Lodge of the amount of fees for initiation and de- 
grees charged by the Lodge receiving such member; provided, however, the 
Lodge giving such consent in writing, may also, in writing, if it so desires, 
waive the payment to it of the above named fees for initiation and degrees, 
provided, that in a city or village in which there are two or more Lodges, 
they shall have concurrent jurisdiction.

Your Committee on Legislation to whom was referred Report No. 17 of 
the Committee on the State of the Order, on the subject of dues and benefits, 
and recommending amendments to Sections 5, 8, and 9, of Article X, Subor- 
ordinate Lodge Constitution, beg to report that we have duly considered the 
same, as well as the pending legislation in the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and 
the recommendation of the Grand Master in the premises, and believing that 
the ability of Lodges to fulfill the obligations and promises to members when 
admitted demands legislation in the line proposed, we fully concur in the re- 
report of the Committee on the State of the Order, and recommend that Sec- 
tions numbered 5, 8, and 9, Article X, Subordinate Lodge Constitution, be so 
amended that the same shall read as follows: 

Article X. — Section 5. The regular contributions to the Lodge fund 
shall not be at a less rate than ten cents a week, to be determined by the By- 
laws, but the Lodge shall by its By-laws prescribe some less rate not exceed- 
ing five cents a week for the dues of non-beneficial members. 

Sec. 8. Every beneficiary member of this Lodge, in case of sickness or 
disability not caused by vice or immorality on his part, shall be entitled to 
and receive from the funds of the Lodge such weekly benefits as may be fixed 
by the By-laws, the amount per week not to exceed one-half of one year’s 
dues, and not less than two dollars a week, if of the Scarlet Degree. But no 
sick benefits shall be allowed for less than a week’s sickness, or the fractional 
part of a week; provided , that this Lodge may provide in its By-laws for a 
sick beneGt of not less than one dollar to be paid to Brothers who may have 
been sick, and received sick benefits continuously for the period of one year; 
provided further, that in determining the amount that may be fixed as weekly 
benefits, Lodges in receipt of income from safe investments may add to the 
aggregate amount of one year’s dues received from the members the net 
amount of income received from such investments during the last preceding 
year, and consider such income as dues, for the purpose of fixing the rate of 
weekly benefits. 
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Sec. 9. In case of the death of a beneficiary member of the Lodge there 
shall be allowed not less than twenty dollars as a funeral benefit, nor more 
than the amount of five times one year’s dues, and such further sum as may 
be necessary to pay funeral expenses; provided, however, that in case the 
Lodge shall have expended money for funeral expenses with the consent of 
the family, then it may apply the funeral benefit toward the funeral expenses; 
and provided further, that no Lodge shall be held liable for a larger amount 
than sixty dollars for the funeral expenses of a deceased Brother.

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DECISION IN THE LANGSTAFF CASE. 


BY THE APPELLATE COURT. 


The ease of Samuel A. Langstaff, which has for so many years been be- 
fore the Grand Lodge in various ways, and which has for a long time been 
pending in the civil courts, was, on the 12th of December, 1803, decided by 
the Appellate Court sitting at Springfield. Below is the opinion by Judge 
Boggs, presiding Judge of the Court:

OPINION. 

Boggs, P. J. 

This was an action of assumpsit brought against the appellants as 
Trustees of Olive Branch Lodge No. 15, Independent Order of Odd-Fellows, 
by the appellee, Langstaff, a member of the Scarlet Degree of said Lodge. 
The laws of the Order provide for the payment of the sum of five dollars per 
week, under certain conditions, to those of its members of the Scarlet De- 
gree who are sick and disabled. The appeliee claimed to be entitled to re- 
ceive, and that the Lodge was liable to pay to him, under its rules, regula- 
tions, and by-laws, a large sum of money as such sick benefits. He notified the 
proper authorities of the appellant Lodge of his claim, and brought certain 
of his demands in compliance with the rules and regulations of the Order be- 
fore the Lodge for adjustment and settlement. Weekly benefits were allowed 
and paid for a number of weeks, but his claims for like benefits for quite a 
period of time were denied and disallowed by the Lodge. He brought this 
action to recover the “sick benefits” thus refused to be paid, and for other 
like demands not presented to the Lodge. The appellants’ Trustees filed a 
number of pleas, in substance the same — the averments in effect being that 
Olive Branch Lodge is a Subordinate Lodge of the Grand Lodge of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd-Fellows of the State of Illinois, and that the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws of the Order provide that when a member of the Order 
claimed to be entitled to sick “benefits” he should present his claims to the 
Subordinate Lodge of which he was a member for adjustment; and if he felt 
aggrieved by the decision of the Subordinate Lodge refusing and disallowing 
the claim, an appeal from such decision to the Grand Lodge should be al- 
lowed such member, provided such appeal be taken within three months from 
the rendition of the decision, and that the appellee did, in pursuance of such 
provisions of the laws of the Order, present certain of his demands to the ap- 
pellant Lodge, and that it decided that he was not entitled to receive pay- 
ment thereof from the funds of the Order; that he did not appeal, and that 
the other demands for such benefits sought to be recovered by this action 
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were not presented to or brought before the Subordinate Lodge for adjustment 
or action thereon. A demurrer was interposed to such pleas and the same 
sustained by the Court; to which ruling the appellant excepted. Judgment 
was rendered against the appellant Trustees, who prosecute this appeal to 
this Court. 

Two questions are presented by the record: 

1. Was the appellee, after having presented his claim to the Subordinate 
Lodge, required to appeal to the Grand Lodge from an adverse decision or 
might he abandon further effort within the Order and institute an action in 
the courts ofjaw to recover his demand. 

2. Can a member of a Subordinate Lodge claiming “sick benefits” from 
the funds of the Older, omit application to the Subordinate Lodge therefor 
and institute suit atrlaw against the Lodge for such benefits? 

It cannot be denied that there is some conflict of authority upou these 
questions, but upon careful examination and consideration of such authori- 
ties and of the reasoning and principles upon which they proceed, we are of 
opinion that the better rule is that a member of this Order in applying for 
benefits under its rules and regulations must follow the procedure prescribed 
by the laws and rules of the Order, and that he cannot until he has exhausted 
the remedies provided in such cases for an adjustment of such claims within 
the Order, invoke the aid of courts of law. This view of the law is supported 
by Bacon on Benefit Societies, Sec. 94; Niblack on Mutual Benefit Societies, 
Sec. 130, 131; Oliver et al. vs. Hopkins et al., 144 Mass., 175, and many cases 
collected and commented upon in note to Otto vs. Journeyman Tailors’ Union, 
7 Amer. Stat. Rep. 165. The principle announced finds support in the reas- 
oning of the Supreme Court of our state in The People, ex rel. vs. Board 
of Trade, 80 111., 134. 

It follows that the trial court in passing upon the sufficiency of the pleas 
erred in so far as it ruled that the appellee might seek the aid of the courts of 
law, before exhausting the remedies provided by the regulations of the Order 
for an adjustment of his alleged demands upon the funds of the society of 
which he was a member. For this error the judgment is reversed and the 
cause remanded. 

Reversed and remanded.

State of the Order.

Special Sessions of the Grand Lodge. 

The following recommendation at session of 1893 was made by W. L. 
Carlin. G. R., and Official Instructor, to-wit: 

“I earnestly recommend that the Grand Lodge provide that the 
incoming Grand Master arrange for the holding of ten special sessions 
during his term, to be so located that one of them shall be reasonably 
accessible to every Lodge,” was adopted, except leaving the number of 
sessions to the discretion of the Grand Master. 

Pursuant to such instructions, I have held special sessions at the fol- 
lowing points: 

Beardstown, Morrison, Chicago, Galena, Bloomington, Joliet and 
Princeton. 

The great amount of school work done through the year detracted 
much from these special sessions. Only those held in Chicago. Galena 
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and Princeton, seemed to be of much interest to the Past Grands. T.lie 
Grand Lodge degree was conferred on twenty' -three Past Grands at 
Beardstown, twenty at Morrison, one hundred and seventy-five at 
Chicago, fifty-one at Galena, twenty-six at Bloomington, nine at Joliet, 
and fifty-one at Princeton, making a total of three hundred and fifty-five. 

I have also called a special session to be held at 4 p. in., the 20tli day 
of November, in Springfield, for the purpose of conferring the Grand 
Lodge degree on all new Representatives and Past Grands, to enable them 
to attend the first session of the Grand Lodge at 7 o’clock p. in., same 
date. This session will be no expense to the Grand Lodge, but in my 
opinion will be a great improvement on the old plan.

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The Rebekah Lodge is no longer a mere experiment, but a leading and 
integral part of our Order. At first it was a mere “side degree for a special 
purpose;” in no sense an “integral part of Odd Fellowship,” but now a 
vital, necessary and indispensable part. 

It occupies a position to-day, in its relation to the Subordinate Lodge, 
in ministrations of charity and friendship, analagous with a noble wife 
and mother to the husband and father in their ministrations of parental 
love. It has in many instances tended to vitalize declining subordinate 
Lodges, and in some instances kept them from surrendering their charters. 
Man) r Brothers have no proper conception of what work the Rebekahs are 
doing, or how essential the Rebekah Lodge is to the vital interests of the 
Order. The Sister, instead of taking a remote interest Jn that to which 
their husbands, fathers and brothers belonged, but which they personally 
could have no part, have now become practically identified with it, and 
constitute an integral, important and essential part of the great Order, 
the business of which is to give to the world an unselfish exemplification 
of the principles of “Friendship, Love and Truth.” We have, I am sorry 
to say, a few Lodges that do not exhibit the signs of prosperity that is to 
be desired, or they might if they took in it a greater interest. The decline 
and exhaustion to which some of these Lodges have been reduced is, I be- 
lieve, owing to the want of care in the selection of a portion of the material 
composing them. One or two persons of doubtful reputation, or one or 
two chronic kickers among the Brothers, would be enough to break up a 
society in heaven, let alone a society on this mundane sphere. Lodges, 
and especially Rebekah Lodges, should not be in too great a hurry to pro- 
cure a large membership, but should endeavor to gather in only the very 
best element in the community. Ladies, as a rule, are more particularly 
exacting as to the character of their associates than men are, and will 
have nothing whatever to do with those whose morals or propriety of con- 
duct will admit of even a question of doubt. Another reason, I believe, 
for the want of prosperity in some of these Lodges, is the indifference of 
male relatives. Some brothers allow their wives, sisters or daughters to 
belong, but will not lend their assistance even by membership. Some 
brothers pay their dues but scarcely ever see the inside of their Subordi- 
nate Lodge. Of course they will give no encouragement to their wives and 
daughters to take an interest in or attend a Rebekah Lodge. Whatever 
their motive may be, they act as if all the interest they took in the Order 
was to secure benefits in case they became sick. Such Odd Fellows are 
Odd Fellows “for revenue only.” Two weeks’ benefits would more than 
pay for a year’s dues, as provided by most of the Lodges. If this is the 
onl} r or highest motive that keeps them in the Order, they will discourage 
rather than encourage the ladies of their household in Rebekah work. 
Selfishness is the most abominable thing we can have in the Order. It is 
the prolific source of all contention and strife, and the deadly foe to Lodge 
prosperity and success. Some men are so selfish that they would take no 
interest in heaven, except as they could be allowed to eat the fruit on the 
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tree of life. But we aim to keep such men out of the Lodge. But we do 
not always succeed. Some men attend the Subordinate Lodge regularly r 
but make no effort to encourage their wives and daughters to attend or 
take an}' interest in a Rebekah Lodge. In proportion to numbers. I have 
had fewer complaints and perplexing questions sent me by the Rebekah 
Lodges, than from Subordinate Lodges. From some of them, I think I 
would not have had any' if it had not been for the officious meddling of 
some of the Brothers, who did ndt know as well how to conduct a Rebekah 
Lodge as did the Sisters. A prominent Sister of our Order speaking to me 
on this subject said: “When the Brothers keep quiet, all is pecce and 
harmony in our Lodge. But when they try to dictate and catch us up oil 
technicalities, there is trouble, confusion and hard feelings. I wish they 
would let us alone.” 

The Rebekah Lodge was intended to be, and is emphatically a ladies r 
Lodge, and as such should be allowed to conduct the business of the same 
in their own way. They have shown their ability to manage successfully 
and I would advise the Brothers not to assume an air of superior wisdom, 
or in any way show a disposition to dictate to the Sisters. If they have 
any surplus talent or knowledge they wish to expend, let them expend it » 
on the Subordinate Lodge, and not in the Rebekah Lodge, until asked for 
by the Rebekahs themselves. 

The Rebekah Lodge is a grand one, its potency for good to Odd Fel- 
lowship is only beginning to be realized, and even now, I doubt if we 
have any just conception of what a power in the upbuilding of, and the 
grand attainments of the Order it will be. 

All who have been attending the Grand Lodge for years know what 
an inspiration it has given to that body by the simultaneous meeting of 
the State Convention, or as it is now called State Assembly. Yet there 
is a very notable inequality of privileges, which should be remedied. A 
Brother, even if he has not sufficient good looks or talent, or disposition, 
to secure the blessings of a good wife, can visit the Assembly at pleasure. 
But the most beautiful or talented Sister, with brains enough to furnish 
the upper story of a half dozed ordinary Brothers with more and better 
thoughts than they ever dreamed of or ever will have, must stand out- 
side the outer portals of the Grand Lodge, over the outer door of which is 
virtually inscribed : ‘No admittance for women.” But the age is growing 
in knowledge and progressing in wisdom. 

Odd Fellowship is a progressive order, and I trust and hope that in 
the not very far distant future all distinctions in the privileges of the 
order will be obliterated, and the Sisters will be allowed to take their 
places with the Brethren on a platform of equal privileges and rights.

Subordinate Lodge Jurisdiction. 

Judging from the reports made on this subject by many Grand Mast- 
ers in the past, the only conclusion at which I arrive, is that the new law 
on this subject, enacted at our last session, was exactly 7 the right thing, as 
jurisdiction has given this office very little trouble. In a few cases a 
Lodge has taken into membership a candidate from the Jurisdiction of 
another. Not being familiar with the new law, they have written to me 
for decisions. But in every instance the matter was quickly and amicably 
fixed between the Lodg-es when the law was made plain to them. 

This legislation is good, and I would recommend that it be not molested. 

Burned=out Lodges. 

Pawnee Lodge No. 441, Pawnee. Rituals and paraphernalia burned. 
Total loss. No insurance. 

Compromise Lodge No. 278, Gifford. — Hall, charter, records, para- 
phernalia and rituals. Total loss. Insurance, SI, 600. 

Joppa Lodge No. 135, Joppa. — Complete loss, nothing saved. Loss, 
about S800. Insurance, S566. This is the third time this Lodge has met 
with loss by fire. 

Prairie View Lodge No. 254, Long View. — Total loss, except some 
regalia and Per. Secretary’s books. Loss, about $275. No insurance. 

Golden Rule R. D. Lodge No. 279, Irving. — Total loss. No insurance. 

Official Visitations. 

I have made 70 official visits, with Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges. 
I have presided at the dedication of six Odd Fellows’ buildings and laid 
the corner stone of an Odd Fellows’ Temple at Metropolis. I personally 
instituted one Subordinate and two Rebekah Degree Lodges. Made 16 
addresses on Odd Fellowship, installed officers for three Subordinate and 
two new Lodges in Chicago, when protests were made. Conducted 13 
schools of instruction in Subordinate and 8 schools of instruction for Re- 
bekah Lodges. Attended burial of two Brothers, one in Decatur, the 
other in Pamsev. Have also visited the Grand Lodges of Indiana and 
Iowa, and the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Dues and Benefits. 

Pursuant to instructions, I appointed a special committee on “Dues 
and Benefits,” composed of Bros. W. L. Carlin. G. R. of No. 53; M. C. 
Karnes, of No. 214, and T. C. Roseberry, of No. 465, which committee have 
undoubtedly prepared their report for the consideration of the Grand 
Lodge. In connection therewith and for the information of the Grand 
Representatives to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, I issued the following 
circular letter to the Lodges of this Jurisdiction, to which the most of them 
responded with the information asked for, and which I turned over to Bro. 
K. S. Conway, Grand Representative. 
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Vandalia. III., May 1<>. 1894. 

To Subordinate / odge<, Jurisdiction cf Illinois: 

Dkak Sirs and Bkotiikks: — You are doubtless aware that the ques- 
tion of “Dues and Benefits” is now being’ agitated by the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, with a plan submitted at its last session in September. 18**3, 
which was laid over for one year, and will be brought up for action at the 
next session, next September. This proposed legislation was referred to 
our Grand Lodge, and after being read, our Grand Representatives were 
instructed by unanimous vote tb work against the proposed legislation. 
Now. in connection with these instructions, the Grand Representatives 
desire all the information they can possibly secure, touching the question 
of dues and benefits, so as to be able to discuss the manner intelligently 
before the Sovereign Grand Lodge. I, therefore, as Grand Master, desire 
to have your Secretary, immediately on receipt of this communication, 
answer the following questions on the blank herein enclosed for that 
purpose: 

1. How many weeks' benefits have 3*011 paid during the past year, 
from April 1, 1893, to March 31, 1894, of only one wee/c's sickness/ 

2. How 111 a 113 * weeks of two weeks* continuous sickness? 

3. How many weeks of three weeks’ continuous sickness? 

4. How many weeks’ benefits were paid to all Brothers who were 
more than three weeks sick during the one continuous sickness? 

This being a matter of great importance to ever 3 * Lodge, I hope 3*011 
will take great pains to give all the information asked for promptly.

Code of Laws. 

That there is a great need for a revised code of laws, no one can 
deny. The code of 1881 is now many 3 *ears behind the times, and while 
the supplement to the code of 1889 is a revision to that date, it is very 
unsatisfactory, and very few Lodges refer to it on account of not under- 
standing the references between the two. Again some of the most im- 
portant legislation has been enacted since the supplement was issued. I 
would therefore recommend that a new, complete code be provided for. to 
include all new legislation up to and including this session of the Grand 
Lodge. 

I am informed by the Grand Secretar 3 * that the supply of codes of 
1881 is now about exhausted. 

Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 

In the main, I agree with mv immediate predecessor in his report, that 
the creating of such committee to act on all appeals brought before it 
“Takes a great burden freni the shoulders of the chief executive, and its 
decisions are the combined work and wisdom of five members of the Order, 
assembled especially to deliberate and decide points at issue, instead of 
the b 3 * no means infallible conclusion of a single individual.” But as 
I understand it this committee is to decide 011 I 3 ' upon questions of fact and 
law according to the evidence before them, and this evidence must come 
to them through the Grand Master. The law is “The Committee on Judi- 
ciary and Appeals shall have appellate jurisdiction to hear and deter- 
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mine all questions arising- by appeal from the action or judgment of any 
Subordinate Lodge, or otherwise, which may be referred to them by the 
Grand Master or Gra?id Lodge . " 

The wisdom of all appeals passing- through the hands of the Grand 
Master before any action is taken by the committee is apparent to all who 
have served as Grand Master. There is never an appeal taken to this 
committee, until a considerable correspondence has passed between both 
parties to the case and the Grand Master. Often, important testimony is 
on file in the Grand Master’s office. If an appeal goes direct from the 
Lodge to the committee, this evidence is left out entirely, which evidence 
or correspondence might be of great importance to the committee. The 
Grand Master knows nothing whatever of the appeal until the case is 
published. This has happened during this administration. Appeals 
from an alleged decision of the Grand Master have gone direct to this 
committee, and the committee in a length}' decision took occasion to say 
the Grand Master had no jurisdiction in the case; when the facts were, 
the Grand Master had never had an appeal on the case before him, and if 
it had been, it would have been sent to its proper place— the Committee on 
Judiciary and Appeals. In this case the Lodge Deputy had written to the 
Grand Master propounding a question of law, and an answer was sent to 
the Deputy, which communication was read to the Lodge. The Lodge not 
being in harmony with the decision, appealed direct to the Committee on 
Judiciary and Appeals, who received the matter from the Lodge as an ap- 
peal, acted upon it, and reversed the opinion of the Grand Master, and at 
the same time took occasion to sit down on him hard. The point of law 
was submitted, with the knowledge of part of the committee, to the Grand 
Sire. The Grand Master was sustained by the Grand Sire, and the Grand 
Sire's opinion was sustained by the Sovereign Grand Lodge at its last 
session. 

Among the duties prescribed for the Grand Master, one is: “He shall 
hear and decide any grievance or complaint that may be made to him." 
Also, “To answer letters from a Lodge under seal, or from his Deputy." 
This was just what was done in this case, and had the opinion given, 
been radically wrong, to attack the motives of a Grand Master, any other 
member, or Lodge of the Order, interested in an appeal or opinion, and to 
embody such attack in their reports, to be published to the world, is, in 
my humble opinion, not for what this committee was created.

Dear Sir and Brother: -I herewith submit for your interpretation 
and decision questions pertaining to the Rebekah Degree, on which I can 
find no direct law, and on which I find a difference of opinion among Illi- 
nois Representatives and Past Representatives to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. Past Grand Masters, and members of our Judiciary Committee. I 
have been requested by some of them to refer the questions to you for 
decision. 
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Case 1 — An unmarried lady, a member of the Rebckah Degree, is 
dropped for N. P. D. She then marries a man not a member of the or- 
der. After marriage she makes application for reinstatement. Ques- 
tion. Can she be reinstated? 

Case 2 — An unmarried lady, and member of Rebekah Degree Lodge, 
marries a man who is not a member of the order. After marriage she is 
dropped for N. P. D. Within a year after being so dropped, she makes 
application for reinstatement. Question. Can she be reinstated? 

Hoping to hear from yon sbon, and thanking you in advance, allow 
me to remain, with highest respect and fraternal regards.

The following- is the report of the -special committee : 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , /. O . O. F : 

Your Committee on the Chicag-o Odd Fellows’ Association of Cook 
County' would respectfully' report as follows : 

Your committee was appointed, under instructions of the last Grand 
Lodge, “to investig-ate the workings of the Chicago Odd Fellows' Associa- 
tion, and report its conclusions and recommendations.” In compliance 
therewith, y'our committee assembled in Chicago on December 20th. The 
Grand Master had previously- issued a proclamation requesting each Lodge 
in Cook County' to send a representative to this meeting, and the associa- 
tion has also sent each lodge the following: 

Chicago Odd Fellows’ Association. 

Chicago, Dec. 5. 1893. 

Brothers It having come to our attention during the recent session 
of the Grand Lodge that dissatisfaction was existing among some of the 
Lodges belonging to this association as to its rules of representation 
therein; and, whereas, we fully' realize that fraternal interest and co- 
operation upon the part of the Lodges in Cook county, alone can enable it 
to carry' on ’its work, therefore, in order that all differences may' be ad- 
justed and all misunderstanding avoided, at the last meeting of this asso- 
ciation the following motion was unanimously' carried: 

Resolved , That a committee, of which the president and acting sec- 
retary' be members, be appointed to draft a circular to be sent to all the 
Lodges in Cook county', asking them to send a representative to attend a 
meeting to be held on Wednesday' evening, December 20, 1893, at 8 o’clock, 
at the association rooms, to discuss way's and means of revising our laws 
in such a way' that all Lodges in Cook county' may' work together in har- 
mony for our common cause. Believing that the work of this association 
in the past has been a credit not only' to the Order in this Jurisdiction, but 
to the fraternity' at large, we hope y'ou will send your representative in 
order that he may’ take part in this most important meeting.

Note— The following committee appointed by the Grand Master, con- 
sisting of Henry' A. Stone. G. M.. Geo. C. Rankin, No. 160, Geo. F. How- 
ard, P. G. M., C. F. Mansfield, G. W., R. K. Dewey, P. G. P.. to investi- 
gate the association, will be present at the meeting. 

Fifty'-nine Lodges responded to the call and each representative was 
heard, stating his objections to. and criticism of, the association, if any'. 
The utmost freedom was permitted in the discussion, every' phase of the 
question was touched on and every- representative was asked to offer 
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suggestions contemplating if possible, a more practical and satisfactory 
management of the situation and of the work designed for the associa- 
tion. 

It developed that about one-third of the Lodges were satisfied with the 
work of the association, 25 objected to the life membership system, and 12 
were dissatisfied with the management. Among the objections urged 
were : That the labor bureau conflicts with trades unions, that partiality 
was practiced, that the claim of situations, obtained were not susceptible 
of proof from the records, that the good done is not commensurate with 
the expenses, that the form of the reports is obscure and misleading, that 
more is expended for gas than for relief, that the society is not self- 
supporting by fees from applicants for situations, and that members from 
a particular Lodge had been snubbed. It was soon evident, however, that 
the Lodges favored a continuance of the association under a reorganiza- 
tion with the chief objectionable features removed, and the representa- 
tives present so decided with practical unanimity. A reorganization was 
duly effected, satisfactory to the Cook county Lodges, and the association 
is continuing its commendable labors in harmonious and united action. 

The prime objects of the Chicago Odd Fellows’ Association of Cook 
County being to aid the poor and unfortunate Brother away from home 
and friends in the great metropolis, to provide him with employment and 
care for him in sickness and distress, it appeals to the inmost heart of 
every Odd Fellow. 

The Brothers thus provided for are not members of the local organiza- 
tions, but are from Lodges scattered through this Jurisdihtion and from 
nearly every Jurisdiction in the world. The Chicago Odd Fellows should 
not, therefore, be compelled to bear the entire burden of this noble work 
inspired by the highest instincts of humanity and brotherly love. I 11 
thus exemplifying the first irreat principles of Odd Fellowship, the 
Association merits the endorsement and commendation of this grand 
body in the highest degree. 

This committee therefore recommends an appropriation of five hun- 
dred dollars ($500) to aid this Association in its great work.

Report of the Association Through Its Officers. 

Henry W. Stone , Jisq. , G) ami Master, I. O . O. 

Dear Sir and Brotiikr:— I11 conformity with a prevailing custom, 
the Chicago Odd Fellows’ Association of Cook county make this year its 
annual report to yon of its last year’s activity' in aiding, counseling and 
relieving members of the Order that come to this metropolis and sought 
its protection, its counsel and, in many' cases, its relieving hand. 

In pursuance to a resolution adopted at the last session of the Grand 
Lodge, a committee, consisting of Henry' A. Stone, Grand Master: George 
F. Howard, P. G. M.; C. F. Mansfield, G. W.; R. K. Dewey, P. G. P., and 
George C. Rankin, visited Chicago, Wednesday, December 20, 1803, and a 
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public meeting- was held under their auspices at Atlas Bodge Hall, in this 
city, very largeh r attended by representatives from Cook county Bodges, 
and a full discussion was had, and all questions of difference considered, 
and a resolution was then unanimously passed, recommending the con- 
tinuance of the association in its noble work, and a reorganization of the 
association effected satisfactory to all the local Odd Fellows and to the 
said committee of the Grand Bodge. At which time Bro. William Sharpe 
was elected President, and P. G, M., J. B. Barnum, Secretary; and at the 
annual meeting of last June, were elected as their successors, Bro. Bouis 
Kistler, President, and Bro. F. G. Allen, Secretary of the association. 
Under the present administration, the undersigned believe complete har- 
mony has been secured, and the affairs of the association have been ad- 
ministered in the interests of our noble Order to the best of their ability, 
considering the small means at their command and the large demands on 
their resources. 

As in former years, so now, only a few more than the majority of 
Bodges in the city of Chicago and Cook county have been constant and 
actual contributors to the funds of the association. There has been, 
theoefore, a large demand upon the resources of individual Brothers, 
whose hearts and hands are thoroughly engaged in this good work. The 
burden, however, is greater than they can bear — greater than they ought 
to bear. The work done is work that would naturally fall to the entire 
Jurisdiction; it is the work of this Jurisdiction for the brotherhood at 
large, and not simply the Chicago Bodges; the Chicago Bodges have be- 
come simply, by the providence of God, the channel through which it is 
done. 

The number of brothers demanding the attention of the association 
has been very large during the past year, coming from nearly all of the 
Jurisdictions from all over the countrj r , and some from Canada, and still 
others from Furope, that required the attention of the officers of the asso- 
ciation, and between two and three hundred from the Jurisdiction of Illi- 
nois, outside of the city of Chicago and the county of Cook; and this work 
has not been absolutely confined to Brothers. Some Sisters also required 
the aid and helping hand of the association; .some under some very pecu- 
lar circumstances. The names of the parties are, for various reasons, 
withheld. A certain widow of an Odd Fellow and a Rebekah Sister had, 
in the earlier part of this year, been imposed on by an alleged Odd Fel- 
low from the Jurisdiction of Ohio, who was, however, only an Odd Fellow 
in name, but a member of an Ohio Bodge. He gained, gradually, the 
confidence of this Sister, who was in comfortable circumstances, inducing 
her to make a mortgage on her own property to the extent of $3,500, the 
proceeds of which this wolf in lamb's apparel succeeded in getting posses- 
sion of and made away with it, and then his ardor for the good Sister 
thereafter very gradually diminished, until this unfortunate Sister reached 
the conclusion that a confidence game had been practiced upon her. In- 
formation was brought to the officers of the association, who immediately 
ivestigated the matter and brought the swindler near to the bars of the 
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prison door, thereby compelling- him to disgorge the stolen proceeds, and 
caused it to be returned to the good Sister, of course, without expense to 
her. The swindler was subsequently, through the action of the associa- 
tion, expelled from the Order. Thanks to the Lodge in Ohio which acted 
so promptly on information furnished it. 

Another case arose during the year of an unusual character. An al- 
leged single man from another Jurisdiction, appearing here in Chicago, 
gained the confidence of a Rebekah Sister, made love and they* kissed and 
got married. After living together for some weeks he succeeded in per- 
suading his newly acquired wife to raise money on her furniture to enable 
him to go back to his former place of residence, and, after being away 
awhile, he wrote back to Chicago, acknowledging that he had been married 
before, and that he was now living with his real wife, and asking forgive- 
ness. It became the duty of this association to expose the scoundrel, and 
it caused him also to be expelled from the Order. Quite a large number 
of other cases that have presented themselves, in this metropolis, of pre- 
tended Odd Fellows holding membership in our Order and apparently all 
regular, in some far-off Jurisdiction, have appeared during the past year, 
and on investigation they were found to be imposters, and by’ the efforts 
of this association, these also, were expelled. Such, however, is simply 
the negative good that the association has been constantly T called upon to 
perform in the Order to protect the Order and its membership. 

The main claim upon the association is that of using its kindly offices 
affirmatively in the legitimate work of the Order brought before it, under 
the peculiar situation of this large city, and in order to do the work that 
this Order professes to do, the association ought to be considered under the 
special auspices of the Grand Lodge of the Jurisdiction of the State of 
Illinois, aided by’ it and supported by it, because the work done by’ it is 
not local; it is the work of the entire Jurisdiction which this Jurisdiction 
is called upon to perform in behalf of Odd Fellowship when brothers from 
all over the country’ are either called here on business or brought here by 
their own impulses or desires, and falls prey's, or victims to a cold outside 
world. 

At the beginning of the year the association was without resources, 
having failed of the legitimate aid and support of the Grand Lodge as in 
former y r ears. It has had to depend upon the Lodges as stated above, and 
upon such surplus as it made in the anniversary association of the Order, 
which, happily, this y’ear was very' largely' attended, and was honored as 
well by Bro. C. T. Campbell, Grand Sire, and also a little surplus made at 
an annual reunion in Columbian Park, of all the Lodges, which was ex- 
ceedingly' well attended, and also honored by the present Deputy' Grand 
Master. 

Ail funds are carefully administered and the expenses of the associa- 
tion have been reduced to a minimum. The secretary' of the association 
is the only paid person, for his entire attention is devoted to the associa- 
tion’s work. Headquarters must be kept, and the rent must be provided 
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for. All other persons in connection with the association give their aid 
and support without money and without price. 

The officers of the association, therefore, must look in part for the 
kindly aid and support in this work to the Grand Lodge of this Jurisdic- 
tion, and herewith make their most earnest appeal to the favorable con- 
sideration of all the members of the Grand Lodge, thanking them for the 
past favors shown, in the carrying on of a work that has forced itself 
upon the association and consequently upon the Order, in this Jurisdic- 
tion, arising out of the metropolitan character of this great overgrown 
city, a metropolis which belongs not only to the State of Illinois, but 
which has become, by circumstances, very nearly" the heart of the whole 
country.

The above report, it seems to me, ought to be sufficient to convince 
every member of the Grand Lodge that the association is one of the 
great necessities in this great metropolis of this State, and that under its 
present management there should be no obstacle placed in the way of its 
success. That it still has .some opposition is only to say that it is a 
human institution, but from frequent personal visitations made during 
the year and carefully watching its workings, Iain thoroughly convinced 
that this Grand Lodge should give it its unqualified endorsement, and 
such further financial aid as suggested in the committee’s report. The 
association is intended for the aid and assistance of the Brotherhood out- 
side of Cook county r , and it is unjust to compel the Cook county Lodges to 
shoulder the whole burden. The present officers of the association I am 
personall}" acquainted with, and I know them to be of that sterling worth 
that to associate their names with an institution not worthy of the hearty 
endorsement of our order would not be in keeping with their character 
and standing in the Order. I certainly hope this Grand Lodge will no 
longer be opposed to lending it the assistance it deserves. 

Proficiency in Lodge Work. 

The following I extract from the report of Grand Master E. S. Con- 
way under head of “Perfection of Lodge Work," found on page 534, 
Journal 1893: “Brother Carlin has given his money" and* time in canning 
on this yvork, and I feel that much of the credit for the progress that has 
been made during the year is due to him, and I am glad to saj’ that yvith 
his valuable aid and the assistance of the Lodge Deputies and the Official 
Instructors throughout the State, it has been fully" demonstrated that the 
layvs in regard to a knoyvledge of the umvritten and ritualistic yvork, on the 
part of Lodge officers can be enforced . It has been further amply" demon- 
strated that where the huu has been carried out, the effect on the Lodge has 
been very benejiciat. So also yvith the enforcement of the layv in regard to 
knoyvledge of the degrees attained by the candidate before advancement. 
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No one will deny the truth of the old maxim: ‘What is worth doing- at all, 
is worth doing- well.' Applied to proficiency on the part of Lodge officers, 
it is certainty pertinent. It must be apparent to all that a continual and open 
violation of existing taw is productive of untold evil , and has a direct tendency 
to instil/ a disregard for alt taws . 

“I therefore urge that the taws of the Order be rigidly enforced , and if 
found impractical, or too severe to the extent of being detrimental to the 
best interests of our beloved Order, then amend the laws. 

‘‘To those who have persistently opposed the course pursued by me in 
enforcing the taw during my administration, both b}' personal letters to 
me, in public and through the Fraternal Press , I would earnestly ask 
them to carefully consider the above recommendations of Bro. Conway, 
then turn to page 648 of the same journal and carefully read the 12th re- 
port of Committee on the ‘State of the Order.’ It says, ‘Your commit- 
tee on the State of the Order would respectfully report that they have 
carefully considered that part of the Grand Master's report relating to 
‘Official Instructors,' embodying the report of Grand Representative 
Carlin, chairman of the Board of Official Instructors, found on pages 20, 
21. 22 and 23, which shows that Bro. Carlin has taken hold of the work in 
his usual energetic and efficient manner, and that the work done as found 
in the table on page 21 is a good showing, and its tendency toward raid- 
ing the standard of proficiency in this matter should be recognized and 
endorsed by this Grand Lodge." 

Then turn to page <>71 of same journal and observe that this 12th re- 
port of Committee on State of the Order was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 
Pursuant to such instructions from the Grand Lodge, which instructions 
were in perfect harmony with my often expressed views on this subject, 
I have, to the best of my ability, enforced the law as I obligated myself 
to do. 

That my earnest endeavors have been endorsed by all who have been 
brought under its enforcement, I am led to believe by the many letters of 
endorsement received and thanks expressed by those who had been op- 
posed to these schools before they realized the practical benefits to be de- 
rived from them, and from the reports of the several Official Instruct- 
ors who assured me of the expressions of hearty co-operation of all the 
Lodges where these schools have been held. All the opposition to this 
systematic work existing in this Jurisdiction comes from those Brothers 
or Lodges who have persistently refused to attend these schools, claiming 
they were no benefit to the Order, but only a “Fad” or a “Hobby” of the 
Grand Master's. If it is an unjust taw, if it is a "Fad" or a "Hobby" or 
a scheme to extort money from the Lodges, and of no practical benefit to 
the Order, repeal the stringent laws that make it obligatory on the Grand 
Master to ‘enforce such laws. But I do not believe the Lodges of this 
proud Jurisdiction have any idea of repealing this just and wholesome 
law. The grand work accomplished during the past two years has ele- 
vated the Jurisdiction of Illinois on a plane above any other Jurisdiction 
under the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
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Our reputation for proficiency in work, unwritten work, ritualistic 
work, floor work, and works of charity, benevolence and brotherly love, 
has gone forth to all our sister Jurisdictions, and they are now seeking 
advice of us as to how we have accomplished such results, and I trust the 
work will “go on.” 

I feel I cannot close this subject until I earnestly thank the several 
Instructors who have labored faithfuly in this work, which has been ac- 
complished and been the means, in spite of much opposition, in bringing 
about the splendid results attained. 

In carrying out this work I issued the following circulars and letters 
of instruction: 

Grand Lodge of Ieeinois, I. O. O. F, 
Vandalia, Idd., Nov. 27, 1893. 

To the Officers and Members of Subordmate Lodges, L O. O. F, of Illinois: 

Dear Brothers: — In entering upon my administration as Grand 
Master of the Jurisdiction of Illinois, I wish to impress upon the minds of 
all that the great work of education so well inaugurated by my immediate 
predecessor, will be continued with renewed vigor. He set the mark at 
“ perfection ,” and while it is impossible for any of us to attain such pro- 
ficiency, I can conceive of no good reason why we, as Odd Fellows, can- 
not get as near such a standard of excellence as any other fraternal or- 
ganization in existence. 

The wisdom of selecting the Lodge Deputy by vote of the Lodge has 
been demonstrated during the year just past. I shall not only adopt the 
same plan and requirements, but shall require a further qualification from 
the Deputy, which qualification must result in great credit to both himself 
and his Lodge. Section 271 of the Illinois Code reads as follows: ‘Tt is 
the duty of every r installing officer to satisfy himself fully, by a rehearsal, 
that the Vice Grand-elect and Noble Grand-elect have faithfully com- 
mitted and can impart the entire secret work, to and including the Third 
Degree, and that all the elective officers shall have committed to memory 
the opening and closing charges that are required of them, and that they 
are thoroughly conversant with all their various lectures and charges; in 
lack of which qualification he shall declare the office vacant and order a 
new election of a competent member, etc.” I know by personal knowl- 
edge that nine-tenths of the Lodge Deputies are not themselves competent 
to judge as to the “ unwritten ivorkf and I am satisfied that the quickest 
and surest way in which the perfect, unwritten work can be imparted to all 
Lodges is through the Deputies. The Deputy cannot full}” satisfy himself 
that the Vice Grand-elect and Noble Grand-elect have faithfully com- 
mitted and can impart the entire secret work, unless he has committed it 
himself. In view of these facts, I shall require every Deputy appointed by 
me to perfect himself in the “ unwritten work ” during the first six months 
after his appointment, except where no opportunity is provided wherebj” 
he can acquire it. It is my intention, as far as possible, to have a school 
of instruction held by a competent Instructor, in every county in the 
State, and whenever such school is held, every Lodge Deputy in ‘that 
county must attend, all expenses of such schools to be paid pro rata, by 
the Lodges. You will therefore, immediately on receipt of this circular, 
proceed to select by vote of the Lodge a qualified Past Grand (your Rep- 
resentative, or otherwise,) from among your members, for the office of 
Lodge Deputy for the ensuing year, and transmit his name and address 
to this office on the enclosed blank. 

In conclusion, allow me to ask your hearty co-operation in this work, 
and I feel that I can assure you in advance of a most prosperous year, the 
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close of which will find us advanced in all branches of our great work, 
and especially in the one of education. 

The Secretary will read the foregoing proclamation in full at the first 
meeting after receiving the same.

Dear Sir and Brother: — In entering upon my administration as 
Grand Master of this Jurisdiction, it is 1113 ’ desire to keep up the work of 
the needed instructions, and the raising of the standard of proficiency 
within our Lodges, so well advanced by my worthy predecessor. This 
work has been heartily endorsed by the Grand Lodge, and I am instructed 
to continue in the good work, to the end that it may be thoroughly and 
well done. I wish your valued assistance, and ask you to act as Grand 
Instructor with a supervision over all the Official instructors that are 
now or may be hereafter appointed. It is my desire that every Lodge in 
the State shall have an opportunity to receive thorough instructions, and 
to that end I shall require all my Deputies as far as possible to acquire 
the work, so that they can intelligently examine the officers-elect, and be 
able to judge as to their qualifications. That the Deputies may have an 
opportunity to get the work, I wish to have at least one school held in 
each county in the State, and when such school is fixed, require the 
Deputies to attend. I have already made this a requirement for the 
selection of the Lodge Deputy in 1113 ' official circular to the Lodges, dated 
November 27th, a cop 3 r of which I enclose herewith. 

Trusting 3 'our business matters will allow 3 'ou to devote a part of 
3 ’our time to this work, and hoping to receive an early repl 3 r , allow me to

Letter to Official Instructors. 

Yandalia, III., Dec. 8 , 1893. 

Dear Sir and Brother: — I send 3*011 herewith appointment as Offi- 
cial Instructor, and I hope it will be thorough^ understood that the ap- 
pointment is made with the expectation of 3 'our using it for the purpose 
intended— WORK. I do not make any appointment for the sole purpose 
of having 3 'our name appear upon the Grand Lodge Journal, but I shall 
expect 3 'ou to do 3 'our full share in elevating the character of our Lodge 
work. There is plenty of work to be done, and more than all the Instruct- 
ors combined can accomplish; but if each one does his dut 3 r , the result 
will be far-reaching. As stated in in 3 r official circular to Lodges, request- 
ing them to recommend to me whom to appoint as their Lodge Deput 3 r , I 
shall require the Deputies to acquire the unwritten work, and that, as far 
as possible, a School of Instruction shall be held in each count 3 ' in the 
State, all the Deputies in that count 3 r being required to attend such school^ 
etc. This will make work for Official Instructors. I have appointed Bro. 
W. E. Carlin, G. R., of Jersey ville, as Grand Instructor, with full super- 
visory power over instructors, and it is my desire that >'ou promptly re- 
spond to all calls he may make upon >'ou. I would further recommend 
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that when you are requested to hold a school, by an individual Lodge, you 
report to this office, and if thought advisable, a call will be made on every 
Lodge in that particular county to unite in one school, each Lodge send- 
ing its Deputy, all expenses of such school to be paid by the Lodges, pro 
rata . 

In conclusion, allow me to congratulate you on having passed a suc- 
cessful examination before the Official Board, and I earnestly request you 
to put your shoulder to the wheel. Keep the ball rolling throughout the 
year. I desire you to make a full report to me, in detail, not later than 
October 15, 1894, as required by your commission.

Personal Instructions to the Deputy. 

Grand Lodge of Illinois, I. O. O. F., 

Vandalia, III., December, 1893. 

Dear Sir and Brother: — I take pleasure in handing you herewith 
your commission as Deputy for the year 1894, issued in accordance with 
the wish of your Lodge. In conferring this honor upon you, I deem it 
proper to call your attention to the responsibilities resting upon you as 
Deputy of the Grand Master, in addition to those set forth in your com- 
mission, and would therefore ask your careful consideration of the follow- 
ing special instructions: 

1. It will be your duty to decide all matters of law and usage that 
may properly come before you on appeal, in writing, from the decision of 
the Lodge, your answer being also in writing and entered in full on the 
records; 3 r our decision being final unless appealed from. (See new legis- 
lation, 1892). I trust that your knowledge of the laws and usages of the 
Order, and your courteous deportment and tact in settling all matters of 
dispute, will be such as to inspire that confidence on the part of the mem- 
bership of your Lodge as to render appeal from your decision unnecessary. 

2. It is my earnest desire that you do not take part, directly or indi- 
rectly, in any controversy that may arise in your Lodge, as by refraining 
from participation in disputes on a question of law and usage, you will 
add to the dignity of the office that confidence and respect for your decis- 
ions that is so necessary to the preservation of harmony in a Lodge. 

3. The peace and prosperity of your Lodge should be constantly be- 
fore you. Anything that will lawfully .conduce to this end should receive 
your cordial support. Be not too technical, nor too hasty in rendering 
decisions, but act without fear or favor when occasion demands. 

4. If your Lodge has not already done so, you must at once provide 
yourself with the Illinois Code, ’81; Supplement to the Illinois Code, ’89; 
and Grand Lodge Journals of ’90, ’91 and ’92, containing later legislation 
enacted. These you will make your careful study, in order that you may 
at all times be able to render intelligent decisions on matters that come 
before you. 

I wish to call your especial attention to the official circular to your 
Lodge, under which instructions you were selected to act as Deputy. In 
it the following appears: 

“I shall require every Deputy appointed by me to perfect himself in 
the unwritten work during the first six months after his appointment, ex- 
cept where no opportunity is provided whereby he can acquire it.” 

It is my intention, if possible, to have a School of Instruction held at 
the most available location in your county during the year, in which case 
you will attend. And I request that you. confer with all the Lodges in 
your county at once, and agree upon a location and date for such school, 
and report to me, when I will have an Instructor assigned to you. Should 
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you require any further information in carrying- out this great work, I 
hope you will feel free to address me on the subject. In conclusion, niv 
Brother, I earnestly ask you to co-operate with me and help me to make 
this one of the most prosperous years of our Order, and especially in the 
work of education. I will do all I can to that end, and want the assist- 
ance of every Brother in the Order.

Dear Brethren:— I take pleasure in announcing to the membership, 
that, as shown by the reports from Official Instructors, upwards of one 
hundred Schools of Instruction in the unwritten work have been held since 
the first of January, 1894, embracing three-fourths of the counties in the 
State, and that most gratifying results have been secured. 

A large proportion of Lodge Deputies, besides many Past Grands and 
members, are reported as having learned the work perfect, or practically 
so. In this connection, I desire to impress upon Deputies, and Lodges as. 
well, that where the work has been correctly obtained, it must be at atl 
times strictly adhered to . Information has come to me that in several cases 
where Lodges have a Degree Staff, that the Noble Grands of the Staff in- 
sist on giving the unwritten work, when the)' are not in possession of the 
correct work. This must be stopped. Should the Noble Grand of any De- 
gree Staff have failed to fully qualify himself, he must do so at once, or 
someone who has so qualified, be put in his place. Where the work is 
done by the regular officers, the Deputy must see that the Noble Grand 
has the work, or call on one who is qualified when instructing the candi- 
date in the unwritten work. 

Deputies are directed to notify me promptly of any failure in their re- 
spective Lodges, on the part of any officer to properly give the unwritten 
work, and I especially enjoin upon all members, the importance of their 
earnest co-operation in the premises. So much effort having been made, 
and such gratif) r ing progress towards uniformity secured, its benefits 
should be permanent by’ strict adherence to the perfect work as now being 
so generally learned.

under which he was chosen for appointment as Deputy, to-wit: “I shall 
require every Deputy appointed by me to perfect himself in the unwritten 
work during the first six months after his appointment, except where no 
opportunity is offered whereby he can acquire it.” An opportunity was 
afforded your Lodge Deputy, as above stated, but he failed to comply with 
instructions; so, as far as your Lodge is concerned, no benefits were derived 
from this school. But the refusal or neglect, as the case may be, of your 
Deputy to attend, will not exempt him or your Lodge from fulfilling the 
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requirements of the law. No Noble Grand-elect or Vice Grand-elect will 
be installed in their offices in October until they pass a successful exam- 
ination, as required in Section 271 of the Code. I hereby give you due 
notice that your Deputy, or some other Past Grand of your Lodge, must 
qualify himself by October 1, 1894. If your Lodge Deputy, or any other 
Past Grand, will send me any Official Instructor’s Certificate of Profi- 
ciency, that will be sufficient; otherwise, I shall at that time revoke the 
commission of your Deputy and commission a qualified Special Deputy 
from some other Lodge, to examine your officers-elect. If proficient, they 
will be installed; otherwise, there will be no installation. The old officers 
will hold their offices until their successors are qualified. Your Lodge 
will pay the expenses of such Special Deputy. In view of the above, I 
recommend that you take steps at once toward having a private School of 
Instruction held in your own Lodge, between August 1 and October 1. If 
you do so, I can guarantee there will be someone in your Lodge qualified. 
The expense of such school is trifling compared with the great benefits 
derived. There is no longer any question about the necessities of such re- 
quirements. It is the taw (see 271 Code), and the tazu must be enforced. 

It is with pardonable pride I refer to the work accomplished in this 
direction since the first of January; 120 successful schools have been held, 
representing over two-thirds of the counties in the State; and from the 
reports received at this office from Official Instructors, the results from 
these schools show 409 Brothers who have passed an examination which 
would entitle them to a commission as Official Instructor. Of this num- 
ber, 146 are graded 100, or absolutely perfect . In addition to this, In- 
structors have held private instructions and examinations that have not 
been reported. This is a grand shozving , and wherever these schools have 
been held, the Lodges, without exception, heartily indorse the plan of en- 
forcing the law. Counties in which no school has been held will be re- 
quired to hold one before installation in October; in failure of which, 
each Lodge will be supplied with Special Deputies, as above described. 
Kindly let me hear from you on this subject as soon as possible. With 
best wishes for your Lodge, allow me to remain.

Dear Brethren; — November 27, 1893, a communication was sent to 
your Lodge from this office, requesting you to select, by vote of the Lodge, 
a qualified Past Grand for recommendation as Deputy. I wish to call 
your attention to the following extract from this communication, to-wit: 
“I know by personal knowledge that nine-tenths of the Lodge Deputies are 
not themselves competent to judge as to the unzvritten work , and I am 
satisfied that the quickest and surest way in which the perfect unwritten 
work can be imparted to all the Lodges, is through the Deputies. The 
Deputy cannot full}' satisfy himself that the V. G. -elect, and the N. G.- 
elect, have faithfully committed and can impart the entire secret work, 
unless he has committed it himself. In view of these facts, I shall require 
everj' Deputy appointed by me to perfect himself in the unwritten work, 
during the first six months after his appointment, except where no oppor- 
tunity is provided whereby he can acquire it. It is my intention to have 
a School of Instruction held by a competent Instructor, in every county in 
the State, and whenever such is held, every Lodge Deputy in that county 
must attend.” 
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Such schools have now been held in over two-thirds of the counties in 
the State. Counties in which no school has been held, will be required to 
do so between August 1 and October 1. I find there has been no such 
school in your county. This letter is sent to each Dodge in your county. 
The first Dodge, of easy access, that makes application for such school 
will immediately be given a date and assigned an Instructor, and all other 
Deputies in your county will be notified to attend. The Dodge with which 
the school is held will furnish their Dodge room free, and at close of 
school settle with the Instructor. The expense of the Deputies in attend- 
ance will be paid by their respective Dodges. The expense of the In- 
structor will be $5 a day, his railroad fare and hotel entertainment. This 
amount to be paid back to the Dodge holding school pro rata by all the 
Dodges represented. Should any Dodge fail to send their Deputy, or some 
other Past Grand, they will not be required to pay any part of the ex- 
pense of this school, but will be required instead, to hold a private school 
in their own Dodge room before October 1; in failure of which, I shall re- 
voke the commission of the Deputy, and commission a qualified Special 
Deputy from some other Dodge to examine the officers-elect. If proficient, 
they will be installed, otherwise there will be no installation. The old 
officers will hold their offices until their successors are qualified accord- 
ing to law. The Dodge to pay all expenses of such Special Deputy. If 
your Deputy or any other Past Grand will send me a certificate from any 
Official Instructor, that they are proficient, your Dodge will not be re- 
quired to hold a school or send a Deputy to the county school, otherwise 
the above requirements will be strictly enforced. Official Instructors will 
make no charge for furnishing such certificates. Section 271 of Code is 
the lazv , and the lazv must be enforced. The time occupied in these 
schools is usually three days, holding three sessions daily —morning, after- 
noon and evening, and those in attendance must give their whole time to 
the school or it will be of little benefit to them. All Third Degree mem- 
bers can attend these schools and are urgently requested to do so. Please 
give this subject your immediate attention and report to me as early as 
possible. 

In conclusion, it is with pleasure that I refer to the splendid results 
attained in this direction since the first of January; 120 successful schools 
have been held, and from reports received at this office from Official In- 
structors, 409 brothers have passed examinations which would entitle 
each to a commission as Official' Instructor, saying nothing of the hun- 
dreds who did not quite reach that high grade of proficiency. Of this 
number 146 are graded 100, or absolutely perfect. In addition to this, sev- 
eral Instructors have given private instructions to individual members 
that are not included in this report. This is a grand record. Wherever 
these schools have been held, the Dodges, without exception, heartily in- 
dorse the plan of enforcing the law, although before attendance at schools, 
some of them were positively opposed to the requirements. Hoping to

Dear Sir and Brother: — Concerning the matter of instruction in the 
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unwritten work, during- your term, I have the honor to report as follows: 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge it was provided by resolution 
duly adopted, that the four Grand Representatives be constituted a Board 
of Examiners, and that all Brothers you might desire to appoint as Official 
Instructors in the unwritten work should appear before such board, and 
in order to be qualified for such service, a grade of 90 per cent, should be 
attained. For the convenience of those desiring to present themselves for 
the purpose aforesaid, it was further provided that said board should hold 
three sessions, of two days each, in cities to be determined by said board, 
during the month of December, 1893; that two of the said Grand Represent- 
atives should constitute a quorum, and that notice of the time and place of 
such meetings be published in the Odd Fellows’ Herald . Furthermore, 
that the members of such board should render the services stated without 
expense to the Grand or Subordinate Lodges. All the requirements of the 
resolution were complied with, except that two sessions of two days each, 
and two of one day each, were held, instead of three of two days each, 
making the same number of days provided for, but for convenience of all, 
making one additional place of meeting. 

Said sessions of the Board were held as follows, and by the members 
named: 

Jerseyville, December 7, 1893, by Grand Representatives Humphrey 
and Carlin. 

Springfield, December 19 and 20, by Grand Representatives Carlin and 
Humphrey. 

Chicago, December 21 and 22, by Grand Representatives Humphre}', 
Crocker and Carlin. 

DuQuoin, December 28, by Grand Representative Wheatley and Grand 
Master Stone (the latter as proxy for Grand Representative Carlin). 

As the result of the examinations held at the times and places stated, 
and from subsequent special examinations, approved by members of the 
Board, you have appointed 88 Brothers as Instructors for Subordinate 
Lodges and 34 Sisters as Instructors for Rebekah Lodges. 

Soon after the close of the Grand Lodge last November, you appointed 
-me Grand Instructor, and directed me to take charge of the work in the 
State, and endeavor to secure the holding of at least one School of Instruc- 
: tion in each county, and that when such school was arranged for, you 
would direct the Deputies of the several Lodges in the county to attend such 
school, the compensation for the Instructor holding such school to be paid 
■ p*ro rata by the Lodges of the country. 

In compliance with your request, and the authority conferred upon 
me, I assumed the duties of Grand Instructor, and herewith submit in 
tabulated form, the work reported by the Instructors of Subordinate Lodges, 
embracing the results attained, as set forth under the following headings:

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It will be noted, that in the aggregate, the large number of 206 schools 
have been held, and that they were attended by 638 Deputies out of a total 
of 809, or fully four- fifths of the entire number, and of .the 171 not reported 
as being present, a number have been excused by reason of being well 
qualified, and some from being unable to attend on account of sickness. 
In many cases where the Deputy was not present, the Noble Grand, Vick 
Grand or other members of the Lodge have been present. The schools re- 
ported have been held in 96 of the 102 counties of the State, six counties 
only failing to arrange for them; and the six counties where no schools 
have been held contain but twelve Lodges. From the figures given, it 
will be seen that the ground has been well covered and with but few excep- 
tions all the Lodges of the State have had the benefit of the systematic 
and earnest effort you have made, with the active co-operation of the In- 
structors you have appointed, and above all the ready acquiescence of the 
Lodges and members generally, to support } r ou in the laudable desire to 
place this branch of the work of the Order on a high plane. 

When the examinations were held in December last, and various mem- 
bers who attended with the expectation of readily attaining the grade es- 
tablished, 90 per cent., and failed to do so, they as well as others who did 
not appear for examinations, expressed the opinion that the requirement 
that only 10 errors in the unwritten work would permit them to be author- 
ized to instruct Lodges, was setting the standard too high, and that very 
few could hope to attain such degree of proficiency. Less than one year 
has demonstrated that there are many who could reach the standard and 
go far above it even to accuracy in every word and syllable. 

From the table presented, it will be observed that 416 grade 90 to 99 
and 307 grade 100 or perfect; and of the 416 grading 90 to 99, 150 grade 95 
and above. 

From the figures given, we find that in one year there are 723 brothers 
qualified as Official Instructors under the standard required. And these 
figures do not nearly represent now the full number who would so grade, 
because many of the 723 mentioned have worked in their Lodges and in 
some instances I am informed almost the entire membership of the Lodge 
are practically correct in the work. The work reported is by 44 of the 
Official Instructors; of the remaining 44, the following have been active, 
though they have not furnished detailed reports: Booth, Field, Harper, 
Danielson, Kewley, Melville and Parker, of Chicago; Belk, Colonius and 
Hall, Madison county; Fuller and Stockwell, of Galesburg; Holden, of 
Monmouth; Wilmarth and Holt, of Aurora; Gurtisen, of Sterling; Mourer, 
of Eureka; Wilson and Whitaker, of Farmington; Howard, of Paris; 
Brewster and Camp, of McDonough county; Pemberton, of Rushville; 
Thompson, of Pontiac; and Coultas, of Lynnville. 

The following named sister Instructors of Rebekah Lodges have been 
active and have instructed Lodges and members, and made report of their 
work, viz:

No doubt the remaining- 22 Instructors for said Lodges have been at 
work in their respective localities, but have omitted making report as by 
their commission directed. 

From some personal knowledge as to imparting the unwritten work 
to the membership in several Jurisdictions, I am convinced that the sys- 
tem in vogue in this State is preferable to an}' other. By having capable 
Instructors in all localities in the State, Lodges are instructed at the min- 
imum of expense for travel, and with the number of such Instructors as 
we have at work, all the Lodges can be reached during the course of the 
year. Various Jurisdictions employ a Grand Instructor or Grand Lec- 
turer, who receives from the Grand Lodge a fixed salary — some as high as 
$2,400.00 per annum, where the membership is very much less than in 
Illinois. 

It is absolutely impossible for one man to visit and teach the work to 
more than 150 Lodges in a year and to do that would require every day in 
the year. As the larger Jurisdictions have three, four, five and some six 
to seven times that number of Lodges, it will readily be seen that one 
Grand Lecturer can visit and instruct to any effect but a small propor- 
tion of the Lodges in a large Jurisdiction. As when paid by the Grand 
Lodge, all the Ledges contribute to his salary, it is manifestly unjust to 
those not visited to be subjected continually to their proportion of the ex- 
pense of such offer. By our system the Lodges visited and instructed, 
pay for the service of the Instructor for two, three or four days, as they 
may require, and by holding one school for a county, as has been your 
purpose, attended by one or more members from each Lodge of that 
count)’, and the expense shared by the Lodges represented, the cost to all 
is made comparatively light. The great progress made in securing uni- 
formity and accuracy throughout the State fully attests its effectiveness, 
and I feel that I hazard nothing in saying that Illinois has a larger pro- 
portion of members who can impart the unwritten work correctly, than 
has any other Jurisdiction. It has been my privilege to visit Lodges and 
see degrees conferred in a large number of States, and the opportunity 
thus afforded enable me to speak advisedly on this subject. 

The vigorous effort made by your immediate predecessor, Grand Mas- 
ter Conway, to inaugurate a system that would secure efficiency in the 
work and enables the Chief Executive of the Order to enforce the law in 
that behalf, supplemented by your earnest efforts in the same direction, 
and your requirement that Deputies should each qualify himself to fully 
comply with the law, as is shown by the success of the work this year, has 
met the approval of nearly every Lodge and of the members generally. 

It is not to be expected that every Lodge or every member would be 
satisfied with the vigorous enforcement of the law in reference to the re- 
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quirements that the chief officers of the Lodge must know the unwritten 
work prior to installation. There is, and ever has been, some opposition 
to every reform, to every movement toward progression, to every enter- 
prise. This is not only true in national, State and municipal affairs, but 
in benevolent societies and orders as well. There was much complaint 
heard when the Sovereign Grand Lodge enacted that all work of the 
Lodge should be transacted in the Third Degree rather than in the Initia- 
tory, which had prevailed for sixty years. Also when the same Grand 
Body provided a Semi-Military Degree, and established the Patriarchs 
Militant, which action was so earnestly desired by the young and progres- 
sive members of the Order, that they might hold in the Order so many 
who were attracted to the other orders possessing similar display branches. 
There was great complaint at the adoption of the Two Dollar Minimum 
Benefit Law by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and its early repeal was pre.- 
dicted and in some Jurisdictions earnestly demanded; there was vigorous 
opposition by some Lodges and many members in Illinois, to the building 
of the Orphans’ Home, an institution which should commend itself to every 
true Odd Fellow and good citizen of the State, which has attracted the 
attention of the membership on the entire continent, and is regarded by 
all who have seen it as the embodiment of the highest, noblest and best 
thought of our great Benevolent Order, and a factor in the upbuilding of 
the Order and an institution of which every member in the State should 
feel justly proud, and not only willing and anxious to contribute to its 
support and maintenance, but to extending its dimensions so long as may 
be necessary to accommodate every orphan child. 

We are pledged to protect and educate as well as to extend it to such 
dimensions as will provide a good and comfortable home for all these 
worthy Brothers and their widows, who from the misfortunes and vicissi- 
tudes of this life have been bereft of the comforts of a home in their de- 
clining years. Thus would we verify the fact that we are Odd Fellows in 
spirit and in truth. 

In the light of the knowledge of vigorous opposition to the matters 
mentioned, although they have met the approval and .earnest support of 
the great majority, it would be a matter of surprise if some objection had 
not have developed to the efforts of P. G. M. Conway and yourself to en- 
force the law relative to proficiency in the work. 

It will be contended by anyone that the correct rendition of the 
Ritualistic and unwritten work are the essential part of the Order, nor 
that they are the embodiment of the great principles underlying tfie struc- 
ture of Odd Fellowship, but a correct knowledge of them is essential to 
the conferring of the degrees in manner and form as contemplated by the 
highest tribunal of the Order, and by positive euactment of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois. 

If it were not intended that the Ritual should be strictly adhered to, 
why should the Sovereign Grand Lodge guard so carefully every word 
contained in it. That body can only change a word or syllable of it by a 
three-fourths majority of all the members present. If any other than the 
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established unwritten work was esteemed sufficient, why compass it about 
with so strong* a safeguard as to require a majority of four-fifths the mem- 
bers of the Sovereign Grand Lodge to change, alter or amend one syllable 
or letter of it. 

The command to visit the sick, relieve the distressed, bury the dead 
and educate the orphan, is no more binding upon the member, than the re- 
quirement to render the entire work in manner and form as laid down in 
the Rituals. and unwritten work. 

A full knowledge of the work does not in any' wise operate to prevent 
the Lodge or the members from fulfilling all and every other obligation 
which connection with the Order enjoins. 

If we employ a professor in any of the sciences, and lie is not expert 
and possessed of every part of it, and competent to impart it fully and cor- 
rectly to his pupils, he would at once be directed to call at the captain’s 
office and get his time. 

We would not think of employing a physician unless we had full con- 
fidence that he had complete knowledge acquired from standard authority 
of every symptom of disease, and the effect of every ingredient upon the 
system of the remedy administered; nor would we employ an attorney un- 
less we were satisfied that he had been able to repeat correctly' the answer 
to every law question propounded to him in open court by the committee 
of attorneys chosen to examine him, and we apply the same rule in all the 
affairs and business of life. It is fully as important that Lodge officers 
tnd Degree Staffs should know the correct work to be given in conferring 
the rites of our Order upon novitiates-, as that the professional man, the 
artisan or the tradesman should be competent to perform the work in his 
chosen occupation. I take it that the Grand Masters who have been de- 
sirous of securing proficiency in the work, have not sought to do more than 
they r obligated themselves to do when they assumed that high office. Sec- 
tion 271 Illinois Code, say's: “It is the duty' of the Installing Officer to sat- 
isfy himself fully', by' a rehearsal, that the Vice Grand-elect and Noble 
'Grand-elect, have faithfully' committed and can impart the entire secret 
work, to and including the Third Degree, etc.” It is obvious that if this 
law is to be complied with, the Deputy' must learn the work in order to 
nake the examination required. Article 6, Section 1, Subordinate Lodge 
^Constitution, provides as follows: “No degree shall be conferred upon a 
! :andidate until, bv examination in open Lodge, he shall be found proficient 
I u the highest degree he shall have attained — i. e. in possession of the 
I inwritten work thereof so as to give an intelligent explanation of its uses, 
ind so near as may' be, in the language of said work. * * * 

The sections quoted, the first from the Code, the other from the Con- 
ititution, are binding upon the Grand Master, as well as the humblest 
( nember of the Order — he takes a solemn obligation to enforce the law; he 
las no alternative. If the law is not to be enforced, it should be promptly' 
► epealed; it should not be as some enactments are termed, “A dead letter 
1 *n the statutes.”

If the officers of a Bodge must be able to impart the unwritten work, 
and the candidate as a prerequisite to receiving- a higher degree than that 
which he has attained, must know the unwritten work of that received, the 
Grand Master is in duty bound to know that someone in the Bodge knows 
it reasonably well, and the Deputy being his representative in the Dodge, 
etc., naturally he relies upon that officer for the enforcement of the law. 

In some instances, the erroneous impression prevails that the Deputy 
must grade 90 per cent. — that only applies to Instructors. Deputies that 
make fifty errors in the unwritten work have not been disturbed — in fact 
you nor Bro. Conway never established any standard. The thought has 
been to improve the membership in the work, and encourage Deputies, as 
well as officers and members, to greater proficiency. 

Certainly if fifty to seventy-five errors do not disqualify a Past Grand 
from serving as Deputy, Grand Masters have been liberal enough in the 
premises. 

I apprehend that in this matter, as in all of the work of the Order, 
Grand Masters have sought only to keep our great Jurisdiction in the 
front rank of the Order, and that in all that tends to elevate and improve 
the character of the work, they would appreciate the co-operation of the 
entire membership. 

I feel that you, your very efficient corps of Instructors, and the Order 
in the State, are to be congratulated on the measure of success that has 
been attained. 


In Conclusion. 

It is, perhaps, needless to say that the position to which you assigned 
me — Grand Instructor — carries with it no emoluments of compensation, 
but I have esteemed it a pleasure to perform the duties it imposed. I 
desire to thank you sincerely for the compliment and honor conferred, and 
to express my gratitude to the Official Instructors for the faithful manner 
in which they have discharged their duties, as well as to the many mem- 
bers I have met throughout the State during the past year, for their many 
courtesies. 

. I would recommend: 

First — That the incoming Grand Master follow in the same line that 
has been pursued during the past two years, believing that the advanced 
ground attained should be held. 

Second — That as so many have now the work perfect, the grade of 100 
be established as essential for an appointment as Official Instructor. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Official Instructors. 

I have given commissions as Official Instructor to eighty-eight Broth- 
ers who have passed the required examination for proficiency. Many of 
these Brothers asked for a commission, not for the purpose of doing active 
work, but rather as a certificate of authority showing their grade of pro- 
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ficiencv. And believing- this was an incentive for better work, I have en- 
couraged it. Those who have done active work and made report of same, 
will be found in Bro. Carlin’s report. 

I would earnestly recommend that the standard of proficienc}” required, 
in order to g-et a commission as Official Instructor, be made 100 or abso- 
lutely perfect. There is now no valid reason for putting- the standard less; 
I have sig-ned commissions for the following:

In order to gain admittance for children to the Home, the applicant 
must apply to the Superintendent or the Secretary of the Board for a blank 
application, which must be filled up and signed by the guardian and must 
be certified to by the Lodge to which the father belonged, under seal. On 
the return of the application properly filled up and certified to, it will be 
presented to the Board of Directors for their consideration and the appli- 
cant will be informed of the action taken. Each child should at least be 
provided with one change of clothing.

Medical Attendance. 

The health of the Home has been excellent, but very little sickness 
during the year, and only of that nature that made ready response to the 
treatment of Dr. A. S. Kirkpatrick, the Home physician, and the good 
care of our Matron and her attendants. During the year two of our chil- 
dren have been treated for defective eyes by Dr. E. A. Prince, of Spring- 
field, which treatment has been successful and we feel under many obli- 
gations to the doctor for his gratuitous services. Dr. Henry Goebel, of 
Eincoln, dental surgeon, has charge of that department and has rendered 
efficient service during the past year.

Eincoln, III., Oct. 9, 1894. 
To the Honorable Board of Directors of the Odd Fellows' Orphans' Home : 

Gentlemen : — We herein present you our Annual Report as Physi- 
cians to the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home, commencing September 1, 1893. 
Had considerable sickness the first half of the year; but since February 
28, we have made but 4 vists to the Home, which includes all treatment 
for the last 7 months. During the winter we had 6 cases of Scarlet Fever, 
one of Erysipelas and one of Diphtheritic sore throat. The other cases were 
mild attacks of Catarrhal Fevers, Coughs, etc. Owing to the vigilance 
of the Efficient Superinte7ident, whose rules are strictly carried out by the 
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attendants, there have been no accidents requiring; surgical attention. 
The sanitary condition of the Home is perfect. The children are healthy, 
cheerful and happy. For the benefit of the children I deem it a duty to* 
eulogize the management of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home, which un- 
doubtedly is first-class in every particular. The deportment of the children 
at the Home and on the streets, is the strongest evidence of efficient dis- 
cipline. I have never discovered the slightest discord amongst children 
or attendants all seemingly harmonious. Have been called there and 
often found a little boy or girl sick in the Matron' s Room and in her bed 
and cared for as would a bind mother care for her own child. Such care 
we seldom find in institutions of this kind. Therefore, you have good 
reason to be proud of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home.

Sanitary. 

The remarkable health of our Home, we attribute to the regular 
habits, the enforced, yet limited, daily mental and physical effort required 
of the children. The little ones’ necessities are carefully looked after. 
Baths are regular, rooms are well ventilated and at no time do the children 
sleep in any of the clothing worn during the da)'. All cases of sickness, 
however slight, are looked after at once. 

Buildings and Grounds. 

Some improvements have been made to the grounds in grading and 
laying of walks, yet there is considerable more to be done to make them 
as attractive as desired. During the year we have built a brick barn 
with a tile roof, a large chicken house, finished the attic of the Home, 
built a brick filtering cistern with a capacity of 700 barrels, laid numer- 
ous brick walks around the building, relaid and widened the main walk 
from the Home to the street and have laid about 5,000 feet of tiling, all of 
which has added to the improvement of the property and producing quali- 
ties of the land. So many applications for admittance to. the Home and 
which demand the care and protection of our Order, the Board has under 
consideration the erecting of a cottage that will accommodate not less than 
thirty-five children. 

Education of Our Children. 

Special attention has been devoted to the work of the schools, both the 
kindergarten, primary and the more advanced, to the end that the im- 
provement of the children in their school work, in the reading of good 
books, and in the study of music, both vocal and instrumental, should be 
as rapid as possible. 

The first of September a kindergarten school was organized, under the 
care of Miss Mary Young, with an attendance of fourteen children. The 
interest they take in the work, and advancement they have made in 
this short space of time, speaks well of the ability of their instructor. 
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The work of Miss Irene Leinker and her assistant. Miss Mary Young, 
as teachers in the primary and advanced school, is very satisfactory. The 
marked improvement of the children in reading, writing, arithmetic, geog- 
raphy, physical geography, grammar, histor 3 r of the United States, lan- 
guage, composition, speaking and. correspondence, indicate that they ap- 
preciate their advantages. We feel proud of our schools, and believe they 
cannot be excelled by any school of like age and nature. The piano music, 
under the instruction of Miss Susie Hoskins, has been successful in every 
respect. The children that are taking lessons show marked ability. Dur- 
ing' the past few months an orchestra has been organized from the larger 
children, under the direction of Prof. Fdgar French, of Lincoln. It has 
proved to be quite an attraction at the Home. The expense has been 
■ largely met by private contributions. 

Moral and Religious. 

In no sense is our Home sectarian, but is conducted as nearly as pos- 
sible according to the principles of Odd Fellowship. 

Great importance is attached to the necessity of inculcating the prin- 
ciples of religion, to such an extent that the child shall constantly be in- 
structed in right and wrong. A very successful Sunday school is one of 
the delightful features. Superintendent and teachers from the different 
'churches of Lincoln come to aid in the work. All children who are old 
enough and in good health are expected to attend church on Sabbath 
morning, and to the Baptist, Presbyterian, ‘Methodist and Christian de- 
nominations the children and teachers feel greatly indebted for favors 
shown. 


Insurance. 

We have on the buildings $20,000, which will expire November 20, 1896. 
On furniture $2,000, which will expire April 3, 1898. 

Live Stock. 

We have three horses, four cows, one year old heifer, 8 fat hogs, 24 
pigs, 300 chickens, 15 turkeys. 


Orchard. 

Our orchard has done well during the year. The trees show good 
•growth. The grape and berry bushes promise, the coming year, to bear 
enough fruit to supply the wants of the Home. 

Library. 

During the last 3 r ear a library has been opened with nearly 700 vol- 
umes, some of the books more or less worn, but nevertheless valuable. 
Friends of the Home have aided b 3 * cash and book donations. Thelibrai* 3 ' 
ids conducted in a regular wa\\ Books are given out b 3 r the librarian Fri- 
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day evening's during* school term, and semi-weekly throug*hout vacation. 
Account is made of all books taken out and returned, and care is observed 
to keep them in good order. One book is allowed to each child, who must 
return the same before another will be given. The account is kept in such 
a manner that at the end of the year it may be known how many and what 
books have been read by each child. Among the many valuable gifts 
those made by Silver Link Lodge No. 521, Chicago, consisting of a very 
fine bookcase, well Idled with selected books; also from Kenwood Lodge 
No. 525. Chicago, a choice bookcase containing a complete set of Encyclo- 
pedia Brittanica, of 30 volumes, besides many other valuable works, are 
worthy of special mention. 

We are pleased with the many gifts that have been made to this very 
important factor of our Home. It is a movement in the right direction, 
and proves to be a strong auxiliary in our school work. We speak for it 
the coming year many additions from its friends. 

Industrial. 

Connected with, and a part of the general education of our Home, is 
the industrial department where, at stated times, all the children perform 
the work to which they are appointed. The girls are taught to perform 
such work as a wise mother would teach them in her own home. Sewing 
of all kinds, both by needle and machine, washing and wiping dishes, 
-setting tables, making beds, dusting, etc. 

The boys can vie with the girls in making a bed, doing dining-room 
work, and give a share of each day in out-door work. There are no pupils 
who are large enough that do not render some service daily. It is the 
belief of the management, that idleness engenders slothfulness, and 
when the child is not employed with work physical or mental, recreation 
and plav should be on hand. 


Conclusion. 

The past year has been one of financial depression, incomes have been 
reduced, salaries have been decreased, and many of our Brothers have been 
out of employment. To the credit and glory of our beloved Order, not- 
withstanding the universal depression of trade, the donations have been 
larger than last year. The ladies composing the advisory board have met 
with ns twice during the year, and some of them have visited the Home at 
other times. From them we have received many valuable suggestions and 
much encouragement. We would be derelict to duty, if in this connection 
we did not mention the noble services of our esteemed Matron and Super- 
intendent. The same zeal and devotion to the interest of the Home evinced 
in the past, still exists. The comfort, health and happiness of the children, 
are but evidences of the motherly care and devotion that Mrs. L. L. Morri- 
son has shown to the little ones. It is a common saying among the citizens 
of Lincoln, “How well the children of the Odd Fellows’ Home conduct them- 
selves.’* This speaks more for the management than anything we can 
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write. To her assistant** the teachers and attendants, much praise is due 
for their faithful work. To the Atlanta Fair Association we are indebted 
for a day's outing", which was much appreciated by the children. 

During- the year, we have received g-enerous assistance from the gen- 
eral and assistant passenger ag-ents of the Chicag-o & Alton R. R., and we 
herewith, in behalf of the Home and our Order at larg-e, return hearty 
thanks. The g"ood will and valuable g-ifts given us by lodges and individu- 
als are highly appreciated, the fruits of which we present to you, in the care 
and protection of your Brother Odd Fellows’ children. 

Trusting that our acts may meet with your approval, and that the love 
and devotion \ r ou have shown in the past for the interest of the Home may 
continue, we herewith submit our second annual report.

Fellows ’ Herald , a journal too well known to the well-posted Odd Fellows 
to need any eulogy' from me. This journal is ably edited by those ster- 
ling, hard-working, princely good Odd Fellows, Bros. Jas. R. Miller and 
John H. Sikes. In this day of advancement and education, this paper 
should be a visitor in the family of every member of the Order in the 
State, and I cannot see how anyone who pretends to keep abreast with the 
times and posted with what is going on in the Order, can afford to do 
without its fortnightly visits. I would not do without it for many times 
its cost. 


Correspondence with Other Jurisdictions. 

Case One . 

Several letters exchanged between this office and the Grand Master 
•of Missouri, T. T. Parsons, on a controversy between Shelby Ledge No. 
33, of Missouri, and Dallas Lodge No. 85, of Illinois, on a claim for bene- 
fits. I believe the matter lias been settled between the Lodges. 
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Case Two. 

A claim from Mesa Lodge No. 14, of Mesa, Arizona, for 621.00 sick 
benefits paid to a member of Good Hope Lodge No. 670, of Good Hope, was 
sent to this office. A Brother holding an unexpired visiting card, was sick 
and under the care of Mesa Lodge seven weeks. The visiting card called 
for weekly benefits of $3.00 without exception or limit. When the Brother 
applied for his card he was more than thirteen weeks in arrears. He paid 
his arrearage and one year in advance and applied for card. The by- 
laws of Good Hope Lodge provide that a Brother in arrears cannot become 
beneficiary until thirteen weeks after he has paid up his arrears. The vis- 
iting card did not so state. The Brother was taken sick before the thir- 
teen weeks expired. On this by-law Good Hope Lodge refused to reim- 
burse Mesa Lodge for the $21.00 paid the Brother. Aftercareful investi- 
gation of all the correspondence, I instructed Good Hope Lodge to send 
$21.00 to Mesa Lodge at once, which was done. 

Case Three. 

Much correspondence has passed between this office and the Grand 
Master of Nebraska, Hon. L. J. O’Neil, in regard to John Steinbring. a 
member with a valid card from Dawson Lodge No. 93, of Nebraska, and 
Friends Lodge No. 122, of Vaudalia, Illinois. Brother Steinbring was 
totally disabled on a railroad, and has not been able to do any work fo’r 
nearly' two years, and the claim of Friends Lodge was for benefits paid 
him under his card, which the Nebraska Lodge refused to pay', stating as 
a reason that they were unable to pay, had 110 money and couldn’t get 
any. I have reasoned, expostulated and demanded from the Grand 
Master of Nebraska that this Lodge be made to do its duty, but I have been 
unable to accomplish anything. The Brother is needy and has no means 
of support. The Brothers of Friends Lodge have assumed the care of 
him, and they' have done their duty' well, regardless of the actions of the 
Lodge of Nebraska. If such an act by r a Lodge in Illinois was indulged 
in, in my opinion they would not be in possession of their charter very 
long. 

Case Four. 

This is a case of benefits paid by r Humboldt Lodge No. 286, of Mas- 
coutah, Illinois, to a Brother holding a legal card from ‘Albuquerque 
Lodge No. 1, of New Mexico. I corresponded with Grand Master W. G. 
Ritch, of New Mexico, also his successor, N. L. Stevens, and the claim 
was paid in full by Albuquerque Lodge No. 1, to the satisfaction of Hum- 
boldt Lodge No. 286. 

Case Five. 

Correspondence with Hon. F. F. Bodle, Grand Master of North Da- 
kota, in regard to the now famous Northern Light Lodge No. 1, of Fargo, 
a subject I need not refer to, as it is familiar to every' Jurisdiction in the 
United States. 
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Cas? Si.v. 

This is a case of claim for benefits by Lakeside Lodge No. 450. of 
Chicago, against Liberty Lodge No. 96, of Ohio, for Bro. J. W. Johnson, a 
member in good standing of Liberty Lodge No. 96, Ohio. I have been in. 
correspondence with Hon. John M. Brodwick, Grand Master of Ohio, for 
about six months, and the matter is not yet settled, and I surrender the 
correspondence to my worthy’ successor, and hope he may succeed in get- 
ting an amicable settlement. 

Case Seven. 

Oak Lodge No. 541, of Ashland, 111., buried one Bro. E. B. Williamson. . 
a member in good standing of Kent Lodge No. 332, of Grandville, Mich. 
Bro. Williamson was a sojourner in Ashland, held a valid card and died- 
Oak Lodge cared for him, buried him and paid his widow the funeral ben- 
efits. Their claim against Kent Lodge was for the funeral benefit paid, 
but on some technicalities Kent Lodge refused to pay. Oak Lodge com- 
plained to this office, and after months of correspondence with Bro. Geo. 
L. Davis, Grand Master of Michigan, it was finally paid to the satisfac- 
tion of Oak Lodge No. 341. 


Case Eight. 

On August 13, in behalf of Kenwood Lodge No. 525, Chicago, I wrote 
the Grand Master of Alabama, referring to a matter of complaint against 
Magnolia Lodge No. 121 of his Jurisdiction. Have never received any re- 
ply, although I have since written again. 

Case Nine. 

Dove Lodge No. 600, of Warrensburg, paid sick benefits to Bro. John.- 
F. Edwards, a sojourner with visiting card from West Jefferson Lodge 
No. 412, of Ohio. Dove Lodge notified West Jefferson Lodge, and after 
writing to them several times and getting no reply, invoked the aid of 
this office. I placed the matter in the hands of Hon. Milo S. Clapp. Grand 
Master of Ohio, and the Lodge in Warrensburg were very soon in posses- 
sion of their money. 


Case Ten. 

Kane Lodge No. 47, of Elgin, complained to this office that one Bro.~ 
John Davis, a member in good standing (but without card) of Franklin * 
Lodge No. 2, of Baltimore, Md., was sick and reported himself to Kane 
Lodge. Kane Lodge wrote to Franklin Lodge, who in turn informed Kane 
Lodge that the Brother was in good standing, but that their by-laws pro- 
vided for only $2.00 a quarter for sick benefits. I wrote Hon. Chas. M.. 
Thompson. Grand Master of Maryland, calling his attention to the mini- 
mum benefit law, and he very promptly compelled.Franklin Lodge to dc^ 
its duty toward the Brother according to law. 
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Case Eleven . 

F. D. Gerard, a member of Mason Lodge No. 143, Havana, and hold- 
ing a legal visiting card, died in the Jurisdiction of Stillwater Lodge No. 
6, of Oklahoma. Stillwater Lodge No. 6, paid the widow the $26.00 
funeral benefit called for in card, and sent their bill to Mason Lodge No. 
143, Havana. Stillwater Lodge made complaint to their Grand Master, 
Hon. Chas. A. Newman, that they had repeatedly written Mason Lodge 
and could g*et 110 reply. The matter was referred to this office by the 
Grand Master of Oklahoma. Mason Lodge informed me that the bill had 
been allowed, an order for the amount had been drawn and Secretary 
instructed to forward the same. The Secretary said he had sent the 
money in a letter to them, not having sent it in current exchange. The 
Lodge drew another order and sent a draft for the amount to this office 
which was forwarded to the Grand Master of Oklahoma. Moral , never 
send money in a letter . 


Case Twelve. 

Through the Grand Secretary of Wisconsin, H 011 . R. Hoe, coimnuni- 
'Cations were sent me from Milwaukee Lodge No. 2, of Wisconsin, stating 
They had in their care one, Bro. G. W. Tuck, a member in good standing 
of Perseverance Lodge No. 587, of Chicago. That Perseverance Lodge 
-refused, for various reasons, to pay Bro. Tuck any benefits. This case 
caused a vast amount of correspondence, and after a careful investiga- 
tion on Feb. 1st, I instructed Perseverance Lodge to allow and pay to 
Bro. Tuck, benefits from August 30, 1893, to January 31, 1894, $110. After 
this order the Lodge wrote several letters arguing the matter and asking a 
reconsideration, which I refused, (no new evidence being presented that my 
decision was wrong), and instructed them to carry out my former instruc- 
tions. On July 3 another communication from the Lodge was received 
saying that they had not complied with instructions and claiming the}' 
were not liable for the benefits ordered. I then sent them a peremptory 
order, dated July 11th, that if any instructions were not complied with by 
the 20th of July, I would arrest the charter of their Lodge for contempt. 
(Under date of July 18th, the Lodge informed me that my instructions had 
been complied with. 

Case Thirteen . 

Brother J. B. Hunt, a member in good standing of J, Ward Ellis 
Lodge No. 447, Chicago, was sick and in the care of Crown Point Lodge 
No. 195, of the Jurisdiction of Indiana. Crown Point Lodge informed me 
That .they could get no reply to any communication sent J. Ward Ellis 
Lodge. I 11 reply to my letter to them, they claimed that they had never 
received any communication from the Lodge in Indiana. They at once 
communicated with the Lodge and settled everything to the satisfaction 
>of alt. 
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Case Font teen. 

Hon. Will H. Talbot, Grand Master of Indiana, asked consent for 
Calumet Lodge No. 601, of Haintnond, Indiana, to take into membership 
J. D. Oswald, who resided just inside the dividing line in Illinois. I asked 
the consent of the nearest Lodge in Illinois, “Hegewish Lodge” No. 776, 
and they refused to give their consent, although Mr. Oswald lived much 
nearer Hammond than Hegewish. I so informed the Grand Master of 
Indiana. 


Case Fifteen. 

This is a correspondence between the Grand Master of Colorado, Hon. 
K. A. DeBusk, “Anchor Lodge” No. 66, of Denver, H. E. Macary, a mem- 
ber of the Denver Lodg r e, “Prospect Lodge” No. 636, of Humboldt, Illinois, 
and this office. The cause of the vast amount of work and correspondence 
involved in this case commenced in a claim of Anchor Lodge No. 66, of 
Denver, against Prospect Lodge No. 636, of Illinois, for benefits paid Dan 
Whitmer, a member of Prospect Lodge No. 636 in good standing, during 
the year 1893. These benefits were finally paid, but the Lodge in Denver 
took exceptions to the languag-e used by Prospect Lodge in regard to 
alleged motives of H. E. Macary, the Secretary of Anchor Lodge No. 66, 
which language was used in a letter to the Grand Secretary of Illinois, 
which letter was sent to Anchor Lodge, Denver. On December p6th the 
Grand Master of Colorado sent me formal charges made by Anchor Lodge 
No. 66, against Prospect Lodge No. 636, alleging that said language was 
invented to disgrace and bring- to ill repute, Anchor Lodge No. 66, and es- 
pecially was intended to scandalize and libel the Secretary of the Lodge, 
H. E. Macary. I gave this matter a thorough and careful investigation, 
and my conclusions were that the Denver Brothers had made a “mountain 
out of a mole hill,” and while there was some bad blood exhibited on both 
sides, Prospect Lodge was not guilty of the gross conduct charged. I 
tried by correspondence to get the matter settled without trial, and finally 
offered to get a written apology for any real or fancied wrong from Pros- 
pect Lodge and send to Anchor Lodge and H. E. Macary, which the Den- 
ver Brothers finally agreed to accept if I would personally procure the 
same. I therefore visited Prospect Lodge on August 4, 1894, and procured 
a full and complete retraction under seal of the Lodge, and sent it to 
Anchor Lodge No. 66, through their attorney, Lloyd Jones, on the 6th. 
There the matter rests, as they have never given any reply to this com- 
munication, I believe the matter is finally settled. 

Case Sixteen . 

Hon. J. L. Jorgenson, Grand Master of Wisconsin, requested me to 
give consent to Wittenberg Lodge No. 214, of Wisconsin, to initiate Mr. W. 
S. Smith, whose residence was in Chicago, but was in business in Witten- 
berg. After investigating the character of the applicant, and other cir- 
cumstances in connection. I granted the request. 
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Case Seventeen . 

Fort Dearborn Lodge No. 214, Chicago, had in their care a member of 
Liberty Lodge No. 21 of the Jurisdiction of West Virginia. The Brother 
died, and Fort Dearborn Lodge buried him and rendered their bill for 
funeral benefits and expenses to Liberty Lodge, which bill Liberty Lodge 
paid, except $15.00 charged for funeral expenses, which bill they refused 
to pay. Fort Dearborn Lodge referred the matter to me, and believing 
their claim was a good and just one, I corresponded with Hon. Septimus 
Hall, Grand Master of West Virginia, who took the matter in charge. He 
soon convinced the Brothers of Liberty Lodge of their duty, and the 
money was promptly forwarded to Fort Dearborn Lodge. 

Case Eighteen . 

This is a case that I feel should be reported in full, but it would be too 
lengthy to do. So I will make it as brief as possible to be understood. A 
member in good standing of Akron Lodge No. 426, of the Jurisdiction of 
Indiana, was stricken down with a severe and long spell of sickness, eight 
miles in the country from Monticello, Illinois. Selah Lodge No. 403, of 
Monticello, was notified by the Brother, and the}' promptly took charge of 
the case. The Brother was dangerously sick for weeks, during which time 
the roads, on account of rains and the season of the year, were nearly im- 
passible, but nearly every night some Brother from Selah Lodge was by 
his bedside, and nearly every day the Lodge was compelled to hire livery 
in order to get there. The sick Brother was in a condition that it was 
found necessary to hire a nurse for day and night, which was done. The 
Brothers, however, did not cease their attention, and not only gave their 
time but paid for livery hire, and for the actual necessities of the sick 
Brother, over $100 out of their treasury. After his recovery Selah Lodge 
rendered a bill for weekly benefits paid, also the bill for nurse hire, to 
Akron Lodge No. 426. They made no claim for more than the $100 they 
were out, beside doing their duty, and only asked them to pa}’ for the 
nurse, which they refused to do, shielding themselves behind a techni- 
cality of law. Selah Lodge referred the matter to me for my opinion. I 
at once sent the correspondence to Hon. Will H. Talbot, Grand Master of 
Indiana, and asked that he insist on Akron Lodge doing their duty. He 
replied that he “had written Akron Lodge and indicated what they should 
do, and trusted that for the good of the Jurisdiction they would not try to 
resist such a claim; but according to their law, if they stood on law , lie 
could not compel them to pay such claim.’ ’ In a later communication lie 
said: “I have endeavored to persuade Akron Lodge to pay the claim of 
Selah Lodge of your Jurisdiction. They refuse to do so: and in view of 
the decision of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, I cannot of course compel 
them.” From my reply to Grand Master Talbot, I extract the following: 
“I am surprised that there is a Lodge of Odd Fellows in existence so de- 
void of the principles and teachings of our noble Order, that would stand 
on a technicality to compel a sister Lodge to spend its funds for the 
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absolute relief of distress of one of its sick members. And to stand behind 
a by-law in order to save a few paltry dollars, when they have a right to 
take it out of their treasury for the relief of the distressed, is cer- 
tainly a subterfuge unworthy any Lodge that claims its mission to be ‘ To 
visit the sick and relieve the distressed .’ I shall advise Selah Lodge to make 
no further claim. They did a noble work for the Brother from Akron 
Lodge, and while they are in a position that they cannot afford to lose it, 
they will be compelled to do so, by the ungenerous, tin fraternal and un- 
broth erlv position assumed b}’ Akron Lodge." 

In reply to this Bro. Talbot said: “I indorse all that you utter against 
the non-fraternal spirit exhibited by Akron Lodge. The injustice of the 
system which permits this thing to be done, cannot have aroused your in- 
dignation more than it has mine.” Selah Lodge accepted the inevitable, 
but took occasion to say, that if a similar case should occur, they would 
do exactly as they did before, namely, "Do their whole Duty .” 

I give the above as an object lesson and hope it may have its effect. 

Case Nineteen . 

Freedom Lodge No. 367, Chicago, paid benefits to a Brother holding 
visiting card, issued b}' Commercial Lodge No. 128, Oskaloosa, Iowa, and 
they had trouble in getting payment from Commercial Lodge. The mat- 
ter was referred to this office. I placed the matter in the hands of Hon. 
Frank W\ Evans, Grand Master of Iowa, and the difficulty was very soon 
adjusted to the satisfaction of Freedom Lodge. 

Case Twenty . 

John C. Dewbert, Grand Master, New York, forwarded complaint 
from Columbus Lodge Ne. 302, of New York, that Chicago Lodge No. 696, 
failed to reimburse them for benefits paid Bro. Peters, a member of No. 
696. It however proved an unnecessary complaint as South Chicago 
Lodge had sent them their money, the fault, if any, resting with the sec- 
retaries of both Lodges. 


Case Twenty-one . 

A considerable correspondence was had with Hon. T. T. Parsons. 
Grand Master of Missouri, in regard to a claim against New Harmony 
Lodge No. 71, of Springfield, Mo., and Olive Branch Lodge No. 15, of 
Canton, Illinois, in a claim for benefits. This is still in an unsettled condi- 
tion, with all correspondence on file. 

Decisions and Rulings. 

First . 

Metcalf Lodge No. 635, Metcalf, vs. Reliance Lodge No. 325, Edgar. 

Reliance Lodge No. 325 initiated Horace Thompson, Metcalf Lodge 
No. 625, claimed Mr. Thompson was a resident of their Jurisdiction and 
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claimed the fees. After a careful investigation, I decided the claim was 
not substantiated by evidence and refused to interfere. 

Second . 

Edith Meador vs. Creal Springs, R. E. Lodge No. 91, Creal Springs. 

Creal Springs R. D. Lodge, prepared charges against Sister Meador, 
and notified her to appear for tial. Sister Meador had removed to Chi- 
cago, and was unable to answer the summons in person. The Lodge pro- 
ceeded with the trial by taking evidence in deposition. The Lodge heard 
the evidence and voted to expel the Sister on the evidence. The Sister 
appealed to me. It was investigated thoroughly, and I instructed the 
Lodge to annul their action, and proceed to prefer charges again, and 
conduct the charges according to law. The Lodge complied with my in- 
structions, but subsequently withdrew the charges and granted the Sister' 
a withdrawal card. The voluminous correspondence I submit herewith. 

Third. 

E. H. Stewart vs. Powhan Lodge No. 29, Joliet. 

Bro. E. H. Stewart was dropped for N. P. T>. His claim was that he 
was not legally dropped, a certified statement of his account was furnished 
together with other evidence. My decision was that the action of the 
Lodge was sustained, and no appeal has been taken. Correspondence 
submitted herewith. 


Fourth. 

Hume Lodge No. 725, Hume, vs. Metcalf Lodge No. 635, Metcalf. 

C. E. McMullen was initiated in Metcalf Lodge No. 635. Mr. McMul- 
len was a single man clerking in a store in Metcalf and claimed it as his 
home. His parents lived in the Jurisdiction of Hume Lodge No. 725, and 
Hume Lodge demanded the initiation fee, which Metcalf Lodge refused 
to pay. It was referred to me, and after a full investigation by corres- 
pondence, I decided that Metcalf Lodge 635 was entitled to the member 
and also the fee. From this decision on January 22d, I received a Notice 
of Appeal, dated February 17th. But the appeal has never passed through 
this office. Papers submitted herewith. 

Fifth. 

Coluiiibus Lodge No. 84, Columbus, vs. Ezel Lodge, No. 373, Fowler. 

In the spring of 1893, Ezel Lodge No. 373, initiated Moses Wilkinson, 
whose residence was in Coatsburg, (said town being three miles from 
Columbus and six miles from Fowler), without asking consent of Colum- 
bus Lodge, and Columbus Lodge claimed the initiation fee, and asked m}' 
decision. I found upon investigation, that Moses Wilkinson was a section 
foreman on a railroad, and had a pass and could go to Fowler without 
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cost, while if he went to Columbus he had to hire a team and drive over, 
Columbus not being - on a railroad. Consequently his case came under 
section 376 of the Code of ’81, which was the law at that time. My deci- 
sion was that Ezel Lodge No. 373 was entitled to the fee, from which there 
has been no appeal. Also Columbus Lodge No. 84, complained that Ezel 
Lodge No. 373 about this same time initiated Mr. Boren, a resident of Coats- 
burg, while the same party two months previous applied for membership 
in Columbus Lodge and was rejected. In this the evidence was conclu- 
sive that Ezel Eodg-e was ignorant of this fact; knew nothing- of it until 
he had been initiated, the candidate not appraising - them of the fact. 
Hence, I held they were innocent of an intentional wrong - . This view 
was evidently accepted by Columbus Lodge as I have received no notice 
of appeal. 


Sixth . 

Mrs. A. M. Stewart vs. Quincy Lodge No. 12, Quincy. 

This was a claim made by Mrs. Stewart against Quincy Lodge for 
560.00 funeral expenses attending the burial of her husband, a member of 
Quincy Lodge No. 12. The facts in this case as presented to me are as 
follows: Bro. A. M. Stewart had been sick some time, and the Lodge had 
paid him his sick benefits promptly,'had paid him for nurse hire and cared 
for him faithfully - up to his death. After his death the Lodge took charge 
of the funeral, with the consent of the family, and offered to furnish 
everything necessary - for liis burial. But Mrs. Stewart, attended by the 
Noble Grand, made her own selection of casket and other arrangements 
necessary - for the occasion. After the funeral the Lodge drew an order 
for $40 funeral benefit provided in their by-laws and took it to the widow. 
The widow made no claim at this time for any funeral expenses. She 
paid all the bills and took occasion, in a written communication, to thank 
the Lodge for what they - had done for her. She afterward put in a claim 
for $60 funeral expenses. The Lodge, after having understood that this 
$40 funeral benefit was to apply on funeral expenses, did not feel justi- 
fied, in face of the law on such questions, in allowing the $60 additional, 
but stood upon the law ruling such questions, that is, they - could not be 
held liable for a larger amount than $60 for funeral expenses of a deceased 
Brother. The above facts, together with much correspondence and 
transcript of Lodge records, was transmitted to me for my opinion. I 
gavecmy opinion to J. H. Bry r ant, Deputy - of Quincy - Lodge No. 12, also 
wrote to Mr. Stewart recommending that the Lodge pay - to Mrs. Stewart 
$20 additional, taking her receipt for the same in full for all demands 
against the Lodge. In my letter to Mrs. Stewart, I said: “Under the cir- 
cumstances the most > - ou can claim from the Lodge in addition to what 
you have received would be $20, which I think they will willingly - allow,” 
and on same date in writing the Deputy - sent a copy - of my letter to Mrs. 
Stewart and said: “Please read these communications to your Lodge and 
see the Sister, and see if she will settle on this basis.” You will observe I 
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made no decision in this case, I only gave 1113 ' opinion and recommendations . 
However, an appeal was sent direct to the Committee on Judiciary and 
Appeals. And this committee, without apprising this office, rendered 
their decision, leaving the great bulk of evidence and correspondence 
that should have been before them, in this office. This is Case No. 62, 
which appears in their report. You will observe, in this report, the}' say 
the by-laws of Quincy Lodge “ provides for $60 funeral expenses which I 
fail to find in the cop}' of by-laws furnished me by the Lodge, there being 
nothing said about “funeral expenses,” leaving it entirely to constitu- 
tional law. They also say, in their discussion, “The Lodge is clearly 
liable to the widow for the full amount of the funeral expenses provided 
for in its by-laws,” and directed the Lodge to pay Mrs. Stewart the full 
amount of the funeral expenses as specified in its by-laws, viz.: $60. I 
fail to find any law that sustains such an order. Section 585 plainly 
states that “the funeral benefits should go to the family of the deceased,” 
and nowhere is their a law even permitting funeral expenses to go any- 
where except to pay the actual bill rendered for the necessary funeral ex- 
penses. The full correspondence in this lengthy report of this case is 
submitted. 

Seventh . 

Abingdon Lodge No. 184, Abingdon, vs. F. W. Latimer, Deputy. 

This was a stay of proceeding filed by F. W. Latimer, Deputy of Ab- 
ingdon Lodge No. 184, regarding the action of the Lodge in reporting Bro. 
J. V. Beatty entitled to the honors of Past Grand. A transcript of the 
Lodge records was sent me requesting my decision, which record showed 
twenty-five meetings held in the term after installation of which the 
Brother was absent thirteen meetings. And my decision was, the Brother 
was not entitled to the honors of P. G. 

Eighth. 

Perry Lodge No. 97, Tamaroa, vs. Sparta Lodge No. 52, Sparta. 

* 

This was a claim for funeral expenses in burying one Bro. Walter 
Lee, deceased, who was cared for during his last sickness and buried at 
the expense of Perry Lodge No. 97. Sparta Lodge paid all the claims 
except the necessary funeral expense, as per bills rendered and paid 
by Perry Lodge, which they refused to pay. After a careful investiga- 
tion, I instructed Sparta Lodge to pay these bills, and I am informed that 
my instructions were complied with. 

Ninth . 

Alexander McClintock vs. Amity Lodge No. 132, Murphysboro. 

Claim for benefits which was resisted by the Lodge, claiming the 
Brother was not entitled to benefits. After a careful investigation by cor- 
respondence, etc., I was satisfied the Brother was clearly entitled to bene- 
fits, and instructed the Lodge to pay all that was due him, which has been 
done to the satisfaction of the Brother. 
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Tenth. 

Samuel Lovett vs. Bethel Lodge No. 49, Chapin. 

Brother was dropped for N. P. D.. but did not receive legal notice, and 
appealed to this office for reinstatement. The evidence received from the 
Lodge sustained his position. I therefore directed the Lodge to reinstate 
him. 

JZlt venth. 

P. W. Grove vs. Kickapoo Lodge No. 90, Charleston. 

This was a claim for funeral benefits for the widow of J. W. B. Grove, 
deceased. The Lodge claimed he was not in good standing at the time of 
his decease. It was clearly shown however by the statements of the 
Brother’s account sent by the Lodge that he was in good standing, and I 
instructed the Lodge to pay the amount prescribed by their by-laws, which 
was done, and as I believe to the satisfaction of the Lodge, as they were 
merely mistaken in their figuring. 

Twelfth. 

J. C. Elliott vs. Pawnee Lodge No. 441. Pawnee. 

Brother Elliott was dropped for N. P. D. in Pawnee Lodge No. 441 and 
appealed to this office for relief, stating he was not legally' dropped. A 
careful investigation by statements from the Lodge proved the Brother 
right in his claim. I therefore showed the Lodge wherein it was in error 
and they promptly restored the Brother to membership. 

Thirteenth. 

T. R. Ricker vs. Cortland Lodge No. 209, Cortland, 

This is a claim for benefits, which after a very thorough investigation 
I instructed the Lodge to pay. The Lodge took an appeal from mv ruling 
to the Committee on Judiciary' and Appeals, which committee sustained my 
decision, and from which decision an appeal is taken to the Grand Lodge. 

Fourteenth. 

Elias Brougher vs. Hoopeston Lodge No. 498, Hoopeston. 

Claim for benefits. Lodge ordered to pay same; appealed to Commit- 
tee of Judiciary and Appeals. See their report. 

Fifteenth . 

D. O. Harris vs. Table Grove Lodge No. 726, Table Grove. 

D. O. Harris was expelled from Table Grove Lodge from which 
action he invoked the aid of this office. This matter involved a great 
amount of correspondence and which developed the fact that the Brother 
was not legally' expelled, and on advice from this office the Lodge rein- 
stated him. I submit the correspondence.

G. C. Shepard vs. Riverside Lodge No. 684, Colonia. 

Claim for benefits. My decision, from the evidence before me, was 
he was not entitled to benefits and so decided. From which Bro. Shepard 
appealed and my decision reversed by Committee on Judiciary and Ap- 
peals and Lodge ordered to pay r them.

S. L- Woodbeck vs. Hoopeston Lodge No. 498, Hoopeston. 

Claim for benefits. Claim sustained and Lodge instructed to pay 
same, whjich was done, and no appeal.

Claim for benefits. Lodge refused to pay benefits. Evidence sus- 
tained the Lodge and so decided. No appeal taken.

Deputy. 

This is an appeal from the decision of Deputy in declaring a ballot for 
Vice Grand illegal. The alleged illegality being the Noble Grand ordered 
the ballot closed, ‘after which a brother deposited a ballot and it was 
counted as a vote, the N. G. ruled it legal and the Deputy ruled it an ille- 
gal ballot, and an appeal was taken to the Grand Master. I sustained the 
action of the Deputy, and submit all the paper herewith. 

Twentieth. 

Livingston Lodge No. 290, Fairbury, vs. H. B. Bull, Deputy. 

Livingston Lodge received an application for membership by card. 
The ballot was held and the ballot box passed to the Vice Grand, who in- 
spected the ballot, and before he announced the result, he inquired of the 
Noble Grand, “Is the ballot by card the same as a ballot for initiation?” 
The Noble Grand answered, “It is.” The V. G. then declared the ballot 
2 infavorable . Before the result was announced by the N. G., a Brother ap- 
pealed to the Deputj r , Bro. H. B. Bull, who ruled that a majority^ vote was 
required to make the ballot unfavorable upon application for membership 
by card. Upon such decision of the Deputy, the N. G. declared the appli- 
cant elected. The applicant not being admitted, the Lodge appealed to the 
Grand Master for a ruling. The ruling was that the Noble Grand was 
right, and the Deputy in error. Papers submitted herewith! 
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Tiventy -first. 

J. F. Grosli vs. Gem City Lodge No. 357. Quincy, and C. T. Hewes, Deputy. 

This is an appeal from the action of Gem City Lodge No. 357 in grant- 
ing benefits to a member who had been a member of the Lodge only three 
months previous to the sickness, he having joined bv card, and the action 
of the Lodge being sustained by the Deputy on appeal. My decision was as 
follows: “Article 10, Section 7 4 of the Subordinate Constitution is the law, 
and any by-law enacted that conflicts with the constitution is illegal and 
void.” Therefore the decision of the Lodge and Deputy is sustained. All 
papers submitted herewith. 


T wenty-second. 

October 22, received notice from Perseverance Lodge No. 587. Chicago, 
that Bro. G. H. Young, their representative to the Grand Lodge, had dis- 
appeared from his friends and family, and no trace could be found of him 
after an absence of about eight months, and that all efforts to find him had 
failed. They desired information as to what action to take in order to be 
represented at this session of Grand Lodge. I made the following ruling: 
The facts as above stated being made tome by direction of and under seal 
of your Lodge, I hereby declare the office of Representative for Perseverance 
Lodge vacant and direct you to proceed to the election of a successor, and 
report same to the Grand Secretary (see Sec. 78 A. Sup. to Code 89.)

Stevens, and made another appointment as suggested by the Lodge 
and on their recommendation. From this action Bro. Stevens took an 
appeal to the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals, which committee sus- 
tained the action of the Grand Master.

The Deputy of Progress R. D. Lodge No. 141, of Decatur, sent the 
following question for my official opinion, to-wit:

“Writing to the Grand Master.** 

Very few members of the Order have any idea of the multitude of 
letters the Grand Master has to answer, or the amount of work he has to 
perform. The letters increase in numbers and the work in amount as 
the Order increases in the numbers of Lodges and members. When the 
Grand Master is away from home looking after the interests of the Order, 
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the letters do not cease coming- in, then when he gets home, the letters ac- 
cumulated are a sight to behold. 

The brethren do not realize that the Grand Master is very much over- 
worked and frequently worn out, after burning the midnight oil, in his 
efforts to answer the vast number of letters, many of which are unnec- 
essary and thoughtlessly sent him, but if unanswered he will be just so 
surely censured. If he had nothing to do but answer letters, he would 
have all that a man of the best health and strongest power of endurance 
ought to be expected to do, and even if he did nothing else, it would be a 
physical impossibility to answer them without the aid of a stenographer. 
But there is a vast amount of writing done and many questions asked 
that are wholly unnecessary. Very often a question will ari.se in a Bodge, 
or in some Brother’s mind, and without looking at the constitution or di- 
gest, or proceedings of the Grand Bodge, the Secretary under instruc- 
tions from the Bodge, or a Brother on his own motion, will write to the 
Grand Master for information, which, if they would put in the same time 
in examining those documents they do in writing to the Grand Master, 
they would find it as clearly expressed as it could be by him. Many of 
the questions asked of the Grand Master are of no importance what- 
ever, and no Bodge or member thereof would ever be any worse off if 
they were never answered at all. There is a class of Brothers, and I 
am glad there are not many in it, who are to a Bodge and Grand Master 
what fleas and bedbugs are to a tired man who wishes to sleep, a source 
of constant annoyance. 

Here and there may be found a self-constituted guardian of a Bodge, 
who imagines he knows more about what a Bodge should or should not do 
than the whole Bodge itself. Hence he is constantly taxing the time and 
patience of the Bodge by opposing this and that, and annoying the Grand 
Master with written objections, and demanding an answer by return mail, 
as if everything would be at a standstill until he received his answer. 

Now and theii there is to be found in a Bodge a kind of human mule, 
who finds unqualified amusement at kicking at everything that comes up, 
and when the Bodge shows some signs of annoyance, he becomes disgrun- 
tled, and packs his disgruntlements into a letter of a dozen pages or more, 
and sends it to the Grand Master and asks him what he thinks of the*sitn- 
ation. Some Brothers have an ambition to be recognized as authority in 
Odd Fellowship in the Bodge, and when their opinion on some question is 
not according to the ideas of, or is not accepted by the Bodge, he writes to 
the Grand Master. And if the reply harmonizes with his own, he hands 
it to the Secretary^ to be read, and while he is reading it, looks around over 
the Bodge with a triumphant snap in his eye, which seems to say, “What 
do you think of that?” But if the Grand Master expresses and adverse 
opinion, the grave of silence covers the question, and not even the most 
distant echo of the Grand Master’s opinion can be heard. On three occa- 
sions I have received communications from that many different Brothers, 
asking information, or wanting questions answered, and because my re- 
ply was not in accord with what they expected or wanted took occasion to 
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grossly villifv and heap abuse on me, in language no gentleman could 
use, and which is not fit to quote here. To these letters I gave no reply, 
but enclosed them in an envelope addressed to their respective Lodges, and 
I am informed by one of these Lodges that they immediately brought 
charges against their member, and expelled him from the Order with 
promptness and dispatch. 

In hehalf of the incoming Grand Master, I wish to suggest to the 
brethren, if any of you desire 'necessary information on an important 
question, carefully consult the constitution of y’our Lodge, the code and 
supplement and Grand Lodge journals; then if you cannot find all the in- 
formation necessary, write to the Grand Master, and he will be willing 
and pleased to impart it if within his power. But look it up thoroughly 
first, as far as possible, yourself, and while you are doing this you will be 
gaining much information on other points of law, and you will have a 
more comprehensive understanding of the question, and remember it 
longer than if you received the necessarily brief explanation of the Grand 
Master. Any' question that is not of vital importance, discuss among 
yourselves, but do not trouble the Grand Master with it. He will have 
enough to tax his heart, brain and nervous system without having to lay' 
down an important work to answer questions of no vital importance to the 
Order, Lodge or single individual. 

To the chronic kicker I would say', do not annoy your Lodge or the 
Grand Master, but retire to some lonely spot and indulge your proclivi- 
ties and powers upon y'ourself, until the consequent weariness and sore- 
ness which y'ou heretofore caused others to experience, shall induse y r ou to- 
lay' the amusement by\ then return to y'our brethren and do all you can to. 
promote the comfort that comes from harmony' aud peace. 

Death of Grand Conductor S. J. Orange, P. G. C. 

It becomes my' painful duty' to officially announce the death of my' 
dear old friend and Brother, S. J. Orange, Grand Conductor and Past 
Grand Chaplain of this Grand Lodge, which occured at his home in 
Gravville, March 15th, 1894. 

Bro. Orange was a member of Opal Lodge No. 99, of Grayville, and 
had been a faithful member and attendant at our annual sessions for 
many y'ears, and his genial, pleasant countenance will be sadly' missed by' 
many' of his associate Brothers, all of whom knew him to love him, and 
will ever revere his memory. Another noble man and Odd Fellow has 
taken his Withdrawal Card from our Jurisdiction and placed it perma- 
nently in the Grand Lodge above. 

Appointment to Fill Vacancy. 

By the death of Bro. S. J. Orange, the office of Grand Conductor be- 
came vacant. On May 1st I appointed Bro. J. P. Ellacott, of No. 416, 
Chicago, to fill the vacancy', which he accepted. 
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Grand Master’s Salary. 

That the Grand Master of this Jurisdiction should be better paid for 
his services, has been recommended by many of my predecessors, but the 
recommendations just so often fail of adoption. And while my recom- 
mendation on this subject may come to the same fate, I wish to enter my 
opinion, coupled with a recommendation which I know to be reasonable 
and just, and ask that you gave it your thoughtful consideration before 
consigning- it to keep company with those of the past. 

There is no one who can afford to do the duties of Grand Master and- 
fulfill his duty to the trust, without recompense commensurate with such 
duties. The Order has grown to very large proportions; he must look 
after the interests of more than 825 Subordinate, and more than 350 Re- 
bekah Lodges. The correspondence, as stated elsewhere, is alone enor- 
mous and which cannot be done without the assistance of a stenographer, 
and anyone who has occasion to use a stenographer knows that they com- 
mand a salary of from $40 to $60 a month, while the allowance made for 
the Grand Master by this Grand Lodge is only $42.66 a month, zvhich al- 
lowance is for e.vpe?tses. From this allowance of $500 a year, he must pay 
his incidental supplies for his office, railroad fares, express, etc., which in 
all amounts to more than the allowance made by the Grand Lodge. It is 
not reasonable to suppose that anyone, not wealth}', can afford to sacri- 
fice his business which he must depend upon for his income, to attend to 
this office without remuneration, yet that is exactly ivhat is done. A 
Brother holding this office must necessarily do one or two things: either 
give up his own business to attend to the duties of Grand Master, or else 
neglect the duties of the office. Again, this Grand Lodge can well afford 
from a business standpoint to pay the Grand Master a reasonable salary 
and his expenses, then he can afford to give his time and attention wholly 
to its interests. And by so doing he would be able to make many visits 
among- the Lodges, increase their membership by his influence, for there 
is no question but these visitations of Grand Lodge officers are the means 
of awakening an interest among the Lodges and their membership. This 
Grand Lodg-e can and should pay the Grand Master at the lowest, a salary 
of $1,200 a year, together with his actual expenses; such expenses to be 
itemized and audited by the Finance Committee before payment. And 
such is my recommendation, and I hope this session of the Grand Lodge 
will not allow this injustice to longer continue. 

Conclusion. 

Brothers, it was with a deep sense of gratitude I received this great 
office at your hands, a gratitude I am not able to express in feeble words, 
but a gratitude that will ever remain with me so long as I am permitted 
to raise my voice in behalf of our grand and noble Order. I yield it 
back to you, I hope not tarnished, but rather polished and made brighter. 
I beg the Brothers will believe that my work has been done to the very 
best of my ability. My regret is that I could not have done more and 
done it better. 
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I have given you my entire, undivided time, having- laid all per- 
sonal business matters aside that I might better serve you. By closest 
possible application to the duties of the office, I have endeavored to show 
my appreciation of the distinguished honor you conferred upon me. I 
shall cherish always the pleasant incidents and forget the unpleasant 
ones, and be assiduous always for the Order's advancement. As Grand 
Master, my final appeal is for a strict compliance of the law. We may, at 
times, find it irksome and not always as we would have it, but my obser- 
vations convince me that no harm comes to a member or Bodge, who 
recognizes and respects the law. 

In conclusion, I desire to acknowledge the very many obligations I 
am under for the courteous and ever ready assistance rendered me by my 
dear Bro. Jas. R. Miller, Grand Secretary, for the many favors shown me 
during- mv administration. I have always found him prompt, active and 
obliging, and I congratulate this Grand Body and the Order throughout 
the State on being so fortunate in having the services of so faithful, effi- 
cient, gentlemanly and qualified an officer. Also to the Deputies and" 
Official Instructors; among the latter I wish to especially mention Bros. 
W. E. Carlin, M. Killion, Harry H. Tilton, J. W. Wheatley, Ira W. Mul- 
len. J. F. Harner, J. W. Spalding, Chris Cross, Tom Wood, Geo. F. Adams, 
H. K. Felt, H. S. Kreger and S. H. Scudder for their great assistance and 
hard work done in the line of education, as well as all other Instructors 
who have been as willing but not able to accomplish as much as the 
Brothers mentioned. I thank you all, and as I surrender the gavel to my 
worthy successor, it will be to take my place again in the ranks among 
the great army of workers, and earnestly and faithfully labor to carry 
forward the great principles of our triple motto — Friendship, Dove and 
Truth.

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The statistics above show a net gain of 2,122 members in the Subor- 
dinate Lodges, and a net gain of 2,072 members in the Rebekah Lodges.

Removing the Office. 

In accordance with the instructions of the Grand Lodge, as embodied 
in the eighth report of the Finance Committee, the Grand Secretary secured 
pleasant and convenient rooms, with vault accommodations sufficient to 
meet the demands of the office, in the Illinois National Bank Building, at 
a rental of $400 per year, snd on the first day of February, 1894, the effects 
of the office were removed to the new quarters at a contract cost of $50 for 
the work of moving. 


Veteran Jewels. 

During the year 82 Veteran Odd Fellows of the State have either pur- 
chased or been presented with this badge of distinction, for 25 years’ con- 
secutive membership, and one Brother has been presented with the Honor- 
able Veteran Jewel showing a half a century’s service in the ranks of the 
Order. 

Condition of the Order. 

The reports from the Subordinate Lodges for the year ending- Oct. 31 r 
1894, show a much more encouraging condition of the Order than was 
anticipated. While the gain was not so great as in the preceding year, 
yet there has been a steady increase in Lodges and membership that speaks 
well for the esteem in which the Order is held by the membership, and the 
value that is placed on its work by the public. 
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During* the year only three Subordinate and one Rebekah Lodges have 
been closed, and the number of delinquent Lodges, or Lodges not report- 
ing before the 31st of October, are less than usual, while there have been 
twenty" Subordinate and fifty Rebekah Lodges instituted during the year.

Opinion by Bro. J. M. Campbell, of No. 416. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge Deputy, in setting 
aside the proceedings had by the Lodge in adopting by-laws. 

It appears from the record furnished, that at a regular meeting on 
May 31, 1893, a committee was appointed to revise the by-laws. On July 
12, 1893, the committee reported, submitting the revised code of by-laws 
and the same was read at that meeting, and at the next subsequent meet- 
ing, July 19. At the following meeting, the by-laws presented as above 
were acted on, and at the meeting on August 2, the Lodge Deputy set all 
the proceedings in reference to by-laws aside, because a “written resolu- 
tion had not been presented and read at two meetings previous to that at 
which action was had.” 

We are of the opinion that the action of the Deputy was not warranted 
by the facts, and that he placed an erroneous construction upon the sec- 
tion of the by-laws providing for the manner in which the by-laws should 
be amended. In this case a committee had been appointed to revise and 
present a practically new code of by-laws, and this action obviated the 
necessity for a “written resolution,” as above stated. 

The action of the Lodge Deputy is therefore hereby reversed.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This was a complaint made on behalf of Mrs. Burkhardt against 
Homer Lodge No. 252, for the paymient to her of the sick benefits due her 
husband, who was then confined in the insane asylum at Kankakee. 

The Grand Master held that Mrs. Burkhardt was not entitled to the 
benefits. Since this decision of the Grand Master the Brother has died, 
and the Lodge now desires instruction as to whom the accrued weekly 
benefits, now in its possession, shall be paid. 

We are of the opinion that Homer Lodge No. 252 should compute the 
sick benefits from the time the Brother became entitled to benefits until 
the time of his death. That the Lodge deduct from such amount; 1st, the 
dues and assessments chargeable against him; 2d, the costs and expenses 
incurred by the Lodge for the care and maintenance of the Brother while 
in the asylum; 3d, all moneys paid the widow on account of said sick ben- 
efits. The balance of such sum, together with the funeral benfits, should 
be paid to the widow of Bro. Burkhardt. 

It may be proper to state in this connection that Mrs. Burkhardt has 
cared for and supported the two minor children, born of the marriage be- 
tween Bro.

Opinion by Bro. George F. Howard, of No. 664. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in expelling appellant 
from the Order. The record shows that the appellant, who was a boiler- 
maker by trade, was employed at the C. & A. railroad shops, located at 
Bloomington. On the 24th da}' of January, 1893, he failed to attend the 
funeral of a deceased Brother of Evergreen City Lodge No. 265, by the 
name of Amos Sickles, for which he was fined the sum of one dollar. On 
the 24th day of February, 1893, the appellant sent a written excuse to the 
Lodge, accompanied by a doctor’s certificate stating that he, appellant, 
was sick and unable to attend said funeral. The Lodge accepted the ex- 
cuse and remitted the above mentioned fine. On the 16th day of March, 
1893, a complaint was made against the said appellant in open Lodge, which 
was referred to a committee to investigate. Said committee, after due in- 
vestigation, preferred the following charge against the appellant: “That 
we charge Bro. James H. Kerr with fraud.” The specification recites the 
facts as stated above. The appellant was present and pleaded “not 
guilty.” The evidence was taken by a commissioner, and clearly shows 
that the appellant was guilty as charged. Your committee have given 
this case very careful consideration, and are of the opinion that the trial 
was conducted according to the new law, and that the Lodge did right in 
finding appellant guilty of the charge of fraud, but your committee are of 
the opinion that the penalty, viz.: “expulsion,” is entirely too severe for 
the offense charged. Your committee, therefore, order that the action of 
the Lodge be reversed so far as the penalty is concerned, and the case re- 
manded, with direction to affix a penalty not to exceed six months suspen- 
sion from date of original judgment. 

Reversed and remanded with instructions.

On said notifi- 
cation, Liberty Lodge instructed Gem City Lodge of the amount of bene- 
fits, and to pay Bro. Linn benefits, if entitled to the same. Gem City 
Lodge paid Bro. Linn $6, two weeks’ sick benefits, and presented bill of 
same to Liberty Lodge. This bill Liberty Lodge refused to pay, but ten- 
dered S3 for one week’s sick benefits, which Gem City Lodge refused to 
accept, but demanded the full amount of $6. 

This matter was referred to the Grand Master, who ordered Libert)' 
Lodge to refund to Gem City Lodge the sum claimed, $6, for two weeks’ 
sick benefits, advanced to Bro. Linn, of Liberty Lodge No. 287. 

After a careful consideration of all the facts presented, we are of the 
opinion that the decision of the Grand Master is correct. It is therefore 
ordered that the decision of the Grand Master is sustained.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

In this case charges’were preferred against Bro. Tackett for conduct 
ambecoming an Odd Fellow, and with drunkenness. Four specifications 
were made under the above charges as follows: 

1. During the parade of September 25, 1893, the said A. Tackett 
struck Bro. Sam White, a member of the Lodge, with a cane, over the 
head. 

2. On the same day he gravely insulted Bro. Sam Hill, a member of 
the Lodge, etc. 

3. That several weeks before he had stated to a Brother of the Lodge, 
“that he simply joined Washington Lodge for the sole purpose of making 
all the money he possibly could by getting donations, etc. 

4. That the Brother was drunk on September 25, 1893. 

A trial was regularly had and a vote taken and the Brother found not 
rgriilty. .From this finding three Brothers of the Lodge took an appeal to 
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this committee. The evidence taken shows beyond question that the 
Brother was guilty as charged, under all the specifications except the third. 
The accused Brother admits in his evidence the truth of the fourth specifi- 
cation, and yet the Lodge voted him not guilty. 

The Brother's conduct appears to be extremely aggravating, and most 
reprehensible, and we are of the opinion that the Brother should have 
been found guilty under both charges, and all the specifications except 
the third, and a penalty of suspension for a period of not less than six 
months be inflicted. 

It is therefore ordered that the appeal be sustained, the findings of the 
Lodge be reversed, and the case be remanded to the Lodge, to cite the ac- 
cused Brother to appear at a regular meeting of the Lodge, the evidence be 
re-read, and that the Brother be found guilty under the charges and speci- 
fications in accordance with the opinion above expressed.

This is an appeal from the action of LaGrange Lodge No. 693, in ex- 
pelling the appellant for contempt, in not appearing to plead to certain 
charges and specifications preferred against him. 

From the record before your committee it appears that the appellant 
filled the position of both recording and permanent Secretary of the 
Lodge, and on the 23d day of March, 1893, he sprained his ankle, and was 
confined to the house for four weeks. On the 8th day of May, 1893, Bro. 
Polk (his successor in office), and Bro. Kimball, the Treasurer, called upon 
appellant at his house, for the purpose of balancing up the books, which 
was done, and there was found to be $41.65 of the Lodge funds in the 
hands of appellant; but he claimed a credit due him by the Lodge of $17.05 
for visiting cards, postage, printing, and four weeks* sick benefits, which 
left a balance of $24.60 due the Lodge. O 11 the 7th day of June, 1893, a 
charge and four specifications were preferred against the appellant, and 
a copy' served upon him by the secretary. On the 21st day of June, 1893, 
that being the time set for the appellant to plead, he failed to appear, but 
wrote a letter to the Lodge, stating his reasons for not appearing, and 
denying that he had ever refused to pay over the moneys in his hands to 
the Lodge, which your committee decide to be a plea of not guilty; hence 
the action of the Lodge in expelling the appellant was premature and un- 
warranted by the facts in the case. Your committee, therefore, sustain 
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the appeal and remand the case back to the Lodge to be tried upon the 
charge and specifications preferred. 

Appeal sustained; remanded with instructions.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE SECOND SESSION. 

February 20 , 

Case No . 14. 

Mrs. Maria L. Rucker i 

VS. . r 

Duane Lodge No. 11. } Before the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This case was before this committee at its May session, 1893, at which 
time an opinion was rendered finding that Mrs. Maria L. Rucker was the 
widow of Bro. Henry L. Rucker, Past Grand Master, and as such widow, 
was entitled to receive relief from the widows’ and orphans’ fund of 
Duane Lodge. See page 583, Grand Lodge Journal, 1893. 

That opinion was based largel) r on the fact that the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, at its November session, 1887, had found that she was such widow, 
and that being then in destitute circumstances was entitled to reasonable 
relief from the Lodge. 

From the finding and decision of this committee above mentioned. 
Duane Lodge took an appeal in regular form to the Grand Lodge at its 
November session, 18 Q 3. 

At that time Duane Lodge presented its petition setting forth that 
since hearing of the matter in the Grand Lodge in 1887, and also since the 
hearing by this committee in May, 1893, the Lodge had discovered new and 
important evidence bearing on the case, which evidence it was claimed 
clearly shows that the claimant was not the widow of Bro. Henry L. 
Rucker, and had obtained and was trying to secure further rights and 
benefits, from the Lodge and the Order, when not legally entitled thereto. 

Accompanying this petition of Duane Lodge were certain exhibits 
which strongly tended to sustain the claim made by the Lodge. A resolu- 
tion was offered and adopted by the Grand Lodge referring the case back 
to this committee to be reconsidered, leave being granted both parties to- 
present further evidence. See Grand Lodge Journal, page 655. 

The Grand Secretary duly notified Mrs. Rucker of the petition filed by 
Duane Lodge and the resolution adopted by the Grand Lodge, and that 
said case would be reconsidered by the committee at the February 
session, 1894. 
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Mrs. Rucker’* letters show that she received the notice sent her by the 
Grand Secretary. She failed to appear before the committee, either in 
person or by attorney, and offered no evidence to rebut the new evidence 
presented on behalf of the Lodge. 

The most important part of the new evidence presented by the Lodge 
was a copy made from certain letter press copies of an examination of title 
made by Shortall & Hoard, who were formerly abstract makers in Cook 
county, Illinois, and which was made in the regular course of their busi- 
ness, before the destruction of the records of Cook county in 1871. 

From this evidence it appears that prior to May 6, 1865, Maria Rucker, 
the petitioner herein, filed her bill of complaint in the circuit court of 
Cook county, Illinois, against Henry L. Rucker, and that such proceed- 
ings were subsequently had thereon, that a decree was entered on May 6. 
1865, dissolving the marriage between Maria Rucker and Henry L. Rucker, 
and on June 3, 1865, the court allowed Mrs. Rucker $3,000 in full of all 
right, claim, or demand on her part for alimony, dower interest, and right 
of dower, and said sum having been paid, it was ordered and adjudged that 
said Maria Rucker was fully satisfied and could have no claim or right 
thereto from the entry of the decree. 

The copy above mentioned was made by Handy* & Co., who were ab- 
stract makers in Cook county, Illinois, and \vho now have possession of 
the abstract books formerly owned by said Shortall & Hoard above men- # 
tioned. Such copies as furnished this committee are made evidence of 
the facts therein stated. See Revised Statutes of 111., 1887, Chap. 116. 
Sec. 29. 

The original records of the courts of Cook county were burned in the 
great fire of October, 1871. The Lodge has also secured and presented the 
affidavits of various parties in support of the fact that a divorce had been 
granten Mrs. Rucker as above stated and that Bro. Henry L. Rucker died 
January 7, 1867. unmarried, and that he was living with a sister of his at 
the time of his death, and that he never remarried after the divorce above 
mentioned was granted. 

This committee is therefore of the opinion that Maria L. Rucker is. 
not the widow of Henry* L. Rucker; and that she has and can have no 
right, claim, or demand, on said Duane Lodge or this Grand Lodge. 

Under the new evidence before this committee, which is undoubtedly 
a true statement of the facts alleged to exist on behalf of Duane Lodge, 
there can be no doubt that the rights and benefits heretofore obtained by- 
Mrs. Rucker from this Grand Lodge and Duane Lodge No. 11 were 
founded on a false claim of right and were an imposition on the Order in 
this State. Duane Lodge is under no more legal or moral obligation to 
contribute to the support and maintenance of Mrs. Rucker than it would 
be if she had never been married to Bro. Rucker. 

It is unfortunate that this newly* discovered evidence could not have 
been found and presented before the resolution was adopted by* this Grand 
Lodge in 1887. The unfortunate destruction of the records of Cook county- 
above mentioned, and the long lapse of time that intervened between 
the granting of the divorce and her first application to this Grand Lodge 
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for relief (nearly twentj'-five years), gave to Mrs. Rucker the opportunity 
to make a claim and obtain the benefits thereof 'with but little chance of 
detecting- its true character. 

We therefore find that the application oi Maria L. Rucker for relief, 
must be denied and that she be held and adjudged to have no claim or 
right upon said Duane Lodge for any relief, and that said Dodge should be 
and is hereby declared freed and absolved from all further legal and 
moral obligation to contribute anything to the support or maintenance of 
said Maria L. Rucker, and that said Maria L. Rucker is not the widow of 
the late Bro. Henry L. Rucker.

This is a petition by Hancock Lodge No. 71 for a rehearing of the 
•case of S. D. Spillman against Hancock Lodge No. 71, decided by the Com- 
mittee on Judicial and Appeals at the May session, 1893. It further ap- 
pears that the petition for a rehearing was filed in February, 1894, no pe- 
tition being filed before that date. 

We are of opinion that this petition must be denied. The law is: “All 
appeals hereafter taken from the final judgment or action of anj’ Subordi- 
nate Lodge shall be taken and referred to the said Committee on Judiciary 
and Appeals. And the decision and judgment of said committee shall, 
unless appealed from within thirty days, be final and stand as the judg- 
ment of this Grand Lodge.” 

In this case we are asked to grant a petition and reopen a case nine 
months after the same was decided by this committee, when by force of 
law above cited the decision was final and become the judgment of the 
Grand Lodge. All petitions for a rehearing must be filed with the Grand 
Secretary within thirty days after the opinion of the committee has been 
filed with the Grand Secretary, or an appeal taken on such decision as 
provided by law, otherwise such decision of the committee becomes final 
and conclusive as the judgment of the Grand Lodge, and we are without 
authority or jurisdiction of the case anj r further, and have no authority to 
.set aside such decision after same has become final. 

It is therefore ordered that the petition for a rehearing be denied.

STATEMENT. 

This is an appeal from the action of Bro. Henry A. Stone, Grand Mas- 
er, in not appointing- the appellant, Lodge Deputy Grand Master for Queen 
»f the Lakes Rebekah Lodg-e No. 212, of Chicago. The facts in the case, 
s shown by the record and other papers before the committee, are as fol- 
ows: The Lodge at the regular meeting held on the 23d day of June, 1893, 
ecommended the appellant, Bro. J. W. Stevens, for appointment as Lodge 
)eputy for the year 1894. This was done in compliance with the require- 
uents of Sec. 5, Art. 7, of the constitution, adopted by the Grand Lodge 
f Illinois for the government of Rebekah Lodges in this State. The cer- 
tificate of Bro. J. W. Stevens’ election as Lodge Deputy for 1894 was reg- 
ularly made out, signed by the proper officers with the seal attached, and 
forwarded to the Grand Secretary, who has the same on file in his office. 
)u the 8th of December, 1893, Bro. Kewlev moved “That Sister Blanche 
Joreley, a P. N. G., be recommended by the Lodge for appointment as 
Deputy for 1894.” This was objected to by Bro. Stevens on the grounds 
that he, the appellant, had been in June recommended by the Lodge for 
ippointment as deputy for 1894. The Noble Grand ruled the motion out 
of order, and no vote was taken upon the motion. A petition was then 
prepared and circulated for signatures asking the Grand Master to ap- 
point Sister Blanche Moreley as the Deputy for 1894. This petition was 
signed by forty-five members of the Lodge and forwarded to the Grand 
Master, and upon this petition Bro. Stone acted, and from this action the 
appellant appeals to this committee. 


OPINION. 

The whole question hinges upon the construction of Sec. 5, of Art. 7, 
of the Rebekah constitution. If this section is mandatory, then the action 
of the Grand Master would be illegal; but if this section is directory only , 
then the action of the appellee, Grand Master Stone, was legal. After 
giving this matter careful consideration, the committee is unanimous in 
holding that the language of Sec. 5, of Art. 7, is not mandatory , but only 
directory in character. In the consideration of this appeal, the committee 
find that there are two factions in Queen of the Lakes Rebekah Lodge, 
each trying to secure the appointment of a Lodge Deputy. This is a fact 
to be deplored, for factional fights in a Lodge are not conducive to the 
prosperity and growth of any fraternal organization, and in this case the 
committee desires to place on record its condemnation of the action of one 
faction trying by indirect means to subvert the expressed will of a major- 
ity of the Lodge (so expressed at a regular meeting of the same) acting in 
conformity with the constitution so as to mislead the Grand Master in the 
selection of a Lodge Deputy. 
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In regard to that portion of appellant’s claim that the Grand Master 
had no right to order the Secretary to attach the seal of the Lodge to a 
document not ordered by the Lodge. Upon this point the committee finds 
that the Grand Master has conceded that he erred in so doing, and con- 
sequently the position now taken by the Grand Master is hereby affirmed. 

The action of the Grand Master in selecting his Deputy for said Lodge 
is sustained, and the appeal is hereby^ dismissed.

Thomas A. Gannon )

Courtland Lodge No. 209. ) Before Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. 

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 

Bro. Thomas A. Gannon was a member in good standing of Courtland 
Lodge No. 209, located in DeKalb County, Illinois. 

On February 9, 1893, Bro. Gannon, then being a resident of Chicago, 
met with an accident at Chicago, seriously injuring- him, and perhaps 
making* him a cripple for life. Bro. Gannon was properly reported to 
Wicker Park Lodge No. 281, which lodge paid Bro. Gannon benefits until 
July 5, 1893. at which date Courtland Lodge notified Wicker Park Lodge 
to stop paying benefits to Bro. Gannon. It appears that September 30, 
1893, Courtland Lodge reduced their benefits from $3 to $2 per week. It 
further appears that from July 5, 1893, Courtland Lodge refused to pay 
Bro. Gannon any further benefits although often requested to do so. 

November 18, 1893, Bro. Gannon petitioned the Graud Master to take 
action in the premises and order Courtland Lodge to pay him benefits. 
After investigation the Graud Master, on January 31, 1894, ordered as fol- 
lows: First — Pay Wicker Park No. 281, $5; that being balance due them 
up to July 5, 1893. Second — Paj r to Thomas A. Gannon thirteen weeks’ 
benefits, $3 per week, from July 5, 1893, to October 4, 1893, $39, and seven- 
teen weeks’ benefits from October 4, 1893, to January 31, 1894, at $2 per 
week, $34. Total amount to be paid to Bro. Gannon, $73; and you will 
pay him benefits until he is properly off the sick list. 

Bro. M. C. Crossett, a Past Grand of Courtland Lodge, takes this ap- 
peal from the action of the Grand Master in ordering Courtland Lodge to 
pay said benefits to Bro. Gannon. 

After a careful consideration of this case, we are of the opinion that 
the action of the Grand Master in ordering Courtland Lodge No. 209, 
to pay Bro. Gannon benefits for thirteen weeks, from July 5, 1893, at $3 
per week, $39, should be sustained. We are of the opinion that Courtland 
Lodge No. 209, should pay to Bro. Gannon the further sum of $12.60, be- 
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ing the amount clue him for benefits from October 4, 1893. to November 18, 
1893, the date of filing his petition with the Grand Master. 

We only consider so much of Bro. Gannon’s claim as was due at the 
date of his application to the Grand Master. It is therefore ordered that 
Courtland Lodge No. 209, pay Bro. Thomas A. Gannon, $51.00 benefits due 
him to November 18, 1893, keeping out of that amount all dues and assess- 
ments due from Bro. Gannon to the Lodge to that date.

This is a petition for a rehearing of the case of Mrs. Burkhard 
against Homer Lodge No. 252 for funeral benefits, etc., decided by this 
committee at the November session, 1893. 

We have carefully considered this petition and must deny the same 
for the reasons that the case was fully considered on its merits at the No- 
vember session. 1893. We do not feel warranted in reopening or rehear- 
ing a case where all parties have had opportunity to submit their evi- 
dence and be heard. 

No case will be reopened or reheard unless it clearly appears from pe- 
tition for rehearing filed within thirty days after the opinion was filed 
with the Grand Secretary. Such petition must Show clearly that the law 
citing the law) has been misapplied by the committee, or if asked on the 
grounds of the evidence, such petition must set forth clearly wherein the 
committee has misunderstood the evidence. 

If the petition is based on newly discovered evidence it must clearly 
appear from the petition that such party has discovered new and im- 
portant evidence which was unknown to such party and could not have 
been discovered by the exercise of due diligence before the hearing. 
Each party should produce before the tribunal trying the case all evidence 
known, or desired, before submitting the case for judgment. 

It is therefore ordered that the petition be and the same is hereby 
denied.

This is an appeal by three members of Creal Springs Lodge from the 
action taken by said Lodge in the matter of certain charges preferred 
against Bro. Henry Vicery, a member of that Lodge. 

The charge against the Brother was for conduct unbecoming an Odd 
Fellow, in that he had made threats that he would assault Bro. J. N. How- 
ertson in a certain manner expressed in the specification. 

Bro. Vicery appeared at the trial and pleaded guilty. 

A full and complete copy of the Lodge record in the case is not before 
us, but it substantially appears from the statement of both parties to this 
appeal that after the Brother had pleaded guilty a vote was taken by the 
Lodge on the question fixing the penalty. 

A vote was taken for expulsion and suspension in the order named, 
and both lost. 

A motion was then made to fix a fine as the penalty, which was 
adopted, and on motion a fine was fixed at 99 cents. 

Fine is not a proper penalty for a violation of the principles of the 
Order. (Sec. 734 Illinois Code). We are therefore of the opinion that the 
appeal should be sustained, and the action of the Lodge be set aside so far 
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as the same fixes a fine as the penalty'. This case is therefore reversed 
and remanded to Creal Spring's Lodge No. 504, to fix a time when said case 
shall be reconsidered; to then read the charges and specification and the 
plea of “guilty” of Bro. Vicery, and proceed to vote on fixing a penalty in>. 
accordance with the laws of the Order and the opinion herein expressed.

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge Deputy of said Lodge,

Commissioner by the Noble Grand of said Peabody Lodge, to take the 
evidence in a trial in which appellant was defendant. 

It is the opinion of this committee that the appeal is not properly be- 
fore them. Section 1 of Art. 5 of the Grand Lodge Constitution reads as 
follows : ‘‘The Lodge Deput}' Grand Master shall obey the commands of 
the Grand Master, decide all questions of law and usage, when submitted 
to him in writing under the seal of the Subordinate Lodge, giving his an- 
swer thereto, also in writing. Said decision of the Lodge Deputy Grand 
Master shall be binding upon the Lodge unless an appeal is taken to the 
Grand Master, in which case the Lodge Deputy Grand Master shall trails^ 
mit the original papers (being the question and answer), to the Grand 
Master.” 

It is the opinion of this committee that it has 110 jurisdiction in the 
case whatever. The appellant must appeal from the action of the Lodge 
Deputy to the Grand Master, and the said Lodge Deputy must comply 
with the provisions of the above quoted law, aud forward the question 
and answer to the Grand Master, so that he can decide the point in* dis- 
pute. 

It is therefore ordered that the appeal be dismissed without prejudice 
to the appellant.

This cause is an appeal from the action and judgment of First Scandi- 
navian Lodge No. 446, of Galesburg, in expelling Bro. Axel M. Young- 
maker without the formality of a trial, on the ground that the misconduct 
charged was confessed by the said Bro. Youngmaker. 

The record is very imperfect but the facts set forth are sufficient to 
show that the Lodge acted under a misconstruction of the law as set forth 
in Art. 7, Sec. 9, Subordinate Lodge Constitution. (Sec. 704 111. Code.) 

The facts as presented in the record show that the accused confessed 
the misconduct to the Finance Committee, and on the strength of said 
confession the Brother was expelled; whereas, the accused should have 
been cited to appear before the Lodge at a regular meeting, and then and 
there make answer to the charge, or waiving the formality of a trial, make 
an open confession of his guilt, in which case the proceedings under Sec. 
704 of the Code would have been regular, and the subsequent action of the 
Lodge valid. 

As the case now stands, however, the Brother could, if he choose, de- 
mand reinstatement and the Lodge, by the laws of the Order, would be 
compelled to reinstate him. 
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The appeal is therefore sustained with instructions to First Scandi- 
navian Lodge No. 446 to prefer charges against Bro. Axel M. Youngmaker 
in proper form (see form 32, page 302, III. Code), and proceed regularly in 
accordance with the law as laid down in Art. 7, Sec. 5, 6, and 7, Subordi- 
nate Lodge Constitution.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE THIRD SESSION.

Opinion by Bro. Geo. F. Howard, of No. 664. 

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

This is an appeal from the action of Neilson Lodge No. 25 in expelling 
appellant from the Order for contempt. 
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This appeal first came before this committee at the November session, 
but owing- to the faulty condition of the record sent up for this committee 
to pass upon, was continued until the February session and the Secretary 
ordered to send up a complete record, which was not done; and at said 
February session of the committee another order was made for the Secre- 
tary to send up the record, which is now before the committee for the first 
time. 

Bro. Collins, the appellant in this case, is a member of Neilson Lodge 
No. 25, located at Troy, Madison county, 111., but resides at O’ Fallon, a 
village about twelve miles from Troy, in St. Clair count)'. There is 
located at O’Fallon, O’Fallon Lodge No. 431. On the 29th da)' of ApriL 
1893, charges of intoxication were preferred by said O’Fallon Lodge No. 
431 against appellant, to which the said appellant by his attorney objected 
and asked that said charges be dismissed, which was overruled by the 
Noble Grand, whereupon the appellant refused to recognize the jurisdic- 
tion of the Lodg-e, and did not plead guilty or not guilty. 

The Lodge then continued the case for the purpose of getting the 
charges in proper shape. On the 3d day of June, the committee reported 
charges and specifications against Bro. Collins, and appellant was served 
with a copy of the same, and also cited to appear on the second meeting 
thereafter. On June 17, Bro. Merrill, the attorney for the appellant,, 
wrote to the Secretary of the Lodg-e, moving that the last set of charges be 
dismissed, and in case the Noble Grand refused to dismiss said charges, 
then to enter a plea of “not guilty.” The Noble Grand refused to dis- 
miss the charges, and appointed Bro. F. L- Hampton as the Commissioner 
to take the evidence. The 22d day of July, 1893, was set for the trial of 
Bro. Collins, but at that time the Brother was sick, and so notified one of 
the committee having the case in charge; but the Lodge proceeded with 
the trial and expelled the appellant for contempt. And from this action 
of the Lodge the appellant appeals to this committee. 

OPINION. 

Your committee is of the opinion that the appellant should have been 
tried upon the first set of charges and specifications presented. (See Sec. 
644, 111. Code). But as that was not done, then the Lodge did wrong in 
expelling the appellant for contempt, when he, the appellant, was not in 
contempt, having sent his plea of “not guilty” in writing to the Secre- 
tary of said Neilson Lodge. Section 666, of Illinois Code, reads as fol- 
lows: “A Brother is not griilty of contempt who shall make a defense in 
writing, or shall waive his privilege of making a defense in person, and 
shall desire the trial to proceed in his absence; but in such cases the trial 
must be conducted in the same manner as though the charged Brother 
were present.” Again, the Brother could not have been expelled for con- 
tempt because at the time set for trial, he, the appellant, was sick and 
confined to his bed, as shown by the certificate of E. F. Tiedemann, his- 
attending physician. 

Another point which was raised by the appellant’s attorney and over- 
ruled by the Noble Grand, was that the Commissioner appointed to take: 
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the evidence was a member of the committee who preferred the charges. 
This was a very serious error in the proceedings, as the Commissioner 
should be one against whom no prejudice can be assigned, and in this 
case it was not clear that such was so. 

The record does not show that the Noble Grand obligated the Com- 
missioner, which is another fatal error in the case. 

It is the opinion of this committee that the action of Neilson Lodge 
No. 25 in expelling the appellant for contempt was illegal and without 
warrant of law, and the committee hereby reverse the action of said 
Neilson Lodge No. 25, and order said Lodge to appoint a new Commissioner 
and proceed to take the evidence in this case, reporting the same to the 
Lodge, and dispose of the case according to law. 

The Secretary must notify the appellant of the appointment of the 
new Commissioner to take the evidence. 

Appeal sustained; remanded back to the Subordinate Lodge with in- 
structions.

Charges appear in this case to have been made against Bro. A. H. 
Hatch, who had been dropped for non-payment of dues. 

It appears that the Grand Master directed that charges be preferred 
against the Brother, and thereupon the Lodge Deputy presented a charge 
against Bro. Hatch of conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow, with the fol- 
lowing specification: “Forged a withdrawal card from this Lodge dated 
Dec 25, 1891, or attempted to use a card which had been so forged and 
knowing it to be one. By order of the Grand Master. S. L. Baldwin, 
Deputy. *" 

OPINION. 

This committee is of the opinion that the Lodge Deputy had no power 
to prefer the charges and specifications. 

The complaint or order of the Grand Master should have been re- 
ferred to a committee, and then let the proper committee report such 
charges and specifications as the facts would, in their opinion, warrant. 
We have, however, fully considered all the facts connected with the case, 
including the evidence taken on behalf of the Lodge. There is much in- 
formality in the records of this case, and it has required a large amount 
of investigation to ascertain all the facts connected with the case. 
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The specification charges the Brother with two separate offenses, stat- 
ing that the Brother was guilty of one or the other, but fails to state defi- 
nite^" which one. 

It does not appear from the record in the case that the Brother was 
notified of the time and place of the taking of evidence bv the Commis- 
sioner. Assuming, however, for the purpose of this hearing, that all the 
evidence offered on behalf of the Lodge is true and undisputed, neverthe- 
less, in the opinion of this committee, it scarcely tends to prove that the 
accused Brother was guilty of either of the offenses alleged in the specifi- 
cation to have been committed by him. 

The Lodge proceeded with the trial, found him guilty, and fixed the 
penalty at expulsion from the Order. This action of the Lodge, we are of 
the opinion, was wholly unauthorized, and on the records in this case was 
without warrant of law. 

It is therefore ordered that the action of Fidelity Lodge No. 576 be and 
the same is hereby reversed, and that Bro. Hatch be restored to the rights 
of a Brother suspended for non-payment of dues.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson of No. 440. 
statement. 

Bro. Geo. C. Shepard, a member of Riverside Lodge r residing in Iowa, 
was taken sick in July, 1892. At that time he sent a physician’s certifi- 
cate to his Lodge and the benefits then due were paid by the Lodge. In the 
latter part of the same year he sent another certificate from his physician 
showing that he has been sick from October 13, 1892, to November 23, 1892. 
and his Lodge then paid the benefits that had accrued during the illness 
last mentioned. The Brother also claims that he was sick during the time 
intervening between the sending of the first certificate and October 13, 
1892, and that he regularly sent certificates from his physician to his 
Lodge, a fact which is denied by his Lodge. 

Duplicate certificates were asked for but nothing very satisfactory 
seems to have been furnished by the Brother. 

On February 13, 1893, the* Brother was again taken sick and thereafter 
furnished his evidence of such fact and claimed liis sick benefits. The 
Lodge refused payment on the ground that the Brother was more than 
thirteen weeks in arrears for dues on February 13 r 1893. O 11 December 
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13. 1892, the Brother was owing- the lodg-e SI. 18, most of which had accrued 
and was owing- at the 'time the sick benefits were paid for the sickness 
ending- November 23, 1892. 

The Lodge failed to deduct from the benefits then paid, the amount of 
the Brother’s dues then owed by him. 

O 11 this state of facts, the Grand Master held that the Brother was 
more than thirteen weeks in arrears for dues, and decided that Bro. 
Shepard was not entitled to benefits. 

Thereupon the Brother appealed to this committee. 

OPINION. 

This committee is of the opinion that it was the duty of the Lodge, 
when it paid the last sick benefits, to have deducted therefrom the amount 
of the dues owing by the Brother at the time of such payment (see Sec. 
563, 111. Code). 

Had the Lodge deducted all dues that had accrued and were owing by 
the Brother up to Nov. 23, 1892, the Brother would have been less than 
thirteen weeks in arrears on Feb. 13, 1893, and then would have been 
beneficiary on that date. The Brother ought not to be charged with the 
negligence of the lodge officers when they failed to fully perform the duty 
devolving upon them. 

That part of the Grand Master's finding that Bro. Shepard was not 
entitled to any further benefits claimed to have accrued in the year 1892 is 
sustained, and as to so much of said claim for benefits as has accrued 
since Feb. 13, 1891, the finding is reversed, and the Lodge directed to pay 
Bro. Shepard sech benefits as he may be entitled to receive under its by- 
laws, computing the same from Feb. 13, 1893, deducting therefrom all 
dues and assessments, if any, that he may be now owing said Lodge.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440, 

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

Bro. A. M. Stewart, a member of Quincy Lodge, was taken sick and 
died on February 4, 1894. The Brother was in good standing at the time 
of his death. After the death of the Brother, the widow notified the Lodge 
of such fact, and the Lodge attended the funeral in pursuance of such 
notice. The by-laws of the Lodge provide for a funeral benefit of 540 and 
for funeral expenses of $60. 

The widow contracted for the funeral expenses. After the Brother’s 
death the Lodge paid the widow the funeral benefit of $40, but did not pay 
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her the funeral expenses. She .appears to have taken the $40 paid her by 
the Lodge for funeral benefit and used the same toward defraying the 
funeral expenses incurred by her in the purchase of a casket. 

She then demanded that the Lodge pay to her the $60 funeral expenses. 
The lodge contended that as Mrs. Stewart had used the $40 paid her as 
a funeral benefit in discharging her indebtedness incurred in the burial of 
her husband, that it was only liable to the widow for an additional $20. 

In this opinion the Grand Master concurred, and advised the Lodge to 
tender the widow such sum and take her receipt in full for the funeral ex- 
penses. Mrs. Stewart refused to accept the $20 so tendered her, and ap- 
pealed to this committee from the action of the Lodge and the finding of 
the Grand Master. 


OPINION. 

The funeral benefit is entirely distinct from funeral expenses (Sec. 585, 
Illinois Code). Funeral benefits can only be used in the payment of 
funeral expenses by the consent of the beneficiary' thereof. (Section 9, 
Article 10, Subordinate Constitution). 

The lodge is liable for funeral expenses to the amount provided by its 
hy-laws, except when the family inform the officers of the Lodge that their 
services are not desired (see Sec. 594, 111. Code: see also note to this sec- 
tion). 

The widow had the absolute right to use the money paid her for funeral 
benefit in such manner as [she saw fit, either to pay the bill incurred by 
her for undertaker’s services or any other item. The Lodge is clearly lia- 
ble to the widow for the full amount of the funeral expenses provided for 
in its by-laws. 

It is therefore ordered that the action of the Lodge and the finding of 
the Grand Master be reversed, and that Quincy Lodge No. 12 be and is 
here by directed to pay Mrs. A. M. Stewart the full amount of the funeral 
expenses as specified in its by-laws, viz., -$60.

‘ This is an appeal from the decision .of Grand Master Stone holding 
thht Sister Aurilla Seigman was not eligible to reinstatement. 

STATEMENT OF FACTS. 

Sister Aurilla Seigman became a member of Progress Rebekah Lodge 
. No.v 141, August 1, 1890, as an unmarried daughter of an Odd Fellow. On 
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March 19, 1891, ."lie married (lay Seiginan who was not a member of the 
Order. The Sister retained her membership in the Lodge until the last 
meeting of the Lodge in December, 1893. when she was dropped for non- 
payment of dues. The Sister desired to be reinstated, and at a regular 
meeting of the Lodge in January, 1894, the Grand Master being present, 
he was informally asked if she could be reinstated, and the Grand Master 
expressed the opinion that she could not. 

At a regular meeting of the Lodge, February 2, 1894, application for 
the Sister's reinstatement was made in due form and laid over under the 
rules. At the next regular meeting, February 16, 1894, the Lodge was 
proceeding to take action on the application of the Sister for reinstate- 
ment, and the ballot was about to be spread when a member of the Lodge 
arose and stated to the Lodge that the Deputy was sick and not able to be 
present and had recpiested him to read to the Lodge the official decision of 
the Grand Master, which was as follows: “The sister cannot be rein- 
stated until her husband becomes an Odd Fellow or dies." Pending the 
discussion the Secretary was instructed by the Lodge to take an appeal on 
the part of the Lodge from the decision of the Grand Master in the premi- 
ses, which was done in due form. , 

OPINION. 

The case presents two questions for consideration: First — Was the 
question of reinstatement of the Sister there being considered by the 
Lodge about to be voted on, legally brought before the Grand Master for 
his decision, or was the action of the Grand Master in conformity to law. 
The law points out two ways that a question of law or usage may reach the 
Grand Master and invoke his official decision. Clause 2, Sec. 328, Illinois 
Code, defining the duties of. a Deputy provided that it is the duty of the 
Deputy "To see that the laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge and of the 
Grand Lodge of Illinois are strictly observed, and to stay all proceedings 
of the lodge which are illegal or irregular, or which afford grounds for sus- 
picion, or error or fraud." Nowhere does it appear in the record of this 
case, that the Deputy took any action to stay the proceedings of the Lodge 
in the matter — in fact, the record shows that the Deputy was not present, 
hence no action was taken to stay the proceedings. Had the Deputy been 
present and stayed the action of the Lodge in the premises, the record must 
show such action. The law says. Section 328, Illinois Code: "The Depu- 
ty may stay proceedings orally, but must reduce his prohibition to writ- 
ing immediately. The action of the Deputy in such case becomes a part 
of the transactions of th'e Lodge and must go upon the records and the 
whole case must be sent at once to the Grand Master." Hence it is clear 
that the official action of the Grand Master was not invoked under this 
law. 

The other mode of reaching the Grand Master is by appeal from the 
decision of the Deputy. The law provides that the Grand Master shall 
Pass upon all questions of law and usage which shall have been first 
submitted on appeal under seal of the Subordinate Lodge to the Lodge 
Deputy Grand Master." See Journal 1892, page 399. 
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The law further confers power on Lodge Deputy (see Sec. 329, 111. Code) 
“to decide upon all questions presented to him by liis Lodge or its officers 
and no others.” If the question is by the Lodge it must be by resolution 
in writing’ and the answer must be in writing*; if the question is by an of- 
ficer it must be in writing- if possible, but in any case the question and 
answer must g-o upon the record. See 111. Code, Sec. 329. The legislation 
of the Grand Lodge in 1892 provides that the Lodge Deputy shall ‘‘decide 
all questions of law and usage when submitted to him in writing under 
the seal of the Lodge, giving his answer thereto also in writing, said de- 
cision of the Lodge Deputy Grand Master shall be binding upon the Lodge 
unless an appeal is taken to the Grand Master, in which case the Lodge 
Deputy Grand Master shall transmit the original papers (being the ques- 
tion and answer) to the Grand Master.” See Journal of 1892, page 401. 

Neither mode of reaching the official action of the Grand Master was 
pursued in this case. Official action on the part of the Grand Master can 
only be exercised when authorized by law. and in this case had the Grand 
Master been present at Lodge meeting and stayed or set aside proceedings 
of the Lodge, the action should be made a matter of lodge record, and inas- 
much as no order was made by the Grand Master or Deputy staying the pro- 
ceedings of the Lodge as illegal, and no question of law or usage was sub- 
mitted to the Grand Master as provided by law, the interruption of the 
Lodge in action on the reinstatement was not warranted. The law pro- 
vides ample means of setting aside any illegal action of a Lodge; the law 
also provides means of getting official interpretation of the laws and 
usages of the Order, and the law should be followed. 

The second question for consideration is, “Is the Sister eligible for re- 
instatement? How was her membership affected by her marriage?” “The 
existing laws permit a Sister of the Degree of Rebekah to retain her mem- 
bership irrespective of the standing of her husband in the Order, and the 
membership of a Sister of the Degree of Rebekah who may marry a person 
not a member of the Order should not depend upon or be governed by the 
relation which such a person may hold in the Order.” See White’s Digest. 
Section 1212. “An unmarried daughter of an Odd Fellow after joining a 
degree lodge* of the Daughters of Rebekah, married a man not a member 
of the Order. In such case she does not by her marriage, forfeit her mem- 
bership, and it can in no way affect her standing in the Lodge.” White’s 
Digest, Section 1213. 

This is the law as laid down by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

If the membership of the Sister does not depend upon and is not gov- 
erned by the relation her husband may hold to the Order, and if her mar- 
riage in no way affects her standing in the Lodge, can it be said under the 
law that she is deprived of a single right by her marriage? On the con- 
trary, the law holds that she forfeits no rights by her marriage. Then 
had she been unmarried, her right to apply for reinstatement would not 
be questioned by anyone. Section 6, Constitution, says: “A member of 
this Lodge having been dropped for non-payment of dues, may be rein- 
stated upon payment of one year’s dues, by a majority vote upon ballot

had at a regular meeting’.” This Sister was seeking no new right, but to* 
retain one in no way affected by her marriage. 

To hold that she had lost her rights in the Order or to membership by 
her marriage would be harsh, and in violation of the spirit of our laws. 
The civil laws of the country and the courts of the land have of late years- 
recognized the rights of woman in many respects, and now can we, the 
great Order of Odd Fellows, progressive in its character, turn back to the 
dark ages and do injustice to woman? We think not. Odd Fellowship 
keeps step to the music of progress, warring- on prejudice and superstition, 
advocating the cause of right, standing by the weak and opposing wrong 
in every form. The questions raised in this case are new, hence we have 
given the same careful consideration, and we hold that the Sister was eligi- 
ble for reinstatement, and that the proper course was not taken to author- 
ize the official interference of the Grand Master, the matter not having- 
come to him in a legal way. It is therefore ordered that the action of the 
Grand Master in the premises be set aside and the Lodge directed to pro- 
ceed with the consideration for reinstatement the same as if no interrup- 
tion had been had.

Opinion by Bro. Geo. F. Howard, of No. 664. 

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

This is an appeal from the action of Hersher Lodge No. 612, in sus- 
pending appellant from said Lodge for one year. 

The record in this Lodge is ver} r faulty. It does not show the appoint- 
ment of the Commissioner to take the evidence, neither does it show that 
the Commissioner was obligated by the Noble Grand as provided by Sec- 
tion 5, of Article 7, of the Subordinate Constitution. The copy of the evi- 
dence does not show that the witnesses were obligated. In voting upon 
the charg r es and the punishment the record does not show that the vote was 
a two-thirds one as required by Section 7, of Article 7, of the Subordinate 
Constitution. 

The following^ is the report of the committee appointed to investigate 
the complaint preferred against the appellant: “We find that after the 
investigation and deliberation that in our judgement that charges should 
be preferred against said Brother as follows: First. That said Brother 
has neglected his family repeatedly, both in failing- to provide enough of 
the necessaries of life and in not giving them the attention and care due a. 
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family from its head. Second. And the said Brother has frequently shown 
indifference in reg-ard to settling* his financial obligations in failing to 
make proper settlements with men who have worked for him and- with 
merchants of whom he has obtained goods on credit, and also with persons 
from whom he has borrowed money. Third. And that said Brother has 
appropriated funds to his own use to which he had no legal right.” 

The appellant was tried upon the above so-called charges, and the 
Lodge found him guilty of the third charge, and suspended him for one 
Year, and from said action of the Lodge the appellant appeals to this com- 
mittee, claiming that the punishment is too severe for the offense charged. 

OPINION. 

In the first place the charges were not properly preferred. There 
should be first the charge and then the specification. See page 302 of 111. 
Code. In this case there are three charges, but not any specifications as. 
to the time, place, or person, when, where, or with whom said charges 
were committed. 

But for arg-uinent’s sake, even allowing that the so-called charges are 
properly preferred, what does the evidence taken before the Commissioner 
prove? The evidence shows that the appellant owed several persons, but 
had agreed to pay same by working for them, which clearly shows that 
the appellant was not trying to defraud those he owed. 

Then again in reference to this second so called charge it has always 
been the well established policy of our Order, that matters of a pecuniary 
character of a civil nature between Brothers and the Order was not a 
matter in which the Lodge could interfere by preferring charges. See 
Sec. 628, 111. Code. 

These being the facts in the case, then the second charge, and the onl}” 
one upon which any evidence was' offered, must fall to the ground. There 
was not a particle of evidence offered to prove the first or third charge, 
although the appellant pleaded guilty to the last clause of the so-called 
first charg-e, viz: “That he had not given them, his family, the attention 
and care due from its head.” The committee have given this case verj r 
♦close attention and are unable to ^decide upon which charge the sentence 
of suspension was inflicted. If it was upon that part of charge number 
♦one, to which the appellant pleaded guilty, then the sentence was entirely 
too severe, but if it was inflicted on charge number three, then it was en- 
tirely against the evidence, as none was offered to prove said charge. It 
is therefore the opinion of this committee that the action of the Lodge be 
reversed on the ground that the charges and specifications were too vague 
and indefinite and that the Lodge be granted leave to amend the first 
^specification by separating the offenses therein charged. 

Reversed and remanded with instructions.

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge imposing a penalty on 
the appellant for some offense, but for what offense or penalty we are 
unable to sa}% as no sufficient charges and specifications are presented. 
The appellant and Lodge Deputy appeared before 11 s to give us some in- 
formation which the record failed to show. There are several reasons, 
why this case must be remanded back to the Lodge. First. There are 
no sufficient charges and specifications. Second. There is 110 certified 
copy of the minutes or record of the Lodge showing what steps were taken 
in the case or what disposition was made of the case by the Lodge, or that 
a Coinmisioner was appointed to take evidence. The Lodge record must 
show that the legal steps have been taken to put a party on trial — that is 
a proper presentation of charges and specifications, a citation or sum- 
mons of accused, the plea of accused, and if a plea of not guilty is inter- 
posed, then the record must show that a Coinmisioner was appointed and 
obligated to take the evidence in deposition form, by writing down both 
the questions and answers in full, and when the evidence is returned to* 
the Lodge it should appear from the certificate of the Coinmisioner that 
each witness was duly obligated to give evidence. It will be apparent 
that we cannot possibly know what was done by the Lodge only as it ap- 
pears from the record before us, hence the importance of keeping fulL 
minutes showing everything done in the case. 

In the case under consideration none of these things have been done. 
No charges and specifications, no certified copy of the Lodge record show- 
ing the steps taken by the Lodge or action of the Lodge, no evidence legall}' 
taken; it does not appear that any witness was obligated to give evidence, 
no questions and answers written down. See Journal of 1892, page 401. 
In short, the entire case was so badly guessed at, the same must be sent 
back. It is therefore ordered that the case be reversed and remanded back 
to the Lodge with leave to amend the charges and specifications, and pro- 
ceed with the case as the law directs. See Illinois Code, page 274; also 
Journal of 1892, page 401.

Opinion by Bro. George F. Howard, of No. 664. 
statement of the case. 

This is an appeal from the decision of the Grand Master, in which he 
ordered said Lodge to pay Bro. Elias Brougher certain sick benefits 
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■claimed by him. This case was first brought to the attention of the 
Grand Master by a committee of said Hoopeston Lodge No. 498. And the 
investigation made by the Grand Master shows the following facts to 
have existed: Bro. Brougher, although a member of Hoopeston Lodge 
No. 498, located at Hoopeston, Illinois, was residing upon his farm situat- 
ed one and a half miles south of Ambia, Indiana, at which town was 
located Wiley Lodge No. 667. In September, 1893, Wiley Lodge forward- 
ed to Hoopeston Lodge, Bro. Brongher’s claim for sick benefits, accom- 
panied by the attending physician’s certificate. The letter was sent in a 
return envelope but never came back, and Hoopeston Lodge claimed that 
they did not receive it. After waiting two months, the Secretary of Wi- 
ley Lodge sent duplicates of the certificates and claim for sick benefits in 
a registered letter. Hoopeston Lodge acknowledged the receipt of this 
letter but took no further action at that time. 

On December 15, 1893, Bro. Brougher received a letter from said 
Hoopeston Lodge containing a check for about one-half the sick benefits 
then due him, and up to this date, said Hoopeston Lodge has not paid Bro. 
Brougher any further benefits whatever. 

Grand Master Stone, in his letter to the said Hoopeston Lodge, dated 
July 17. 189*1, made the following statement and order: “I have certificates 
from a good physician, who is reliable, saying the Brother is nearly blind, 
and has been under his care since May 28, 1893, and wholly unable to do 
any work from that date to the present time. I find that the Brother’s 
dues are paid up to April 1, 1894, and 1 find you have paid him as weekly 
benefits, during this time, only $18.00. I do not know what amount you 
pay for weekly benefits in your Lodge, but from May 28, 1893, to February 
18, 1894, is 38 weeks, and you are hereby directed to at once allow Bro. 
Brougher 38 weeks’ benefit, less the amount of $18 which you have paid 
him, and send same to him immediately.” From this order of the Grand 
Master, Hoopeston Lodge appeals to this committee. 

OPINION. 

Your committee have given this case very careful attention, and are 
•of the opinion that the order of the Grand Master was based on reliable 
information furnished him by the Grand Master of Indiana, the members 
-of Wiley Lodge No. 667 and Bro. Brougher, and it is the opinion of the 
•committee, that the appeal of said Hoopeston Lodge No. 498, be dismissed 
and the decision of the Grand Master be sustained and the Lodge ordered 
to pay Bro. Brougher his sick benefits. 

Appeal dismissed. Grand Master’s decision sustained.

This is an appeal by Bro. O. D. Fellows from the action and judg- 
ment of Grove Lodge No. 257, of Morrison, in expelling- the said Bro. 
Fellows on the charge of obtaining money from Bro. Henry D. Pond on 
false representations of his ability to pa}' the same. 

The record before this committee shows that Bro. O. D. Fellows ob- 
tained a loan of S100 on a note endorsed by Bro. Pond; that when said 
note fell due Bro. Fellows failed to meet it, and the holder thereof de- 
manded and received payment in full from Bro. Pond. 

A mass of testimony is presented in the case from tradesmen and 
others which had no bearing whatever on the case, and the objections to 
its admission made by the appellant’s attorney should have been sus- 
tained. The only testimony of any relevancy was that given by Bro. 
Pond, and this of itself, in the opinion of this committee, is wholly insuf- 
ficient to sustain the charge. 

The machinery of our Order cannot be used to force the collection of 
debts or financial obligations between individual members. 

All such matters, which are of a strictly civil nature, should be submit- 
ted to the legal institutions of the land for adjustment. 

It is therefore ordered that the appeal be sustained, and the finding 
and judgment of the Lodge be reversed.

This case is an appeal from the action of the Lodge in refusing to 
allow appellant sick benefits. Bro. Shields had the misfortune to have 
his right eye injured by a kick from a horse, so that it had to be removed, 
and his left eye is badly affected by cataract— so much so that the appel- 
lant cannot see to perform any manual labor. 

The minutes of the Lodge are very imperfect; they do not show how 
the application for sick benefits came before the Lodge, or -how long the 
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appellant claimed benefits. The evidence presented by the appellant 
seems conclusive to the committee that the appellant was entitled to sick 
benefits, yet they are unwilling 1 to decide the case upon th£ evidence be- 
fore them, but desire to do justice to both parties in the case. 

Your committee therefore, continue the hearing* of this appeal until 
the next meeting*, and recommend the appointment by the Lodge of a com- 
mittee of one to take the evidence of both the Lodge and the Brother; both 
parties to be notified of the time and place of taking the evidence. Bro. 
Shields to file with the Lodge a specific claim, stating the time for which 
said benefits are claimed by him.

Bro. Sykes, a member of Carbondale Lodge No. 233, was charged: 
First. With failure to provide for his wife, ill-treating and abusing her. 
Second. With attempting to fight with a Brother of his Lodge, and making* 
threats to kill the Brother, etc. 

Evidence was regularly taken on behalf of the Lodge and the accused 
Brother. The accused presented no evidence in defense of the first charge, 
but did on the second charge and specification. 

On this second charge the evidence was somewhat conflicting, a num- 
ber of witnesses having been examined by both parties. 

The Brother was found guilty upon both charges, and the penalty 
fixed at expulsion, from which action the Brother appealed, assigning as 
grounds of his appeal, “false testimony received by the Lodge.” There is 
nothingjpresented with the record in this case to show wherein the Lodge 
received false testimony, and none is pointed out by the accused. There 
is some conflict of evidence, but we are unable to say that the Lodge did 
not do right, or that they decided the case contrary to the law and the 
evidence. 

We are therefore of the opinion that the appeal should be dismissed 
and that the action of the Lodge be affirmed.

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 

STATEMENT OK FACTS. 

This is an appeal from the action of Salem Lodge in suspending Bro. 
James F. Faith, a member of said Lodge. It appears that in April, 1894, 
charges were preferred against the Brother and a trial had, which resulted 
in his expulsion. That in June, 1894, the action of the Lodge in expelling 
said Brother was set aside by the Grand Master, and a new trial ordered. 

The charge is “divulging private business transacted in this Lodge at 
a regular session. First specification: That on or about March 1, 1894, 
the said James F. Faith did tell parties who were not members of the I. CL 
O. F., of certain business which was transacted at a regular meeting of 
the Lodge.” 

The second specification charges the belief that he told these things 
for the purpose of influencing the political prospects of certain members. 
To these chargees and specifications Bro. Faith plead “not guilty.” 

On June 26, 1894, a Commissioner was appointed to take the evidence. 
On July 10, 1894, the Lodge, by its attorne 3 '. announced itself ready for 
trial. The attorney for defendant announced defendant ready. Charges 
and specifications were read. Then the evidence was read, after which 
the attorney for defendant moved that the case be dismissed, which was 
not considered. A ballot was taken which sustained the charges. 

The accused retired, and by vote, the Brother was suspended for one 
year. We have carefully considered this cause in view of the gravity of 
the charge, and we are of opinion that the specifications are insufficient. 
The law requires charges and specifications to be clear and definite,, 
showing the accused what he must answer. Sections 66S and 659, Illinois 
Code. 

In this case there is nothing in charges or specifications to show the 
accused what language or business of the Lodge the Brother disclosed. 

However, in this case, we have examined the evidence, and failed to 
find the evidence would sustain the charges if properly made. It 
seems that one J. J. Stroh, not a member of the Order, was desirous of 
getting a Lodge of I. O. 6. F. instituted at Oak Ford, Menard county, and 
had arranged with some members of Salem Lodge to withdraw from said 
Lodge and assist him to start the new Lodge; and in a conversation after- 
ward with Stroh, the accused stated that a certain Brother had not asked 
for the card in good faith, and Stroh says he intimated that he did it for 
political reasons (to pull the wool over Stroh’s eyes). 

Stroh says, “as near as he remembers, Faith stated that there were 
eighteen present, seventeen against withdrawal card and one for it, he 
thought, but was not sure of it.” To meet this unsatisfactory evidence, 
we have the positive evidence of the accused denying it. It further ap- 
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pears, in evidence, that said Stroh had letters given him, a statement in 
regard to the withdrawal card, from others than the accused. These let- 
ters he refused to produce, claiming them as private. In fact, a careful 
consideration of the entire evidence, fails to show that Bro. Faith dis- 
closed any Lodge business improperly; it is evident, from the evidence, 
that there is a feeling of persecution in this case. 

It is therefore ordered that the action of the Lodge suspending Bro. 
Faith, be and the same is hereby reversed and the Lodge ordered to restore 
Bro. Faith to his former standing in the Lodge.

This is a claim made by Crescent Lodge to Golden Rule Lodge to re- 
fund the initiation and degree fees that Golden Rule Lodge received from 
Bro. Jno. E. Miller, on the ground that at the time Bro. Miller made his 
application for membership in Golden Rule Lodge, viz.: November 14, 
1893, he was a resident of Casey ville, and within the Jurisdiction of Cres- 
cent Lodge. The only question on which their appears to be much disa- 
greement, is whether Bro. Miller’s residence, at the time indicated, was 
in East St, Louis, where he was teaching school, or at the residence of his 
father, in Caseyville- Residence of a person is largely a question of 
intention. 

A person may have a home or domicile in one State, and a residence in 
another. No evidence has been taken by either of the parties to this 
cause, and we only have the statements made on behalf of each. It is 
therefore ordered that this case be continued to the November session, 
with leave to both parties to take evidence, first giving the other notice of 
the time and place of the taking of such evidence; and such evidence, 
when so taken, to be transmitted to the Grand Searetary. 

Golden Rule Lodge is also ordered to transmit a copy of its records, 
which show the application of Crescent Lodge for said fees, and the action 
taken by Golden Rule Lodge thereon.

This is an appeal from the decision of the Lodge Deputy reversing the 
action of Massac Lodge in denying a claim made by Bro. A. H. Baker for 
certain sick benefits. We find from the record that the Lodge, upon the 
recommendation of the Visiting Committee, denied the claim of Bro. Baker 
for certain sick benefits; that thereupon Bros. David Smith and Geo. W. 
Hansman joined in an appeal from the action of the Lodge to the Lodge 
Deputy, who rendered a decision in writing reversing the action of the 
Lodge and ordering the benefits paid. While the decision of the Deputy on 
the law and the facts in this case was probably correct, this committee is 
unanimously of the opinion that the Lodge Deputy exceeded his authority 
in recognizing the appeal and rendering a decision thereon. The appeal 
from the action of judgment in this case could only be made to the Grand 
Master, the jurisdiction of the Lodge Deputy extending only to “questions 
of law and usage.’’ (See Sec. 1 , Art. 5, Grand Lodge Constitution.) 

It is therefore ordered as the judgment of this committee that the 
decision of the Lodge Deputy be reversed and the cause remanded back to 
the Lodge, with leave to appeal to the Grand Master.

This is an appeal from the action of the Lodge expelling appellant for 
cause. The charges and specifications were properly brought according 
to the new law on trials. 

The appellant was notified by the Secretary of the Lodge, who also 
sent him copies of the charges and specifications, which the appellant ac- 
knowledged receipt of, and at the same time entered his plea of “not 
guilty.” 

The Noble Grand appointed the Commissioner who took the evidence, 
which consisted of letters written by the appellant to a Brother Odd Fel- 
low’s wife, and clearly proved him guilty of conduct unbecoming an Odd 
Fellow. 

The Lodge found appellant guilty as charged, and expelled him, and 
from this action of the Lodge the appellant appeals. 
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OPINION. 

Your committee have given this case careful consideration, but failed 
to find any grounds for the appeal. 

The only point which the appellant makes, and the committee thinks- 
requires an answer, is that the Noble Grand refused to appoint an attorney 
to defend the appellant in his absence. 

Section 6 of Art. 7 of the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges reads 
as follows : 

“If the Secretary is unable personally to serve a copy of the charges 
and citation on an accused member, by reason of his permanent absence, 
concealment, or incarceration, a copy of the citation and charges left at 
his usual or last known place of abode, or deposited in the mail so directed, 
shall be deemed a legal notice or citation, and the Lodge may proceed 
with the trial as if the accused were present. The Noble Grand shall ap- 
point counsel to defend him if none appear for him.” 

The Noble Grand is to appoint an attorney only when the accused 
cannot be served with a citation and copy of the charges, which was not 
the fact in this case, as the appellant acknowledged the receipt of the 
same to the Secretary of the Lodge. Your committee therefore dismiss the 
appeal.

Opinion by Bro. C. B. Samson, of No. 440. 

This is an appeal by four Brothers of Lincoln Lodge, from the action 
of the Lodge had at two meeting held on May 11 and 18, 1894. It appears, 
from the Lodge records, that on May 11, 1894, an application for member- 
ship was regularly reported, a ballot had, and the Noble Grand declared 
the applicant rejected. Other business then intervened, a motion having 
been made which was subsequently withdrawn. The records then state 

that “the Noble Grand, believing that the ballot on Mr. application 

for membership irregular, ordered a new ballot, which resulted in his elec- 
tion to membership.” 

At the meeting held on May 18, 1894, the minutes of the meeting held 
on May 11, 1894, were approved. 

Subsequently, at the meeting on the 18th of May, the minutes of May 
11 were amended so as to read as follows: “At the request of a majority 
of the members present, the Noble Grand ordered a new ballot taken on the 
application — on the ground that the first ballot wasdrregular and illegal;

that there was good and sufficient ground to believe that error had also 
been made in the former balloting.” 

The right to take a second ballot in this case could only have existed: 

First. If the Noble Grand had reason to suspect error or mistake, he 
might, before declaring the result, have ordered a new ballot. This the 
record shows he should not have done, as he declared the result of the 
ballot taken. 

Second. In case error or fr&ud is charged, the ballot may be declared 
void and a new ballot be ordered by vote of the Lodge, if no member en- 
titled to vote has left the Lodge room since the first ballot was taken. (See 
Section 409, Illinois Code, Clause 1 and 2). 

Clearly, then, the Noble Grand had no right to set aside the first bal- 
lot after lie had announced the result thereof. 

Had the Lodge then the power to order the second ballot ? 

It appears from statements in this case that after the first ballot had 
been taken, some of the members of the Lodge left the room. Such being 
the case, the Lodge ought not to have proceeded to take a second ballot on 
May 11, 1894. 

We are therefore of the opinion that the action of the Lodge in elect- 
ing the applicant mentioned in this appeal, to membership, was an error, 
and ought not to be allowed to stand. 

It is therefore ordered that the second ballot taken, be set aside as 
illegal, and that the appeal of the Brothers from the action of the Lodge be 
sustained.

It appears from the records of the case, that the appellant was charged 
with using profane language in a church just after the close of Sunday 
school, and in the hearing of persons not members of the Order. At the 
time set for trial the appellant pleaded “guilty” to the charge, and the 
Lodge fixed the penalty at suspension for six months, from which action 
the appellant appeals to this committee. 
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OPINION. 

Your committee is of the opinion that there is no good reason why the 
sentence should be changed, although at the first thought it may seem 
severe. Yet the committee is unwilling to interfere. 

Appeal dismissed and the action of the Eodge in suspending the appel- 
lant confirmed.

There is nothing before us but what appears to be a statement of 
facts in form of argument, by the Noble Grand and Secretary on the part 
of the Eodge and'the claimant in his own behalf. 

There being no copy of the Eodge record or of any evidence in the 
premises, we are unable to determine what action was taken by the Eodge, 
or what the facts were. We cannot decide cases without the record and 
the facts being before us. We cannot consider and decide on ex parte 
statements of the parties or argument alone of facts. 

It is therefore ordered that this case be, and the same is hereby dis- 
missed without prejudice to either party.

Opinion by Bro. R. W. S. Wheatley, of No. 232. 

In this case Henry A. Stone, Grand Master, arrested the charter of 
Irving Eodge No. 729, for contempt, filed charges and specifications 
against the Eodge as provided by law. 

Summons was duly issued and served, a Commissioner duly appointed 
and evidence taken; all proceedings being regular, the case comes before 
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us for trial. It appears to have been the custom of Irving- Lodge to take 
notes for initiations and degree fees instead of cash as required by law. 

Grand Master Conway sent a Special Deputy to said Lodge, and after 
due investigation gave said Lodge specific instructions in the premises, 
which instructions of the Grand Master said Lodge refused to obey. 
Grand Master Stone, after coming into office, demanded of the Lodge obe- 
dience of the Grand Master’s orders. The Lodge still refusing to obey 
said orders, Grand Master Stone arrested the charter of the Lodge and 
filed charges and specifications in the following form: 

Office of the Grand Master, Vandalia, 111., March 1, 1894. I, Henry A. 
Stone, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I. O. O. F., by virtue 
of power and authority in me vested, have arrested the charter and effects 
of Irving Lodge No. 729, I. O. O. F., located in the village of Irving, Mont- 
gomery county, and State of Illinois, and I hereby prefer the following 
charges against said Irving Lodge No. 729, I. O. O. F., to-wit: 

Charges. — I charge the officers and members of Irving Lodge No. 729, 
I. O. O. F., of the village of Irving, Montgomery county, 111., with being 
in continued contempt of the orders and directions of the Grand Lodge 
of the I. O. O. F., of the State of Illinois. 

Specification first. — On November 1, 1893, a communication was di- 
rected to M. L. Walcher, Secretary and Deputy of said Irving Lodge No. 
729, by Henry A. Stone, Special Deput)’ for Grand Master E. S. Conway, 
instructing them by the authority of said E- S. Conway, Grand Master, 
that unless all the members of said Lodge who had settled by note for de- 
grees or dues where the law demanded cash, pay the same into the treas- 
ury, they would be dropped from membership by the Noble Grand; and 
the Noble Grand was instructed to carry out these instructions, on the 
evening of November 11, 1893. 

The said Irving Lodge No. 729, in violation of the obligation of its 
members and the provisions of its charter, and against the laws of this 
Order, failed to carry out these instructions. 

Specification second. — On November 25, 1893, a communication was 
directed to M. L. Walcher, Secretary and Deputy of said Irving Lodge 
No. 729, by Henry A. Stone, Grand Master, calling their attention to 
their neglect in refusing to comply with the instructions of Past Grand 
Master .Conway as per specification first; and further directing them to 
drop from membership all Brothers who had settled by note for degrees 
and dues who had not paid the same. 

And they were directed to do so without fail on the evening of the 9th 
of December, 1893. Said Irving Lodge No. 729, again in violation of the 

gation of its members, and provisions of its charter, and against the 
laws of the Order in carrying out the above instructions, entirely ignored 
them and said instructions, and said instructions were never carried out. 

Specification third. — The entire membership of Irving Lodge No. 729, 
was in a continual quarrel, both in the Lodge-room and in public, much 
to the discredit and damage of Odd Fellowship, as evidenced by commun- 
cations herewith.

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OPINION. 


We have carefully examined the record and evidence in this case, and 
find the action of the Grand Master warranted. We further find that the 
evidence sustains the charges and specifications made by the Grand 
Master, except the third specification. It is therefore ordered that the 
action of the Grand Master in suspending said lodge and arresting its 
charter be approved. It is further ordered that - the charter of Irving 
Todge No. 729, be revoked.

The Grand Sire’s Report. 

We take pleasure in presenting a few extracts from the excel- 
lent and instructive report of Grand Sire Campbell, together with 
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a full report of his decisions and the action of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge on the same: 


The State of the Order, 

As shown in the returns submitted by your Grand Secretary, tell of con- 
tinued prosperity. A net increase during- the year under the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of 32,897, making at the end of 1893 a membership of 780,192, 
or, including the Sisters of the Rebekah Degree, 888,741, gives satisfactory 
evidence of solid growth. Adding some 25,000 members in foreign Juris- 
dictions shows a total of about 913,000 at the end of 1893. It is true that 
our growth in 1893 has been less marked than in the year previous; but 
that may be accounted for by the retarding effects of- a season of financial 
stringency and of reduced commercial and manufacturing operations, 
which has lessened materially the resources of the people. This has been 
especially noticeable in the United States. In Canada, relatively a more 
prosperous country, and under its stable institutions less liable to business 
fluctuations, our Order has made greater progress than in any previous 
period of its history. 

But if the increase in membership has been less in the year immedi- 
ately preceding, there has been no material diminution in the work ac- 
complished. The expenditure of $3,313,000 for purposes of relief is a suffi- 
cient evidence of the activity of Odd Fellowship. It is not numbers but 
work that constitutes success. Judged by this standard, Odd Fellowship 
has not failed. And we point with gratification to the work accomplished 
by our Order, as it has faithfully and loyally obeyed the commands of its 
laws, “to visit the sick, relieve the distressed, bury the dead, and educate 
the orphan;” evidences show not only in its steadily growing volume of 
relief outlay, but in the less obtrusive, yet more extended influence of 
its principles of Friendship, Love and Truth, taught in our Lodges, ex- 
emplified by our members and permeating every community where our 
Order has a home. 

The Condition of the Order in Foreign Lands 

has not materially changed during the year. Among the Teutonic na- 
tions of Europe very good progress has been made. In Australasia busi- 
ness depression has had its effect in causing a slight decrease in member- 
ship. Among the Latin nations, whether in Europe or America, the re- 
turns are not very satisfactory. In Sweden the state of the Order has 
warranted me in acting on the authority you gave me last session, and I 
have issued to the Lodges in that country a charter for a Grand Lodge. 

In referring to the advance of Odd Fellowship on the continent of 
Europe, I cannot speak in terms too laudatory of the work accomplished 
by Grand Representative Block. The social and political conditions of 
the various nationalites in Europe differ so materially from the condi- 
tions characteristic of the United States and Canada that if we are to re- 
tain close relations with our Brethren across the sea, and if Odd Fellowship 
in those distant countries is to be operated as we understand it, there is 
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absolute necessity for the presence there, in an official position, of a Brother 
who is not only well versed in Odd Fellowship, but who is also in full 
harmony with European and American Odd Fellows. Such a representa- 
tive man we have in Bro. Block. 

During the year a number of residents of Naples, Italy, joined in a 
request for a charter for a Lodge in their city. This petitition was the 
voluntary action of a number of gentlemen who , while not acquainted 
with the details of our work, had learned enough of our principles to rec- 
ognize the value of Odd Fellowship to humanity. The matter was re- 
ferred for investigation to Bro. Block, and after some correspondence, 
and a careful review of the social standing of the petitioners, and of the 
laws and customs of Italy, I am prepared to recommend that their request 
be granted. 

In the course of correspondence with Bro. Block, on the Naples petition, 
I had occasion to discuss with him a question which, while it has not at- 
tained any prominence in connection with Odd Fellowship, has more or 
less affected other benevolent societies in Europe; and that is the develop- 
ment of atheism among certain classes of the people. Odd Fellowship, 
while it is free from anything of a sectarian character, has always 
held belief in a Supreme Being as a cardinal principle ; and has main- 
tained the fatherhood of God as a doctrine of equal importance with 
the Brotherhood of man. Concerning the qualities and attributes of the 
Divine Father, it has never undertaken to pronounce with authority; 
nor does it question the moral character and good citizenship of some of 
those who declare that they have no belief in a Supreme Being. It 
simply exercises the right of all voluntary associations to prescribe the 
qualifications for membership in its own circle. And it has insisted, and 
does still insist, that belief in God is necessary to attain or retain a 
place within our ranks. No one should offer himself for membership in 
our Order who has not this qualification; no one should be accepted with- 
out it; and no member who loses his faith in a Divine Father can honestly 
and consistently remain with us. I think it is very necessary that this 
cardinal doctrine should be emphatically restated; and that it should be 
distinctly understood in Europe, where all societies have been seriously 
disturbed by atheistic agitation. 

Opportunity has been given me for the introduction of Odd Fellow- 
ship into the British colonies of South Africa, by means of an experi- 
enced Brother from Manitoba, who was visiting the Dark Continent, and 
whose services were placed at my disposal for the purpose. But I have 
never favored this kind of missionary enterprise in foreign countries; 
believing that it is time enough to go outside of our ordinary boundaries 
when the people of other countries call on us. I therefore declined to give 
official sanction to the proposition. 

During the year, two gentlemen from India visiting this country in 
connection with the Parliament of Religions at Chicago, and studying 
American institutions, were favorably impressed with Odd Fellowship, 
and asked permission to join a Lodge, with a view to introducing the Order 
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into their own country. While I appreciated the copliment paid us, there 
were evident reasons why their proposal should not be entertained. 

The only part of British North America not hitherto occupied by us is- 
the colony of Newfoundland; but a petition was received from St. Johns, 
the capital of the island, a short time since, and a charter granted for a 
Lodge. 

The Rebekah Department. 

The enthusiasm which has characterized the Sisterhood of Rebekah 
during the past few years seems to continue unabated. New Lodges ark 
being organized in every Jurisdiction, and the membership is increasing 
rapidly. At the end of 1893 there were 202,442 in this department, of whom 
108,612 were Sisters. At the same rate of increase we may assume that 
there are today not less than 115,000 noble women united with us in benev- 
olent work. This grand auxiliary of Odd Fellowship deserves all the sup- 
port and encouragement we can give it. The laws governing this branch 
require a careful revision; while the wishes of the Sisters themselves, es- 
pecially conversant as they are with the work, should receive from us the 
most careful consideration. 

I had hoped that the National Convention which you authorized last 
September would have provided the Special Committee on Rebekah Laws 
some assistance in preparing a suitable Code, and would, at all events, 
have furnished you with the matured views of the representative women 
of the Order. It does not appear, however, to have been of an> r material 
service in this direction. After electing officers, and assisting at a mass 
meeting of Rebekah members on the Exposition Grounds, it adjourned to 
meet at the call of the Grand Sire. This was evidently done under a mis- 
conception of the Grand Sire’s powers, and possibly of the Grand Sire's 
views. To a question whether the Convention, after organization, might 
adjourn to meet later, I gave an affirmative answer, believing the body 
had power over its own movements. But the Grand Sire had no authority 
in connection therewith. The Sovereign Grand Lodge empowered me to 
provide for a convention in Chicago in September, 1893, and nothing more. 
Consequent^ I have not felt at liberty to accede to the request of the 
officers of the convention and summon it to meet in Chattanooga this year. 
There is no doubt, however, that the several State Conventions will have 
made their views known to the Grand Lodges under whose guardianship 
they have assembled, and the Grand Representatives will be in a position 
to present these views for crystalization in appropriate laws, so far as your 
judgment approves. 

While our Sisters of Rebekah have assisted in all branches of the 
benevolent work of Odd Fellowship, they have rendered us special aid in 
establishing and supporting 

Homes and Orphanages. 

And in no department of our work has there been so decided progress as 
in making provisions for the aged members and orphaned children. As 
our Order grows older the number of our members who, from the mis- 
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fortunes of age, become dependent upon us, must increase, and increase 
rapidly. Many of them have borne the burdens of others in days gone 
by, and have performed faithfully all the duties which the Order devolves 
upon its members. Now, in the evening of life, where shall they turn for 
refuge and rest save to the sheltering arms of Odd Fellowship ? Not less 
urgent are the claims of the children of our deceased members. ‘‘To edu- 
cate the orphan” has been one of the great commands of our laws; but 
the one least obeyed. We have been too much inclined to regard it in its- 
literal terms, and to think that its requirements have been met by the 
education that the State provides for all. But education means more than 
this. It means moral as well as mental training; it means the care of 
body and mind and soul. “To educate the orphan” means that the Order 
should exercise parental guardianship over those whom death has made 
fatherless; and our benevolent mission in society is not complete where 
we fail to accomplish this work. 

It is gratifying to notice that we are not altogether neglecting our 
duty in this connection, though there is still room for improvement. I 
have had the pleasure of inspecting an orphanage in Lincoln, Illinois* 
where some 80 children are under the guardianship of our Brethren in that 
Jurisdiction, in an institution complete with every appliance requisite for 
the purpose. New York has provided an additional home, which I was. 
permitted to formally open only a few days ago. Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, Kansas, Texas and Wisconsin have excellent Homes 
for the aged and for the orphans, in active operation, while many other 
Jurisdictions are accumulating funds and preparing buildings for this, 
laudable work. I commend it to the earnest consideration of our Brethren 
everywhere, and trust the time is not far distant when ample provision 
will be made for all those who need our care. 

Decisions Reported by the Grand Sire. 

1. When a lodge, during its meetings, is left without a quorum, it 
can do no further business, and the N. G. should declare it closed without 
ceremony. 

2. When an unsuspended member dies, who was disqualified under 
the local law from receiving benefits, the Lodge can donate mone}' to bury 
him, and may even donate a larger sum than the by-laws allow for a 
funeral benefit; provided it is done in accordance with the local regula- 
tions in the matter of donations. 

3. To entitle a member to a Veteran Jewel, in counting years of con- 
tinuous membership, the period of temporary suspension of his Lodge by 
reason of some public calamity, like civil war, is not to be deducted; it 
being shown that he regained membership at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity. 

Decision No. 3 disapproved. 

4. As a general rule a Brother cannot be put on trial for an offense 
said to have been committed prior to his becoming a member of the Order, 
unless the offense was one not previously discovered. 
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5. When a Lodge becomes defunct, and its charter is withdrawn, all 
its members are under suspension, except such as receive cards from the 
Grand Lodge. When such a Lodge is resuscitated, on petition of some of 
the original members, one who was in good standing at the time of sus- 
pension, but had not received a card from the Grand Lodge, retains the 
status of a suspended member, and must so remain until he obtains a card 
from the Grand Lodge, when he can be admitted into the resuscitated, or 
any other lodge, on such terms as the local law prescribes. 

Decision No. 5 was amended and approved as follows: 

When a Lodge becomes defunct, and its charter is withdrawn, all the 
members are under suspension, except such as receive cards from the 
Grand Lodge. When such a Lodge is resuscitated, on petition of some of 
the original members, one who was in good standing at the time of sus- 
pension, but had not received a card from the Grand Lodge, retains the 
status of a suspended member, and must so remain until admitted into 
the resuscitated Lodge, on such terms as the local law prescribes, or until 
he shall obtain a dismissal certificate in accordance with law. 

6. When consent has been given by the proper authorities for the 
election and initiation of a non-resident, the Lodge having original juris- 
diction has no claim for fees. 

7. Redress for grievances connected with Odd Fellowship should be 
sought in the tribunals of the Order; and neither a subordinate body, nor 
a member thereof, should appeal to the civil courts until all remedies pro- 
vided by the Order have been exhausted. 

8. A retiring Noble Grand is entitled to the Past Noble Grand’s 
degree as soon as his term of office as Noble Grand has expired. The 
Degree may be conferred outside of the Grand Lodge if such body has 
authorized it to be so conferred. 

9. A subordinate cannot elect to the office of Noble Grand, a mem- 
ber of another Lodge. It may, however, elect a member of another Lodge 
as its representative to its Grand Lodge, if such Grand Lodge permits. 

10. A Brother cannot be installed into and hold, at the same time, 
more than one of the offices in a Subordinate Lodge provided for in the 
ritual and general law; but a member who holds one of such offices 
may serve his Lodge in some other capacity — such as Physician, Solic- 
itor, Janitor, etc., provided the duties of the several positions to which 
he may be appointed do not conflict; and provided, also, that the local 
law does not prohibit. 

11. It is not permissible for a Lodge to present, in public or in pri- 
vate, a burlesque of any of the ceremonies of the Order; or to give in 
public any dramatic representation claiming to be in an}" way connected 
with our ritual. 

12. Neither a Subordinate Bod}’ nor a member is allowed to manufac- 
ture and sell photographs of scenes in the dramatic work. But individu- 
als may have photographs of themselves in the costumes used, provided 
such are not used for public' display, or in such a manner as would indi- 
cate to outsiders their connection with the Order. 
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Decision No. 12 was modified and adopted as follows: 

Amend the decision of the Grand Sire, No. 12, by striking- out of line 
“two” of said decision the word “and,” and inserting* in lieu thereof the 
word “or.” Also by striking out of said decision, all after the word 
“work” in said line “two,” so that said decision will read as follows, to- 
wit: 

“Neither a Subordinate Bod}' nor a member is allowed to manufacture 
or sell photographs of scenes in the Dramatic Work.” 

Decision No. 13 approved, but ordered omitted from printed 
Journal. 

14. Not more than one candidate at the same time can be admitted to 
an}' of the ceremonies of the Order, except where permitted by the express 
terms of the Ritual. 

15. An Encampment member can wear his Encampment Regalia 
when sitting in his own Eodge, unless he is a lodge officer, in which case he 
must wear the regalia of his office. 

16. Under the general law, a Patriarch, before he can be elected C. 
P., must have served a term as H. P., and one as S. W.; but a Grand En- 
campment may by by-law dispense with the term of service in the H. P.’s 
chair. 

No. 16 modified as follows: 

Resolved , That the Grand Sire’s decision No. 16 is approved, but that 
it must not be construed as limiting a Grand Encampment to legislation 
011 the subject, only in the form of a by-law. 

17. Whether or not a Rebekah Lodge shall pay benefits is a matter 
for local law. 

18. There is nothing in the general law to prohibit a Rebekah Lodge 
co-operating with an association of women, or taking part in a convention 
of women’s societies — the object being for the welfare of the female sex. 
But the consent of the Grand Master should be obtained. 

Decision No. 18 disapproved. 

19. A lady is not eligible to membership in a Rebekah Lodge whose 
only claim is that she is the adopted daughter of a man whose son is an 
Odd Fellow. 

20. The widowed daughter of an Odd Fellow in good standing in his 
Lodge (or of a deceased Odd Fellow who was in good standing at the time 
of his death), is eligible to membership in a Rebekah Lodge, even though 
her deceased husband was not an. Odd Fellow. 

21. A sister who marries a man not a member of the Order, and who 
is dropped for non-payment of dues, either before or after her marriage, 
cannot be reinstated so long as her husband is not an Odd Fellow. 

22. The N. G. of a Rebekah Lodge has no authority under the Ritual 
to instruct the W. or C. to communicate any P. W.’s to any person, 
whether in her immediate presence during the session of the Lodge, or at 
any other time or place. 
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23. When the officers of a Rebekah Lodge surrender their chairs to a 
Degree Staff for the purpose of conferring- the degree, the N. G. of the 
Degree Staff is acting- N. G. of the Lodge, and has the same right to com- 
municate P. W.’s that the installed N. G. has — it being- assumed that such 
acting N. G. is legally qualified, i. e., is an installed N. G. of a Lodge, or a 
P. N. G. 

No. 23 modified as follows: 

Resolved, That the Grand Sire’s decision No. 23 is approved, with the 
understanding that it applies only to the communication of Pass Words to 
candidates during the conferring of the degree. 

24. A Canton that has been mustered out of the service cannot take 
part in parade of the Order. 

25. A Chevalier under suspension, or one not a member of a Canton, 
and not presenting a certificate of honorable discharge, cannot appear in 
uniform in a public parade of Patriarchs Militant. 

26. A Chevalier cannot be a member of more than one Canton, 
whether active or honorary. 

27. When a Canton is instituted during the latter half of the P. M. 
year, i. e., between October 26th and April 26th, the first officers serve the 
balance of that year and the year following. 

28. The Guard, Sentinel and Picket of a Canton, being officers not re- 
quired nor recognized on parade, need not be warranted; but it is optional 
with a Department Commander to cause warrants to be issued to any of 
them at their request, and on payment of fees. 

29. The officer of highest rank in a department, commanding an 
organized body of P. M. of the highest grade, is Department Commander 
by virtue of such rank and position. 

30. A Department Commander as such has no staff; but he has what- 
ever staff is proper for an officer of his rank, whether Major or Major- 
General. 

31. A department to be organized into a division must consist of at 
least three brigades. If there are only two brigades the Brigadier who- 
is senior officer, and consequently Department Commander, may be com- 
missioned Major-General. 

32. Neither a Commander-in-Chief, nor a Department Commander 
has power to change or sanction the change of the P. M. uniform, or any 
part thereof. 

33. A Grand Lodge cannot provide for the payment out of its own 
funds of benefits to members of defunct Lodges; nor can it collect dues 
from such members for the purpose of paying them benefits. 

34. A Grand Master has no power to'consolidate two Subordinates in 
his Jurisdiction unless his Grand Lodge has legislated to that effect and 
has given him the necessary authority. 

35. An encampment desiring to petition Subordinate Lodges for aid 
must first obtain permission from both the Grand Patriarch and the 
Grand Master of the Jurisdiction. 

36. A Past Grand who has been installed Grand Master, but has re- 
signed before his term of office has expired, may, in the absence of a Past 
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Grand Master or Grand Representative, install the officers of a Grand 
Lodge, he having taken the obligation of a Grand Master. 

37. The Sovereign Grand Lodge insurance laws apply to all associa- 
tions seeking recognition from the Order, whether they have been incor 
porated under civil laws or not. 

38. A D. D. Grand Sire may hold any office in his Lodge or encamp- 
ment, provided the Grand Sire, whose representative he is, does not ob- 
ject. 

39. The Grand Lodge of the Maritime Provinces of Canada has no 
jurisdiction over the colony of Newfoundland, the latter being directly 
under the Sovereign Grand Lodge.

New Legislation. 


The following new legislation was presented and adopted: 


honorable veteran jewel. 

Whereas, There are in the several jurisdictions, Odd Fellows who 
have held continuous membership in the I. O, O. F. for fifty consecutive 
years or more; therefore, be it 

“ Resolved , That the Committee on Printing Supplies be, and they are 
hereby authorized and directed to design, or cause ’to be designed, a suita- 
ble jewel to be worn by such members, and which shall be known as 
‘The Honorable Veteran Jewel, I. O. O. F.’ 

“ Resolved , That ‘The Honorable Veteran Jewel, I. O. O. F.,’ shall be 
furnished and sold to members in good standing who have held continuous 
membership in the Order for fifty consecutive years or more, and in the 
same manner and on the same terms as ‘The Veteran Jewel, I. O. O. F.,’ is 
now sold and distributed.” 

ODES. 

“ Resolved y That the opening and closing odes, the initiation and 
installation odes, of Subordinate Lodges, and the similar odes of Rebekah 
Lodges, with music suitable to the same, be printed upon card board and 
sold as supplies, at such prices as maj r be fixed by this Grand Lodge.” 

New Digest. 

The following report by Rep. Conway, of Illinois, from the 
Committee on Finance, was adopted: 

Your Committee on Finance on the resolution of Rep. Thomas, of 
Utah, beg leave to report that we advise the adoption of that part of the 
resolution which refers to the necessity of a new Digest, and the manner 
of printing same, and your committee recommend that the incoming 
Grand Sire be requested to secure, at the earliest possible date, a full and 
complete Digest of the laws and decisions of this Grand Body, and that 
the sum of $2,000, which shall include the cost of printing, be, and the 
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same is hereby appropriated for that purpose, or so much of said amount 
as may be necessary to complete the work; the price to be paid and the 
person selected for preparing- said Dig-est for the printer, to be fixed and 
agreed upon by the Grand Sire. Your committee further recommend the 
printing of 1,000 copies of said Digest, and that the compiler of the Digest 
be instructed to omit all opinions and set forth only the law on the subject. 

P. G. M. and P. G. P. Associations. 

Resolved , That the Sovereign Grand Dodge does hereby fraternally 
recommend the organization of a Past Grand Master’s and Past Grand 
Patriarch’s Association in each Jurisdiction; and that among other duties 
said association be requested to write a history of its general Dodge and 
of the Order in each respective Jurisdiction. 

Homes and Orphanages. 

The following report by the Committee on Legislation was 
adopted; 

Whereas, At the session of this Sovereign Grand Dodge, held at 
Portland, Ore., in 1892, the following preamble and resolutions were 
adopted: 

Whereas, The maintaining of homes for aged and indigent Odd 
Fellows, and widows of deceased members of the Order, and homes for 
the care, protection and education of orphans of deceased Odd Fellows, is- 
a matter of great vital importance to many jurisdictions; and 

Whereas, There exists a doubt as to the constitutional right of the 
State Grand Bodies to raise funds under the law of the Sovereign Grand 
Dodge, as they now exist, for the above specific purpose; therefore 

Resolved , That State Grand Bodies are hereby permitted to adopt 
such laws for the purpose of establishing and maintaining homes for aged 
and indigent Odd Fellows, and widows of deceased members of the Order, 
and homes for the care, protection and education of orphans of deceased 
Odd Fellows, as they may determine to be consistent with the welfare of 
the Order in their respective jurisdictions. — (Journal, 1892, pages 13,016, 
13,017, 13,120, 13,161); and 

Whereas, It may prove desirable to adopt laws, conformably to the 
to the fdreging enactment, by amendments to the Constitutions of State 
Grand Bodies: and 

Whereas, In some instances State Grand Bodies had adopted consti- 
tutions (prior to the enactment of 1892) with a proviso that the same 
shall not be altered or amended for a stated period of years, and 

Whereas, the legislation of this Sovereign Grand Dodge in 1892, (as- 
above recited) has granted unto State Grand Bodies further and additional 
powers, therefore, be it 

Kesolved , That it shall be lawful for State Grand Bodies whose con- 
stitutions are unalterable for a period of time, to so amend their constitu- 
tions as will provide for the levy of a per capita tax upon the members 
of the Jurisdiction “for the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
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Homes for aged and indigent Odd Fellows, and widows of deceased mem- 
bers of the Order, and Homes for the care, protection and education of 
orphans of deceased Odd Fellows.” 

Jurisdiction. 

Resolved , That any person, residing in one Jurisdiction and joining 
a Lodge or Encampment in another Jurisdiction, whose fees for admission 
to membership, either by initiation or deposit of card, are less than the 
minimum fees charged in his own Jurisdiction, shall pay to the Lodge or 
encampment he so joins the amount of the minimum fees charged in his 
own Jurisdiction, and the Lodge or Encampment which he joins shall pay 
the excess, thus collected, over to the Grand Lodge or Grand Encampment 
of the Jurisdiction in which he resides. 

Authority to Approve Grand Lodge Constitutions Given Grand Sire. 

Amend Article 9, by adding after the word “Constitution,” in the first 
line, the words “or amendments;” also add after the word “Encampment,” 
in the first line, the words “heretofore or hereafter.” So that the article 
when so amended will read: 

Article 9. The Constitution or amendments of each Grand Lodge or 
Encampment, heretofore or hereafter chartered by this Grand Lodge, im- 
mediately on its adoption, shall be forwarded to this Grand Lodge for its 
approval, if it shall be then in session; but if not then in session, then to 
the Grand Sire; who, during such recess, shall be fully authorized to act 
on, approve or reject such Constitution or amendments in the same man- 
ner as this Grand Lodge could, were it in session. 

Public Installations. 

Section 1023, White’s Digest, amended to read as follows: 

Resolved , That Grand Lodges be, and the}' are hereby authorized to 
confer upon Subordinate Lodges the right to install their officers in pub- 
lic, provided that the ceremony be conducted by an officer of such Grand 
Lodge, a District Deputy Grand Master, or by a Past Grand duly author- 
ized by the Grand Master, provided they use the form prescribed by this 
Grand Lodge.

4. N. G. — In accordance with the proclamation of the Grand Master 
(or Grand Sire, as the case may be) of this Jurisdiction, we have assem- 
bled to-day' as Odd Fellows to pay loving tributes of respect to the mem- 
ory' of our Brother Odd Fellows, who, one year ago, were with us, but now 
have passed beyond the veil. 

An enlightened and civilized nation reveres the memory' of its dead, 
and it is fit and . proper for all people sometimes to lay aside the cares of life 
and wend their way' to the silent cities of the dead, to drop the loving tear 
and strew the flowers of spring upon their graves. And so, we, as mem- 
bers of the great fraternal institution, to-day meet, that our dead may not 
be forgotten, but that their virtues may be made known and their mem- 
ory kept green. 

Since our last Memorial Day', many of our Brethren and Sisters have 
departed; their voices are hushed, their chairs are vacant, their last battle 
has been fought, their warfare has ended, and peacefully they have sunk 
to rest. I thus call upon you, my Brethren, that we may fittingly spend 
this hour in commemorating their good deeds and be fitted when we go 
hence to emulate their virtues and be ourselves prepared for the great 
change that awaits us all. 

The Secretary will now read the names of the deceased brothers 
with suitable biographical sketch.

7. Here will follow eulogies, if there be any present to deliver them; 
but if not, the Chaplain shall read or declaim the following: 

Chaplain. — My Brethren — Most solemn thoughts have pervaded our 
every mind as your Secretary read the list of our members who, one short 
year ago, aided us in these sweetly sad exercises. Some of them were 
then in the full glow of health, and were ambitious of further success and 
usefulness in this world — but they were cut down. 

Dong may they live in our memory and their bright examples be unto 
us beacon lights to guide us in the work of Odd Fellowship. In the sharp 
conflicts of opinion, in the heat of debate, may their hallowed memories 
hush every unkind word and discordant thought and span the storm of 
controversy with the rainbow promise of peace and love. Sitting at the 
feet of their shadows, let us treasure the legacy they have bequeathed as 
a sacred trust and transmit it to those who shall follow us, beautified, 
adorned and enriched by their added sacrifice. 

Death is the one event that comes to every human being. From real 
or imaginary evils, we may in the Providence of God escape. In this con- 
flict, however, there is no retreat; there is no departure from this world of 
sin, sorrow and suffering, to the higher and diviner life, but through the 
gates of death. Neither tears, nor anguish, nor breaking heart-strings can 
avail anything when the fatal summons comes; we are utterly 'powerless 
to ward off the grim messenger. All we can do is to bow before the great 
affliction and reverently say: “The Uord gave and the Ford has taken 
away; blessed be the name of the Ford.” 

The All-Wise Ruler of the Universe has given unto us to know good 
and evil, and right from wrong, so that we are thus forewarned and fore- 
armed against the possible moral dangers that can accrue to weak human- 
ity, and prepare against that day of reckoning which surely awaits all 
mankind. Our life here should be made a time of careful and steady prep- 
aration — as by our deeds we shall be justified or condemned in that great 
day. 

Friendship fostered in our hearts becomes transformed into the golden 
chain of Dove, which binds us firmly together upon the immovable rock 
of Truth, the foundation not only of our glorious Order, but of all things 
that are good and abiding. 

Duty properly performed becomes a pleasure to the doer, as well as 
of lasting benefit to the one aided. Our days are numbered and our end 
we know not. 

“That solemn day will surely come, 

The appointed hour make haste;” 

and we must .all go to face the record of our deeds. 

May we therefore so live with the approval of our conscience and our 
God, that whenever we are called we may enter joyfully the Grand 
Uodge above.

The committee also announced the following form to be used when 
decorating the graves of deceased Odd Fellows: 

Ceremony for Decorating the Graves of Deceased Brothers. 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 

At the appointed time, the members assemble in their I^odge room and 
form in procession in the manner described in Book of Forms, page 33, 
(edition of 1891). For each grave to be decorated there shall be a Brother 
appointed to carry a bouquet of flowers, who shall take his place in the 
procession, according to his rank, as required by the Book of Forms. On 
reaching the cemetery the procession shall form a circle and halt at a con- 
venient place — the N. G. and Chaplain inside the circle — music (if any) 
outside and in rear of the officers. 

DECORATION CEREMONY. 

N. G . — My Brethren: Before we proceed with the duties of the day, 
and place over the mortal remains of our departed friends the floral trib- 
utes we have brought, let us invoke the divine blessing. 

Chaplain. — O, Thou Great and Eternal God, our Father, Creator and 
Preserver of the Universe, look down and bless us in the solemn services 
of Decoration Day. Wilt thou give us grace to emulate the virtues of our 
Brothers sleeping in peace beneath the silent sod? And while we pay our 
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tribute to their memory, may we never forget that reverence for the dead 
is best shown by care for the living. Bless the widow and the orphan; 
and raise them up kind friends in the hour of need. And may we, to- 
gether with our departed Brethren, gain admittance to the celestial Lodge 
above — there to be with Thee forever. 

Respone. — Amen! So may it be. 

Appropriate Music. — (Vocal or instrumental.) 

The procession will then pass around the cemetery, pausing at each 
grave to be decorated, so that the N. G., Secretary and Brothers bearing 
bouquets shall be convenient thereto.

After the last grave has been decorated, the Brethren will halt at a con- 
venient place, when the N. G. will deliver the following address; or, in 
place of this address, an oration may be delivered by some person selected 
for the purpose; 

N. G. — My Brethren, we have now performed the duties of the day, 
and by these simple services have paid a tribute of respect to those of our 
number who have finished their work on earth. Our Order, instituted for 
purposes of self-help, and calculated to aid its members in the struggles 
incident to life, does not allow death to terminate the fraternal relation- 
ships formed within our ranks. After we have carried our deceased Brother 
to his last resting place in the silent city of the dead, he still retains a 
claim on our affections. Through his bereaved and orphaned family he 
still asks our sympathies and our material aid; and while he has himself 
passed beyond the need of those kindly benefactions we owe each other in 
life, he still holds a place in our memory and love. 

Here to-da) r , surrounded by these tokens of mortality — by the grassy 
mounds that cover the remains of those that once lived — the monumental 
tablets that record their history, and the epitaphs that tell their virtues— 
we are forcibly reminded of the perishable nature of the things of time. 
“To every man upon this earth, death cometh, soon or late.” Wealth can- 
not bribe him to remain away; rank and power cannot shield us from him. 
No strength of mortal arm can bar his onward march. No prayer can turn 
aside his stroke. He alone is no respecter of persons. The ruddiest cheek 
pales before his breath; the stoutest heart oeases to beat at his touch; the 
strongest frame bows and falls before him. As he moves swiftly and 
silently among the ranks of men, he lays on one and on another his chil- 
ling hand, and they fall on either side lifeless and cold. Friends and 
loved ones may mourn for a brief period of time; but society soon forgets 
the one whose voice is no longer heard — whose face is no longer seen; and 
only a few cherish the memory of the departed. 

We stand to-day by the graves of our Brethren who have gone to their 
rest. Some have reposed beneath the sod for years; and their names are 
almost forgotten by the world. Some have but lately been laid in their 
silent bed, and warm hearts are still grieving over their death. But for all 
alike — in sorrow and love — we have come to awake the tender thoughts of 
old associations — to recall to mind the virtues of our departed friends —

and to lay on their graves the floral offering that shall speak for us, better 
than words can speak. 

And, as there conies to us the thought of lives cut short in the midst 
of usefulness, let us heed for ourselves the lesson that is taught. If life 
be so short, and death so sure, how can we be careless of the lives we 
live, ’or of the deaths we die? Life is the time to labor; the night comes 
all too soon, when labor must cease. Waste not the hours — so precious 
and so fleeting ! Work while the day of life may last, so that after life 
we shall still live in the hearts of our Brethren; in the love of those we 
have blessed by kindly words and deeds. So shall our histories be writ- 
ten in colors glowing as the flowers we spread upon our Brothers’ graves; 
and our memories be fresh and fragrant as the perfumes they shed to-day. 

Silent are our departed brethren now; but could their voices come 
from beneath our feet, for each one of us they would utter this solemn 
exhortation : 

“So live that when thy summons comes to join 
The innumerable caravan that moves 
To those mysterious realms, where each must take 
His chamber in the silent halls of death, 

Thou go, not like the quarry slave at night, 

Scourged to the dungeon; but sustained and soothed 
By an unfaltering trust, approach the grave 
Like one who wraps the drapery of his couch 
About him, and lies down to pleasant dreams.” 

Chaplain. — Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, we pray Thee to ac- 
cept this humble service performed. in memory of those whose loss we 
mourn. May we be enabled to emulate their virtues, and meet them 
again in that land where the links of friendship are not broken by the 
hand of death. 

Response. — Amen! So may it be. 

Chaplain. — The Lord bless you and keep you! The Lord make His 
face to shine upon you, and be gracious unto you! The Lord give you 
peace! 

Response. — Amen! 

The procession may then reform and return to the Lodge room. 

Code of Laws for the Government of Rebekah Lodges. 

The following is a report of Representative Humphrey, of the 
Special Committee on Laws for the Government of Rebekah 
Lodges, as amended and adopted by the Sovereign Grand Lodge: 

Your Special Committee on Rebekah Laws appointed at the session of 
1893, “to revise and collate the laws pertaining to the Rebekah Degree, 
omitting such as have become obsolete and suggesting such new provis- 
ions as will make said laws complete and just, and may prove to the ad- 
vantage of Rebekah Lodges,” beg leave to report that they have given to 
the subject their best consideration, and are of opinion that the Rebekah 
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branch of the Order should be clothed with more power than has been 
given it in the past. It is no longer a mere social feature of Odd Fellow- 
ship. It has achieved and become identified with a more substantial 
character. In carrying out the commands of the Order, it has become a 
generous leader and a sympathizing friend, and in its great work of or- 
ganized benevolence finds its fairest and most efficient helpmeet. 

For two generations we have exhibited to the world our banners on 
which are inscribed the great commands of Odd Fellowship, but it has 
remained for those Jurisdictions where the Rebekah branch has flourished 
to give meaning and effect to those commands, in the establishment and 
maintenance of homes for the helpless and the unfortunate of our Order. 
Less than one-third of our grand Jurisdiction have Jestablished such 
homes, but the few which have them, furnish more than two-thirds of 
the membership of the Rebekah Lodges of the Order. 

The field thus willingly occupied by our Sisters, furnishes to them a 
fixed and definite work, which is more than ornamental, and to which 
they come equipped by the sweet and gentle influences of mind culture 
and heart culture. 

With a view of extending to this degree, some measure of our confi- 
dence in the collective womanhood of the Order, and of yielding to this 
branch of Odd Fellowship limited powers of jurisdictions over their own 
affairs, we submit to the approval of this Grand Lodge, the following: 

Code for the Government of Rebekah Lodges. 

OBJECTS AND PURPOSES. 

The objects and purposes of Rebekah Lodges are declared to be: 

1st. To aid in the establishment and maintenance of homes for aged 
and indigent Odd Fellows and their wives, or for the widows of deceased 
Odd Fellows, and homes for the care, education and support of orphans of 
deceased Odd Fellows: 

2d. To visit the sick, relieve the distressed and, in every way, to 
assist Subordinate and sister Rebekah Lodges in kindly ministrations to 
families of Odd Fellows who are in trouble or want. 

3d. To cultivate and extend the social and fraternal relations of life 
among Lodges and the families of Odd Fellows. 

sovereign grand lodge supreme. 

Section 1 . To the Sovereign Grand Lodge belongs the power to reg- 
ulate and control the unwritten work of the Order, and to fix and deter- 
mine the customs and usages in regard to all things which appertain 
thereto. And to it alone belongs the power to provide and establish suit- 
able lectures and other written work therefor. 

The above provision shall apply with full force and effect to the De- 
gree of Rebekah. 
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INSTITUTION OF LODGES. 

SEC. 2. The Grand Lodges subordinate to this Grand Lodge, are 
hereby authorized and empowered to institute Rebekah Lodges at such 
places as they may deem proper within their territorial limits. 

SEC. 3. A Grand Master or any Past Grand or Past Noble Grand, 
who is in good standing- in a Rebekah Lodge, may serve as the instituting 
officer of a new Lodge. 

SEC. 4. The Grand Sire may institute, or cause to be instituted, Re- 
bekah Lodges in any Country, State or Territory under the immediate 
Jurisdiction of this Soverign Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 5. Rebekah Lodges shall not be chartered by the name of any 
living person. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec. 6. The persons herein specified shall be eligible to member- 
ship in a Rebekah Lodge of this Order, subject to the laws, relative to 
residence, of this Sovereign Grand Lodge and of the Grand Lodge of the 
Jurisdiction in which application is made : 

1. All persons who have received the Degree of Rebekah. 

2. All Odd Fellows in good standing and their wives. 

3. All unmarried white women who have attained the age of eigh- 
teen years, who believe in a Supreme, Intelligent Creator and Ruler of 
the Universe, and who are of good moral character. 

Sec. 7. In initiating a candidate into a Rebekah Lodge, the work 
prescribed by the ritual furnished by the Sovereign Grand Lodge must be 
adhered to, and no person except a member of a Rebekah Lodge and the 
instituting officer, shall witness such work. 

SEC. 8. A Sister in a Rebekah Lodge shall not lose her membership 
by the operation of any rule not alike applicable to Brothers. 

SEC. 9. Rebekah Lodges shall confer the degree on those persons 
only who apply for membership therein. A person elected to member- 
ship in a Rebekah Lodge, must receive the degree in the Lodge in which 
such person was elected. The right and duty of conferring this degree 
cannot be transferred to another and different Lodge. 

Sec. 10. In the case of Brothers, membership in a Rebekah Lodge is 
dependent on continuous good standing in a Subordinate Lodge. 

OFFICERS. 

Sec. 11. The elective officers of a Rebekah Lodge shall be a Noble 
Grand, Vice Grand, Secretary, Treasurer and Financial Secretary. The 
appointed officers shall be a Warden, Conductor, Inside Guardian, Out- 
side Guardian, Right and Left Supporters to the Noble Grand, Right and 
Left Supporters to the Vice Grand and a Chaplain. 

Sec. 12. No member shall be eligible to the chair of Noble Grand, 
unless such member shall have served a regular term as Vice Grand. No 
person shall be eligible to an elective office, after the first term, unless 
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previous service is shown in an appointive office.. All offices shall be for 
a term of six months or one year, as prescribed by the Grand Lodge of the 
Jurisdiction. 

Sec. 13. Officers must serve .a majority” of the meetings held in the- 
term, in order to be entitled to the honors of office. Officers elected to fill, 
vacancies shall be entitled to the honors of said office. 

POWERS AND PRIVILEGES. 

Sec. 14. Rebekah Lodges instituted in conformity with -the forego- 
ing sections, shall possess the power and enjoy the privileges following,, 
subject to the rules, usages and general regulations of the Order appli- 
cable thereto, and to the provisions of constitutional and other laws en- 
acted for their government by the Grand Body to which they are sub- 
ordinate. 

Sec. 15. To confer* the Degree of Rebekah on properly” qualified, ap- 
plicants as herein before specified. 

SEC. 16. To elect and appoint their own officers, in the manner pre- 
scribed by” the Grand Bodies to which they are respectively” subordinate, 
and by” their own by-laws. Service in office in a Subordinate Lodge shall 
not be a qualification for office in a Rebekah Lodge, and a past officer 
in a Subordinate Lodge shall not be entitled, by” reason thereof, to any” 
special privileges in a Rebekah Lodge, other than wearing the collar of 
the highest rank attained. 

SEC. 17. To fix and establish initiation fees and dues, to be paid at 
such time and in such manner as the constitution or by'-laws may pro- 
vide, and to provide by” by”-law when those in arrears shall be suspended 
from the rights and privileges of membership. 

Sec. 18. To pay and disburse from the funds of the Lodge, from time 
to time, as a majority' of the members present shall, by' vote, determine, 
for any' of the declared purposes of this degree. 

Sec. 19. To establish such by r -laws and rules of the Order not incon- 
sistent herewith, or with the rules, usages and general regulations of the 
Order, as they may” deem proper, subject, however, to the approval of the 
Grand Body' to which they are subordinate. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec. 20. Lodges shall hold regular and special meetings, as provided 
by their by-laws. A Grand Lodge may” authorize special meetings at 
other times and places. 

FORMS OF CHARTER. 

Sec. 21. Each State Jurisdiction is hereby” authorized to prepare and 
adopt suitable forms of charter for Rebekah Lodges and Rebekah Assem- 
blies. 


RET CRN'S. 

Sec. 22. The Grand Secretary shall furnish Grand Lodges with 
blanks for annual returns of Rebekah Lodges, and such Grand Lodges. 
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shall require such returns to be made on the 31st of December of each 
year. Any neglect to make such returns shall be visited with such pen- 
alties as the Grand Dodge of the Jurisdiction may direct. 

SUSPENDED MEMBERS. 

Sec. 23. A member of a Rebekah Dodge suspended for non-payment 
•of dues, may be reinstated in said Dodge, or may take a dismissal certifi- 
cate from said Dodge. 

VOTING AND BALLOTING. 

Sec. 24. Voting in Rebekah Dodges shall be as follows: Upon the 
admission or reinstatement of members, either by initiation, by card, or 
by dismissal certificate, the vote shall be by ball ballot, and three black 
balls shall be required to reject, and votes upon suspension for cause, ex- 
pulsion, reprimand and fines shall also be taken by ball ballot. No peti- 
tion shall be received from any rejected applicant unless the period of six- 
months has intervened between such applications. 

REGALIA. 

Sec. 25. The Brethren shall wear the regalia they are entitled to wear 
in a Subordinate Dodge. The Sisters shall wear regalia and jewels as fol- 
lows: 

For the Noble Grand, the regalia shall be a collar not exceeding three 
Inches in width, with pink center and green edges, to be trimmed with 
silver lace and fringe. 

For the Vice Grand, a collar, same width, with green center and pink 
edges, trimmed with silver lace and fringe. 

For the Secretary', a collar, with pink center and green edges, trimmed 
with silver lace. 

For the Treasurer, a collar, with green center and pink edges, trimmed 
with silver lace. 

For the Warden, a baldric, not exceeding three and one-half inches in 
width, to be of pink and green; the upper side to be green and the lower 
side pink, with a row of silver lace on each edge and through the center, 
the lowest edge to be trimmed with silver lace. 

For the Conductor, a baldric, same width as the Warden’s, with one row 
•of silver lace around the inner edge; the upper side to be green and the 
lower side pink. 

For the Inside Guardian, the same as Warden. 

For the Outside Guardian, the same as Conductor, except that the 
row of silver lace shall be on the outside and none in the center. 

For the Chaplain, white baldric, with silver lace on each edge; the 
front to be ornamented with pink roses and green leaves. 

For the Supporters to Noble Grand, baldric, pink center and green 
edges, trimmed with two rows of silver lace. 

For the Supporters to Vice Grand, baldric, green center and pink 
edges, trimmed with two rows of silver lace. 

For the Past Noble Grand (Sister), collar same as Noble Grand, ex- 
cept that the lace.and fringe shall be of gold instead of silver. 
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For the lady members other than officers, a badge or collar of pink 
and green ribbon, about an inch in width. 

And in addition to the above described regalia, may be added such 
embroidery as will be in keeping- with this degree. 

JEWELS. 

For the Noble Grand, a silver or silver-plated circle, one and a half 
inches in diameter, with a representation or lig-ure of “Rebekah at the 
Well,” engraved or stamped thereon on one side; the other side plain, and 
underneath the figure of Rebekah, the word, “Fidelity.” 

For the Vice Grand, the same in form and size, with a respresenta- 
tion or figures of Ruth and Naomi, and underneath the figures the word, 
“Industry.” 

For the Secretary, the same in form and size, with a representation 
or figure of a pen, and underneath it the word, “Deborah.” 

A Financial Secretary shall wear the same regalia as a Secretary, 
and a jewel the same as that of Secretary, except that the word “Deborah” 
shall be omitted. 

For the Treasurer, the same in form and size with a representation or 
figure of a kev, and underneath it the word, “Trust.” 

For the Warden, the same in form and size, with the representation 
or figure of a cross (a bar and axe), and underneath it the word, “Hope.” 

For the Conductor, the same in form and size, with a representation 
or figure of two wands, and underneath it the word, “Safety.” 

For the Inside Guardian, the same in form and size, with a represen- 
tation or figure of a shield crossed by a spear, and underneath it the word, 
“Prove.” 

For the Outside Guardian, the same in form and size, the similar de- 
sign, and underneath it, the word, “Vigilance.” 

For Past Noble Grand, a jewel of white metal, to be a five-pointed 
star. 

CARDS. 

Sec. 26. Visiting and withdrawal cards and dismissal certificates 
shall be provided by the Grand Secretary for Rebekah Dodges, and shall 
be furnished State Jurisdictions at the same prices as those for Subordi- 
nate Lodges. Visiting cards shall be granted upon request, upon the pay- 
ment of the price of the card and dues to the expiration thereof. 

Dismissal certificates shall be issusd upon the payment of one dollar. 

Withdrawal cards shall be issued upon the payment of the price of 
the card and dues to the date of issue. 

CONFERRING OF DEGREE. 

Sec. 27. The Degree of Rebekah shall be conferred by duly consti- 
tuted Rebekah Lodges only, except that for the purpose of assisting- the 
organization of Rebekah Lodges, the necessary power to induct appli- 
cants for charter into the degree, where they do not possess it and are 
otherwise qualified, shall be vested in the several Grand Lodges, and 
Grand Masters, ad interim. 
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SURRENDER OF CHARTER. 

SEC. 28. A Rebekah Lodge shall consist of not less than five mem- 
bers, and cannot voluntarily surrender its charter, nor dissolve, as long 
as five members in good standing desire to retain such charter and work 
under it. Provided, that when a vote upon the surrendering of a charter 
is to be taken, notice shall be sent to all members of the Lodge in good 
standing. 

QUORUM. 

SEC. 29. A quorum of a Rebekah Lodge shall consist of five members, 
including one lawfully qualified to preside. All the above requirements 
are to be construed as applying to members, irrespective of sex. A Grand 
Lodge may require a greater number of applicants than five for the insti- 
tution or revival of a Rebekah Lodge, and may require that not more than 
one-half of such applicants shall be Brothers. 

REBEKAH ASSEMBLIES. 

Sec. 30. The Grand Lodges of States, Territories or Provinces, work- 
ing under a charter granted by this Sovereign Grand Lodge, in Jurisdic- 
tions having ten or more Rebekah Lodges, are hereby empowered, upon 
proper petition, to charter and institute Rebekah Grand Bodies, to be 
known as Rebekah Assemblies, within their own Jurisdiction, and such 
Grand Lodges may clothe said Assemblies with such powers, and may sur- 
round them with such limitations as they may deem best, in order to carry 
out the objects and purposes of Rebekah Lodges as above declared. And 
said Assemblies shall be required to make such reports as their several 
Grand Lodges may direct. But all rights and privileges granted to State 
Assemblies, both those granted by charter and those granted by law, shall 
be revocable, at any time, by the Grand Lodge granting the same, or by 
this Grand Lodge. 


OFFICERS OF A REBEKAH ASSEMBLY. 

Sec. 31. The principal officers of a Rebekah Assembly shall be a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer; and the President 
shall have power to appoint a Marshal, a Conductor, a Chaplain, an Inside 
Guardian and an Outside Guardian; and the duties of these various officers 
shall be those which usually appertain to such offices. All officers shall be 
of the female sex.

Sec. 32. All appeals from the decision or action of a Rebekah As- 
sembly shall be made to the Grand Lodge of its Jurisdiction, and from the 
Grand Lodge to the Sovereign Grand Lodge as provided by the rules and 
regulations of this Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 33. Lxcept as hereinbefore provided, all laws, rules and regula- 
tions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge now in force, or that may hereafter 
be adopted for the government of the Subordinate Grand Jurisdictions, or

that in any way effect the rights of individual members, are made to ap- 
ply, where applicable, in all their force to Country, Provincial, State and 
Territorial Grand Jurisdictions of the degree of Rebekah; and in so apply- 
ing them, when necessary, where the male gender is referred to in said 
laws, the same shall be construed to mean the female gender. In Rebe- 
kah Lodges the laws shall appl}- to all members alike, and the rights, du- 
ties and privileges of membership shall be the same for Brothers as for 
Sisters. 

Sec. 34. All laws and parts of laws heretofore enacted for the gov- 
ernment of Rebekah Lodges are hereby repealed. 

Bro. Nicholson, Past Grand Sire, moved that the report, as 
amended, be adopted, which was agreed to. 

Rep. Herring, of Texas, moved the following which was con- 
sidered and adopted: 

Resolved , That the Code for the government of Rebekah Lodges, this 
day amended and adopted, shall be in full force and effect from and after 
the date of its adoption. 

Minimum Benefits. 

The following resolution was offered by Rep. Conway, of Illi- 
nois, and action thereon deferred for one year: 

Whereas, The payment of weekly benefits to sick and disabled 
members is a fundamental principle of our Order; and 

Whereas, The objects for which weekly benefits are paid is the 
relief of distress incident to such sickness or disability; and 

Whereas, Under the present laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge — a 
minimum sum of $2.00 per week for the first year, and $1.00 per week there- 
after, is made the foundation for the regulation of the benefit system in 
Subordinate Lodges; and 

Whereas, A much larger percentage of members are paid benefits 
for periods of three weeks and less, than those who are paid benefits for 
periods in excess of that time, the exact figures in the Grand Jurisdiction 
of Illinois for the six months ending March 31, 1894, being; number of 
brothers paid three weeks’ benefits and under, during a continuous sick- 
ness, 2,341; number of Brothers paid benefits for over three weeks’ con- 
tinuous sickness, 1,012; and 

Whereas, Subordinate Lodges being governed by the enactment of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge regulating minimum benefits, are largely in- 
fluenced in the direction of paying a larger weekly benefit for the first few 
months' sickness, reducing the same thereafter (in many instances to the 
minimum); and 

Whereas, The effect of such a system is that the longer a member is 
unable to provide for himself and family, the less his weekly benefits be- 
come; in other words, the greater his necessity, the less his relief; while, 
on the other hand, the member who is only disabled for one, two or three 
weeks— and consequently should not be in need of pecuniary relief; 
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is made the recipient of the very benefits that should be held in the treas- 
ury for his less fortunate Brother, who may be laid up for many months 
and even years; and 

Whereas, The question of dues and benefits (looking to a sound 
financial policy) for the protection of our Subordinate Lodge treasuries, 
is one that has caused much serious discussion and legislation by this 
Grand Body, as well as by the various Grand and Subordinate Lodges; 
and, 

Whereas, A solution of the whole problem may be found in Subor- 
dinate Lodges paying a minimum weekly benefit for the first three or four 
weeks’ continuous sickness (which may be considered largely in the light 
of accident insurance, rather than the relief of a Brother in distress,) and 
thus accumulate in the Lodge treasury sufficient funds to at all times 
properly care for Brothers during any long continued illness, the latter 
being one of the most sacred obligations imposed upon the Brotherhood. 
Therefore, for the purpose of suggesting legislation in the above direction, 
in both Grand and Subordinate Lodges, be it 

Resolved , That Subordinate Lodges of the Order may not pay any 
benefits for the first week, and that a minimum benefit of $1.00 per week 
shall be paid, commencing with the second weeks’ sickness during a 
period of six weeks’ continuous sickness, and a minimum benefit of $2.00 
per week thereafter during the continuance of feuch sickness. 


Dues and Benefits. 

Pursuant to resolution, the Lodge proceeded to consider the 
special order, resolutions 3d, 4th and 5th of the Special Commit- 
tee on Dues and Benefits, page 13,475, Journal, 1893. 

Rep. Carlin, of Illinois, moved that the third resolution be 
adopted. 

The question being on the adoption of the resolution, Rep. 
Gbodwin, of Georgia, moved that the further consideration of the 
resolution be indefinitely postponed, which was agreed to. 

Rep. Carlin, of Illinois, moved that the consideration of the 
remainder of the report be indefinitely postponed, which was 
agreed to.

First report by Bro. Jacob Krohn, P. G. P., of No. 239. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I. O. O. T. : 

Your Committee on Finance would respectfully report that we met at 
the office of the Grand Secretary, in the city of Springfield, on the 11th 
day of May, 1894, and submit the following report. 

We have made a careful inventory of the stock on hand, and have 
checked up the sales of the Grand Secretary’s office, and find that they 
agree with the Grand Secretary’s books. We further find the net profit 
on the purchases and sales of the office for the past six months to be $776.31. 
We have also audited all bills of expense and find them correct, with 
proper vouchers on hand, and verify the same. 

The receipts of the Grand Secretary’s office for the past six inonths r 
from all sources, have been $22,166.30, which amount has been forwarded 
to the Grand Treasurer, and for which receipts are on file in the Grand 
Secretary’s office. 

Your committee find that a good many Lodges have not yet made their 
reports and remitted their capitation tax for the semi-annual term ending 
March 31, 1894, and we would reaffirm our report of 1893 and impress on 
this Grand Lodge the importance of promptness in payment of capitation 
tax; it is absolutely necessary that moneys be paid in before they can be 
paid out and we would recommend that the law be strenuously enforced. 

We find that the books of the Grand Secretary’s office are well kept,, 
and the Grand Secretary rendered every assistance necessary to the com- 
mittee. It is with pleasure we congratulate the Grand Lodge upon having 
so efficient a Grand Secretary. 

We also find that th® Grand Secretary, since our last meeting, has 
changed his office in compliance with our recommendation and the orders 
of the Grand Lodge, to a fire proof building; also, containing two fire proof 
vaults, which is a very creditable showing for the promptness of our 
Grand Secretary, and we recommend his action be approved.

Your Committee on the State of the Order would respectfully report 
as follows, in regard to the matter of appeals for help from Triple Link 
Lodge No. 115, asking permission to appeal to the Order for assistance for 
the widow and family of Bro. Wilbur E. Smith, who was killed on Jan- 
uary 10, 1894, by an explosion of a boiler in a sawmill, and also in the case 
of New Windsor Lodge No. 518 asking permission to solicit contributions 
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for the widow and children of Bro. W. B. Farrar, a member of that Lodge 
who died of consumption, both of which appeals were granted by the 
Grand Master, beg leave to report. 

That while we fully realize the financial embarrasments in both of 
said cases and sympathize with the distressed yet we are of the opinion 
that such appeals should not be granted except in some dire calamity, for 
there are similar cases occurring in nearly every Lodge of our jurisdic- 
tion, at some time or other, and if we establish the precedent, future 
Grand Masters will be deluged with appeals of a similar character, and 
we are of the opinion further that the Lodges in such cases, as the two 
above mentioned should exhaust all of their resources before seeking help 
from others. That there are always more or less abuses in such cases as will 
be noticed in the New Windsor Lodge case, where the Lodge failed to assume 
its responsibility, and even charged up to the fund contributed, the cost 
of the printing the circulars, and the postage stamps on same, as well as 
several other items which the Lodge was in duty bound to pay for. 

Therefore, to protect the Order against imposition, we recommend that 
in the future, before the Grand Master grants permission to Lodges to 
appeal to other Lodges for the individual relief of a Brother or the family 
of a deceased Brother he fully acquaint himself with the financial condi- 
tion of the Lodge asking such permission and ascertain whether or not 
such Lodge has performed its full duty, also to determine how much 
money is necessary for the relief in any given case and that in case there 
be a surplus over and above such amount, that it be paid to the Grand 
Treasurer and credited to the special relief fund provided for by Sec.

Resolved: That Article X of the Constitution, entitled Fees, Dues. 
Benefits and Funds, be so amended as to read as follows: 

1. Whenever a Brother in good standing, and a member of any 
Lodge of the I. O. O. F. in the State of Illinois, shall die, leaving a widow, 
and children under age, or either, in destitute circumstances, the matter 
shall be reported to the Grand Master of the State of Illinois, by the 
Lodge of which the deceased Brother was a member, who shall imme- 
diately cause an investigation of the case, and a report of the same to be 
made to him, by a committee of three or more officers of the Grand Lodge 
to be selected b)' him for that purpose; and on a report being made to him 
as soon as can conveniently be done by such committee, that the case is a 
genuine and deserving one, it shall be his dut) T to notifj r at once every 
Lodge of the I. O. O. F. in the State, that an assessment of ten cents per 
member has been made paj r able immediately for the relief of such familj'. 
That on the receipt of such notice the several Lodges shall at the first 
meeting thereafter instruct their Recording Secretary to draw an order on 
their Treasurer for a sum equalling ten cents for each member thereof, 
and the Permanent Secretary shall forthwith charge each Brother’s ac- 
count with an assessment of ten cents. 

2. That each Lodge shall forward to the Grand Master within ten 
days from the receipt of such notice the amount due from them, and when 
the assessment from each Lodge in the State has been paid to him, he 
shall notify the trustees of the Lodge to which the Brother belonged that 
the amount (which would be, 10 cents from 50,000 members, about $5,000) 
would be paid to them as trustees, and their successors in office, in trust 
for the use of the widow and children, or either of them as the case may 
be, of such brother, on their executing to the Grand Master a good and 
sufficient bond to be acknowledged before the count}- or circuit clerk, who 
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shall also certify to the sufficiency of the same in double the amount. 
Conditional that they and their sucessors in office will faithfully execute 
and discharg-e such trust. 

3. On compliance with these conditions and the receipt of the money, 
the said trustees shall, if the family are without a home, use not to exceed 
$5£)0 of said amount in the purchase of a small home for said family, tak- 
ing- the title to themselves and their sucessors in office as trustees, and 
invest the remainder of the amount in good real estate security, collect- 
ing the interest quarterly or semi-annually, which shall be paid to said 
family for their living expense, and which shall continue during the life 
of the widow and until the children are 18 years of age, when the princi- 
pal amount shall be returned by said trustees to the Grand Master to be 
reinvested in like manner. 

4. That in the event of the death, remarriage, or the commission of 
any adulterous, or other degrading conduct on the part of the widow, she 
shall cease to participate in such fund, or in the occupation of said pro- 
perty, but the same shall enure, together with the accumulating interest 
on the invested amount, solely and exclusively for the benefit of the child 
or children while under the age of 18 years. 

5. That in case the widow shall forfeit her benefits by any or either 
of the above mentioned causes, and the child or children should die before 
reaching the said age of 18 years, and there would be no one to be benefited 
further by said funds, it shall then be the duty of said trustees then in 
office to sell said property, collect the principal of said sum, and together 
with any interest not used for the above named object, forward the entire 
amount to the Gran4 Master to be re-invested in like manner. 

6. That said fund shall be denominated “The Widows' and Orphans’ 
Trust Fund,” and shall be under the control and in the custody of the 
Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, which shall make such further rules 
and regulations concerning it as they shall deem proper and just for the 
management of the same. 

7. In the event that two or more of the sums above mentioned, which 
have been invested for the benefit of any deceased Brother’s family shall 
be returned to the Grand Master, as hereinbefore provided, and shall re- 
main uncalled for, for the period of 30 days, the Grand Master shall then 
distribute the entire amount in his possession and control among the 
several Lodges in the State, in the same proportion as that in which he 
received it.

Grand Treasurer T. B. Needles moved to change the reference 
of the resolution offered by Bro. Alex Campbell, of No. 173, in rela- 
tion to Schools of Instruction, from the Committee on the State of 
the Order to the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. Carried. 

The following proposed amendments to the Constitution of 
the Grand Lodge were presented by Representative John R. 
Camp, of No. 322, and were laid over under the rules for one 
year: 

Whereas, By the adoption of the Orphans’ Home, and by other 
causes, the capitation tax levied upon the membership in this Jurisdiction 
has been within the last three years nearly doubled; and 

Whereas, Each annual session of this Grand Lodge necessitates an 
expenditure of about fourteen thousand dollars for mileage and per diem 
alone; and 

Whereas, It often happens that there is no business to come before 
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this Grand Lodge that is of sufficient importance to justify the expendi- 
ture of so large a sum of money each year; and 

Whereas, If is believed by some of the Subordinate Lodges, who 
have to pay the expenses, that a session of the Grand Lodge held once 
every two years would do as much good and accomplish as much for the 
Order as two annual sessions, and at only about half the expense; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That regular sessions of this Grand Lodge be held bi- 
ennially instead of annually; and in accordance therewith, be it 

Resolved: That the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of the State of 
Illinois, of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows be amended as fol- 
lows: 

Atnend Section two (2) of Article (4) by striking out the word “annual” 
and inserting the word “biennial,” so that the same shall read* as follows: 

Section 2. The Grand Master shall preside at all meetings of the 
Grand Lodge, and preserve order and enforce the rules. He shall appoint 
all Grand Officers pro tempore, and all the Grand Officers who are not 
elective. He shall name the members of all committees, unless it is other- 
wise ordered by the Grand Lodge. He shall give the casting vote when- 
ever the Grand Lodge is equally divided. He may call special session of 
the Grand Lodge whenever, in his judgment, the good of the Order re- 
quires him so to do, and he shall call a special session whenever re- 
quested so to do in writing by the Representatives of fifty Lodges. He 
shall order the payment by the Grand Treasurer of all moneys voted by 
the Grand Lodge. In person or by deputy, he shall confer all official de- 
grees, and he shall communicate the necessary Passwords to be used in 
this jurisdiction. During the recess of the Grand Lodge he shall have 
general superintendence of the interest of the Order in this State; shall 
hear and decide any grievance or complaints that may be made to him; 
pass upon all questions of law and usage which shall have been first sub- 
mitted on appeal under seal of the Subordinate Lodge to the Lodge 
Deputy Grand Master; and he shall not be compelled to answer questions 
submitted by individual members of the Order; grant Dispensations to 
open Lodges; and do such other acts as this Grand Lodge might do, except 
that he may not, by virtue of any powers conferred upon him by this sec- 
tion, exercise any of the legislative functions of this Grand Lodge. At 
each biennial session the Grand Master shall report the Dispensations to 
open Lodges granted by him, and such other acts as he may have done in 
accordance with the authority herein upon him conferred; and when an 
appeal is taken from any of his decisions, he shall report the decision 
with the appeal therefrom. All decisions made by the Grand Master shall 
be binding until reversed, upon appeal, by the Grand Lodge. 

Amend Section six (6) of Article four (4) by striking out the word 
■“annual” and inserting the word “biennial,” so that the same shall read 
as follows: 

Section 6. The Grand Treasurer shall receive all moneys paid to 
him by the Grand Secretary, and receipt for the same. He shall keep 
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books containing' accounts of all moneys received and paid by him, to 
whom paid and for what purpose, and he shall have his accounts posted 
at every biennial sesssion, and submit them at that time to the examina- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. 

Amend Section twenty-three (23) of Article four (4) by striking out the 
word “annual” and inserting the word “biennial,” so that the same shall 
read as follows: 

SECTION 23. Vacancies in any of the grand offices, occurring during 
the recess, shall be filled by the Grand Master ad interim , and at the first 
biennial session of the Grand Lodge thereafter the vacancies shall be 
regularly filled. 

Amend Section one (1) of Article six (6) by striking out the word 
“annual” wherever it may occur and inserting the word “biennial” in its 
place; also by inserting the words, “and shall appoint one member of 
said committee for the full term of five years within twenty days after 
the third Tuesday of November of each year, in which no biennial session 
of the Grand Lodge shall be held,” immediately after the words “for the 
full term of five years,” so that the same shall read as follows: 

Section 1 . The Grand Master, at each biennial session, shall, within 
twenty days after his installation as such appoint the following commit- 
tees to serve two years, viz.: (1) On Credentials, three members; (2) on 
the State of the Order, five members; (3) on Legislation, five members; 
(4) on Finance, three members; (5) on Rebekah Degree, three members; 
(6) on Mileage and Per Diem, ten members; (7) on Railroads, three members; 
(8) on Printing, five members. In the Order of Business the report of 
these committees shall be called and have precedence in the order in 
which they are herein named. And at each biennial session the Grand 
Master, immediately after the installation of the Grand Officers, shall ap- 
point one member of the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals for the full 
term of five years; and shall appoint one member of said committee for 
the full term of five years within twenty days after the third Tuesday of 
November of each year in which no biennial session of the Grand Lodge 
shall be held; and shall, whenever a vacancy exists in the membership of 
said committee, occasioned by death, resignation, removal, or otherwise, 
fill such vacancy by appointment, and such appointee shall fill out the un- 
expired term of his predecessor. 

The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall have appellate juris- 
diction to hear and determine all questions arising by appeal from the 
action or judgment of any Subordinate Lodge, or otherwise, which may 
be referred to them by the Grand Master or Grand Lodge, or which may 
be presented to said committee by virtue of any legislation of this Grand 
Lodge, now or hereafter in force; and shall have original jurisdiction to 
hear and determine all other cases which may arise under the jurisdiction 
of the Grand Lodge, subject to such rules and regulations as may be 
adopted for that purpose, and shall examine and approve or reject the by- 
laws of all Subordinate Lodges in this Jurisdiction, and may so approve 
or reject the same in whole or in part, but shall have no power to change 
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any part thereof in any other manner. Provided, that nothing’ herein 
contained shall be so construed as to prevent the Grand Master from hear- 
ing- and determining any question that may arise by petition or complaint 
•of any grievance, by the wrongful act of any Lodge, officer or member, or 
otherwise interfere with the Grand Master in the exercise of his authority 
as the executive officer of this Grand Lodge. 

Amend Section seven (7) of Article six (6) so that the same shall read 
as follows: 

Section 7. The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall hold four 
sessions annually, to-wit: One beginning on the third Tuesday of Febru- 
ary, one beginning on the third Tuesday of May, one beginning on the 
third Tuesday of August, and one beginning on the third Tuesday of 
November. These sessions shall be held at the office of the Grand Secre- 
tary, unless the committee is notified by the Grand Secretary that there is 
not any business to come before them, except that sessions occurring at 
the time of holding the biennial sessions of the Grand Lodge shall be held 
at the place of holding the Grand Lodge. The Grand Secretary shall be 
the clerk of said committee, and shall keep an accurate record of all their 
transactions, and shall have the care, custody and control of all its records, 
papers, etc. 

At each session 'of said committee the member having the shortest 
term to serve shall act as chairman, and each of said committee shall be 
paid mileage at the rate of six cents per mile, by the nearest route from 
his place of residence to the office of the Grand Secretary, or to the place 
•of holding- the session of the committee, as the case may be, for each of 
such sessions, and a per diem of three dollars for each day actually oc- 
cupied, to be paid upon the certificate of the chairman of the committee. 

The said committee shall reduce all their judgments and decisions to 
writing, and file the same with the Grand Secretary. 

All processes, whether in the nature of summons, subpoenas, or other- 
wise, shall be under the seal of the Grand Lodge, and the signature of the 
•Grand Secretary. All appeals hereafter taken from the final judgment or 
action of any Subordinate Lodge shall be taken and referred to the said 
Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. And the decisions and judgments 
of said committee shall, unless appealed from within thirty days, be final, 
and stand as the judgment and decision of this Grand Lodge. 

An appeal from the decision or judgment of said committee to this 
Grand Lodge shall be allowed and such appeal shall be considered and 
determined at the session next after such appeal is taken, except in case 
such appeal is taken during a session of the Grand Lodge, in which case 
such appeal may be considered and determined at such time as the Grand 
Lodge may direct. A notice in writing directed to the Grand Secretary 
and signed by the member appealing, or the Noble Grand or Secretary of 
the Lodge, under the seal of the Lodge in all cases where a Lodge appeals, 
briefly stating the fact of such appeal and the reasons assigned therefor, 
shall be the only requirements of such an appeal. 

Amend Section one (1) of Article seven (7) by striking out the words 
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••annually'* and “annual” wherever they may occur, and inserting- in 
their places respectively the words “biennially” and “biennial,” so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

Section 1. The Graud Lodge shall meet biennially on the third 
Tuesday of November, This meeting- shall be styled the Biennial Ses- 
sion. Special Sessions shall be held on the call of the Grand Master. 
When in Biennial or Special Session, fifty Representative members shall 
be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and 
the Grand Lodge may adjourn from time to time until the business of the 
session shall have been disposed of. The Biennial Session shall be held 
at the City of Spring-field, except when ordered otherwise by a vote of 
two thirds of the Representatives present. A Special Session shall be 
held at the time and place desig-nated by the Grand Master in the call. 

Amend Section two (2) of Article seven (7) by striking out the word 
“annual” and inserting in its place the word "biennial,” so that the same 
>hall read as follows: 

Section 2. At the Biennial Sessions the elective Grand Officers shall 
be elected, and all business requiring the attention of the Grand Lodge 
transacted. At a Special Session no business shall be transacted except- 
ing that for which the session was called, which business must be dis- 
tinctly stated in the call. 

Amend Section one (1) of Article nine (9) by striking out the word 
“annual” and inserting the word “biennial,'’ so that the same shall read 
as follows: 

Section 1 . This constitution shall be altered or amended only by a 
proposition therefor in writing submitted at a biennial session, which prop- 
osition shall set forth the section to be altered or amended, as it would read 
if mended or altered. The proposition shall be entered at length on the 
journal, and shall not be acted upon until the next biennial session, when 
it may be considered andperfected by amendments and adopted. But if, 
by changes in legislation or otherwise, any part of this constitution shall 
be found contrary to the laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, such part 
may, without previous notice, be stricken out or amended to conform to 
the laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Resolved . That the by-laws of this Grand Lodge be amended as fol- 
lows: 

Amend clauses 1, 2 and 5 of Section 9. of Article 2, so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

Clause 1. The representatives to this Grand Lodge shall be elected 
and hold office for four years; one-half of them being chosen every two 
years. 

Clause 2. Each Subordinate Lodge shall, on the night of and im- 
mediately following the installation of officers in April, quadrennially', 
from among the qualified Past Grands in membership in the Lodge, elect 
by ballot, and in the same manner as prescribed for the election of officers, 
one Representative to this Graud Lodge; provided that, when a public in- 
stallation is had, the election may be at the next regular meeting there- 
after. 
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Clause 5. The Representatives shall be divided into two classes — 
the first class being those that represent odd-numbered Lodges, and the 
second class being those that represent even-numbered Lodges. The first 
class shall be elected quadrennially in alternate odd-numbered years, and 
the second class quadrennially in alternate even-numbered years.

Your Committee on Degree of Rebekah would respectfully report as 
follows, in regard to the matter of amending the Constitution and By- 
Daws of the Rebekah Assembly to conform to the laws enacted by the 
Sovereign Grand Jvodge, and recommend their adoption as submitted as # 
follows: 
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CONSTITUTION 

REBEKAH STATE ASSEMBLY OF ILLINOIS. 


ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. This organization shall be known as the Rebekah As- 
sembly of Illinois. 

Sec. 2. The object of the Assembly shall be to create a deeper inter- 
est in this branch of Odd Fellowship; to propose to the Grand Lodge suit- 
able legislation for this branch of the Order; to collect and report such 
information as will lead to a better understanding of its character and 
objects. 


ARTICLE II. 

Section 1. The membership of this Assembly shall consist of the 
duly elected delegates, officers and past elective officers. Delegates must 
be Sisters who are Past Noble Grands or Noble Grands in good standing 
in Rebekah Lodges. All members in any Rebekah Lodge shall be en- 
titled to a seat in the Assembly, and may speak on all questions, but shall 
have no vote. 

Sec. 2. The basis of representation shall be to each Rebekah Lodge 
having a membership of fifty or less, one Representative, and one Repre- 
sentative for each additional fifty or major fraction thereof. The num- 
ber of delegates to be computed from the January report preceding the 
election. Lodges instituted after that date, shall elect according to mem- 
bership as counted June 1. 

Sec. 3. Delegates shall be elected at the last meeting in June, nomi- 
nations to be made at the preceding meeting. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Noble Grand and Recording Sec- 
retary of each Lodge to certify the result of the election of delegates under 
the seal of the Lodge to the Secretary of the State Assembly, vacancies 
to be filled by special election. 

# 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1 . This assembly shall be held annually at the same time 
and place where the Grand Lodge holds its annual session. Preliminary 
meetings for the purpose of receiving officers’ reports, appointment of 
committees and other preliminary work, may be held at the same locality 
on the day before, upon the call of the President, provided such call is an- 
nounced at least three weeks prior to the date of the annual meeting. 
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ARTICLE IV. 

OFFICERS AND ELECTIONS. 

Section 1. The elective officers of this Assembly shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The appointive officers shall consist of a Marshal, a Con- 
ductor, a Chaplain, an Inside Guardian and an Outside Guardian; and the 
duties of these various officers shall be those which usually appertain to 
such offices. All officers shall be of the female sex. 

SEC. 3. The officers shall be elected at the annual session, and shall 
hold their offices one year or until their successors are elected and in- 
stalled; 

Sec. 4. In the election of officers, a majority of all the votes cast 
shall be necessary to a choice, but if there be but one candidate for any 
office, elections may be by acclamation. 

ARTICLE V. 

OFFICERS’ DUTIES. 

SECTION 1. The President shall preside at all meeting's, preserve 
order and decorum therein, shall appoint all committees not otherwise 
provided for, submit all questions, and perform such other duties as usage 
requires. 

SEC. 2. The Vice-President shall assist the President and act as 
President during the absence of that officer. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keep an accurate record of the proceed- 
ings of each meeting, shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer, keep 
correct accounts between this Assembly and the several Lodges, shall re- 
ceive all moneys due and payable to this Assembly, and pay the same 
over to the Treasurer without delay, taking Treasurer’s receipt for same, 
and shall perform such other duties as may be required, and. shall give a 
bond of $500. During the session of the Assembly, the Secretary may 
select an Assistant Secretary, who shall receive as compensation, three 
dollars per diem. 

SEC. 4. The Treasurer shall receive from the hands of the Secretary 
all moneys paid to the Assembly, giving a receipt therefor, pay all bills 
ordered by the Assembly and perform such other duties as the Assembly 
may require, also give bond not less than $2,000. 

SEC. 5. The Marshal, Chaplain, Guardian and Supporters shall res- 
pectively perform such official duties as are required by the usage of the 
Order. 


ARTICLE VI. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

SECTION 1. The Standing committees shall be an Executive com- 
mittee of five, and a Finance committee of three, to be elected by ballot. 
Sec. 2. The Executive committee shall arrange for suitable places 
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to hold the annual meeting's, act as Advisory board to the President dur- 
ing intermission, be the custodian of the bonds of the Secretary and 
Treasurer, and perform other duties pertaining- to the comfort and con- 
venience of the Assembly. 

Sec. 3. The Finance Committee shall report upon all accounts and 
claims against the Assembly, previous to such accounts and claims being 
allowed. It shall audit annually the accounts of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer, and the accounts of all officers and committees intrusted with the re- 
ceipt and disbursement of funds of the Assembly, and from time to time 
suggest such measures of finance as it may deem expedient. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Section 1 . Fifty duly elected delegates, one of whom shall be quali- 
fied to preside in the absence of the President and Vice President, shall 
constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 2. The expenses of the delegates shall not be borne by the 
Assembly. The expenses of the State Assembly shall be paid from its 
treasury, the funds to supply which shall be obtained by levying such per 
capita tax as the Grand Lodge may authorize. 

Sec. 3. The President, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer 
shall receive 4 cents per mile one way, and $3.00 per diem. The President 
shall receive $50.00 per year, and the Secretary $200.00 per year for their 
services. 

Sec. 4. Every officer, delegate and visitor must be in proper regalia 
before he ora she can be allowed to speak in the Assembly, but in lieu of 
the collar, a pink and green ribbon shall be deemed proper regalia. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Section 1 . The Directors of the Orphans’ Home shall be composed 
of five Sisters, who shall be elected by this Assembly: One for the term 
of one year, one for the term of two years, one for the term of three years, 
one for the term of four years, one for the term or five years; and, here- 
after, one director shall be elected annually for the term of five years. In 
case of vacancy, by resignation or otherwise, the directors shall fill such 
vacancy until the next annual session of the State Assembly. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Section 1 . Any changes in or amendments to this Constitution may 
be made at any regular session of the Assembly, provided the proposed 
amendments shall have been submitted in writing and signed by two 
members of the Assembly, and approved by a two-thirds vote. 

Sec. 2. This Constitution, and any amendments that may hereafter 
be made thereto, shall be enforced from and after the time of their adop- 
tion by the convention, and approved by the Grand Lodge. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 

Rule I. On the first of October of each year the President shall ap- 
point from the delegates the following committees:' 
r 1. A Committee on Credentials, 3 members. 

2. A Committee on State of the Order, 3 members. 

3. A Committee on Legislation, 3 members. 

4. A Committee on Analysis and Distribution, 3 members. 

5. A Committee on Resolutions, 3 members. 

6. A Committee on Memorials, 3 members. 

Rule II. If a quorum be present, the business of the annual meeting 
shall be taken up daily, as follows: 

1. Opening: Singing Ode and Prayer. 

2. Appointments of Officers by President. 

3. Examination by Wardens. 

4. Roll-call of Delegates and Officers. 

5. Reading of the Minutes. 

6. Report of Committees in the following order: 

a. On Credentials. 

b. On State of the Order. 

c. On Legislation. 

d. On Resolutions. 

e. On Memorials. 

f. On Analysis and Distribution. 

Special Committees. 

Miscellaneous. 

Rule III. That all resolutions, memorials and communications pre- 
sented shall be read by the Secretary and referred to the proper committee 
by the President without debate. 

RULE IV. No member shall speak more than twice on the same sub- 
ject, nor shall consume more than five minutes on each speech, without 
special permission given by the Assembly. 

Rule V. The duly elected officers shaH be installed in their respective 
offices immediately after the close of the business of the session. The 
President-elect shall be installed by the retiring President, or in case of 
the re-election of the President, by a Past President, and the other officers 
shall be installed by the newly elected President. The ceremony shall 
consist of reading the duties of each member as set down in the constitu- 
tion of the State convention of 1893, and the officers shall repeat after the 
installing officers: “All of which I (with name) do most solemnly promise 
to fulfill to the best of my ability.” 

Rule VI. In case of a vacancy occurring in any office during the 
recess of the Assembly, it shall be the duty of the President to fill such 
office by appointment until the next annual election. 

Rule VII. In the election of officers, three tellers shall be appointed, 
two by the President and one by the Vice-President. 

dZ Rule VIII. That the parliamentary rules governing this Assembly 
shall be Roberts’ Rules of Order.
